FORTY-SIXTH   SCISSION. 


WEDNESDAY,  January  14,  1903. 

The  forty-sixth  session  of  the  legislaure  of  the  state  of  Wis« 
coDsin  began  at  Madison,  the  capital  city  of  said  state,  on  the  sec 
ond  Wednesday,  being  the  1 4th  day,  of  January,  A.  D.  1^03.^ 

Pursuant  to  law,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  of  said  day, 

The  senate  was  called  to  order  by  Hon.  James  O.  Davidson, 
president  of  the  senate,  who  addressed  the  senate  as  follows: 

Senators :  In  assuming  the  duty  of  presiding  over  your  deliber- 
ations, 1  shall  expect  your  kindly  aid  and  courteous  forbearance, 
My  .distinguished  predecessor,  the  gentle  Jesse  Stone,  whose  un- 
timely death  gave  us  untold  grief,  set  the  precedent  so  high, 
that  you  who,  knew  him  as  presiding  officer,  must  ever  be  mind- 
ful of  my  short  coming. 

The  well  known  traditions  of  this  honorable  body  encourages 
me,  however,  with  the  assurance  that  I  may  safely  rely,  at  all 
times,  upon  your  helpful  advice  and  generous  assistance.  It  is- 
scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  suggest  that  the  forty-sixth  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  of  Wisconsin  is  destined  to  play  a  most 
conspicuous  part  in  the  history  of  this  commonwealth.  Princi- 
ples of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  government  and  the  wel- 
fare of  our  people  will  be  under  consideration  for  enactment  into 
law. 

The  proceedings  of  the  senate  will  command  the  keenest  in- 
terest and  the  closest  scrutiny.  Not  only  will  the  citizens  of 
this  state  have  their  eyes  upon  this  chamber  and  read  with 
eagerness  the  record  made,  but  we  know  that  recent  events 
have  turned  upon  us  the  thoughtful  attention  of  the  nation. 

The  duty  and  responsibility  is  upon  you,  who  are  the 
chosen    and    honored   representatives    of    the   people,  to  carry 
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out  their  expressed  will;  that  you  will  do  so  wisely  and  well, 
there  is  not  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  in  my  mind.  It  is 
my  earnest  hope  that  laws  will  be  enacted  during  this 
momentous  session  of  the  legislature  that  we  may  look 
back  to  in  the  years  to  come  with  a  feeling  of  just  pride  and 
legitimate  satisfaction.  To  the  end  that  your  deliberations 
may  be  marked  with  that  dignity,  harmony,  and  cour- 
tesy, that  have  characterized  the  senate  in  the  past, 
I  pledge  you  my  best  efforts.  I  assure  you  it  is  my  sincere 
purpose  to  so  preside  at  the  sessions  of  this  chamber  that  I  may 
have  the  continued  friendship  and  respect  of  every  senator.  My 
rulings  shall  be,  so  far  as  my  ability  will  permit,  considerate, 
sincere  and  impartial. 

Senators,  with  a  cordial  greeting  to  you    one  and  all,   1  now 
take  up  the  gravel  and  await  your  further  pleasure.  \

I  am  not  unmindful  that  the  office  brings  with  it  added  re- 
sponsibilities, and  should  I  be  called  to  preside  during  the  ses- 
sion I  will  endeavor  to  discharge  the  duty  impartially  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  senators.  In  the  discharge  of  that  duty  I 
will  need  your  hearty  co-operation,  and  should  I  err  in  judgment, 
I  ask  your  kind  indulgence. 

We  are  now  entering  upon  one  of  the  most  important  sessions 
ever  held  in  the  senate.       The    election  just  passed  has  demon- 
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strated  that  the  people  desire  legislatioQ  on  taxation  and  pri- 
mary election  law,  and  they  have  expressed  their  wish  by  a 
majority  vote  in  the  districts.  This  expression  must  find  its 
way  into  the  statutes  through  us,  their  represenaeives.  Our  duty 
is  plain  and  I  hope  and  trust  that  all  the  senators  will  work  for 
the  fulfillment  of  these  pledges  and  requests. 

Before  the  committees  will  be  heard  representatives  from  all 
parts  of  our  state  in  the  interests  of  all  our  citizens. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  give  them  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing 
and  then  act  with  fairness  to  all,  working  injury  to  none. 

Let  it  be  said  that  the  session  of  1903  was  a  credit  to  the 
state  and  to  the  senators  intrusted   with  the  people's  interests. 

Let  our  word  be  upheld  and  the  integrity  of  the  state  be 
maintained  by  the.  fulfilltnent  of  promises  in  carrying  out  the 
expressed  will  of  the  people. 

I  wish  to  welcome  the  new  members  who  have  just  come  before 
the  bar  of  the  senate.  I  wish  to  assure  you  that  at  all  times  I 
will  be  glad  to  aid  you  in  any  way  I  can,  and  the  only  request  I 
need  will  be  to  be  told  that  you  desire  my  assistance.

The  joint  session  was  called  to  order  by  the  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor. 

Hon.  Robert  M.  LaFollette,  governor  of  the  state  *of  Wiscon- 
sin, was  introduced  by  the  lieutenant  governor,  and  read  his 
biennial  message  as  follows : 
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THE  MESSAGE. 


Utniiemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly: 

In  oonformity  with,  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  I  sub- 
mit to  your  honorable  body  information  pertaining  to  the  ad- 
ministration, of  the  State  Grovernment,  and  such  recommenda- 
tions as  seem  to  me  of  great  importance  to  every  interest  and 
to  all  the  people  of  tliis  Conamonwealth. 

The  reports  of  the  several  departments,  bureaus,  and  State 
institutions,  which  will  be  laid  before  you  in  the  usual  course, 
will  exhibit  in  detail  full  and  accurate  information  respecting 
the  public  business. 

CONI»lTION  OV  STATE  FINANCES. 

The  balance  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treasury  ou 
January  1,  1003,  was  $235,884.54,  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  all 
current  ox|>onses,  including  those  incident  to  the  legislative  ses- 
.^ion,  until  license  fees  and  other  considerable  revenues  of  thi^ 
State  are  again  revived.  During  the  last  wo  years  no  transfer 
from  the  trust  funds  to  the  General  Fund  has  been  made  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  temporaiy  deficits.  The  State  Treasury 
has  been  able  to  keep  tlie  trust  funds  fully  and  profitably  in- 
vented as  the  law  contemplates  should  be  done.  In  order  to 
maintain  this  desirable  condition,  it  was  found  necessary  by  the 
Executive  to  delay  the  expenditure  of  some  extraordinary  appro- 
priations during  the  year  of  1901,  when  legislative  expetises 
were  m<et,  and  until  revenues  were  received  for  the  year  1902. 

The  last  prece<ling  administration,  for  the  sufficient  reason 
that  there  were  no  funds  available,  left  a  legacy  of  appropria- 
tions for  extraordinary  purposes  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1899  and  aggregating  $330,840.84,  apportioned  as  follows: 

For  State  Reformatory  at  Green  Bay.  .  $125,482  16 
State  Home  for  Feeble-minded,  Chip- 
pewa Falls 106,358  68 

State  University 79,000  00 

State  Normal  Schools 20,000  00- 
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In  addition  to  these  deferred  appropriations,  after  making 
allowances  for  current  expenses  due  and  unpaid,  and  for  rail- 
road license  fees  paid  in  advance  of  the  time  legally  required, 
the  present  administration  started  with  a  net  balance  of 
$4,125.94. 

The  payment  of  the  above-mentioned  appropriations  during 
the  last  two  years  offers  explanation  for  an  excess  of  expendi- 
tures during  that  period  in  comparison  with  previous  biennial 
terins. 

Under  auUiority  of  an  act  by  the  last  Legislature  the  fiscal 
year  has  been  changed  to  end  June  30th,  instead  of  September 
30th,  and  this  fact  should  be  bomie  in  mind  by  those  seeking 
to  make  comparisons  or  to  reach  conclusions  from  the  official 
reports.  I  have  caused  to  be  prepared  by  tlie  Commissioner  of 
Statistics,  and  there  will  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  this 
message,  statements  in  detail  showing  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments by  the  State  in  administrative,  legislative,  judicial,  and 
educational  departmjents,  by  years  and  for  biennal  terms,  since 
1897  and  1902,  inclusive;  also  the  fimds  and  fund  incomes,  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  in-  separate  tables,  by  years,  for  the 
same  period  of  time.  These  tables  will  enable  any  one  inter- 
ested to  reach  a  clear  and  complete  understanding  of  every 
source  of  revenue  and  of  the  character  of  all  disbursemients  for 
each  of  the  several  branches  of  State  government.  I  l>elieve 
that  this  information  will  be  especially  valuable  and  helpful  in 
determining  the  character  and  amount  of  appropriations  prop- 
erly to  be  made,  as  well  as  in  the  consideration  of  revenues  neces- 
sarily to  be  raised. 

Central  System  of  State  Booklceeping  and  Accounting, 

Under  chapter  433  of  tlio  Laws  of  1901,  it  is  made  the  duty 
of  tlie  Executive  to  install  a  central  system  of  accounting  for  all 
State  offices  and  State  institutions.  Pursuant  to  chapter  133 
of  the  Laws  of  1809,  the  preceding  administration  had  been  au- 
thorized to  establish  such  an  accounting  system  for  all  State 
offices  in  the  Capitol.  Under  that  act  experts  were  employed, 
an  elaborate  plan  for  the  accounting  system  devised,  and  some 
steps  taken  toward*  its  practical  adoption.  It  was  found  im- 
possible, however,  to  apply  it  because  of  the  fact  that  certain 
State  institutions  were  outside  of  the  terms  of  the  law  of  1899. 

The  Legislature  of  1901  provided  that  all  State  offices  and 
State  institutions  should  lx>' brought  within  a  central  accounting 
system,  and  that  so  much  of  the  work  performed  under  the  pre- 
ceding administration  as  could  b3  made  available  should  l)e 
used. 
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Much  complaint  had  been  made  in  the  departments  and  by 
those  in  authority  in  some  of  the  State  institutions  that  the 
scheme  proposed  by  the  experts  employed  under  the  law  of  1899 
was  imnecessary,  intricate,  and  complicated,  and  would  entail 
a  needleas  expense  in  carrying  out  its  details ;  that  the  same 
good  purpose  could  be  attained  with  saving  to  the  State  by  much 
more  simple  and  less  costly  plans. 

With  a  \T.ew  of  having  not  only  an  unprejudiced  review  of 
the  system  w^hich  had  been  proposed,  but  with  the  further  pur- 
pose of  getting  an  independent  judgment  upon  the  whole  plan, 
it  was  deemed  best  to  employ  other  expert  knowledge  and  judg- 
ment in  the  work.  It  was  also  believed  to  be  desirable  to  ascer- 
tain tlie  methods  of  book-keeping  and  accounting  in  operation 
in  some  of  the  older  States.  To  that  end  the  systems  in  use  in 
Massachusetts,  Xew  Jersey,  and  Xew  York,  were  examined  in 
connection  with  the  report  made  and  plan  devised  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  1899.  This  w^as  followed  by  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  system  of  book-keeping  and  accounting  used 
in  each  of  the  departments  of  our  State  government  and  in  each 
of  the  State  institutions,  including  the  University  and  Normal 
Schools. 

The  results  of  this  investigation,  conducted  by  an  experi- 
enced and  experti  accountant,  leave  no  room  w'hatever  to  doubt 
that  the  book-keeping  and  accounting  system  which  has  been 
maintained  in  each  of  the  departments  of  our  State  government 
and  each  of  the  State  institutions  is  superior  to  that  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Xew^  York,  and  Xew  Jersey;  that  it  has  been  con- 
ducted wdth  great  care,  minuteness,  and  detail ;  that  it  is  faulty 
only  in  that  expenditures  and  receipts  of  tlie  State  govermnent,. 
including  tlie  State  institutions,  have  not  been  centralized.  It 
was  discovered  that  a  system  of  centralization  may  be  engrafted 
onto  the  existing  systems  without  either  incurring  present  ex- 
pense or  entailing  the  perpetual  outlay  necessarily  to  result 
from  sweeping  them  all  aside,  and  without  rendering  the  whole 
system  cumbersome  and  complicated  with  detail  and  circumlo- 
cution. ,i 

The  present  accounting  system  when  thus  centralized,  I  am 
assured  will  show  the  affairs  of  the  State  and  of  each  of  its  de- 
partm^its  and  institutions  at  a  glance,  at  any  given  time,  to- 
gether with  the  exact  financial  condition  of  each  in  relation  to 
permanent  funds  and  to  annual  appropriations. 

In  the  application  of  this  system  care  has  been  taken  with 
respect  to  the  University,  the  Xormal  Schools,  and  State  insti- 
tutions, not  to  interfere  with  systems  already  established  and  in 
every  way  commendable  further  than  to  centralize  the  general

accounting  of  the  State.  This  will  be  done  without  imposing 
any  hardship  or  requiring  the  einplojuient  of  extra  assistants 
after  the  system  is  once  established. 

The  preparation  of  the  necessary  books,  receipts,  and  vouchers 
for  the  change  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  system  will  be  fully 
installed  witliin  a  short  time. 

In  conclusion  upon  this  subject  it  is  proper  to  add  that  &. 
painstaking,  expcit  examination  of  the  accounts  and  accounting 
system  of  the  Stat^  in  each  of  its  State  offices,  departments,  and 
institutions,  evidences  great  thoroughness,  accui*acy,  and  detail, 
and  a  jealous  care  for  the  interests  of  the  State  which  makes  it 
safe,  to  say  that  every  dollar  of  the  public  money  has  been  ac- 
counted for. 

Wisconsin  Civil  IVar  Claim, 

The  agent  appointed  by  the  Governor  under  authority  of  law 
to  adjust  claims  of  the  State  against  the  United  States,  since 
securing  the  final  settlement  of  claims  gi'owing  out  of  the  Span- 
ish War,  has  devoted  much  time  and  labor  to  an  examination, 
detennination  and  presentment  of  the  claims  of  the  State  for 
expenses  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Civil  War,  and 
unsatisfied  by  action  of  the  Federal  government.  These  claims 
were  first  brought  to  public  attention  in  Wisconsin  in  1894  by 
Honorable  J.  L.  O'Connor,  then  Attorney  General,  who  began 
an  action  in  the  Court  of  Claims  for  a  very  large  amount,  in- 
tended to  cover  not  only  the  interest  paid  by  the  State  on  bonds 
issued  for  war  purposes,  but  the  principal  and  interest  on  all 
expenditures  for  war  purposes  made  by  the  State,  It  was  ascer- 
tained that  the  statute  of  limitation  very  probably  cut  off  all 
right  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  State  for  the  last  named  ex- 
penditTU'es.  During  Governor  Scofield's  first  term,  some  further 
investigation  of  the  matter  was  made,  but  no  definite  results 
were  reached  and  the  suit  was  finally  dismissed.  In  December, 
1901,  the  attention  of  Henry  S.  Comstock,  State  agent  at  Wash- 
ington appointed  by  the  present  Executive,  was  directed  to  the 
claim,  and  in  January,  1902,  after  prey>aring  a  statement  of 
account  from  the  original  records,  a  claim  was  filed  with  the 
Auditor  of  the  Treasury  for  the  War  Department,  and,  follow- 
ing procedure,  was  i-eferred  to  the  Court  of  Claims  to  ascertain 
and  report  on  the  indebtedness  of  the  United  States  to  the  State. 
While  this  claim  was  pending,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
determined  a  similar  claim  of  another  State  upon  new  rules  and 
principles  of  law  more  favorable  to  the  State  than  those  laid 
down  by  the  Court  of  Claims.     Steps  were  promptly  taken  by 
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State's  agent  to  have  the  Wisconsin  claim  settled  by  the  account- 
ing officers  of  the  Treasury  on  the  basis  adopted  by  the  Comp- 
troller. Much  time  and'  labor  was  required  in  searching  old 
records  and  collecting  the  proof  necessary  to  establish  the  State's 
claim.  It  is  due  to  Mr.  Comstock  to  make  acknowledgment  of 
the  diligence  and  ability  with  which  he  has  conducted  tlie  State's 
case.  I  am  in  receipt  of  his  report  in  which  he  st^ates  that  he 
confidently  expects  that  settlement  will  be  reached  at  a  very 
early  date  and  that  the  State  will  recover  approximately  half 
a  million  dollars  in  adjustment  of  this  just  claim,  which,  except 
as  l>efore  stated,  has  been  i)ractically  neglected  for  nearly  a  third 
of  a  century. 

TAXATION. 

The  Legislature  of  1901  came  from  thenieople  commissioned 
to  enact  such  legislation  as  would  require  each  individual  and 
every  corporation  transacting  business  within  the  State  to  pay 
a  just  and  equal  share  of  the  taxes.  To  aid  them  in  the  dis- 
charge of  this  duty  to  their  constituents,  they  had  been  pro- 
vided with  a  Tax  Commission  composed  of  able  gentlemen, 
skilled  in  the  subject  of  taxation,  who  had  given  it  much  study, 
and  who  had  been  authorized  to  employ  at  public  expense  what- 
ever assistance  should  be  neeessarj^  in  furtherance  of  the  work. 

This  Commission  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  m^nbers  of  the 
Legislature  bills  formulated  for  the  better  equalization  of  the 
burdens  of  taxation,  and  supported  those  bills  with  an  exhaust- 
ive report  fully  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  they  should  be 
enacted  into  law. 

With  a  unanimity  not  usual  in  any  legislative  body,  the  bills 
designed  to  secure  a  uniform  and  more  complete  assessment  of 
the  property  of  individuals  and  private  corporations  were 
passed  through  both  branches  of  tlie  T^egislature,  although  the 
bills  designed  to  insure  the  payment  of  a  more  justly  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  taxes  from  railroad  and  other  public-service 
corTX)rations  were  defeated  in  the  Assembly  late  in  the  session, 
and  were  never  reported  for  action  from  the  committee  to  which 
thev  v;ere  referred  in  the  Senate. 

The  laws  to  secure  a  more  uniform  and  complete  assessment 
of  the  property  of  individuals  and  private  corporations,  and 
provide  for  a  better  administration  of  all  the  tax  laws  through 
the  agency  of  the  Tax  Commission,  were  enacted  as  chapters 
220,  330,  379  and  445  of  the  Laws  of  1001.  The  last  namefl  law 
created  the  office  of  supervisor  of  assessment,  to  be  filled  by 
appointment  through  the  county  board,  in  each  count}'  in  the 
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State.  Under  these  excellent  laws,  which  have  been  well  ad- 
ministered, great  progress  has  been  made  in  securing  uniformity 
of  assessment  of  property  at  cash  market  value  throughout  the 
State,  and  much  has  been  accomplished  toward  a  more  complete 
assessment  of  all  taxable  property. 

Uniformity  of  valuation  lies  at  the  foundation  of  equal  taxa- 
tion as  between  individuals  and  loc^'ilities,  and  a  complete  listing 
of  all  taxable  property  is  not  less  essential. 

To  tlie  well  directed  administration  of  the  law  ci^ating  thti 
office  of  supervisor  of  assessment  and  the  diligence  of  these 
county  officials  in  the  field,  may  be  largely  attributed  the  marked 
advance  made,  both  in  the  uniformity  and  in  the  more  complete 
assessment  of  the  property  of  individuals  and  private  corpora- 
tions taxable  imder  the  law.  Since  the  public  interest  was  first 
aroused  upon  this  subject,  and  through  the  effective  direction 
of  a.s5cssors  by  the  Tax  (commission  and  by  supervisors  of  assess- 
ment, tlicre  has  been  added  to  the  tax  roll  more  than  $50,000,000 
of  intangible  property  in  the  form  of  notes,  bonds,  mortgages, 
and  other  credits.  Whatever  difference  of  opinion  may  prevail 
with  respect  U>  the  possibility  of  placing  all  intangible  property 
upon  the  assessment  roll  and  of  continuing  it  upon  the  roll  to 
Ix?  taxed  against  the  individual  owner,  it  cannot  be  disputed 
that  much  at  least  has  been  accomplished  for  the  time  being. 

Witli  the  rapid  accumulation  of  wealth,  the  increase  in  the 
ariLoniit  and  value  of  intangible  property  but  strengthens  year 
by  year  the  reason  and  justice  of  its  taxation  in  some  form. 
That  vast  accnmulations  of  wealth  may  be  invested  in  interest- 
l.earing  sc^curities,  insuring  large  incomes  to  the  holders  who 
throw  their  sliare  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  streets  and 
schools  and  public  institutions,  and  all  the  burdens  of  municipal 
and  State  government  upon  the  owners  of  factories  and  shops 
and  stores  and  farms  and  homes,  violates  ever^'  principle  of 
equal  ri!»;hts  and  equal  responsibilities  guaranteed  to  each  Ameri- 
can citizen. 

Xo  student  of  the  subject,  however,  is  unmindful  of  the  diffi- 
culties encountered  in  the  administration  of  laws  to  secure  the 
direct  taxation  of  all  intansrible  property.  While  the  subject  is 
not  a  new  one,  thorough -goinc:,  scientific  investigation  of  it  con- 
joined \\'ith  practical  test  has  still  a  wide  field  to  explore. 

With  respect  to  mortgage  taxation,  ^vhich  it  is  to  be  remem- 
bered represents  only  a  part  of  the  vast  amount  of  intangible! 
property  subject  to  taxation,  it  is  not  so  difficult  to  discover 
an  J  secure  the  assessment  of  the  property  interest  represented 
by  the  mortgage.  This  may  easily  be  done  by  assessing  the 
mortgage  as  an  interest  in  realty,  and  providing  that  if  the  tax 
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levied  ihereou  be  not  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  mortgage  inter- 
est, itnuiy  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  mortgaged  property 
and  deducted  Irom  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  debt.  As  no 
piece  of  taxable  property  should  be  taxed  twice,  wherever  this 
plan  is  proposed  it  is  agreed  that  the  owner  of  the  mortgaged 
leal  estate  should  have  die  valuation  of  the  assessment  upon 
his  mortgaged  premises  reduced  at  the  time  of  the  assessment, 
by  deducting  from  the  value  thereof  the  amount  of  the  mortgage 
thereon. 

This  would  seeiiii  to  make  certain  the  payment  of  the  tax 
upon  the  money  represented  by  the  mortgage,  as  a  part  of  the 
interest  in  the  land,  and  to  make  equally  certain  of  its  payment 
by  tlie  ow^ner  and  holder  of  the  mortgage.  Up  to  this  point 
there  appears  to  be  no  difficulty.  But  it  is  contended  that  by 
agreement  or  understanding  between  the  maker  of  the  mortgage 
and  the  holder,  this  plan  of  mortgage  taxation  is  subject  to  eva- 
sion and  nullification  by  the  borrower  agreeing  to  pay  the  tax 
assessed  against  the  mortgage  owner's  interest  in  the  same.  Or 
if  such  agreement  l^e  not  made,  it  is  asserted  that  the  interest 
rate  is  raised  by  an  amount  equal  to,  at  leasts  enough  to  offset 
the  taxes  assessed  against  the  mortgage  owner,  and  that  in  the 
end  tlie  money  lender  escapes  taxation  upon  liis  property  and 
makes  the  borrower  bear  the  whole  burden. 

The  first  objection  is  not  tenable.  It  has  been  held  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  California  that  a  constitutional  provision  of 
that  State  providing  for  a  taxation  of  the  mortgage  to  the  mort- 
gagee as  an  interest  in  realty,  and  prohibiting  the  making  of  a 
contract  between  the  mortgagor  and  mortgagee  as  a  part  of  the 
niortprage  contract  binding  tlie  mortgagor  to  pay  the  tax  thereon, 
is  controlline:,  and  that  any  contract  made  in  that  State  contrary 
to  its  provisions  is  void.  In  a  later  decision  the  same  court  held 
that  under  the  same  provision  of  the  constitution  such  a  contract 
might  be  made  8ul>sequent  to  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the 
mortgage  and  independent  of  it^  because  not  prohibited  by  the 
words  of  the  constitution.  This  later  decision,  it  will  be  ob- 
served, turns  upon  the  construction  of  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision itself.  If  the  T>owcr  exists  to  prohibit  the  making  of 
such  a  contract  as  a  part  of  the  mortgage  contract,  it  certainly 
can  forbid  and  make  invalid  such  a  contract  made  at  any  time 
under  any  circumstances.  If  the  power  exists  to  render  invalid 
the  making  of  a  contract  directly,  the  same  power  can  l)e  exer- 
eif^ed  to  forbid  its  beinir  indirectly  made,  or  can  prevent  any 
subterfuge  or  evasion  in  reference  to  the  subject  acted  upon.  A 
provision  of  the  cx>nstitution  can  be  so  framed  as  to  prohibit 
the  makins:  of  any  such  contract  at  any  time,  either  directly 
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or  indirectly.  It  would  seem  that  tlie  Legislature  itself,  in  the 
absence  of  any  constitutional  provision  to  the  contrary,  could 
lawfully  enact  a  statute  so  framed  as  to  prohibit  the  making  of 
a  contract  for  the  paymient  of  a  tax  on  a  mortgage  by  the 
mortgagor,  made  at  any  time,  and  prohibit  his  making  it  in- 
directly, or  in  evasion  of  the  law.  1  am  not  aware  of  any  con- 
stitutional provision  prohibiting  the  enactment  of  such  a  statute. 

Concerning  the  second  objection,  if  it  be  true  that  the  interest 
rat©  is  increased, — ^which  is  disputed, — it  is  a  matter  between 
the  borrower  and  the  lender.  The  amount  of  increase  which 
can  be  exacted,  if  any^  will  be  regulated  by  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand. 

Money  rates,  like  tlie  rates  upon  any  other  commodity,  are 
controlled  by  tlie  market  price.  The  lender's  ability  to  name  tlie 
intei'est  rate  is  not  absolute.  It  will  depend  wholly  upon  the 
STipply  of  money  seeking  investment  Money  loaning  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  subject  to  the  principles  which  govern  in  all 
business  transactions,  and  the  lender  is  quite  as  anxious  to  make 
liis  loan  as  the  borrower  is  to  secure  it.  In  making  agreements 
as  to  interest  the  two  are  more  nearly  on  termfi  of  equality  in 
this  country  than  ever  before. 

If  it  be  true  that  taxing  mortgages  as  an  interest  in  the  mort- 
gaged promises  under  such  a  statute  would,  in  some  measure, 
Increase  the  interest  rate,  nevertheless  such  law  rests  upon  sound 
principles  and  correct  morals.  It  is  unjust  to  the  great  body 
of  taxpayers,  who  are  neither  lenders  nor  borrowers,  that  the 
hundreds  of  millions  invested  in  interest-bearing  securities 
should  Ire  exempted  from  taxation  in  order  to  est-ablish  the  low- 
est possible  interest  rate.  If  that  is  desirable  above  all  things 
in  legislation,  it  can  be  attained  directly  by  a  law  prohibiting 
the  making  of  a  contract  for  the  payment  of  interest  above  the 
desired  rate  point. 

One  thins;  is  beyond  dispute.  The  business  of  loaning  money 
is  not  entitled  to  be  made  more  profitable  by  imposing  an  added 
tax  burden  upon  other  classes  of  property  and  other  kinds  of 
business.  To  deal  fairly  between  all  classes  is  a  qu^tion  of 
morals  in  leo-i^ilation.  The  principles  of  justice  should  not  be 
abandoned  to  consider  questions  of  expediency.  That  tliere  are 
difficulties  and  ol)stacles  in  the  w^ay  of  right-doing  offers  poor 
argument  in  advocacy  of  w^rong-doinc:. 

I  coinrnend  to  your  consideration  the  plaiii  precepts  laid  down 
by  tlie  late  Pivsidont  Harrison  on  this  important  subject. 

^*Tho  practical  nuestion,  the  one  our  people  must  solve  and 
solve  speedily,  i«?  the  enforcement  of  the  personal  property  tax, 
nnd  ihe  equalization  of  real  estate  assessments. 
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'"I  want  to  emphasize  if  I  can  the  thought  that  the  preserva- 
tion of  this  principle  of  a  proportionate  contribution,  according 
to  the  true  value  of  what  each,  man  has,  to  the  public  expendi- 
tures is  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  our  free  institutions,  of 
peace  and  good  order  in  our  communities." 

'*;^[r.  Lincoln's  startling  declaration  that  this  country  could 
not  continue  to  exists  half  slave  and  half  free-,  may  be  para- 
phrased to<lay  by  saying,  that  this  country  cannot  exist  half 
taxed  and  half  free." 

The  Mill  Tax  Law. 

In  1885,  the  law  which  now  stands  as  section  1072a,  Statutes 
of  1898,  was  enacted.  By  the  terras  of  this  statute  a  state  tax 
of  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  tax- 
able property  in  the  State,  as  determined  by  the  board  of  assess- 
ment, constitutes,  when  so  levied  and  collected,  a  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  common  schools. 

This  fund  in  the  month  of  Decem.ber  m  each  year  is  appor- 
tioned by  the  State  Superintendent  among  the  several  counties 
of  the  State,  and  by  the  county  boards  among  the  towns,  village^ 
and  cities  of  each  county  according  to  the  number  of  children  o^ 
school  age ;  provided,  that  no  town,  village,  or  city  shall  receivr» 
such  fund  excepting  it  shall  have  raised  during  the  year,  by.  tax 
for  the  support  of  the  common  schools,  a  sum  t^iial  to  the 
amount  so  apportioned,  and  shall  have  maintained  a  common 
school  for  at  least  seven  months  during  the  year. 

This  law,  which  has  been  in  force  for  nearly  twenty  years,  has 
annually  produced  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  a  State 
tax  of  about  $600,000.  The  State  Board  of  Assessment,  follow- 
ing the  commands  of  the  statute,  fixed  the  value  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  State  at  its  full  value,  increasing  it  from 
$630,000,000  in  1900  to  $1,436,284,000  in  1901,  and  to 
$1,504,346,000  in  1902,  increasing  the  State  mill  tax  from 
$630,000  in  1900  to  $1,436,284  in  1901,  and  to  $1,504,346  in 
1902. 

This  is  an  average  increase  for  the  last  two  years  amounting 
to  $840,315.  Tinder  this  law  the  older  and  ^icher  counties  of  the 
State  contributed  to  those  counties  with  a  relatively  larger 
ninnber  of  children  of  school  age  and  taxable  property  of  less 
value.  This  is  in  a  measure  justified  because  of  the  general 
interest  which  all  citizens  have  in  maintaining  a  well  developed 
and  well  balanced  school  system  throughout  the  State.  I  am 
advised,  however,  by  the  Tax  Commission  that  the  amount 
raised  under  the  mill  tax  levy,  together  with  the  corresponding 
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tax  levied  by  the  ('ouiity  board,  upon  the  towns,  produced  such  a 
sum  of  money  in  the  aggregate  when  apportioned  to  the  different 
school  districts  as  to  render  it  quite  unnecessary  to  levy  any 
school  district  tax  in  order  to  maintain  the  school.  Indeed,  in 
some  instances,  the  district  school  was  maintained  without  the 
levy  of  any  local  tax  and  a  surplus  left  over  in  the  district 
treasury. 

It  could  never  have  been  the  purpose  of  tlie  Legislature  to 
raise  so  large  an  amount  by  such  a  tax  and  relieve  the  school 
district  from  any  taxation.  It  is  manifest  that  the  continued 
operation  of  such  a  law  would  tend  to  diminish  local  interest 
in  tlie  common  school,  and  be  prejudicial  rather  than  helpful. 
It  violates  the  principle  that  the  expenses  of  local  government 
should  be  borne  largely  by  local  taxation  as  a  necessary  check 
upon  reckless  and  extravagant  expenditures, 

I  was  convinced  two  years  ago  of  the  reasonable  certainty  of 
an  excessive  levy  under  the  mill  tax  law%  and  it  was  after  confer- 
ence with  the  Tax  Commissioner  that  Senate  bill  220  was  formu- 
lated and  introduced,  together  with  a  statement  by  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner setting  forth  the  reasons  why  the  bill  should  be  passed. 
It  w^as,  however,  defeated  in  the  Senate  late  in  the  session. 

I  recommend  that  Senat-e  bill  220,  limiting  the  amount  which 
can  be  collecto<l  under  the  mill  tax  law  to  $650,000,  be  enacted 
into  law,  and  I  commend  to  your  examination  the  strong  pre- 
sentation of  this  entire  subject  in  the  report  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sion, w'hich  doubtless  will  soon  be  placed  before  you. 

The  Inheritance  Tax  Law, 

The  inheritance  tax  law,  enacted  as  chapter  355,  T-aws  of 
1809,  was  held  in  Black  vs.  The  State,  113  .Wis.,  205,  to  be 
unconstitutional,  upon  the  groimd  that  certain  of  its  provisions 
established  unjust  and  unlawful  discriminations  l^twcen  ])er- 
sons  in  the  same  class  in  Wolation  of  the  rules  of  unifonnity  and 
equality.     In  its  decision  the  court  says: 

"We  have  reached  this  conclusion  reluctantlv.  We  should 
far  rather  have  sustained  the  law,  but  the  conclusion  has  been 
forced  upon  us.  \Ye  as^rec^  with  the  general  principles  '^vhich 
have  been  approve -1  r>y  the  overwhelming  woiffht  of  authority  in 
the  courts  in  this  countrv  in  reference  to  inheritance  and  s^ic- 
cession  tax  laws." 

Tlie  tax  inheritance  bill  to  be  prepared  and  submitte<l  by  the 
commission  doubtless  will  meet  every  objection  raised  bv  the 
supreme  court  in  Black  vs.  The  State.  The  wisdom  of  this 
legislation  is  no  longer  open  to  question,  and  tlic^  bill  will.  I  can- 
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not  doubt,  receive  prompt  and  favorable  consideration  at  your 
hands. 

Prior  to  the  time  when  the  courts  determined  the  inheritance 
tax  law  of  tliis  State  to  be  unconstitutional,  considerable  sums 
had  been  paid  by  executors  of  estates  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  that  law.  It  seems  proper  that  moneys  so 
paid  should  be  restored  by  the  State  to  the  rightful  owners,  and 
simple  justice  requires  that  this  should  be  done  without  cost 
either  in  litigation  or  through  collecting  agencies.  I  recom- 
mend such  action  by  your  honorable  body  as  will  accomplish 
this  result. 

Taxation  of  (he  Property  of  Bailvay  Corporations. 

In  the  contest  for  equal  and  just  taxation  prior  to  1899  it 
Avas  well  imderstood  that  the  public-service  corporations  were 
bearing  much  less  than  -a  fair  sjiaro  of  the  tax  burden.  The 
I^egislature  of  that  year  assembled  under  the  strongest  obliga- 
tions to  the  jKJople  of  this  State  to  equalize  taxation.  A  move- 
ment was  made  toward  the  discharge  of  that  obligation  by  pass- 
ing through  the  Assembly  a  bill  increasing  the  license  fee  upon 
the  gross  eaniings  of  the  railroads  from  four  to  five  per  cent. 
While  this  would  have  fallen  far  short  of  the  amount  which 
should  be  borne  by  the  railroad  companies,  it  would  have  proven 
a  very  substantial  increase.  This  bill  was  beaten  in  the  Senate. 
It  was  at  this  period  in  the  contest  that  the  bill  was  brought  for- 
ward creating  the  Tax  Commission.  The  bill  received  the  sup- 
port of  the  opponents  as  well  as  advocates  of  more  equal  taxa- 
tion, including  lobby  agents  and  railway  company  attorneys.  To 
them  it  presented  the  relief  of  postponement. 

The  passage  of  the  measure  was  iirged  as  a  great  public  ne- 
cessity. It  was  maintained  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
could  not  give  the  subject  of  taxation  the  time  and  attention 
Avhich  its  importance  required;  that  it  demanded  men  trained 
for  the  task,  clothed  with  power  and  authority  to  prosecute  the 
fullest  investigation,  enabling  them  to  place  before  the  Legisla- 
ture the  ripe  work  of  their  research  for  it's  guidance  and  di- 
rection. 

While  it  was  then  well  understood  that  the  increase  in  rail- 
road taxation  sought  to  be  enacted  at  that  session  was  much  less 
than  the  amount  fairly  due  from  the  companies,  nevertheless 
the  creation  of  the  commission  was  accepted  in  good  faith  iipon 
the  promise  made  by  the  representatives  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies that  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  commission  would 
be  accepted  and  acquiesced  in.     Able,  conscientious,  and  con- 
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servative  men  were  appointed  upon  the  Tax  Commission,  and 
prosecuted  their  investigation  for  a  period  of  nearly  two  yearg, 
making  their  first  report  to  the  Legislature  which  assembled 
January  9,  1901.  That  Legislature  had  been  chosen  by  the  peo- 
ple of  Wisconsin  with  the  plain  understanding  that  they  would 
receive  the  report  of  the  Tax  Commission  and  carry  out  its  rec- 
ommendations equalizing  the  burdens  of  taxation. 

The  report  presented  by  that  commission  exhibited  original, 
intelligent  research,  able  reasoning  and  w^ell-considered  conclu- 
sions. It  left  nothing  to  doubt  or  conjecture,  but  plainly  pointed 
the  way  for  the  Legislature.  It  made  it  clear  that  if  the  rail- 
roads were  taxed  at  their  actual  value  at  the  same  rate  as  other 
taxable  property  of  the  State,  they  would  pay  a  million  dollars 
a  year  more  than  tliey  were  then  paying. 

The  creation  of  the  Tax  Commission  was  a  deliberate  avowal 
on  the  part  of  the  legislators  of  their  inability  to  deal  with  the 
complex  subject  of  taxation  without  assistance.  There  was  well 
grounded  reason  for  this.  Putting  aside  all  question  of  the 
intricate  character  of  the  subject,  the  brief  period  covering  the 
legislative  session,  the  confusion  arising  from  the  multiplicity 
of  legislative  duties,  the  many  interruptions  and  distractions  to 
which  they  are  inevitably  subjected,  leaves  little  time  for  that 
research  and  deliberation  essential  to  wise  and  soimd  legislative 
.action,  in  an  involved  matter  of  such  scope  as  taxation;  hence 
it  was  tlie  more  remarkable  that  legislators,  some  of  whom  had 
not  previously  given  the  subject  any  study  whatever,  and  nearly 
all  of  whom  had  examined  it  but  superficially,  should  feel  pre- 
pared to  assume  the  responsibility  of  rejecting  the  conclusions 
of  the  Tax  Commission,  arrived  at  after  long,  patient,  and  ardu- 
ous investigation. 

Such  was,  however,  the  case.  After  weeks  and  months  of  de- 
lay, during  which  lobby  agents  and  representatives  of  the  rail- 
way companies  were  busy,  the  recommendations  of  the  Tax 
Commission  were  rejected  and  the  bills  prepared  by  them  and 
submitted  to  the  Le^i^islature,  in  accordance  wdth  law,  were  de- 
feate<l  in  the  Assembly,  action  upon  tlie  same  having  been  de- 
layed in  the  Senate  until  after  the  measures  proposed  by  the  Tax 
Conunission  had  been  beaten  in  the  Assembly. 

Again  the  question  of  equalizing  the  burdens  of  taxation  has 
been  submitted  to  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  and  your  honor- 
able body  assembles  with  obligations  renewed  for  the  third  time, 
and  with  responsibilities  increased,  finally  to  accord  justice  to 
the  taxpayers  of  this  Commonwealth. 

U|x>n  the  Executive,  under  the  Constitution  and  laws,  rests 
the  responsibility  of  presenting  to  you  such  reasons  as  he  may 
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offer  why  legislation  should  be  enacted.  This  he  may  do  from 
time  to  time  during  your  deliberations.  Further  than  this  he 
is  powerless,  excepting  the  liCgislature,  acting  upon  those  sug- 
gestions, or  upon  their  own  initiative,  pass  the  measures  and  pre- 
sent tliem  for  his  approval.  After  proposing  or  recommending 
the  enactment  of  the  measure  to  the  Legislature,  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Executive,  as  well  as  his  authority,  ceases.  Un^ 
less  action  be  taken  by  the  Legislature,  the  measurei  fails. 

You  wall  soon  be  in  possession  of  the  report  of  the  Tax  Com- 
mission. It  i-epresents  nefafly  four  years  of  labor  by  the  able 
members  of  that  body  without  bias  or  prejudice,  prompted 
solely  by  the  desire  conscientiously  to  discharge  high  official  obli- 
gation. I  am  confident  you  will  place  that  reliance  upon  the 
work  of  tliis  commission  that  the  public  has  already  sealed  witli 
its  approval  If  the  inauguration  of  the  investigation  of  this 
subject  by  the  commission  wa^  in  good  faith,  then  in  good  faith 
those  for  whose  guidance  its  work  was  planned  are  bound  to 
give  heed  to  it^  findings  and  recomniiendations. 

In  determining  that  we  should  abandon  the  license  fee  system 
of  raili-oad  taxation  in  Wisconsin,  the  commission  will  simply 
reaflimi  the  declaration  made  two  years  ago  that  the  license  fee 
system  would  be  "superseded  by  a  more  scientific  method"  of 
railway  taxation. 

Of  the  license  fee  system  upon  gross  earnings  a  high  author- 
ity says: 

"The  administration  of  such  taxes  is  comparatively  simple 
and  certain,  but  they  have  no  other  iustification.  They  are  un- 
equal and  arbitrary,  the  rate  imposed  being  necessarily  fixed 
by  guess  work  or  intrigue.  In  tiie  case  of  public-service  cor- 
porations there  are  but  two  bases  of  taxation  that  can  be  plaus- 
ibly defended — ^net  income  and  actual  value.  When  botli  these 
are  abandoned,  chaos  results.  These  arbitrary  taxes,  though 
unequal  as  between  corporations  of  tlie  same  class,  have  usually 
been  favored  by  corp<irate  interests  because  of ^  their  definitoness 
and  because  the  amomit  paid  is  usually  much  below  their  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  burden  of  government  as  measured  by 
net  income  or  the  actual  value  of  their  property," 

While  the  administration  or  collection  of  such  taxes  is  com- 
paratively simple  and  certain,  it  is  not  less  certain  that  the  State 
is  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the  corporation  respecting  the  amount 
of  I2T0SS  earnings  reported,  upon  which  the  license  fee  is  com- 
puteJ,  and  it  may  be  safely,  assumed  that  the  corporation  never 
wronirs  itself  in  making  such  report. 

The  license  fee  sytem  if  fairly  adjusted  as  between  railroads 
and  other  taxa.ble  property  of  the  State  today  upon  an  agreed 
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percentage  would  fiiriiisb  no  assurance  of  a  fair  division  of  tax 
burden  a  year  hence.  Conditions  arise  from  time  to  time  in 
the  Coniinon wealth  I'oq  airing  an  increase  in  the  rate  upon  tax- 
able propei-ty.  At  such  times  property  taxed  under  the  ad 
valorem  system  must  bear  all  of  the  increased  burden,  while  the 
percentage  upon  wliich  die  license  fee  is  based  remains  the 
same.  Xo  valid  reason  can  be  assigned  why  railroad  property, 
remunerative  as  it  is,  its  value  increasing  with  the  development 
and  growth  of  the  Slate,  should  not  bear  its  relative  proportion 
of  whatever  befalls  other  property  by  reason  of  increases  in  tax- 
ation to  mieet  emegeucies  and  exigencies  that  come  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  hum^n  events. 

Legislative  appropriations  from  year  to  year  are  incte'ased  as 
the  expansion  and  development  of  the  State  create  proper 
and  unanswerable  demands  therefor.  Public  buildings  for 
properly  housing  and  caring  for  the  State's  dependent,  its  crimi- 
nal classes,  for  its  schools,  and  courts,  and  university,  must  be 
erected,  renewed  and  enlarged  repeatedly.  It  is  but  just  that 
railroad  property  should  bear  its  share  of  such  appropriations. 

The  railroad  companies  under  the  license  fee  system  have 
no  interest  and  no  (Concern  respecting  the  money  appropriated 
by  the  Legislature.  It  is  a  fact  within  the  knowledge  of  every 
legislator  of  experience  that  the  influence  of  the  railroad  lobby 
is  often  employed  to  pass  legislation  resulting  in  an  increase 
of  general  taxes  in  exchange  for  the  votes  of  those  interested 
in  such  appropriations  to  defeat  other  legislation  obnoxious  to 
the  railroads.  Doubtless  millions  of  dollars  have  been  unneces- 
sarily expended  through  such  combinations.  This  could  not 
have  occurred  if  the  railroads  had  been  taxed  undeT  the  ad 
valorem  system  and  possessed  the  same  general  interest  that 
other  taxpayers  have  in  keeping  appropriations  within  reason- 
able limits. 

But  in  addition  to  all  of  the  other  objections  to  the  license 
fee  .systemi,  when  it  is  remembered  that  they  are  permitted  in 
effect  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  taxes  which  they  will  pay,  with- 
out any  practical  check  or  supei'vision  by  the  State,  no  excuse 
or  justification  can  Iw}  given  for  continuing  a  plan  of  taxation  so 
unj)ist'  to  other  taxpayers  of  the  State.  Investigations  which 
have  been  conducted  by  the  Inter-State  Commercei  Commission 
in  the  courts  lonve  no  room  to  doubt  that  millions  of  dollars 
are  paid  back  to  shippers  in  rebates  under  arrangetnents  deemed 
advantageous,  directly  and  indirectly,  to  l)Oth  the  railroads  and 
the  favored  ship|-)ers.  That  these  rebate?  in  Wisconsin  alone 
amount  to  vast  sums  of  money  annually  is  beyond  dispute.  Not 
one  dollar  of  thi^  sum  rebated  to  shippers,  and  properly  a  part 
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of  the  gross  eumings  of  railroad  companies,  is  reported  to  the 
State.  That  a  valid  claim  exists  against  the  railroad  companies 
for  ilie  ainoimts  so  withheld  from  their  reported  earnings,  does 
iiot  I'.dniit  of  question,  whatever  difiiculties  lie  in  the  way  of 
milking  proof  of  the  stmie.  1  do  not  believe  tliat  you  will  fail 
to  follow^  the  recommendations  of  the  Tax  Commission  and 
abandon  a  system  of  taxation  so  oboiixious  to  every  principle  of 
fairness  to  those  Avho  must  maintain  government. 

The  taxation  of  railroad  property,  as  of  all  other  property, 
upon  its  actual  value,  can  work  no  injustice  to  any  one.  The 
etfort,  by  those  interested  in  preventing  the  adoption  of  the 
ad  vidorem  system  for  railroads,  to  lUiake  it  appear  that  the 
value  of  railroad  property  cannot  be  ascei-tained,  is  not  entitled 
Tu  serious  consideration.  That  Vvhich  has  a  sufficient  physical 
exi.>ieiice  to  stand  as  security  for  the  loan  of  vast  sums  of  money ; 
that  wliieh  is  represeut<Kl  in  the  markets  of  the  Avorld  as  among 
the  niost  readily  salable  property ;  that  whicli  is  productive  in 
its  earning  capacity  of  an  enonnous  annual  income,  has  all  of 
the  essentials  in  certainty  and  definiteness  that  property  requires 
f«)r  the  purposes  of  taxation. 

In  ascertaining  tlie  vahie  of  railroad  property  tlie  average 
value  of  their  bonds  and  stocks  in  the  market  would  be  an  ele- 
ment to  Ik?  taken  iuto  consideration.  If  it  were  taken  as  the 
>(yle  basis  for  vahiation,  the  railroad  companies  ought  not  to  be 
heard  to  comphiin  of  its  unfairness  to  them  because  tliey  levy 
such  a  t^x  upon  the  public  in  the  form  of  transportation  rates 
as  will  produce  a  certain  income  computed  upon  the  market 
valuo  of  their  stocks  and  bonds,  in  addition  to  exacting  enough 
more  to  maintain  the  road-bed,  rolling  stock,  depots,  and 
grounds,  in  gocKl  condition,  and  provide  an  increasing  surplus ; 
btit  the  average  value  of  the  bonds  and  stocks,  should  not  be 
taken  as  the  sole  method  of  ascertaining  the  value  of  railroad 
properties  for  taxation.  The  State  Board  of  Assessment  would 
nppraise  the  actual  value  of  the  tangible  physical  property  of 
railways.  In  addition  to  this  the  value  of  the  franchise,  into 
which  there  enter  msfny  elements  embraced  in  the  corporate 
power  and  privileges  with  which  railroads  are  clothed,  must  be 
reckoned.  Stipplementing  all  these,  the  earning  capacity  of  the 
prop3rty  would  constitute  a  most  important  factor. 

As  stated  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon 
this  subject :  "Business  men  buy  and  pay  for  that  which  is  of 
value  in  its  power  to  produce  income."  The  earning  power  of 
corporate  property,  determined  under  the  rigid  system  of  ac- 
counting which  admits.of  no  jue:gling  of  the  figures  in  operating, 
r^qiiipinent,  construction,  and  like  elements  of  the  accounting  sys- 
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teirii,  will,  equip  a  board  to  ascertain  tlie  net  income  whicli, 
capitalized  at  tlie  average  interest  rate,  would  enable  those 
charged  with  official  responsibility  to  arrive  at  a  just  determina- 
tion of  the  taxes  which  the  railroads  should  pay. 

Into  the  formation  of  the  judgment  of  every  assessor  in 
fixing  property  values  there  enters  many  elements.  The  loca- 
tion, the  quality,  the  appearance,  the  relation  of  the  property 
to  adjoining  properties,  the  earning  capacity,  the  expense  of 
maintenance  and  operation,  are  some  of  the  complex  elements 
which  enter  into  the  fomiation  of  the  assessor's  judgment  of 
the  value  of  every  piece  of  property  assessed  against  individual 
taxpayers.  So  with  the  State  Board  of  Assessment,  respecting 
the  property  of  railroads  and  other  public-service  corporations, 
there  are  many  elements  to  be  considered,  all  of  which  will  be 
given  due  weight  by  the  Board  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  doing  justice  between  these  corporations  and  individual  tax- 
payers to  the  State. 

Acting  along  these  lines,  after  a  protracted  contest,  the  State 
of  Michigan  adopted  the  ad  valorem  system  of  taxing  railroads 
and  other  publicrserv- ice  corporations,  established  a  State  Board 
of  Assessment,  ascertained  the  value  of  railroad  property,  ap- 
plied to  it  the  same  rule  of  taxation  which  is  applied  to  the 
property  of  individuals,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  taxes  on  . 
railroad  property  of  that  State  of  thirteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  thirty- 
eight  cents  ($1,366,324.38). 

The  taxpayers  of  tliis  Commonwealth  were  very  ]>atient  while 
investigation  was  being  prosecuted.  They  have  sho\\Ti  great 
forl>earance  with  delays  and  postponements  heretofore.  Tliey 
have  sustained  wrong  and  injury  which  can  never  be  repaired. 
They  have  carried  the  burden  of  others  in  addition  to  their  o^^^l, 
for  which  they  will  never  be  compensated.  They  have  paid 
out  of  their  savings  the  taxes  of  the  public-servuce  corporations 
for  many  yeai^s.  It  is  their  due.  it  is  due  to  the  State,  that 
these  wrongs  should  end  here  and  now.  The  past  cannot  be  re- 
called. The  wrongs  inflicted  cannot  be  repaired,  but  there  is 
lodged  with  this  Le;>islature  the  full  authority,  and  upon  it 
rests  the  binding:  obligation  to  deal  justly  with  these  corpora- 
tions and  with  the  people.  This  duty  is  not  one  which  may  be 
shirked  or  evaded  or  postponed. 

EiTorts  may  l)e  further  continued  to  obstruct  the  course  of 
justice.  These  failing,  as  a  last  resort  efforts  will  be  made 
to  compromise.  There  has  been  given  into  our  hands  a  trust 
to  discharge.  Difference  of  opinion  may  .arise  in  the  perform- 
ance of  public  duty  upon  questions  of  policy.     This  is  not  a 
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question  of  policy.  The  railroad  companies  of  this  State 
owe  the  State  more  than  a  million  dollars  a  year.  For  many 
years,  because  of  the  postponement  or  defeat  of  legisla- 
tion requiring  them  to  pay  their  proportionate  share  of  the 
taxes,  the  other  taxpayers  of  Wisconsin  have  paid  for  them  a 
million  dollars  annually.  The  case  has  been  tried,  the  hearing 
has  been  full.  Judgment  has  been  given  again  and  again. 
Pledges  have  been  made  by  political  parties,  and  repeated  by 
candidates  for  office,  over  and  over  again.  The  question  is  not 
an  open  one.  There  is  no  opportunity  for  misunderstanding. 
There  is  no  room  for  sj^eculation.  The  truth  is  ascertained. 
The  truth  is.  kno^vn.  It  is  lodged  in  the  public  mind  to  stay. 
The  people  want  a  million  dollars  a  year,  because  that  is  the 
sum  owing.  They  are  not  to  be  wheedled  by  any  soft  phrases 
about  'Conservatism.''  There  is  nothing  to  compromise.  Equal 
and  just  taxation  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  Republican 
government.  The  amount  due  as  taxes  from  railroads  and  other 
public-service  corporations  should  be  paid,  and  paid  in  full,  and 
I  am  confident  the  legislation  to  secure  that  payment  will  be 
promptly  enacted. 

I  recommend  that  the  bill  formulated  by  the  Tax  Commission 
in  accordance  with  their  report,  pursuant  to  the  law  creating 
that  body,  and  presented  by  them  to  the  Le.2:islature,  be  passed 
|)romply,  and  that  there  may  be  no  uncertainty  I  now  say  that 
a  measure  creating  a  State  Board  of  Assessment  to  determine 
the  value  of  railroad  property,  and  applying  to  railroad  com- 
panies and  other  public-service  corporations  the  same  rate  of 
taxation  which  other  taxable  property  pays  in  this  state,  w^ill 
be  promptly  approved  by  the  Executive,  if  given  the  oppor- 
tunity. 

That  the  Tax  Commission  should  constitute  a  Board  of  As- 
sessment, in  whole  or  in  part,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recom- 
mending. The  terms  of  the  members  of  the  Board  should,  how- 
ever, be  so  changed  as  to  expire  at  intervals  of  t^vo  or  more 
vears,  to  the  end  that  there  should  be  at  all  times  men  upon  the 
Board  trained  in  its  work.  The  term  of  service  should  he  from 
six  to  nine  years,  which  will  enable  the  Commission  to  acquire 
such  experience  as  to  become  more  and  more  proficient  in  their 
duties  of  valuing  corporate  property  and  mastering  all  the  com- 
plications of  corporate  accounting.  But  in  determining  the  value 
of  railroad  property  and  the  property  of  other  public-service  cor- 
porations, it  will  be  found  necessarv  to  place  at  the  coinninnd  of 
the  Board  the  expert  knowledge  of  a  competent  civil  engineer 
and  a  competent  accountant.  Men  skilled  in  those  lines  of  work 
command  good  pay.     The  railroad  companies  employ  the  bo5;t 
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talent  available  in  each  of  these  departments.  The  State  will 
be  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  assessing  and  collecting 
taxes  from  public-service  corporations  unless  it  so  equips  its 
Board  of  Assessment  and  Taxation  as  to  meet  these  corporations 
on  equal  tcmis  with  equal  talent. 

There  are  two  methods,  either  of  whicli  would  equip  the 
Board  for  this  iniTDortant  work.  They  might  bo  authorized  to 
employ  such  ex]Derts  in  their  discretion  and  pay  them  a  reason- 
able salary.  There  would,  liowever,  always  be  the  possibility 
of  the  Legislature  failing  to  provide  an  appropriation  suiR- 
ciently  adeijuate  to  secure  this  assistance  for  the  Board. 

This  important  work  might  be  crippled  under  the  plea  of 
economy  which  the  corporations  would  adroitly  urge  through 
their  many  agencies.  This  danger  could  be  obviated  by  in- 
creasing the  membership  of  the  commission  or  board  of  assess- 
ment, adding  thereto  a  civil  engineer  and  an  expert  accountant. 
In  imdertaking  and  carrying  forward  this  important  work, 
there  would  be  found  constant  employment  for  such  a  commis- 
sion. The  increase  in  expense,  arising  from  the  enlargement  of 
the  Board  by  two  additional  members,  would  bo  trifling  indeed 
compared  with  the  incrcasod  revenues  of  the  State,  resulting 
from  the  proportionate  taxation  of  the  property  of  these  great 
corporations  at  full  value.  The  Board  of  State  Tax  Commis- 
sioners, acting  as  the  State  Board  of  Assessment  for  appraising 
and  assessing  the  property  of  public-serv'ice  corporations,  is  cer- 
tain to  lx?come  the  most  important  body  in  our  entire  tax  system. 
We  are,  therefore,  bound  to  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  estab- 
lishing it  upon  a  safe  and  permanent  foundation.  While  in 
this,  as  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  public  service,  extrava- 
gance in  expenditure  must  not  be  pennitted,  yet  there  can  be  no 
more  certain  method  of  squandering  the  public  money  than  in 
mistaking  cheapness  in  the  ability  of  public  sei'vants  for  econ- 
omy in  the  public  ser\dce. 

In  establishing  a  State  Tax  Commission  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  exacting  from  these  cor])orations  the  immense 
sums  of  money  which  they  have  successfully  and  wrongfully 
withheld  from  the  State,  we  are  imposing  upon  them  a  task 
hedged  about  and  complicated  mth  difficulties  of  eveiy  con- 
ceivable kind  and  nature.  Their  course  will  be  obstructed,  their 
work  will  be  subjected  to  the  most  searching  analysis,  it  vnll 
be  tested  in  courts,  and  the  State  will  be  shortsighted  and  waste- 
ful of  both  time  and  money,  if  it  fails  to  afford  such  commis- 
sion the  very  best  equipment  possible  for  the  great  undertaking 
committed  to  it. 

Wisconsin  can  profit  b}'  the  experience  of  other  States,  some 
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of  which  assess  the  property  of  corporations  through  a  commis- 
sion or  board  composed  of  State  officers.  Such  boards  or  com- 
missions bring  to  their  duties^  as  a  rule,  no  special  training  or 
aptness  for  the  work,  and  can  give  but  a  small  portion  of  their 
time,  since  their  regular  duties  as  State  officers  must  take  prece- 
dence ;  consequently,  they  are  but  ill  prepared  to  confront  the 
able  accoimtants  and  engineering  experts  employed  by  the  cor- 
porations. 

There  is,  however,  one  merit  in  the  system  of  assessing  cor- 
porate property  through  commissions  of  State  boards  composed 
of  State  officers,  and  that  is  they  are  directly  responsible  to  the 
people  and  must  with  each  recurring  election  defend  their  acts 
as  commissioners  before  the  voters. 

In  other  States  the  boards  are  appointed  directly  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive with  the  concurrence  of  the  higher  branch  of  the  Legislar 
ture.  Where  the  terms  of  service  are  long,  the  commissioners 
or  members  of  the  board  of  assessmient  become  expert  in  tlieir 
duties,  even  though  they  had  little  technical  knowledge  when 
appointed,  and  tliis  method  is  preferable,  but  it  is  open  to  the 
objection  that  the  corporations  may  exert  an  influence  in  the 
apjx>intments  and  confirmation  of  them  from  time  to  time,  and 
thus  influence  the  appraisal  of  their  owti  property. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  an  eminent  writer  on  this  subject 
that: 

*The  safest  plan  for  organizing  a  state  commission  is  a  com- 
bination of  ex  officio  and  appointive  officers  with  equal  voting 
powers.  Three  appointive  members  wdth  terms  of  six  or  nine 
years,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  from  two  to  tliree  years,  will 
have  a  sufficient  term  of  office  to  become  expert  in  these  duties, 
and  tlie  appointments  will  be  so  spread  out  that  the  character 
of  the  entire  board  cannot  be  changed  at  a  single  election  of 
Governor. 

"Two  ex  officio  members,  the  most  important  officials  of  the 
State,  namely,  the  Governor  and  x\nditor  of  State  (or  Attorney 
General)  should  be  associated  with  these  appointive  members* 
Tlieso  officers  are  responsible  to  the  voters.  The  appointed 
meml)ers  should  give?  their  entire  time  to  the  work*  of  appraisal, 
but  no  assessment  should  be  valid  until  passed  upon  by  the  en- 
tire board  of  five  members. 

"A  board  constituted  in  this  way  would  combine  the  elements 
of  exi)ertnes8  and  public  responsibility.  The  appointed  mem- 
bers and  the  ex  officio  members  would  be  a  check  upon  each 
other.  In  the  ups  and  downs  of  politics  when  popular  interest 
lags  or  is  occupied  with  other  great  questions,  at  which  time 
the  ever-watchful  corporations  may  be  expected  to  slip  their 
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tools  on  to  the  board,  the  permanent  and  balanced  character  of 
the  board  would  prevent  them  from  getting  control  until  such 
time  as  the  attention  of  the  people  is  again  aroused.  At  the 
same  timie  the  board  as  thus  constituted  \vould  deal  fairly  and 
honestly  with  all  corporations,  for  their  investors  also  are  a 
part  of  the  pe<Jple,  and  they  will  be  represented  before  the  board 
by  their  tax  experts." 

While  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  assessment  for  the  pur- 
poses of  assessing  the  property  of  public-service  corporations 
upon  the  ad  valorem  basis  will  be  resisted  by  the  corporation, 
yet  wlien  adopted  by  the  Legislature  their  power  and  influence 
will  be  exerted  to  secure  from  time  to  timei  the  appointment  of 
such  men  to  the  board  as  will  be  most  favorable  to  their  inter- 
ests. This  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  for  us  to  understand  now, 
and  provide  against  in  so  far  as  possible.  Indeed,  the  repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  leading  public-service  corporations  went 
somewhat  farther  than  this  during  the  last  legislative  session 
when  he  declared  that: 

"The  ad  valorem  system,  is  one  which  is  more  liable  to  be 
affected  by  the  weakness  and  evil  elements  of  human  nature, 
and  is,  tliercfore,  open  to  miore  criticism,  and  more  justly,  than 
the  license  fee  system." 

The  question  of  railway  taxation  is  a  practical  one  and  it  is 
expecte<i  that  as  public  officials  we  will  deal  with  it  in  a  practical 
way.  As  m^n  of  experience,  soiftd  of  you  men  experienced  in 
legislation,  you  will  understand,  as  the  public  likewise  under- 
stands, the  opposition  which  has  been  niiade  by  the  railroad 
companies  to  any  increase  in  their  taxes.  It  is  a  matter  of  com- 
mon knowledge  among  those  w^ho  have  encountered  the  railroad 
lobby  that  this  opposition  was  so  determined  as  to  announce 
tlie  declared  purpose  of  the  railway  companies  to  increase  their 
freight  rates  enough  to  offset  any  increase  in  taxation.  The 
ease  with  which  this  menace  might  be  enforced  can  very  readily 
be  seen.  An  increase  in  the  fraction  of  a  per  cent,  in  freight 
rates,  or  a  slight  readjustment  of  the  classifications,  would  en- 
able railroads  to  collect  from  their  patrons  in  Wisconsin  more 
than  enough  to  balance  any  increase  in  their  taxes. 

Indeed,  since  legislation  has  been  pending  in  this  State  to 
require  railroads  to  pay  their  proportionate  share  of  taxation, 
freight  rates  for  Wisconsin  have  been  increased,  indicating  a 
forehanded  determination  to  be  prepared  against  legislation  to 
equalize  taxation. 

It  becoimes  apparent  at  once  that  legislation  compelling  the 
railroads,  and  other  public-service  corporations,  to  pay  their 
proportionatiO  share  of  the  taxes  will  fail  utterly  in  its  object, 
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unless  it  he  supplemented  with  legislation  protecting  the  public 
against  increased  transportation  charges. 

THE    CONTROL   OF   FREIGHT   RATES   IN   WISCONSIN", 

We  come  now  to  a  question  the  consideration  of  which  can  be 
no  longer  postponed  by  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  the 
State.  Since  the  railway  companies  threaten  the  use  of  their  un- 
limited power  in  imposing  rates  to  coerce  the  State  into  exeAipt- 
ing  their  property  from  its  share  of  taxation,  they  have,  by  this 
very  act,  aroused  public  concern  with  respect  to  the  rates  of 
transportation  which  Wisconsin  shippers  have  been  and  are  now 
paying. 

The  subject  is  not  a  new  one  in  the  Wisconsin  Legislature, 
but  the  opposition  of  the  corporations  to  paying  their  proportion- 
ate share  of  the  taxes  and  the  methods  employed  to  delay  and  dcr 
feat   legislation   to   equalize   taxation  session  after  session,  has 
been  a  great  source  of  education  to  the  people  of  the  State.     It 
has  enlightened  them  in  many  ways,  and  out  of  it  has  come  the 
determination  to  know  more  respecting  their  government  and 
its  relation  to  public-service  corporations.     Among  other  things 
just  at  this  time  they  are  prompted  to  inquire,  if  the  railway 
companies  can  so  easily  exact  from  their  patrons  through  in- 
creased freight  rates  whatever  they  should  in  fairness  pay  as  in- 
creased taxes,  what  has  prevented  them  in  the  past,  what  hinders 
them  to-day,  from  grossly  overcharging  the  people  of  Wisconsin 
on  transportation  rates  ? 

The  questions  presented  are  of  the  gravest  importance  to  the 
public.  Whenever  and  wherever  persons  engage  in  the  business 
of  public  carrying  the  law  says  to  them:  ^'You  must  provide 
efficient  service,  you  must  be  fair  and  impartial,  your  charges 
must  be  just  and  reasonable.  Your  legitimate  function  is  trans- 
portation. In  your  capacity  as  a  public  servant,  you  must  know 
nothing  of  persons,  things,  or  places.  You  are  legally  bound  to 
treat  all  alike.     Discrimination  and  favoritism  are  forbidden. 

While  it  has  been  ooimnonly  understood  that  the  railways  of 
the  country  have  overridden  law,  and,  in  a  measure,  controlled 
legislation,  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  considerable  number  of 
the  people  of  Wisconsin  have  until  very  recently  had  any  con- 
ception of  the  enormity  of  the  wrong  which  they  have  suffered 
in  discriminating  rates  at  the  hands  of  railroads  throughout  this 
Commonwealth. 

Railroad  transportation  is  a  tax  upon  the  commerce  of  the 
country.  It  is  a  tax  from  which  no  one  can  escape.  Every  pro- 
ducer, every  consumer,  every  man  who  buys,  every  man  who 
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sells,  must  pay  railroad  transportation.  It  pervades  every 
phase  of  our  existence;  it  is  a  part  of  every  hour  of  our  daily 
life.  It  is  an  important  element  in  the  cost  of  our  clothing,  our 
food,  our  fuel.  It  is  a  tax  upon  that  which  nourishes  our  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  life  as  well,  the  books  we  read,  the  schools 
and  churches  we  build.  It  adds  materially  to  the  price  of  every- 
thing we  purchase.  Each  article  of  manufacture,  every  pound 
of  butter  and  cheese,  of  pork  and  beef,  every  product  of  the 
soil,  must  pay  its  x>art  of  the  forty-five  .millions  and  more  that  ^ 
constitute  the  gross  amount  paid  as  transportation  charges  to 
the  railroads  of  Wisconsin  every  twelve  months. 

How  essential  it  is  that  this  tax  imposed  by  the  railroads 
should  be  fairly  and  justly  levied.  It  must  bo  just  and  reason- 
able in  amount.  It  should  be  justly  and  fairly  distributed. 
Each  individual,  every  class  of  business,  and  every  town,  city, 
and  section  of  the  State  is  entitle<l  to  equitable  transportation 
charges  under  a  system  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection 
and  controlled  by  public  justice  instead  of  private  interest. 

As  a  means  of  insuring  reasonable  transportation  charges, 
laws  have  been  enacted  in  different  States,  providing  for  a  com- 
mission with  powers  to  regulate  rates,  subject  to  revision  by  the 
courts.  Such  laws  have  been  enacted  in  the  adjoining  States  of 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  the  commissions  in  each  of  those  States  being 
empowered  by  the  Legislature  to  fix  maximum  transportation 
charges  above  which  the  railroad  companies  are  not  permitted 
to  go  without  first  assmning  the  burden  of  establishing  in  court 
that  the  rate  is  so  low  as  not  to  yield  the  railroad  company  a 
reasonable  margin  of  profit 

In  Wisconsin  the  railroad  companies  fix  freight  charges  with- 
out any  control,  regulation,  or  limitation  in  any  manner  by  the 
State.  The  opportunity  is  therefore  presented  to  apply  the  testa 
of  comparison  to  the  two  systems  of  railway  traffic,  namely,  the 
syst^em  whore  rates  are  fixed  by  railroads  without  State  control, 
and  the  system  where  the  State  has  assimied  and  exercises  au- 
thority in  regulating  such  rates. 

I  am  able  to  present  to  you  comiparison  between  the  trans- 
portation rates  in  Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Illinois.  The  figures 
for  Illinois  are  not  as  complete!  as  for  Iowa,  but  in  so  far  as  ob- 
tained are  reliable  and  indicate  discrimination  against  Wiscon- 
sin similar  in  character  to  that  found  by  comparison  Avith  Iowa 
rates.  This  investigation  covers  so  wide  a  field,  extends  to  so 
largo  a  variety  of  shipments  as  to  be  conclusive  of  the  whole 
question.

In  the  first  table  presented  there  is  given  thq  rate  per  ton  per 
nule.  hauleil,  of  different  classes  of  freight  in  Wisconsin  and 
Iowa  with  the  average  rate  for  all  classes ;  also  rate  per  ton  per 
mile  for  specific  kinds  of  freight  in  Wisconsin  and  Illinois.  The 
comparisons  are  given  showing  in  each  case  in  amount  and  per 
cent,  the  excess  of  the  charges  in  Wisconsin  over  those  in  the 
other  two  States :

Of  the  comimrisons  presented  in  Table  I,  those  -with  Iowa  are 
the  inpre  comiplete,  not  only  as  to  the  number  of  articles  or  kind 
of  freights  included,  bnt  as  to  the  number  of  stations  or  mileage 
which  the  investigation  covered.  This  comparison  includes  all 
goods  that  wheji  shipped  in  less  than'  carload  lots  come  imder 
classes  1  to  4,  inclusive.  It  also  includes  goods  in  carload  lots 
coming  in  class  5,  and  in  classes  A  to  D  inclusiva  This  means 
practically  all  kinds  of  manufactured  products  or  merchandise 
and  fanu  products,  except  a  few  articles  that  come  under  a 
hifirher  rate  than  first  class  and  under  a  lower  rate  than  D ;  or 
"vrhich,  like  cattle  and  such  commodities  as  grain,  coal,  lumber, 
-etc.,  comie  under  separate  tariffs  when  moved  in  larger  quanti- 
ties. 

In  the  compwirisons  T\'ith  Iowa  the  rates  for  each  one  of  the 
classes  of  freight  included  was  ascertained  between  151  stations 
in  Wisconsin  and  the  same  number  in  Iowa.     The  stations  were 
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selected  at  randoni,  the  range  of  distance  covered  being  33  miles 
to  320  miles,  with  the  average  at  126  miles.  Counting  the  mile- 
age between  each  of  the  151  stations  in  the  state  taken  as  a  ba- 
sis of  comparison,  the  distance  thus  covered  foots  up  over  19,000 
miles.  It  will  thus  be  observed  that  the  investigation  covers 
the  entire  state  and  furnishes  a  basis  for  calculation  which 
makes  it  applicablfe  to  every  section.   - 

The  railroad  tariffs  give  the  rate  at  a  fixed  amount  per  hun- 
dred pounds  of  freight.  To  present  the  figures  in  tables  on  this 
basis  would  have  extended  them  unnecessarily.  For  this  rea- 
son they  Were  reduced  to  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  hauled,  and 
are  so  presented  in  Table  I  as  to  show  for  each  class  of  freight 
the  average  rate  per  ton  per  mile.  The  rates  for  the  states  are 
then  compared  and  the  difference  shown  both  in  amount  and  per 
cent  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  rates  in  Wisconsin  are  miuch 
higher  than  those  charged  in  Iowa.  The  differences  in  tliese 
respects  are  much  greater  than  niight  be  expected. 

Thus  it  ^vill  be  seen  that  for  class  3  the  Iowa  shippers  are  fa- 
vored to  the  extent  of  nearly  49  per  cent,  for  two  other  classes 
the  difference  amounts  to  over  40  per  cent.,  and  is  in  no  case 
less  than  28  per  cent  When  all  classes  are  included  the  aver- 
age discrimination  against  Wisconsin  as  conipared  with  Iowa  is 
39  7-10  per  cent 

The  comparisons  with  Illinois  in  Table  I  are  limited  to  cattle, 
hogs,  sheep,  grain,  hard  and  soft  coal.  The  rates  for  cattle, 
hogs,  and  sheep  were  obtained  betw^een  141  stations  in  each  state. 
The  greatest  distance  between  any  of  these  stations  was  198 
miles,  the  shortest  37  miles,  and  the  average  111  milee.  In 
these  cases  the  rates  were  reduced  to  the  ton-mile  basis,  and  the 
discriminations  against  Wisconsin  are  seen  to  be  37  21-100  per 
cent  in  the  rate  on  cattle;  31  7-10  on  hogs;  and  19  5-10  per 
cent,  on  sheep. 

The  rates  on  grain  are  obtained  between  89  stations  in  each 
state.  The  greatest  distance  between  any  of  these  stations  was 
138  miles;  the  shortest,  37  miles,  and  the  average  82  mile^. 
The  rate  u]x>n  grain  is  thus  shown  to  bo  higher  in  Wisconsin 
than  in  Illinois  by  27  8-10  per  cent  Grain  includes  barley, 
com,  oats  and  rye. 

Upon  hard  and  soft  coal  the  rates  were  ascertained  between 
143  stations  in  each  state.  The  computations  show  a  discrim- 
ination ao^ainst  Wisconsin,  amounting  to  23  3-10  per  cent  upon 
hard  coal,  and  33  7-10  per  cent  upon  soft  coal.  The  greatest 
distance  between  the  stations  was  198  miles;  the  shortest,  26 
miles,  and  the  average  about  100  miles. 

In  making  computations  for  Table  I,  many  precautions  were 
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taken  to  prevent  error,  not  only  in  the  methods  employed,  but 
in  the  calculations  as  well.  The  decimals  when  involved  were 
carried  to  the  second  pointy  or  one  hundredths  only,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  this  was  far  enough  to  establish  correct  results. 

■    Classification  of  Freight.

Table  II  is  merely  an  amplification  of  Table  I.  It  shows  for 
each  class  of  freight  in  Wisconsin  and  for  cattle,  hogs,  sheep, 
grain,  hard  and  soft  coal  in  Wisconsin  and  Illinois  the  cost  of 
shipping  20,000  pounds  one  hundred  miles.  It  also  shows  the 
difference  between  the  cost  in  Wisconsin  and  in  the  other  two 
States  both  in  amoimt  and  in  per  cent.  The  purpose  of  includ- 
ing this  table  is  to  furnish  a  more  comprehensive  view  of  the 
rate  situation  in  the  three  States,  and  to  show  riiore  fully  the 
extent  of  the  discriminations  against  Wisconsin.

In  the  second  table  is  shown  the  cost  of  shipping  20,000 
pounds  of  each  of  the  classes  of  freight  ^iven  100  miles  in  Wis- 
consin and  100  miles  in  Iowa,  with  the  average  cost  for  all 
classes.  The  table  also  shows  the  cost  for  shipping  20,000 
pounds  of  the  specific  kinds  of  freight  named  100  miles  in  Wis- 
consin and  100  miles  in  Illinois.  The  comparisons  are  given 
showing  in  amount  and  per  cent,  in  each  case  the  excess  in  Wis- 
consin over  the  cost  in  Iowa  and  Illinois. 
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Table  III. 

Table  III  presents  a  further  comparison  of  the  rates  in 
Wisconsin,  Illinois,  and  Iowa.  It  is  compiled  from  railroad 
distance  tariffs  now  in  force  in  Wisconsin  and  from  the  tariffs 
in  force  in  the  other  two  States  showing  the  maximum  rates  in 
each  as  fixed  by  their  respective  railroad  commissions.  For  the 
three  States  separately  it  shows  the  rate  charged  per  hundred 
pounds  for  a  distance  of  100  miles,  then  for  200  tniles,  and 
again  for  300  miles.  Class  1  to  4  inclusive  are  less  than  carload 
lots.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  comparison  in  the  above  table  is 
based  for  Illinois  and  lo^va  upon  the  maximum  rates  as  fixed 
by  the  railroad  commissioners  in  each  state, — that  is  the  rates 
above  which  the  railroads  are  not  permitted  to  go  in  making  up 
their  tariffs.  These  rates  are  compared  with  the  rates  charged 
by  the  railroads  in  Wisconsin  for  the  same  kind  and  quantity 
of  freight  and  for  exactly  corresponding  distances.  This  table 
simply  extends  and  strengthens  the  comparison  and  makes  more 
conclusive  the  evidence  of  grossly  excessive  freight  rates  in 
Wisconsin  where  railroad  companies  are  permitted  to  charge 
the  public  without  any  limitation  or  regulation  by  law.

Table  IV  shows  the  per  cent,  of  the  excess  of  freight  rates 
between  Mihvaukee  and  151  other  stations  in  Wisconsin  over 
the  freight  rates  charged  in  Iowa  between  the  same  number  of 
stations,  the  distance  being  the  same  in  each  case.  These  figures 
show  an  average  discrimination  in  transportation  charges 
against  Wisconsin  of  30  9-10  per  cent.

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The  information  given  in  Table  IV  is  important  and  of 
special  interest  as  showing  between  what  places  the  comparisons 
were  made,  as  well  as  the  exact  overcharge  in  freight  rates  for 
Wisconsin  shippers  located  at  each  place.  The  151  stations 
Tepreeented  in  this  table  present  the  entire  subject  for  the 
shippers  of  Wisconsin.  The  table  will  be  scanned  in  vain  for 
a  single  station  at  w^hich  the  transportation  rate  is  not  higher  in 
Wisconsin  than  for  a  corresponding  distance  for  a  like  senace 
in  the  State  of  Iowa.  The  amount  of  the  overcharge  in  Wiscon- 
sin is  positively  startling.  In  no  case  is  the  rate  less  than  15 
per  cent,  higher  for  Wisconsin  than  for  Iowa.  In  several  cases 
it  is  nearly  70  per  cent,  higher,  and  the  average  is  but  a  fraction 
less  than  40  per  cent,  higher. 

The  foregoing  tables  prepared  by  the  Statistical  Bureau  of 
the  State  reinforce  the  figures  widely  published  by  a  leading 
newspaper  which  some  months  ago  aroused  general  interest  upon 
this  subject  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  The  \vork  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Statistics  requires  no  approval  from  any 
source,  to  entitle  it  to  the  highest  confidence  for  thoroughness 
and  accuracy.  It  may  now  be  accepted  as  a  demonstration  that 
the  producers  and  consumers  in  Wisconsin  are  charged  40  per 
cent,  more  in  freight  rates  in  marketing  their  products  and 
securing  their  supplies  than  are  the  shippers  in  Iowa,  and  like- 
wise a  great  deal  more  than  the  shippers  in  Illinois. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  producers  in  Wisconsin,  Iowa 
and  Illinois  must  sell  their  products  in  the  same  markets,  and 
quality  for  quality  at  the  same  prices,  it  is  manifest  that  the 
people  of  Wisconsin  are  laboring  under  a  great  disadvantage. 
The  figures  establisli  the  exact  measure  of  injustice  suffered  by 
our  people  at  the  hands  of  the  railroads  of  Wisconsin. 

Stated  in  plain  language  it  means  that  upon  all  kinds  of 
manufactured  products,  upon  merchandise  and  farm  products 
(except  a  few  articles  which  are  shipped  under  a  higher  rate 
than  first  class,  or  imder  a  lower  rate  than  class  D,  or  which 
like  cattle,  grain,  coal,  lumber,  etc.,  are  shipped  at  a  different 
rate  when  moved  in  larger  quantities)  the  shipper  in  Wisconsin 
pays  from  28  to  nearly  40  per  cent,  higher  than  the  shipper  in 
Iowa  where  transTX>rtation  charges  are  controlled  by  a  State 
Railway  Commission.  It  means  that  in  comparison  with  Illi- 
nois, we  pay  in  Wisconsin  on  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  grain,  hard  and 
soft  coal  from  19V»  tp  87  per  cent,  more  than  the  people  of 
Illinois,  who  are  protected  from  exccvssive  transportation  charjres 
by  a  State  Railway  Commission.  It  means  that  these  differ- 
ences in  rates,  so  prejudicial  to  Wisconsin,  are  in  every  case 
presented  in  the  foregoing  tables  u})on  the  same  roads,  for  the 
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same  class  and  kind  of  freight,  transported  the  same  number  of 
miles,  and  in  all  respects  for  identically  the  same  service. 

Now  it  can  be  taken  as  conclusive  that  the  transportation, 
charges  in  Iowa  and  in  Illinois  are  high  enough  to  give  the  rail- 
road companies  at  least  a  reasonable  profit  upon  the  railroad 
business  in  each  of  those  States.  Nothing  is  more  certain  than 
that  the  rates  for  each  of  those  States  yield  to  the  railroad  com- 
panies a  reasonable  net  return  upon  all  their  capital  invested ; 
otherwise,  they  would  not  operate  their  roads  under  that  rate. 
If  the  rate  aiforded  them  less  than  a  reasonable  profit,  they 
would  at  once  appeal  to  the  courts  to  increase  the  rate.  It  is  the 
settled  law  that  neither  the  Legislature  nor  a  Railroad  Commis- 
sion clothed  with  power  to  fix  rates  can  compel  railroads  to  ac- 
cept less  than  a  reasonably  profitable  rate  for  all  services  as 
common  earners.  Therefore,  by  acquiescing  in  the  commission 
rates  in  Iowa  and  Illinois  without  appeal  to  the  courts,  the  rail- 
road companies  admit  the  rate  to  be  high  enough  in  those  States. 
That  the  rates  in  Iowa  and  Illinois  have  proven  profitable  to 
the  railroad  companies  will  appear  affirmatively  later  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  this  subject. 

Taking  it  as  a  fact  admitted  and  CvStablished  by  the  railroad 
history  of  Illinois  and  Iowa  that  the  rates  ar.e  reasonable  in  those 
States,  what  shall  be  said  of  the  rates  in  Wisconsin  which  aver- 
age 40  per  cent,  higher  than  in  Iowa  and  verj^  much  higher,  as 
shown,  than  in  Illinois  ? 

The  freight  earnings  of  the  railways  in  Wisconsin  during 
the  calendar  year  of  1901  were  $32,278,629.31.  Assuming  that 
the  larger  portion  of  freight  handled  is  of  a  class  in  which  the 
excess  of  charge  is  less  than  the  average  difference  between  Wis- 
consin and  Iowa,  yet  making  full  allowance  therefor,  and  for 
the  division  between  State  and  Inter-State  business,  in  collecting 
the  $32,278,629.31  in  transjx)rtation  charges  from  the  people 
of  Wisconsin  in  1901,  the  railroads  received  a  great  many 
millions  of  dollars  more  than  they  collected  from  the  shippers 
of  Iowa  for  precisely  the  same  service  as  common  carriers.  In 
other  words,  they  taxed  the  people  of  Wisconsin  a  great  many 
millions  of  dollars  more  than  a  reasonable  profit  upon  the  freight 
business  of  the  State  in  twelve  months. 

Indeed,  it  is  not  strange  with  these  enormous  and  unreason- 
able profits  in  Wisconsin  that  the  average  net  earnings  of  the 
railroads  for  this  State  during  the  last  three  years,  by  their 
own  admission,  amounted  to  $15,483,762.00  each  year;  nor  that 
the  net  neamings  of  the  Northwestern  and  St.  Paul  systems  for 
1902  should  amount  to  $11,331,368.44  for  the  road  in  Wiscon- 
sin, and  $34,811,860.08  for  the  whole  line ;  nor  that  they  have    , 
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been  able  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  and  from  six  to  eight  per 
cent,  upon  common  and  preferred  stock  and  have  over  and  above 
all  exi)en8es  and  charges  a  total  surplus  of  $6,594,531.42  for 
Wisconsin,  and  $20,475,997.63  for  the  whole  line.  Profits  in 
the  operation  of  these  two  great  railway  systefns  have  been 
increasing  with  great  rapidity  during  recent  years.  The  total 
net  earnings  of  both  the  St.  Paul  and  Xorthwestern  for  a  period 
of  five  years  from  1883  to  1887  inclusive  amounted  to 
$29,823,185.09  for  the  road  in  Wisconsin,  and  $101,665,366.90 
for  the  whole  line. 

Every  dollar  taken  from  the  people  of  Wisconsin  in  over- 
charges by  the  railroad  companies  affects  the  values  of  farms 
and  factories,  the  profits  of  merchandise,  and  the  wages  of  labor. 
Why  should  Wisconsin  have  endured  this  great  loss  ?  It  is  be- 
cause, and  only  because,  the  railroads  have  continued  to  exer- 
cise such  control  as  to  defeat  legislation  in  Wisconsin  creating 
a  commission  to  regulate  transportation  rates  such  as  the  Leg- 
islatures of  Iowa  and  Illinois  have  adopted.  Session  after  ses- 
sion such  bills  have  been  introduced  only  to  die  in  committee  or 
be  overwhelmingly  defeated  in  the  Legislature. 

It  has  heretofore  been  urged  in  opposition  to  the  enactment 
of  a  rate  commission  law  for  Wisconsin  that  it  would  arrest 
all  further  construction  within  the  State,  stop  improvements, 
injure  manufacturing,  prejudice  agricultural  development, 
seriously  harm  business  interests,  and  generally  retard  the  prog- 
ress of  the  State.  Iowa  has  been  held  up  as  a  warning  example 
to  deter  other  States  from  adopting  a  similar  law,  and  it  has 
been  declared  that  she  has  suffered  through  all  the  years  under 
a  rate  law  that  has  greatly  interfered  with  the  growth  of  her 
manufacturing  interests. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  tJiese  same  representations  will  be  pre- 
sented to  you  during  the  present  session,  and  therefore  submit 
at  this  time  a  comparison  of  the  industrial  development  of  Wis- 
consin with  that  of  Iowa  during  the  past  twenty  years. 

The  industrial  growth  of  a  State  may  fairly  be  measured 
by  the  increases  which  have  taken  place  in  the  total  amount 
of  capital  invested,  the  number  of  persons  employed,  the  amount 
paid  as  wages,  and  the  value  of  its  output  in  all  its  productive 
enterprises.  The  growth  in  manufacturing  alone  would  present 
but  a  partial  view  of  the  real  development  for  the  reason  that 
only  a  portion  of  the  capital  in  any  State  and  only  a  limited 
number  of  the  industrial  population  are  employed  in  manufact- 
uring. 

Natural  conditions  often  favor  development  along  certain 
industrial  lines.     A  l>ountiful  supply  of  timber,  hard  wood  and 
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pine,  with  rivers  affording  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for 
power  purposes,  and  rich  mineral  deposits,  would  ensure  rapid 
development  in  manufacturing  even  under  adverse  circum- 
stances, while  an  open  unbroken  country  ready  for  the  plow, 
with  rich,  deep,  productive  soil,  would  ensure  a  (Correspondingly 
active  growth  in  agriculture. 

Wisconsin  had  many  of  the  natural  advantages  for  a  ready 
and  extensive  development  in  manufactures,  as  well  as  fertile 
and  productive  agricultural  lands  outside  of  her  extensive 
forests. 

Iowa  was  wanting  in  some  of  the  natural  resources  favorable 
to  manufacturing,  but  had  a  greater  abundance  of  rich  and 
easily  cultivated  land.  It  may  fairly  be  said,  however,  that 
in  both  States  the  great  preponderance  of  the  industrial  popula- 
tion is  employed  in  agriculture  and  manufactures.  These  two 
branches  of  industry  not  only  afford  occupation  to  most  of  the 
people,  but  furnish  the  railroads  almost  their  entire  tonnage  or 
freight  business.  A  comparison,  therefore,  between  the  two 
States  limited  to  either  of  the  two  industries  alone  would  be 
quite  misleading,  while  a  comparison  which  includes  both  would 
be  warranted  as  valid.  Indeed,  there  are  reasons  why  a  com- 
parison of  the  industrial  gro\vth  in  Iowa  and  Wisconsin  in 
agriculture  and  manufactures  taken  together  should  be  of  much 
value  as  testing  the  effect  of  a  control  of  railroad  rates  upon  the 
development  of  a  State.  The  railroad  rates  in  Wisconsin  have 
been  fixed  at  the  pleasure  of  railroad  managers ;  railroad  rates 
in  Iowa  have  been  controlled  by  a  State  Railway  Commission. 
The  two  States  had  reached  about  the  same  stage  of  industrial 
development  when  the  railroad  rates  in  Iowa  passed  under  the 
control  of  a  commission.  Both  States  had  then^  and  now  have, 
about  the  same  character  of  population.  Conditions  were  very 
similar,  excepting  that  Wisconsin  had  a  greater  natural  advan- 
tage for  manufacturing,  and  Iowa  a  greater  natural  advantage 
for  agricultural  development,  Wisconsin  leading  in  the  first  be- 
cause of  its  greater  resources  in  raw  material;  Iowa  in  the 
second  because  of  the  more  uniformly  excellent  and  more  readily 
tillable  character  of  its  native  soil. 

From  the  Commissioner  of  Statistics  I  have  procured  and 
submit  for  your  consideration  data  from  which  the  industrial 
growth  of  the  two  States  can  be  traced  for  the  twenty  year 
period. 
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Table  V. 

Table  V  shows  for  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  in  1880,  1890,  and 
1900  the  relative  amount  of  capital  invested  in  manufacture  and 
agriculture ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  amount  invested  in  agricul- 
ture for  each  $100.00  invested  in  manufacturing.

When  the  Iowa  railroad  law  was  enacted  it  was  predicted 
that  the  progress  of  the  State  would  be  retarded,  agriculture  and 
manufacturing  paralyzed,  and  property  generally  depreciated  in 
value  ^s  a  result  of  the  legislation  establishing  a  commission 
with  power  to  fix  rates.  During  almost  every  Legislative  ses- 
sion in  a  decade  the  claim  has  l^een  made  before  the  committees 
of  this  I^egislature  that  the  regulation  of  rates  in  Iowa  had 
checked  development  in  that  State  as  compared  with  Wisconsin. 
As  bearing  upon  that  question,  I  present  for  your  consideration 
the  following  figures :

As  shown  by  the  foregoing  figures  during  a  period  of  twenty 
years  the  annual  increase  in  the  value  of  the  capital  invested  in 
agriculture  and  manufactures  amounted  to  $32,500,000  for 
Wisconsin  and  over  $59,000,000  for  Iowa.  It  should  not  be 
overlooked  that  these  are  the  actual  increases  only,  but  they  are 
very  significant.     Iowa  leads  Wisconsin  in  the  average  yearly 
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increase  by  almost  two  to  one.  The  industrial  progress  of  Iowa- 
certainly  cannot  be  said  to  be  retarded  since  the  railroad  com- 
mission was  established  in  that  State.  On  the  contrary,  her 
development  seems  to  have  been  specially  promoted,  and  that 
this  should  be  the  case  is  only  reasonable  in  view  of  the  special 
advantages  with  which  she  has  been  favored  in  the  matter  of 
transportation  charges, — advantages  of  which  the  industries  of 
Wisconsin  have  had  the  great  misfortune  to  be  deprived  because 
of  the  failure  to  secure  legislation  which  would  have  placed 
Wisconsin  upon  an  equal  footing  with  Iowa. 

If  further  confirmation  were  needed,  it  is  found  in  Table  VII.

As  shown  above  in  1880  the  amount  of  capital  invested  in 
agriculture  and  manufactures  in  Iowa  was  $153.00  for  each 
$100.00  in  Wisconsin;  in  1890,  Iowa  $146.00,  Wisconsin 
$100.00;  in  1900,  Iowa  $170.00,  Wisconsin  $100.00 

The  progress  of  Iowa  over  Wisconsin  is  very  marked,  equal- 
ing about  12  per  cent. 

Taking  the  capital  invested  as  a  measure  of  the  labor  em- 
ployed in  these  two  great  industries,  and  it  amounts  to  a  dem- 
onstration that  Iowa  is  outranking  Wisconsin.  This  is  still 
further  confirmed  as  shown  in  the  average  amount  of  capital 
invested  in  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  industries  to 
each  person  of  the  population  in  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  in  1880, 
1890,  and  1900.

It  is  here  shown  clearly  that  Iowa  is  rapidly  forging  ahead 
of  Wisconsin  in  the  average  increase  in  capital  invested  in 
agricultural  and  manufacturing  industries.  The  proof  naade 
by  the  statistics  accords  with  reason.  Instead  of  being  injured 
by  a  Railway  Commission,  the  industries  of  Iowa  are  being 
greatly  benefited.  This  could  not  well  be  otherwise.  Trans- 
portation charges  are  a  tax  upon  production  and  the  productive 
industries  of  any  State  must  suffer  greatly  when  that  State  is 
subjected  to  oppressive  transportation  rates  in  marketing  the 
output  of  its  industries.  This  must  always  be  so  when  shippers 
of  one  State  must  sell  their  products  in  a  market  in  competition 
mth  shippers  of  other  States  enjoying  more  favorable  rates. 
That  is  precisely  the  fortunate  situation  of  Iowa  with  a  com- 
mission compelling  reasonable  rates  for  her  shippers.  And  by 
parity  of  reasoning  it  is  Wisconsin's  misfortune  that  she  must 
bear  the  onerous  burden  of  unreasonable  rates  made  for  her  at 
the  pleasure  of  railroad  managers.  It  would  be  strange  indeed 
if  those  engaged  in  manufacturing  and  agriculture  in  Iowa 
would  not  be  able  to  set  aside  an  increasing  amount  of  capital 
over  Wisconsin  year  by  year,  when  her  people  employed  in 
Manufactures  and  in  agriculture  are  saved  many  millions  of 
dollars  annually  on  railroad  freights.  The  annual  product  of 
her  factories,  the  annual  product  of  her  farms,  if  each  were 
equal  in  amount  and  kind  with  those  of  Wisconsin,  would  be 
worth  to  the  owners  of  the  factories  and  farms  in  Iowa  many 
millions  of  dollars  more  than  the  same  would  be  worth  to  the 
owners  of  the  factories  and  the  farms  in  Wisconsin. 

The  claim  that  reasonable  transportation  rates  could  em- 
barrass productive  enterprise  and  arrest  development  in  aiiy 
State  ought  never  to  have  been  given  credence  and  ought  nev€?r 
to  have  been  advanced. 

It  is  an  elementary  proposition  as  old  as  commerce  and  trade 
itself  that  unreasonable  and  excessive  freight  charges  are  harm- 
ful to  industrial  progress,  and  the  only  way  in  which  a  control 
of  rates  by  a  commission  could  injure  a  State  would  be  to  reduce 
transportation  rates  so  low  as  to  deprive  the  capital  invested  in 
railroads  of  a  reasonable  profit,  and  curtail  or  cripple  the  car- 
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rier  service  to  the  public.  This,  however,  is  in  no  case  possible. 
Xo  State  vv'ould  permit  its  commission  to  harm  in  the  slightest 
degree  an  agency  so  needful  to  its  industrial  development  and 
business  prosperity.  If  any  commission  were  misled  into  estab- 
lishing a  rate  which  encroached  upon  the  property  rights  of  the 
capital  invested  in  railroads  by  the  smallest  measure,  the  guar- 
antees of  the  cx)nstitution  would  be  immediately  invoked  and  the 
action  of  the  commission  promptly  reversed.  So  that  it  never 
was  even  remotely  possible  that  the  Iowa  rate  law  should  injure 
the  material  development  of  the  State,  or,  indeed,  fail  to  benefit 
its  business  interests  and  promote  its  industrial  prosperity. 

And  upon  the  other  hand,  by  the  operation  of  the  same  prin- 
ciple, Wisconsin  has  made  her  industrial  advance  hampered  and  ' 
burdened  by  high  transportation  rates  that  reduced  profits  and 
impaired  the  accumulation  of  capital  within  the  State.  That 
she  has  advanced  in  spite  of  these  high  rates  argues  nothing  and 
offers  no  justification  for  their  continuance.  With  her  un- 
rivaled and  diversified  resources,  her  lumbering,  her  hard-wood 
manufacturing,  her  pulp  and  paper  mills,  her  splendid  water 
powers,  her  rich  deposits  in  iron  and  lead  and  zinc,  her  varied 
and  productive  agriculture,  she  should  have  outstripped  her 
competitor  across  the  Mississippi  that  in  the  last  twenty  years 
has  increased  her  capital  invested^  in  manufactures  and  agri- 
culture $404.00  to  each  person  of  hpr  population,  while  we  were 
only  able  to  add  $183.00,  or  less  than  half  as  much,  to  our 
capital  invested  in  manufactures  and  agriculture  per  capita. 

Reasonable  rates  within  a  State  builds  up  an  internal  com- 
merce and  exchange  which  reaches  and  develops  every  com- 
munity within  the  State.  Long  and  extensive  railroad  hauls  to 
distant  markets  are  more  and  more  superseded  by  short  hauls, 
smaller  freight  charges  and  local  interchanges  of  products. 
Eeasonable  and  equal  rates  for  all  builds  up  thriving  to^vns, 
cities  and  villages,  and  thousands  of  merchants,  manufacturers 
and  small  shippers  all  over  the  State.  This  insures  a  healtliier, 
more  evenly  distributed  and  more  wholesome  prosperity  through- 
out a  State.  In  Iowa  under  the  reasonable  rates  fixed  by  her  - 
Commission  after  years  of  operation  under  the  law  they  said 
in  their  report  the  following  in  1801 : 

"The  farmer  gets  his  supplies  cheaper,  his  lumber,  cattle,  salt 
and  other  heavy  commodities  at  fair  rates.  He  finds  a  market 
for  a  portion  of  his  surplus  com,  oats,  hay,  wood,  timber,  etc., 
at  home,  and  saves  transportation.  He  markets  many  of  his 
hogs  in  Iowa  packing  houses  and  saves  freight  charges.  Wood 
and  logs  that  lay  in  the  timber  rotting,  the  Iowa  rates  are  mak- 
ing a  market  for;  and  new  mills  are  sawing  the  latter  up  for 
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use  in  excelsior,  fencing  pickets,  handles,  boxes  and  other  in- 
dustries unknown  before.  The  railway  policy  of  the  long  haul 
has,  in  a  measure,  been  supplanted  by  the  new  system,  and  an 
exchange  of  products  between  different  parts  of  the  State  is  one 
of  the  commendable  results.  Hay  and  com  from  northern  Iowa 
are  now  sold  at  better  prices  in  the  dairy  counties  of  eastern  and 
southern  Iowa  in  large  quantities,  a  thing  hitherto  unknown. 
This  formerly  paid  tribute  to  Chicago." 

The  magnitude  of  w^rong  Wisconsin  is  suffering  but  enlarges 
with  investigation  and  reflection.  Added  to  her  wonderfully 
varied  resources  Wisconsin  had  another  natural  advantage  over 
Iowa.  She  has  more  than  three  hundred  miles  of  lake  shore 
with  fine  natural  harbors  along  her  entire  eastern  and  northern 
boundaries.  With  a  rate  law  such  as  that  under  which  Iowa  has 
excelled  her,  she  could  have  established  just  and  reasonable  rates 
tliat  would  have  carried  every  ton  of  her  produce  to  the  lake 
shore  where  it  could  have  the  benefit  of  the  cheaper  rates  of 
water  transportation  on  its  way  to  market. 

The  only,  rates  w^hich  are  subject  to  regulation  by  the  State 
Commission  of  Iowa  are  tliose  aft'ecting  State  commerce.  While 
Wisconsin  would,  of  couree,  be  subject  to  the  same  constitutional 
restrictions,  she  coiild  establish  reasonable  rates  between  stations 
wholly  within  the  State  that  would  enable  agricultural  and 
manufactured  products  to  reach  the  lake  shore,  and  thence  if  re- 
shipped  they  could  ultimately  find  way  to  market  under  condi- 
tions that  would  greatly  benefit  producers.  In  the  same  manner 
merchants  and  manufacturers  and  dealei-s  in  coal  could  trans- 
port by  rail  at  reasonable  rates  supplies  from  the  lake  shore  to 
consumers  in  every  part  of  the  State.  Milwaukee,  Manitowoc, 
and  other  lake  shore  shipping  points  w^ould  then  become  the 
great  centers  of  commerce  and  trade  which  natural  conditions 
w^ould  have  made  them.  But  with  the  railroads  arbitrarily  es- 
tablishing rates  without  any  control  by  law,  they  can  so  fix; 
charges  over  different  lines  as  to  force  the  products  of  the  State 
two  or  three  hundred  miles  further  to  market,  when,  under 
reasonable  and  natural  conditions,  the  railroad  transportation 
would  not  upon  the  average  exceed  fifty  to  seventy-five  miles. 

It  is  this  absolute  domination  of  the  transportation  business 
outside  of  any  legal  regulation  and  in  disregard  of  the  rights 
of  the  public  that  makes  the  products  of  labor  find  their  way  to 
market  by  that  route  which  will  be  most  profitable  to  the  rail- 
road and  most  expensive  to  the  shipper. 

A  struggle  to  escape  in  so  far  as  possible  the  oppressive  exac- 
tions of  the  railroads  in  Wisconsin  has  very  largely  massed 
manufacturing  upon  the  east  side  of  the  State.     The  manufac- 
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turers  have  seen  the  importance  of  establishing  themselves  where 
thej  could  secure  the  lower  rates  of  water  transportation,  or 
more  reasonable  railroad. rates  reduced  by  the  force  of  compe- 
tition with  lake  freights.  This  is  made  very  clear  in  the  figures 
submitted  below.

.That  more  than  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  capital  invested  in 
manufacturing  in  Wisconsin  should  he  located  in  but  nineteen 
of  her  seventy-two  counties  is  an  important  fact  in  itself.  That 
those  nineteen  counties  should  be  counties  bordering  on  Lakes 
Michigan  and  Superior  is  very  significant  in  its  bearing  upon 
this  whole  question.  Except  for  the  fact  that  the  water  affords 
them  more  reasonable  transportation  rates,  which  influences  to 
their  advantage  freight  charges  by  rail,  these  nineteen  counties 
offer  no  better  location  for  manufacturing  plants  than  most  of 
the  other  counties  of  the  State. 

The  gathering  of  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  manufacturing 
.of  the  State  into  but  little  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  counies 
in  order  to  substitute  a  regulation  of  railroad  rates  by  water 
competition  for  the  general  railroad  rates  of  the  State,  fixed 
wholly  without  any  regulation,  argues  very  strongly  for  some 
interference  on  the  part  of  the  State  for  the  protection  of  its 
shippers. 

It  meets  the  claim  so  often  advanced  by  the  railroads  that 
they  have  built  up  the  manufacturing  industries  in  Wisconsin 
through  indulgences  and  discriminations  and  special  rates 
which  they  could  not  have  given  were  rates  controlled  by  a  com- 
mission. 
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Commodity  rates  have  doubtless  aided  to  reduce  somewhat  the 
high  rate  level,  and  have  benefited  to  whatever  extent  they  have 
been  given  the  manufacturers  fortunate  enough  to  be  granted 
the  privilege  of  sharing  in  them.  But  an  extended  examination 
will  reveal  that  as  affecting  the  entire  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  State  the  importance  of  commodity  rates  has  been  very 
greatly  overestimated,  while  their  special  value  to  those  receiv- 
ing them  wholly  disappears  before  the  fact  that  the  commodity 
rate  in  Wisconsin  means  about  the  regular  rate  in  many  other 
States. 

It  may  be  said  then  that  our  manufactures  have  neither  been . 
established  or  specially  nurtured  by  the  railroads,  but  that  the 
greater  portion  of  them  have  been  driven  by  high  rates  to  lo- 
cate where  they  are  in  a  measure  independent  of  these  corpora- 
tions. That  more  than  $232,000,000  should  be  invested  in  man- 
ufacturing plants  in  a  few  lake  shore  counties  emphasizes  in  a 
most  striking  way  the  great  importance  of  reasonable  freight 
rates  as  an  industrial  factor.  It  should,  moreover,  serve  as  an 
admonition  as  well,  for  industries  will  sooner  or  later  go  where 
reasonable  rates  can  be  had. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  any  advantage  in  better  rates  which 
these  lake  shore  counties  can  furnish  manufacturing  are  not  the 
voluntary  offering  of  the  railroad  companies,  but  have  been 
wTimg  from  them  through  water  competition.  With  reasonable 
rates  generally  throughout  Wisconsin  many  an  idle  w^ater  power 
would  be  profitably  employed  with  all  the  resulting  benefits  to 
the  locality  and  the  State. 

While  manufacturing  plants  may  l^e  moved  to  secure  the  bene- 
fit of  bettor  railroad  rates  regulated  by  water  transportation, 
the  same  is  not  true  of  agriculture.  This  great  industry  must 
pay  whatever  the  railroad  charges  at  a  given  station  fov  the 
transportation  of  its  products.  The  farm  lands  of  Wisconsin 
cannot  be  massed  along  Lake  Michigan. 

Our  great  natural  advantages  in  the  past  have  aided  Wiscon- 
sin materially  to  make  marked  advance  imder  adverse  condi- 
tions. But  these  superior  advantages  will  not  always  be  so 
abundant.  In  some  lines  of  manufacturing  a  lavish  and  waste- 
ful course  pursued  respecting  raw  material  has  already  oper- 
ated to  make  its  scarcity  a  serious  matter. 

Besides  this  competition  is  increasing  upon  every  hand,  and 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  margin  of  profits  may  be 
reduced.  Prudence  and  foresight  should  prompt  us  to  place 
the  manufacturing  interests  of  Wisconsin  u]X)n  a  sound  basis. 
This  can  only  bo  done  by  securing  to  capital  and  lalx)r  a  fair 
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and  equal  chance  in  the  markets  with  their  competitors  from 
other  States. 

One  of  the  elements  in  the  cost  entering  into  every  manu- 
factured product  is  the  transportation  tax  which  it  must  bear 
before  it  is  marketed.  A  small  percentage  of  difference  in  rail- 
way charges  may  be  sufficient  under  close  competition  to  make 
the  difference  between  a  margin  of  profit  and  actual  loss.  It 
should  be  the  first  care  of  those  charged  with  official  responsi- 
bility to  be  certain  that  the  manufacturers  of  no  other  State 
go  into  the  market  with  any  advantage  over  the  manufacturers 
of  Wisconsin  on  transportation  rates. 

The  raihvay  interests  of  Wisconsin  are  entitled  to  every  pro- 
tection accorded  to  manufacturing,  agriculture,  or  any  other  in- 
terests in  this  State.  They  are  entitled  to  reasonable  profit  upon 
the  capital  which  they  have  invested  in  the  raihvay  business  in 
Wisconsin.  They  are  not  entitled,  and  it  is  imjust  they  should 
be  permitted,  to  charge  the  manufacturers,  merchants,  farmers, 
and  consumers,  more  in  Wisox)nsin  than  they  chai'ge  for  a  likq 
service  in  Illinois  and  low^a.  If  Wisconsin  is  to  secure  the 
high  industrial  rank  to  which  her  superior  natural  advantages 
entitle  her,  she  must  by  proper,  just,  and  constitutional  regula- 
tion prevent  her  capital  from  being  absorbed  by  grasping  rail- 
road managers. 

It  is  showTi  that  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  inter- 
ests in  Iowa  have  been  greatly  benefited  by  the  establishment 
of  a  railway  commission  controlling  rates.  That  while  one  of 
the  greatest  financial  panics  experienced  in  a  century  has  oc- 
curred since  the  enactment  of  that  law,  the  progress  and  pros- 
perity of  the  State  of  low^a  has  continued  without  interruption. 

When  the  law  was  enacted  in  that  State  it  w^as  denounced  as 
a  movement  designed  to  confiscate  the  property  of  the  railway 
corporations  and  as  certain  to  bring  demoralization  and  disaster 
to  the  railroad  interests  of  the  State.  The  law  w^as  enacted,  the 
rates  of  the  Railway  Commission  have  Ix^en  enforced,  the  rail- 
roads have  been  prosperous.  They  have  continued  to  extend 
their  lines,  to  earn  fair  profits,  to  render  good  service. 

That  the  growth  and  expansion  of  the  railroad  interests  of 
Iowa  have  l)een  commensurate  with  the  development  and  prog- 
ress of  her  agriculture  and  manufactures  is  sho\\^  by  the  sta- 
tistics covering  the  following  period.  The  same  figures  will  be 
given  for  Wisconsin  throughout,  as  they  may  be  useful  for  mak- 
ing comparisons.

It  has  been  commonly  understood  that  railroad  extension 
bears  some  relation  to  the  conditions  of  railroad  business  in  any 
State.  This  would  be  expected  to  be  especially  true  in  a  State 
where  it  is  claimed  that  the  business  of  the  railroad  was  de- 
pressed and  diminished  by  unfavorable  legislation.  As  bearing 
upon  this  phase  of  the  subject  comparison  is  instituted  between 
the  railroad  mileage  of  Iowa  and  Wisconsin.

(Comparing  the  figures  for  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  in  Table  X 
it  apix^ai-s  tliat  the  actual  increase  in  miles  of  road  was  the 
greater  in  Iowa.  The  largest  actual  gain  in  gross  earnings  was 
made  in  Iowa,  but  the  net  earnings  and  tons  of  freight  carried 
are  l(-ss  than  for  the  roads  in  Wisconsin.  In  the  tons  carried 
one  mile,  however,  Iowa  again  leads.     These  are  the  essential 
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elements  in  railroad  traffic,  and  since  these  show  an  increase 
over  Wisconsin,  where  rates  are  not  regulated,  it  would  appear 
that  the  railroad  busiuess  in  Iowa  is  thriving  under  a  commis- 
sion. 

Table  XI  strengthens  this  belief.  It  shows  that  Iowa  com- 
pared with  Wisconsin  has  fully  held  its  own  in  point  of  mileage. 

In  earnings,  when  considered  on  a  relative  basis,  Iowa  shows 
some  falling  off.  This  was  to  be  expected.  Indeed,  if  the  earn- 
ings had  not  been  deemed  excessive  and  unreasonably  large, 
there  would  have  been  no  demand  in  Iowa  for  a  regulation  of 
the  rates  by  law.  It  was  to  prevent  unduly  large  earnings  that 
the  commission  was  created.  Iowa's  ton  per  mile  or  density  of 
traffic  is  still  heavier  than  Wisconsin^  but  relatively  shows  a 
downward  tendency,  although  this  can'  hardly  be  said  to  be  true 
of  the  last  ten  years.  On  the  wbole,  tiie  railroads  in  Iowa  com- 
pare quite  favorably  with  those  of  Wisconsin,  regardless  of  the 
lower  rates.  This  is  a  rather  telling  ai^umient  in  favor  of  a 
commission. 

In  1878  the  roads  in  Wisconsin  earned  net  six  per  cent,  on 
a  valuation  of  $26,600  per  mile;  in  1900  they  earned  net  six 
per  cent  on  a  valuation  of  $41,000  per  mile. 

In  1878  the  net  earnings  in  Iowa  equalled  six  per  cent,  on 
$32,600  per  mile,  while  in  1900  they  earned  six  per  cent  on  a 
valuation  of  $30,600  per  mile. 

This  is  a  reasonable  rate  of  profit  on  a  fair  valuation.  The 
computations  are  made  on  the  company's  otvtq  figures  of  earn- 
ings, and  no  one  familiar  with  their  methods  of  reporting  will 
believe  that  they  have  placed  their  earnings  higher  than  the  ac- 
tual figures. 

It  is  a  fair  question  to  ask  whether  there  is  anything  in  the 
conditions  of  this  State  that  warrants  the  roads  charging  higher 
rates  than  in  Iowa,  Did  it  cost  more  to  build  the  roads  in  Wis- 
consin, or  does  it  cost  more  to  operate  them  here  than  in  Iowa  ? 
Tables  XII  and  XIIT  are  submitted  as  bearing  upon  those  ques- 
tions. These  two  tables  deal  with  the  capitalization,  earnings 
and  expenses  per  mile  as  reported  for  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  re- 
spectively by  the  ^Tforthwestern  and  St.  Paul  roads.

Table  XII  presents  the  figures  for  the  Chicago  &  Xorthwest- 
em  railroad.  This  road,  according  to  its  own  statement,  is  capi- 
talized at  $88,000  per  mile  in  Wisconsin  and  $45,000  per  mile 
in  Iowa.     The  cause  of  this  difference  in  capitalization  in  the 
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two  States  does  not  appear.  The  figures  indicate,  however,  that 
the  cost  of  constniction  was  not  much  lower  in  Iowa  than  in 
Wisconsin.  This  statement  is  also  borne  out  by  the  expenses  of 
operation  in  the  two  States.  •  In  Wisconsin  the  average  annual 
expense  per  mile  for  1889-90  was  $4,230.  For  1899-1900  the 
yeai-ly  average  was  $5,187.  These  figures  are  high.  They  in- 
chide  more  dian  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  business.  This 
company  is  annually  charging  new  improvements  to  the  cost  of 
operation.  This  has  been  the  practice  for  years,  and  its  effect 
is  to  keep  tlie  apparent  net  earnings  lower  than  the  actual  fig- 
lu-es. 

For  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  the  corre- 
sponding figures  are  shown  above  in  Table  XIII.  This  com- 
pany is  capitalized  at  a  lower  figure  than  the  Chicago  &  Xorth- 
western.  Its  earnings  in  both  States  are  also  lower,  but  the  ex- 
pense of  operation  is  about  the  same  for  both  roads.  This  com- 
pany also  follows  the  practice  of  covering  up  earnings  in  operat- 
ing expenses.  Just  how  much  is  concealed  in  this  way  cannot 
bo  said  without  a  closer  analysis  of  their  figures  than  it  has  been 
possible  to  make,  but  it  often  amounts  to  several  hundred  dol- 
lars per  mile. 

From  tlie  conditions  generally  and  from  the  expenses  of 
other  roads  it  is  not  likely  that  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance  in 
the  two  States  exceeds  $800  per  mile  for  way,  $500  per  mile  for 
equipment,  while  $1,900  per  mile  will  undoubtedly  cover  the 
cost  of  condycting  transportation.  Upon  this  basis  the  net  earn- 
ings would  be  represented  by  a  much  higher  figure  than  that  re- 
ported by  the  companies.  For  the  St.  Paul  road  also  the  operat- 
ing expenses  in  the  two  States  seems  to  be  about  the  same. 

As  a  whole  it  is  jx)ssible  that  the  cost  of  construction  in  Wisr 
consin  would  be  slightly  greater  than  in  'Iowa,  This  difference, 
however,  if  any,  would  not  be  large  enough  to  appear  in  the  cap- 
italization. As  for  the  actual  cost  of  constructing  these  roads, 
nothing  can  be  said.  There  is  no  reliable  data  to  be  had  concern- 
ing it  It  would  seem  that  care  has  been  taken  that  none  should 
\ye  exlii1)ited  to  the  public.  It  is  a  safe  assertion,  however,  that  it 
could  not  have  amounted  to  much  more  than  half  of  the  capitali- 
zation. 

Whenever  the  subject  of  increasing  the  taxes  of  the  railroad 
companies  is  up  for  consideration,  or  any  proposition  is  pend- 
ing to  regulate  transportation  charges,  as  a  final  argument  the 
companies  declare  that  they  will  be  compelled  to  reduce  the 
number  of  employes  and  the  pay  of  those  continued  in  the  serv- 
ice. It  has,  however,  not  been  found  necessary  in  the  State 
of  Iowa  to  cue  down  either  the  number  of  employes  or  the 
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wage3  of  those  in  tlie  service,  although,  both  were  threatened 
prior  to  die  passage  of  tlie  rate  bill  On  the  contrary,  the  im- 
petus which  raih'oad  traffic  received  under  the  operation  of  the 
comirdssioner's  schedule  requirea  more  trainmen  and  railroad 
operatives  tliroughout  the  whole  system  of  that  State. 

The  number  of  men  employed  and  the  wages  paid  are  not  re- 
I)orted  for  1880,  but  I  am  able  to  furnish  them  for  1890  and 
1900  for  both  Iowa  and  Wisconsin.  They  are  quite  conclusive 
upon  this  suhject,  and  show  that  the  wages  were  in  no  wise  af- 
fected by  the  reduction  of  the  freight  rates  to  a  reasonable  basis, 
and  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  men  employed  continued 
relatively  greater  tlian  in  Wisconsin,  where  transportation 
charges  were  so  much  higher.  No  portion  of  the  many  millions 
collected  by  the  railroads  in  Wisconsin  in  excessive  freight 
charges  ever  found  its  way  into  the  pockets  of  the  Wisconsin  em- 
ployes. Their  wages  have  stood  on  the  same  level  as  the  wages 
of  the  men  employed  on  the  railroads  in  Iowa.  This  is  proven 
by  the  statistics  submitted.

I  am  confident  that  the  information  which  is  now  placed  rbe- 
fore  you  will  be  quite  enough  to  secure  prompt  action  at  this 
session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  relief  of  producers  and  con- 
sumers alike.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  representatives  of  the 
railway  companies  will  urge  delay,  but  it  is  to  be  remembered 
that  delay  costs  your  constituents  millions  of  dollars  every  year. 
It  will  be  no  answer  to  say  to  the  merchants  and  manufacturers 
of  your  districts  that  they  are  to  continue  paying  from  28  to  48 
per  cent,  miore  than  the  manufacturers  and  merchants  of  Iowa 
pay  to  the  same  railroad  companies  under  exactly  the  samel  con- 
ditions; it  will  be  no  answer  to  make  to  the  farmers  in  Wis- 
consin to  say  that  on  grain  and  sheep  and  hogs  and  cattle  they 
are  to  continue  paying  from  19  to  37  per  cent,  more  than  the 
farmers  of  Illinois  pay  for  shipping  the  same  products  of  their 
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farms  aver  the  same  lines  of  roads  equal  distances  to  market;  it 
will  be  no  answer  to  say  to  the  consumers  of  hard  and  soft  coal 
throughout  Wisconsin  who  are  paying  25  to  33  per  cent  more 
freight  charges  on  their  coal  than  the  consumers  in  Illinois  are 
paying  for  transporting  their  coal  the  same  number  of  males 
over  tlie  same  lines  of  roads — that  this  whole  subject  has  been 
deferred  for  two  years  more  because  tlie  railroad  companies  want 
more  time.  For  ten  years  at  nearly  ever)^  session  of  this  Legis- 
lature bills  have  been  introduced,  ligures  have  been  presented, 
facts  have  been  placed  before  the  Legislature  and  action  urged 
for  tlie  relief » of  our  people  so  unjustly  and  unwarrantedly  dis- 
criminated against  by  the  railroad  companies. 

Let  it  be4>lainly  understood  that  nothing  more  is  asked  than 
the  creation  of  a  railway  commission  having  the  authority  to 
investigate  this  matter  fully  and  to  deal  witli  absolute  justice 
as  between  railroad  ctompanies  and  the  people  of  tlie  State. 
Members  of  this  Legislature  should  not  be  misled.  The  people 
of  this  State  will  not  be  misled  into  any  belief  that  there  is  the 
remotest  possibility  of  doing  harm  to  the  railroad  interests  of 
this  State,  or  of  imposing  upon  them  any  injustice  whatever, 
much  less  any  hardship.  The  establishment  of  a  railway  com- 
mission clodied  with  all  the  power  which  this  Legislature  can 
invest  caiinot  fix  transportation  charges  at  a  rate  so  low  that  tlie 
railroad  companies  would  be  deprived  of  a  reasonable  profit  upon 
all  of  the  capital  which  they  have  invested  for  the  courts  would 
at  once  set  aside  any  rate  fixed  by  a  railway  commission  upon 
a  showing  by  the  railroad  companies  that  the  rate  is  unjust. 

Legislative  action  at  this  session  can  harm  no  interests  do  in- 
jury to  no  company,  prejudice  no  business.  Delay  and  post- 
ponement inflict  upon  the  business  interests,  the  manufacturers, 
the  merchants,  the  farmers,  the  consimiers  of  this  Stiite,  an  in- 
jury which  can  never  be  repaired.  The  millions  of  dollars  in 
excessive  charges  taken  from  the  people  of  Wisconsin  by  tlie 
railroad  companies  before  another  session  of  the  Legislature  will 
never  be  returned  to  the  pockets  of  the  people  of  Wisconsin.  If 
the  legislation  recommended  proposed  to  fix  maximum  transpor- 
tation charges  by  law,  it  might  be  urged  with  great  force  that  the 
facts  herewith  presented,  show^ing  the  relative  charges  in  Iowa, 
IlHnois,  and  this  State,  furnish  ample  reason  for  such  action 
upon  the  part  of  this  L^slature.  But  no  such  legislation  is 
recommended  or  contemplated.  That  which  is  now  recom- 
mended is  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  secure  further 
facts,  if  miore  are  needed,  give  the  railroads  ample  opportunity 
to  present  their  case,  and  then  render  a  decision  establishing 
reasonable  rates  which  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  review  by 
the  courts.  i 
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There  is  nothing  in  such  a  proposal  from  which,  any  railroad 
conxpany  should  shrink,  unless  its  case  is  one  which  will  not 
bear  full  investigation  and  a  fair  and  just  determination.  If 
they  are  charging  the  people  of  Wisconsin  a  reasonable  rate  upon 
transportation,  they  would  welcome  tlie  establishment  of  a 
commission  to  review  tlie  facts  and  make  its  findings  in  accord- 
ance therewith. 

The  same  policy  which  has  been  pursued  with  respect  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Tax  Commission  has  controlled  the  companies 
in  resisting  any  investigation  and  regulation  of  transportation 
charges  in  this  State.  Whenever  a  bill  has  been  pending  to  cre- 
ate a  railway  commission  with  powers  to  investigate  and  ascer- 
tain the  exact  facts  with  respect  to  transportation,  rates,  such 
legislation  has  encountered  all  of  the  opposition  which  tlie  rail- 
roads could  organize  for  its  defeat.  They  have  been  able  to 
bring  to  the  ^Legislature  to  aid  in  the  defeat  of  such  legislation 
an  imposing  lobby  of  shippers  who  are  secretly  receiving  rates 
morel. favorable  than  their  competitors  in  business,  or,  at  least, 
are  led  to  believe  they  are.  In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted 
that  no  shipper  upon  any  secret  agreement  can  ever  be  certain 
that  the  rate  w^hich  he  supposes  is  the  most  advantageous  rate  is 
not  higher  than  the  secret  rate  which  may  be  given  to  his  com- 
petitors in  business.  And  the  favored  shippers  who  have  ap- 
peared from  time  to  time  before  legislative  committees,  and  who 
are  sure  to  be  summoned  here  again  at  this  session,  would  receive 
a  lower  rate  in  the  fonn  of  a  public  open  rate  afforded  by  a  rail- 
way comanission,  than  that  which  they  now  get  under  cover  of 
secrecy  and  in  violation  of  law.  The  legislation  here  proposed 
would  put  all  business  upon  an  equal  footing.  It  would  put  an 
end  to  most  reprehensible  and  inexcusable  forms  of  favoritism, 
a  system  which  is  absolutely  wdthout  defense  or  justification. 
It  violates  not  only  the  simplest  and  best  understood  common- 
law  obligations,  but  it  unsettles  business  calculations,  is  against 
business  principles.  It  builds  up  one  man's  fortune  on  the  ruins 
of  another.  It  is  without  legal  or  moral  support  anj^vhere  and 
is  a  menace  to  private  and  public  prosperity.  All  this  has  been 
admiitted  by  a  high  official  of  one  of  the  leading  railroads  of 
Wisconsin,  who  has  said  with  respect  to  the  oppression  and  in- 
justice of  secret  rebates : 

''There  is  not  an  official  of  any  of  the  great  railways  of  prom- 
inence and  weight  who  will  attempt  to  deny  that  the  railway 
sen'ice  has  been  honeycombed  with  secret  preferential  rates. 
That,  to  use  an  old  popular  phrase,  makes  the  rich  man  richer 
and  the  poor  man  poorer." 

The  discrimination  shown  in  the  comparison  of  transporta- 
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tion  charges  "w-ith  the  State  of  Iowa  discloses  but  partially  the 
wrongs  suffered  by  the  people  of  Wisconsin  from  this  unre- 
stricted power  exercised  by  the  raihvay  corporations-  That  in- 
vestigation will  reveal  as  great  differences  between  different  sec- 
tions of  this  State  and  different  individual  and  business  con- 
cerns, as  exists  between  Iowa  and  Wisconsin,  there  is  not  the 
slightest  reason  to  doubt.  Railroad  discriminations  are  of  three 
kinds.  Those  which  pertain  to  individual  shippers,  those  which 
pertain  to  different  products,  and  those  which  pertain  to  differ- 
ent places.  It  has  been  proven  over  and  over  again  in  court  and 
through  leg-islative  and  other  committees  of  investigation  that 
the  most  arbitrarj'^  and  imjustifiable  practices  pertaining  to  dis- 
crimination as  well  as  to  excessive  charges  prevail  on  the  part 
of  these  common  carriers.  Many  cities  are  built  up  and  made 
important  as  shipping  and  ^nanuf  acturing  centers  solely  through 
favoritism  in  transportation  charges.  Many  lines  of  production 
are  giveti  extraordinary  advantages  over  others  in  the  matter  of 
rates.  These  differences  are  not  based  upon  any  natural  law, 
but^  as  a  rule,  arise  from  the  gi'eater  readiness  wdth  which  pro- 
ducers*can  effect  organization  for  securing  favorable  concessions 
from  the  railroads.  Such  advantages  in  rates  are"  more  easily 
within  the  reach  of  somJe  than  of  other  manufacturers,  and  are 
never  secured  upon  agricultural  products. 

The  same  indefensible  rule  controls  with  respe<5t  to  discrimi- 
nations in  favor  of  individuals.  There  are  in  Wisconsin  today, 
as  in  every  State  in  the  imion  w^here  the  railroad  cx>mpanie3 
are  fre€J  to  fix  rates  at  will,  large  numbers  of  individual  ship- 
pers and  favored  companies  who  secure  special  rates  and  thereby 
build  up  great  fortimes  at  the  expense  and  upon  the  failures  of 
other  rivals  and  competitors  in  business.  No  more  potent  cause 
exists  today  in  the  upbuilding  of  trusts  and  combinations  than 
the  tendency  to  centralize  business  in  the  hands  of  a  ie\v  through 
favoritism  bestowed  by  the  railroads.  These  special  concessions 
and  rates  to  shippers  do  not  appear  in  the  freight  bills,  but  are 
directly  made  through  a  system  of  rebates.  The  effect  of  this  is 
well  stated  by  a  writer  of  high  authority,  himseflf  a  railroad 
president     I  quote  as  follows : 

"The  city  in  whose  favor  discrimination  is  practiced  be- 
comes the  T>ig  fish^  and  at  once  bcjerins  the  process  of  'swallow- 
insr*  the  trade  and  population  of  its  unfortunate  neighboring 
cities :  and  the  individual  tradesman  who  receives  rebates  ouick 
cities:  and  the  individual  tradesman  who  received  rebates 
quickly  devours  those  who  do  not.     *     *     * 

"To  judfite  correctly  of  the  effective  discriminations  requires 
the  possession  of  certain  commercial  information.    For  example, 
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it  should  be  kno^\ii  that  when  com  is  worth  twenty-five  cents  per 
bushel  in  tlie  Chicago  market,  at  the  railway  station  west  of  the 
Missouri  river  it  would  be  worth  from  twelve  to  fifteen  cents^ 
the  difference  between  its  value  in  the  far  w^est  and  in  Chicago 
being  made  up  of  cost  of  transportation,  the  expense  of  buying 
and  selling,  and  a  profit  for  the  middle  man.  A  clean  profit 
over  all  expenses  of  one  half  of  a  cent  per  bushel  is  a  satisfactory 
profit  to  tlie  middle  man,  and  a  guaranteed  rate  of  transporta- 
tion of  even  so  small  a  sum  as  one  quarter  of  a  cent  per  bushel 
less  than  any  other  middle  man  can  get,  will  give  the  man  pos- 
sessing it  a  monopoly  of  the  business  of  handling  com  in  the 
district  covered  by  the  guarantee. 

"So  in  the  coal  trade  fifteen  cents  per  ton  is  a  satisfactory 
miners  profit,  and  a  permanently  guaranteed  discrimination  iu 
his  favor  in  rates  of  five  cents  per  ton,  would  be  sufficient  in  the 
hands  of  a  competent  man  to  create  a  monopoly  and  drive  all 
other  miners  out  of  business. 

"A  like  profit  from,  the  saniie  source  of  five  cents  per  barrel 
of  flour  would  pay  the  sliareholders  in  one  of  the  great  milling 
corporations  at  Minneapolis  satisfactory  dividends,  and  give  it 
a  monopoly  if  it  cared  to  increase  its  plant  sufficiently." 

In  these  days  of  enormous  business  transactions  the  fraction 
of  a  per  cent,  is  a  suftlcient  advantage  to  create  a  monopoly.  It 
matters  not  whether  the  per  cent,  he  secured  through  freight 
discrimination  or  otherwise,  the  result  is  the  same,  and  will 
continue  to  obtain  so  long  as  secret  rebates  are  permitted. 

As  stated  to  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
report  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Cofmmission  for  1901,  re- 
specting the  effect  of  secret  rebates  to  the  few  large  packing 
houses  handling  tlie  meat  products  of  the  country : 

"The  effect  is,  however,  to  give  these  large  packers  an  enor- 
mous advantage  of  their  smaller  competitors  who  are  located  at 
other  intemijediate  points.  Already  these  competitors  have  iu 
the  main  ceased  to  exist  We  find  in  these  disclosures  a  pr^- 
nant  illustration  of  the  mianner  in  which  secret  concessions  are 
tending  to  build  up  great  trusts  and  monopolies  at  the  expense 
of  tJie  smjall  independent  operator." 

The  remedy  for  this  evil  cannot  be  found  in  State  legislation 
alone,  nor  in  independent  congressional  legislation,  but  it  will 
come  vdih  that  enlargement  of  the  powers  of  the  Inter-State 
Commerce  Commission  which  mil  secure  to  them  authority  to 
regulate  transportation  rates  with  respect  to  inter-state  com- 
merce and  the  establishment  of  State  commissions  likewise  em- 
powered to  regulate  transportation  charges  with  respect  to  State 
commerce. 
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The  duty  \vhich  confronts  this  Legislature  respecting  this 
phase  of  railroad  legislation  is  two-fold :  First,  to  enact  a  law  cre- 
ating a  State  rail^way  commission  with  full  authority  to  act  in 
the  premises,  and  second,  to  so  advise  the  representatives  of  Wis- 
consin in  the  United  States  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives by  memorial,  and  in  such  other  way  as  may  tend  to  impress 
them  with  this  importance,  that  the  business  interests  of  Wis- 
consin demand  that  the  oft-repeated  appeal  of  the  Inter-State 
Commerce  Commission,  supported  as  it  has  beedi  by  the  messages 
of  the  President,  for  authority  to  regulate  rates  and  prevent  dis- 
criminations should  be  pi'omptly  given  to  tlie  Inteir-State  Com- 
merce Comimission. 

Upon  tlie  necessity  of  the  establishment  of  a  cx>manission  to 
protect  tlie  shippings  interests  of  Wisconsin,  there  would  seem  to 
be  no  need  of  argiunent.  The  rates  in  themselves  make  the  de- 
mand stronger  than  any  form  of  words  can  express  it  It  mlust 
come,  and  it  ought  to  be!  the  care  of  those  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  making  the  law,  that  Wisconsin  should  not  bo 
compelled  to  travel  over  the  same  ground,  by  the  same  devious 
and  circuitous  route  which  the  resisting  railroad  comjpanies  have 
compelled  otlier  States  to  take.  We  should  in  this,  as  in  all 
other  matters,  secure  tlie  benefits  and  advantages  accruing  from 
the  ripe  experience  of  other  States  and  step  out  abreast  of  those 
enjoying  benefits  derived  from  many  years  of  experience.  And 
if  in  any  respect  it  is  possible  for  us  to  improve  upon  the  legis- 
lation of  any  State  by  combining  the  best  factors,  or  improving 
upon  the  systerajs  of  all,  it  is  our  duty  so  to  do. 

By  providing  that  the  Conmiissioner  of  Kailroads  elected 
under  the  existing  law  shall  be  a  member  of  a  State  Commission, 
and  that  at  the  expiration  of  his  present  term  of  ofiice  the  elec- 
tive memiber  of  the  commission  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
six  years,  and  by  f  ui-ther  providing  that  the  two  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  be  appointive  officei's,  appointed  by  the 
Executive,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate,  the  terms  of 
the  two  appointed  commissioners  to  expire  in  two  and  four 
years  respectively,  and  thereafter  that  their  successors  shall 
be  appointed  for  terms  of  six  years  each,  would  give  to  the 
State  a  commission  to  fix  rates,  combining  the  elective  and  ap- 
pointive features,  in  support  of  which  the  strongest  reasons  can 
be  urged. 

It  would  scarcely  be  possible  for  the  law-making  power  of  the 
State  under  a  representative  form  of  government  to  be  more 
strongly  obligated  than  is  the  law-making  power  of  Wisconsin 
to  write  upon  the  statute  books  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature 
the  necessary  laws  to  secure  the  payment  of  taxes  in  full  due

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from  the  railroad  corix>rations  of  this  State.  Tiie  railroad  com- 
panies hav€J  by  their  own  opposition  made  legislation  for  the 
establishmjent  of  a  compoiission  to  regulate  txansportation  rates 
a  necessary  concomitant  of  tax  legislation,  and  added  to  this, 
investigation  of  existing  transportation  charges  in  Wisconsin 
have  disclosed  conditions  making  tlie  appointment  of  a  commis- 
sion to  regulate  railroad  rates  an  imperative  necessity  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  whole  C/omauonwealth.  That  these  conditions  have 
existed,  as  it  cannot  l>e  doubted  tliat  they  have,  throughout  many 
years  but  strengthens  and  miakes  more  irresistible  the  demands 
for  prompt  action  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  absolute  jus- 
tice and  fair  dealing  as  between  these  corporations  and  the  peo- 
ple. It  is  not  a  case  where  some  fat-witted  genius  may  find  a 
happy  medium.  Jt  stands  side  by  side  with  the  people's  cause  for 
equal  and  just  taxation,  out  in  th.e  open,  clear  as  tlie  sun  at  noon- 
day. 

For  niajiy  years  with  each  re<nirring  legislative  session  it  has 
been  the  comforting  assurance  conveyed  to  the  jieople  of  this 
CommonwealtH  that  the  relations  existing  tetween  the  people 
and  tlie  railroads  were  ''pleasant"  and  "harmonious."  It  would 
indeed  have  heeii  cause  for  congratulation  had  it  been  a  fact 
that  those  relations  were  grounded  upon  conditions  tliat  were 
just  to  the  people  and  tlie  railroads  alike.  But  if  tlie  people  of 
Wisconsin  are  to  pay  a  million  dollars  of  railroad  taxes  annu- 
ally in  order  tr>  maintain  pleasant  relations  with  these  com- 
panies, and  if  tJiey  are  also  to  pay  many  millions  of  dollars  a 
year  in  transportation  charges  more  than  other  States  pay 
for  like  sei'vice  for  tJie  continuation  of  harmonious  conditions 
agn>eable  to  the  railways,  then  it  is  high  time  that  the  people  of 
Wisconsin  see  to  it  that  instead  of  "pleasant"  and  ^Tiannpnious" 
relations  of  that  character,  thei'e  should  be  established  sound 
l)usiness  relations  based  upon  business  principles  of  exact  jus- 
tice to  puWic-service  corporations  and  the  citizens  as  well. 

We  know  from  the  experience  in  other  States,  we  have  learned 
the  lesson  in  a  way  to  remember  here  in  Wisconsin,  that  these 
measures  cannot  be  secured  without  encountering  the  most  vig- 
orous opposition  from  the  railroad  interests.  It  may  be  quite 
as  well  for  us  to  be  admonished  at  this  time  that  opposition  to 
the  establishment  of  a  commission  to  regulate  transportation 
rates  will  not  be  limited  to  the  corporation  and  their  lobby  agents 
before  the  Legislature.  They  will  be  able  to  summon  to  their 
support  every  shipper  in  Wisconsin  who  is,  or  who  thinks  he  is, 
at  this  time  receiving  some  special  favor  or  concession  from  the 
railroads,  or  who  has,  or  thinks  he  has,  assurance  which  will 
give  him  exceptional  rates  and  advantages  over  his  rivals  and 
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competitors  in  business  for  tlie  future.  The  shippers  will  be 
able  through  organized  effort  to  make  their  influence  felt  as  a 
commanding  one,  but  it  is  well  for  us  to  remember  that  we  stand 
here  representing  the  interests  of  all  the  people  of  Wisconsin, 
the  thousands  of  merchants  and  manufacturers  who  are  not 
rcceiving  special  rates  and  concessions,  and  the  himdreds  of 
thousands  of  producers  and  small  shippers  who  are  being  grossly 
wronged  in  the  millions  of  dollai's  exacted  from  them  in  exces- 
sive and  exorbitant  transportation  charges,  year  after  year. 
They  are  entitled  to  an  equal  chance  with  the  merchants  and 
manufacturers  and  farmers  of  adjoining  States.     I  submit  that 

it  is  our  dutv  to  secure  this  for  them  and  to  secure  it  now.

NOMINATIONS  HY  DIKF.CT   VOTK  OF  THE   PEOPLE. 

Every  established  practice  and  custom  which  tends  to  impair 
in  any  degi'ee  the  citizen's  right  of  suffrage  subverts  the  princi- 
ples of  representative  government  and  undermines  the  foimda- 
tions  of  democracy.  Scarcly  a  score  of  \'ears  has  passed  since 
the  sacred ness  of  the  ballot  was  made  a  prominent  issue  in  na- 
tional campaigns,  and,  doubtless  as  a  result,  there  follow^ed  much 
of  the  legislation  which  effectively  guards  the  casting  and  count- 
ing of  the  ballot  in  the  general  elections. 

It  is  a  plain  proposition  that  the  right  of  suffrage  is  much 
broader  and  more  comprehensive  than  the  mere  physical  act  of 
casting  the  ballot  without  interference,  and  having  it  returned, 
as  cast,  without  fraud.  All  of  the  guarantees  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, all  of  the  acts  of  legislation,  are  designed  to  secure  and 
record  the  will  of  the  citizen;  to  make  it  certain  that,  untram- 
meled  and  uninterrupted j  the  influence  of  his  judginent  may 
l)e  felt  in  matters  pertaining  to  government.  If  this  be  the  real 
substance  of  the  right  of  suffrage,  then  it  Becomes  an  equally 
sacred  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  law-making  power  to  so 
safeguard  every  step  and  proceeding  Avhich  constitutes  any  ele- 
ment of  the  right  of  suffrage  that  the  citizen  shall  be  protected 
with  respect  to  it. 

When  the  voter  enters  the  election  booth  to  exercise  that  riglit 
he  finds  prepared  for  him  an  official  ballot  upon  w^hich  is  printed 
the  candidates  of  each  party  for  the  offices  to  be  filled  at  that 
election.  This  is  the  first  jwint  at  which  the  citizen  comes  in 
contact  vriih  the  perfect  system  of  laws  governing  general  elec- 
tions. From  the  moment  he  enters  the  booth  until  the  ballot 
which  he  casts  therein  is  counted  and  returned,  he  can  find  no 
cause  for  complaint. 

But  there  are  important  pi-oceediiT^,  vitally  essential  to  the 
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right  of  suffrage,  which  are  foundational,  not  only  to  manhood 
suffrage,  but  to  the  whole  structure  of  government  itself.  What 
transpires  back  of  the  moment  when  the  voter  receives  his  offi- 
cial ballot  must  be  as  strongly  fortified  and  as  sacredly  guarded 
as  that  which  follows  in  the  consummation  of  this  right  after 
he  receives  the  official  ballot.  In  other  words,  the  act  of  suffrage 
consists  not  only  in  the  voting  and  counting  of  the  ballot,  but 
in  every  step  and  every  proceeding  which  is  in  any  way  con- 
nected witli  or  involved  in  the  preparation  of  that  ballot  before 
it  comes  \o  the  hand  of  the  voter. 

If  by  bad  practices  and  bad  laws  all  the  proceedings  which 
control  in  the  making  of  the  ballot  to  be  voted  are  taken  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  voter,  his  right  of  suffrage  is  not  only  im- 
paired, but  he  has  been  deprived  of  it.  The  voting  of  a  ticket 
at  the  general  election  in  the  making  of  which  he  has  had  no 
voice,  robs  him  of  his  voice  in  the  election.  He  has  simply  been 
an  instrument  in  the  hands  of  those  who  prepared  the  ballot,  in 
casting  which  he  records  not  his  will,  but  their  will. 

The  preparation  of  the  ballot  and  the  placing  thereon  of  the 
names  of  the  candidates  of  the  respective  parties,,  is,  therefore, 
not  a  matter  of  secondary,  but  a  matter  of  primaiy  importance 
to  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage.  It  is  a  matter  of  su- 
preme importance  to  the  establishment  of  good  government  and 
to  the  protection  of  the  basic  principles  of  democracy. 

The  right  of  suffrage  then  may  be  divided  into  two  separate 
and  distinct  transactions,  each  necessary  as  a  complement  to 
the  other. 

First,  all  of  the  proceedings,  acts,  and  measures  necessary  to 
insure  to  each  citizen  the  right  to  vote  directly,  under  the  sanc- 
tion of  a  law  which  shall  protect  him  from  interference,  in  the 
selection  of  the  men  as  the  candidates  of  his  party  to  be  voted 
for  at  the  general  election. 

Second,  all  of  the  proceedings  so  well  provided  for  at  the 
present  time  by  statutes  governing  the  general  elections. 

The  first  step  in  suffrage  is  exercised  in  the  selection  or  nomi- 
nation of  the  candidates  of  each  party.  The  second  step  in  suf- 
frage is  exercised  in  the  election  of  the  candidate  to  office.  Any 
interference  with  the  citizen  in  the  exercise  of  his  prerogative 
in  either  case  is  equally  destructive  to  his  right  of  suffrage. 

It  is  no  longer  open  to  dispute  that  the  nomination  of  candi- 
dates for  office  has  in  a  very  large  measure  passed  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  citizen.  For  many  years  it  has  been  popular  with 
certain  theoretical  writers  upon  the  subject  to  place  the  respon- 
sibility for  this  entirely  upon  the  citizen  himself,  and  to  charge 
him  with  dereliction  of  duty  and  want  of  interest  in  public  * 
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aflfairs,  al>sorptioii  in  business  interests  and  pursuit  of  fortune 
being  assigned  as  priniarv'  causes  of  neglect  of  these  elementary 
duties  of  citizenship.  But  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  citizen  al- 
ways has  manifested  the  same  willingness  to  participate  in  the 
affairs  of  government,  to  perfonn  his  duties  in  the  elections, 
to  ser\'e  in  the  rank  and  file  of  his  party  in  the  campaigns,  that 
he  has  to  defend  his  country  in  the  field  when  the  sterner  duties 
of  war  summoned  him  in  its  defense.  A  close  study  of  the  his- 
tory of  caucuses  and  conventions  will  convince  any  unbiased 
mind,  in  search  for  truth,  that  the  voter  has  been  gradually 
eliminated  as  a  factor,  after  long,  patient  trial,  because  the  dele- 
gate system  has  utterly  failed  to  represent  him  or  to  reflect  his 
opinion  in  its  results. 

Tlirough  the  succession  of  generations  human  nature  is  the 
same,  and  when  I)e  Tocqueville  declared  that  *'the  most  power- 
ful, and  perhaps  the  only,  means  of  interesting  men  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  country  is  to  make  them  partakers  in  the  govern- 
ment," ho  uttered  a  truth  which  applies' quite  as  forcibly  to  the 
primary  step  in  suffrage,  as  to  the  secondary  step  in  suffrage, — 
to  the  nomination  of  candidates  as  to  their  election  after  nomi- 
nation. And  the  interest  and  influence  of  the  voter  can  be  as 
well  and  as  certainly  secured  in  the  one  as  in  the  other,  if  the 
same  means  are  taken  to  guarantee  to  him  the  same  certainty  of 
result  respecting  the  one  as  the  other. 

Xo  man  enjoys  being  made  a  puppet  of,  and  to  rally  to  the 
caucus  only  to  have  his  effort  defeated  by  a  well  organized  and 
well  disciplined  minority,  or,  if  delegates  are  chosen  who  seem 
to  reflect  the  will  of  the  majority  in  the  caucus,  to  discover  later 
that  through  the  complicated  system  of  delegating  and  redele- 
gating  their  authority,  the  nominations  finally  made  are  the 
result  of  the  dickers  and  deals  and  combinations  and  commercial 
transactions  which  nile  modem  conventions.  It  would  be 
strange,  indeed,  if  the  citizen  should  continue  to  be  interested 
in  the  proceeding-s  of  a  system  productive  of  such  results.  Abol- 
ish the  laws  which  now  make  elections  an  honest  reflection  of 
the  will  of  the  voter  and  introduce  the  same  elements  of  uncer- 
tainty and  fraud  which  are  an  inherent  part  of  nominations 
through  convention  delegates,  and  the  interest  of  the  citizen  in 
the  general  election  would  fail  as  certainly  as  it  has  failed  in 
the  prelim inarj^ 

It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the  voter  has  his  opportunity  to 
attend  upon  the  caucus  and  express  his  choice  as  to  deloijates. 
This  is  to  offer  the  form  of  the  thing  for  the  substance.  If  the 
voter,  time  after  time,  casts  his  ballot  and  eleets  the  delegates 
of  his  choice  only  to  discover  in  the  end  that  he  has  l)cen  in 
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some  way  l)otrayed,  ajid  the  decision  of  tlie  majority  in  fact  re- 
versed, it  is  inevitable  that  he  should  as  a  serious-minded  citizen 
refuse  further  to  participate  in  the  farcical  proceedings.  It  is 
this  that  has  driven  the  majority  of  the  voters  from  the  caucus 
until  it  is  only  in  times  of  profound  public  concern  and  intense 
public  feeling  that  even  a  respectable  minority  of  the  voters 
are  represented  in  the  caucus  and  convention  system.  The 
largest  attendance  upon  caucuses  in  the  history  of  political  con- 
tests in  Wisconsin  resulted  in  polling  less  than  forty  per  cent, 
of  those  entitled  to  vote,  and  in  many  counties  as  much  as  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  party  vote  failed  to  appear  in  the  returns. 

Public  interests  are  certain  to  fare  badly  when  there  exist 
conditions,  either  as  the  result  of  legislation  or  for  want  of  it, 
which  eliminates  from  participation  in  government  a  majority 
of  the  citizens  in  a  democracy.  The  evil  consequences  sure  to 
follow  from  such  a  situation  are  two-fold,  in  the  effect  upon  the 
citizen,  and  the  effect  upon  the  public  official. 

If  the  caucus  and  convention  srs'stem  operates  to  exclude  a 
majority  of  the  voters  from  taking  part  in  making  the  nomina- 
tion it  abridges  the  right  of  suffrage,  it  weakens  the  voter's  in- 
terest and  affection  for  the  State,  it  instills  apprehension  and 
suspicion  with  respect  to  that  government  which  the  citizen 
comes  more  and  more  to  feel  is  not  his  government,  and  deprives 
thp  State  of  that  loyalty  and  devotion  which  is  nourished  in 
unification  of  interests  born  out  of  the  largest  measure  of  direct 
personal  participation  possible  in  a  representative  democracy. 
This  is  but  another  way  of  saying  that  the  basic  principle  of 
democracy  is  |x*rsonal  responsibility ;  that  there  can  be  no 
personal  responsibility  unless  the  voters  are  "partakers  in  the 
government." 

Compelling  the  citizen  to  hand  his  sovereign  right,  to  vote 
directly  for  the  candidates  of  his  choice,  over  to  some  caucus 
delegate,  to  Ix^  turned  over  to  some  convention  delegate  to  barter 
for  something  for  himself,  impairs  the  voter's  right  of  suffrage, 
and  its  evil  effects  in  representative  government  are  more  strik- 
ingly manifest  in  the  actions  of  the  public  official  than  of  the 
private  citizen. 

The  official  well  understands  that  liis  nomination  through 
convention  delegates  invariably  is  secured  without  the  consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  his  party,  or,  indeed,  without  the 
consent  of  even  a  fair  minority  of  his  party.  He  well  knows 
the  value  of  the  ]>owerful  influence  of  public-ser\'ice  corpora- 
tions through  the  caucus  and  convention,  and  this  knowled!g:e 
bears  stronsrly  uuon  his  official  action.  He  reasons  that  under 
ordinary  circumstances  the  unlimited  use  of  money,  the  support 
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of  purchasable  newspapers,  the  maintenance  of  perfect  organi- 
zation^ all  attainable  through  the  vast  resources  of  such  corpora- 
tions, will,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  enable  him  to  succeed 
in  politics, 

Xo  man  can  have  witnessed  the  protracted  struggle  in  this 
State  to  secure  legislation  equalizing  the  burdens  of  taxation, 
no  man  can  have  witnessed  the  defeat  of  bills  increasing  the 
taxation  of  the  railroads  to  more  nearly  their  justly  propor- 
tionate share,  and  escape  the  conviction  that  the  present  method 
of  selecting  candidates  for  office  is  radically  defective.  It  can- 
not be  seriously  doubted  that  under  a  system  of  nominations  by 
direct  vote  of  the  people,  their  influence  u[X)n  the  official  could 
not  fail  to  be  very  much  more  pronounceil  and  direct.  He 
would  well  understand  that  in  order  to  secure  their  approval 
and  support  to  continue  him  in  public  life,  he  must  win  that 
approval  ui>on  the  merit  of  his  record  in  their  service.  He 
would  know  that  every  vote  cast,  every  act  as  a  representative 
in  aid  of  measures  or  opposed  to  measures  affecting  the  public 
interest,  would  he  canvassed  and  reviewed  when  he  came  to 
seek  re-nomination ;  hence,  his  record  as  a  public  official  would 
be  made  day  by  day  with  that  sense  of  personal  res}K)nsibility, 
arising  from  a  knowledge  of  direct  and  certain  accountability 
to  the  people,  i>ointing  the  w^ay  he  should  go. 

This  is  the  one  thing  needful  in  a  republican  fonn  of  govern- 
ment, and  the  one  thing  which  cannot  be  dispensed  w'ith  in  any 
of  the  affairs  of  life  where  one  man  performs  services  for  an- 
other. Xo  trust  would  be  safe,  unless  the  trustee  knew  that 
he  would  be  required  to  render  an  account  of  his  stewardship  to 
one  having  authority  to  terminate  it.  In  no  other  trust  posi- 
tions are  the  opportunities  for  evading  responsibility  so  many 
or  the  temptations  for  betrayal  so  great  and  the  likelihood  of 
confusing  and  befogging  tlie  issue  so  favorable  as  in  the  public- 
service.  Ilenco  it  is  imperative  that  the  trusti^.  be  required  to 
account  dirctly  to  those  whom  he  repres^nits  in  the  discharge 
of  his  trusts 

This  is  the  fatal  defect  in  the  caucus  and  convention  system 
of  selecting  candidates  to  be  elected  to  office.  Even  if  men 
chosen  as  delegates  in  the  caucuses  and  conventions  were  never 
guilty  of  a  wilful  and  corrupt  betrayal  of  trust,  if  bargains 
and  deals  and  brilx*ry  could  te  eliminated,  nevertheless  tlie 
entire  plan  should  he  abolished  because  it  removes  the  nomina- 
tion too  far  from  tlie  voter,  the  trustee  too  far  from  him  for 
whom  he  bears  tlie  trust,  the  agent  too  far  from  the  principal. 
Every  transfer  of  delegated  |)ower  weakens  authority  and  dimin- 
ishes respon.«5.ibility  until  the  candidate  nominated  represents 
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nothing  that  tlie  voter  wanted,  feels  under  no  obligation  to  thef 
voter  for  his  rioniination,  nor  is  he  directly  accountable  to  liim 
for  his  acts  as  a  public  otticial. 

The  mjomentous  importance  of  discarding  tlie  delegate  system 
and  securing  the  i>ersonal  i-esponsiWlity  of  the  official  to  the 
citizen  is  rapidly  coming  to  be  aecepted  through  the  country. 
Already  legislation  recognizing  the  princij^le  of  nominating  by 
direct  vote  of  the  people  has  been  applied  in  making  nomina- 
tions in  a  dozen  different  States,  while  the  Legislatures  of  twen- 
ty-two otiiers  have  taken  hold  of  the  subject  in  an  earnest  way 
within  tlie  last  two  years.  The  demand  for  direct  nominations 
was  recognized  in  the  platforms  of  both  political  parties  in 
several  States  in  the  recent  cauipaign,  and  the  progressive  move- 
ment is  comuuuiding  strong  support,  throughout  the  country. 

To  secure  a  more  direct  expression  of  tlie  will  of  the?  people 
in  all  things  jxa^taining  to  the  ]>eople's  government  is  the  domi- 
nating thought  in  American  politics  today.  The  citizen  will  no 
longer  surrender  to  delegate,  agent^  or  substitute,  any  political 
control  which  lie  may  properly  exercise  for  himself.  He  under- 
stands that  in  some  matters  pertaining  to  government  he  must 
be  i-epresented  by  a  public  sen^ant.  The  citizen  is  resolved  to 
participate  directly  wherever  he  can,  and  iu  all  matters  where  he 
must  bo  represented  by  anodier,  to  bring  that  representative  as 
near  to  him  as  possible.  The  fundamental  principle  upon  which 
this  govermuent  was  established  can  no  longer  l)e  subverted. 
Xo  more  striking  manifestation  of  this  could  be  found  than  in 
the  current  volume  of  the  (Congressional  Record.  For  the  first 
timei  in  history  the  House  of  Representatives  passed,  without 
one  dissenting  vote,  and  sent  te  tlie  Senate  a  resolution  for  the 
election  of  United  States  Senators  by  dii'oct  vote.  The  spirit 
of  democracy  is  abroad  in  the  land.  Government  is  to  be 
brought  back  to  the  ]XK)ple. 

The  nomination  of  all  candidates  by  direct  vote  under  the 
Australian  ballot  should  appeal  to  the  patriotism,  of  all  legisla- 
tors and  lift  them  al>ove  partisan  and  personal  prejudice,  in  a 
united  effort,  to  give  the  people  of  Wisconsin  a  system  of  elect- 
ing public  officials  truly  representative  of  public  interests;  in 
restoring  to  the  peo]de  in  full  measure  this  principle  of  pure 
democratic  govenimont.  This  is  required  particularly  of  re- 
publicans, by  every  obligation  which  can  be  made  binding  upon 
the  honor  of  the  representatives  of  any  political  party  in  the 
public  service. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  government 
in  this  country  ha^  Ix^en  throusrh  the  agency  of  some  political 
party.     Political  parties  are  not  organized  or  maintained  upon 
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the  personality  or  strength  of  individuals,  but  around  certain 
deep-sealed  iuea^  Avhieh  lay  hold  of  the  convictions  ot  men. 
Iheso  ideas  when  formulated  and  proclaimed  become  the  party  s 
declaration  oi  principles,  its  promise  to  perlorin.  This  declara- 
tion ot  principles,  this  promjiso  to  perforin,  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance to  each  citizen.  When  so  proclaimed  it  enables  Mm  to 
detemdne  his  party  affiliation,  lie  well  understands  that  one 
lK>litical  party  or  anotJier  will  control  government,  Avill  make- 
and  admiidster  the  laws.  Hence,  he  gives  his  support  to  that 
party  whicli  promises  to  do  the  specitic  things  that  he  r^ards 
of  tlie  highest  imjxyrtanc^e  to  tlie  State  and  to  tlie  welfare  of 
cverj'  citizen.  The  party  promise^  tlierefore,  is  a  covenant 
with  the  voter  upon  which  he  has  staked  his  faith  and  his  in- 
terestis.  He  has  given  his  support,  he  has  invested  the  party 
\nth  liis  authority,  he  has  made  it  poflflible  for  the  party  to  con- 
trol in  goveriunent.  Upon  its  promise  and  his  supjxjrt  tlie 
party  has  become  the  custodian  oi  his  political  riglits  as  a  citi- 
zen, of  his  property  right  as  a  man. 

But  the  paity  obligation  goes  still  further.  The  obligation 
of  tliG  party  is  made  the  more  binding  because  it  has  sought  out 
the  citizen,  ui'ged  acceptance  of  its  pledges,  pressed  them  upon 
his  consideration,  proclaimed  again  and  again  its  purpose  to 
keep  ihem  in  letter  and  spirit.  It  has  made  the  citizen  its  so- 
licitor and  secured  his  good  offices  to  repeat  its  promises,  pro- 
claim its  principles,  and  enlist  in  its  ranks  his  neighbors  and 
friends.  Having  received  his  vote,  his  influence,  his  devotion, 
the  party  is  bound  to  keep  its  pledged  word.  This  is  it§  title  to 
confidence.  This  measures  its  value  as  a  ix)wer  for  good  in 
representative  government. 

The  party  itself  will  not  fail.  IMen  in  masses  are  not  drawn 
togetfier  in  support  of  principles  which  endure  the  strain  of  pro- 
tracttnl  contest  without  fixed  convictions.  Tlie  party  is  the 
ag<rregation  of  citizens  bound  together  by  an  agreement  of 
opinion  respecting  the  declared  principles  of  the  party.  They 
are  for  mjaintaining  the  principles  and  keeping  faith  with  one 
anotlior.  Fixe<l  convictions  are  the  foundations  of  good  faith. 
The  i)arty  honor  is  safe  with  the  party.  It  will  not  betray 
itself. 

But  the  party  imist  select  men  as  its  medium  of  expression  in 
government  from  the  members  of  its  organization  and  make 
them  public  officials  to  execute  the  will  of  the  majority.  Upon 
the  public  official  then  there  falls  the  full  weight  of  this  double 
obliiration.  He  re|>resents  the  individual  citizen  in  person.  He" 
is  the  custodian  of  the  party  honor.  He  cannot  play  fast  and 
loose  with  clearly  understood  pei*sonal  and  party  obligations  and 
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iiiaintaiii  a  semblance  of  official  iutegrity.  He  liafi  no  more 
moral  right  to  quibbld  and  evade,  to  say  that  he  will  perform  a 
part  and  repudiate  some  of  the  specific  promises  of  the  party, 
than  he  would  have  to  use  in  part  trust  funds  ooumiittad  to  his 
keeping.  If  this  be  counted  too  exact  a  standard  of  public  duty 
today,  be  sure  that  it  will  not  be  so  regarded  tomorrow.  The 
citizen  is  being  rapidly  schooled  by  experience  tliroughout  the 
entire  country,  and  is  fast  acquiring  definite  ideas  of  the  right 
relation  of  tlie  political  party  to  gove'rnment,  of  the  citizen  to 
his  political  party,  and  the  duty  of  the  public  official  to  the 
citizen,  to  his  party,  and  to  the  State. 

If  govenmient  in  Wisconsin  is  representative,  tlien  tlie  people 
of  tlie  State  have  pointed  the  way  for  us  with  reference  to  the 
enactment  of  a  law  for  the  nomination  of  all  candidates  by  di- 
rect vote,  as  well  as  the  eaxactment  of  law  that  shall  equalize  the 
burdens  of  taxation.  ^S^o  question  has  been  mpre  thoroughly 
presented  and  more  intelligently  passed  upon  in  any  form  of 
goveriunent.  For  years  it  had  Ix^n  discussed  from  the  platform 
and  in  the  press  of  the  State  until  it  becaanie  tlioroughly  well 
understood  in  every  conmiunity  and  ever\'  household.  It  was 
made  tlie  subject  of  emphatic  declarations  in  tlie  platforms  of 
lx>th  parties  in  this  State  as  early  as  1898,  the  Democratic  con- 
vention declaring  in  unequivocal  terms  for  the  nomination  of  all 
candidates  by  direct,  vote;  the  Tlepublican  convention  declarinoj 
for  logislalion  which  should  give  the  citizen  a  more  dii^ect  ex- 
pression of  his  will  in  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  office. 

Xot  a  vote,  however,  was  cast  in  the  Ix?gislature  of  1899  for 
the  enactment  of  a  law  giving  the  people  the  opportunity  to 
selex't  their  candidates  by  direct  vote. 

The  discussion  of  this  subject,  so  deeply  interesting  to  the 
vot<^rs  of  Wisconsin,  continued,  and  the  convention  of  the  nm- 
jority  party  in  1900  unanimously  adopted  a  platform  declaring 
for  the  nomination  of  all  candidates  by  direct  vote  upon  the 
same  day  under  the  Australian  ballot.  Professing  a  want  of 
confidenc^^  in  the  reliability  of  the  declarations  maxle  in  a  con- 
vention, ex]>ressinfi:  doubt  whetlier  such  a  declaration  registered 
the  actual  will  of  the  voters  represented  in  the  convention,  fear- 
ful Icjrt  the  demand  as  r(H*orde<l  was  in  fact  only  a  reooimiLenda- 
tion,  and  the  recommendation  in  truth  the  result  of  misunder- 
standing, it  was  deeme<l  justifiable  to  refer  the  entire  subject 
airain  to  tlie  TK^o])le  of  the  State  and  once  more  ask  them  to  pro- 
claim their  wnll. 

Since  then  even"  phase  of  the  question  has  l)eon  under  oon- 
.*=ideration,  everv  objection  has  Ix^^i  urged  with  all  the  force  and 
insistence  which  ]>erfeot  organization  and  unlimited  resource 
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could  furnish  through  newspapers,  paraplilets,  letters,  and  per- 
sonal api>eals,  and  yet  the  voters  of  the  majority  party,  speak- 
ing their  will  tlirough  the  only  medium  provided,  declared  by 
platform  resolutions  their  demand  for  the  nomination  of  all 
their  candidates  by  direct  vote,  and  ratified  that  demand  by  over- 
whelming majorities  in  the  late  election.  Imperfect  though  the 
caucus  and  convention  be  as  a  medium  for  registering  the  wishes 
of  the  voter,  we  come  to  the  determination  of  this  question  with 
no  opportunity  to  put  aside  the  responsibility  placed  upon  us  by 
the  unmistakable  commands  of  those  -who  have  commissioned 
us  to  represent  them  in  public  oflSce.  Upon  every  phase  of  the 
question  conceniing  which  the  people  have  spoken,  if  w^e  recog- 
nize the  ])rinciple  upon  w^hich  our  government  is  founded,  we 
have  no  discretion.  With  respect  to  every  question  not  passed 
upon  by  the  people  we  are  authorized  to  exercise  our  best  judg- 
ment in  representing  their  interests.  Btit  when  it  has  been  pro- 
claimed and  proclaimed  again,  so  that  there  can  be  no  possibil- 
ity of  doubt  respecting  their  desire,  to  ignore  it,  or  to  i-efuse  to 
execute  the  expressed  will  of  the  majority  legally  recorded,  is  to 
violate  and  trample  under  foot  every  principle  of  government 
which  makes  the  perpetuity  of  representative  democracy  at  all 
possible. 

I  submit,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  for  us  to  determine  what 
shall  he  the  scope  of  a  law-  to  nominate  candidates  by  direct  vote. 
This  has  been  settled  by  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  to  w^hom  the 
matter  has  been  referi-ed  and  referred  again.  They  have  deter- 
mined that  "all  candidates  for  State,  Ix'gislative,  Congressional, 
and  County  officers  shall  l)e  nominated  at  a  primary  election 
upon  the  same  day  by  direct  vote  under  the  Australian  ballot." 

The  voters  of  Wisconsin  are  an  intelligent,  thoughtful  body 
of  men.  They  are  entirely  capable  of  passing  upon  the  question 
and  deciding  for  themselves  whether  they  desire  the  nomination 
of  all  or  only  a  part  of  their  candidates  by  dii-ect  vote  without 
the  intervention  or  interference  of  any  delegates  or  conventions. 
They  understand  that  if  there  is  any  reason  for  their  taking 
charge  of  the  nomination  of  their  own  candidates  for  office,  that 
those  reasons  apply  equally  well  to  their  taking  charge  of  the 
nomination  of  all  their  candidates  for  office.  They  understand 
that  this  is  particularly  true  of  those  candidates  which  have 
to  do  with  the  making  of  the  laws  and  with  the  execution  and 
adminisration"  of  those  laws  when  made.  They  realize  that 
under  our  system  the  point  where  government  fails  is  always  the 
point  of  attack  where  interests  are  conflicting. 

The  overbalancing  control  which  the  public-sennce  corpora- 
tion is  exerting  in   /rovernment  to-day  does   not   affect    in  any 
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marked  degree  the  j>erfonnance  of  official  duty  on  the  part  of 
county  officers.  And  it  will  reform  no  abuse  in  l^islation,  in- 
sure no  better  execution  of  the  laws  by  those  charged  with  their 
execution  and  administration,  to  provide  for  the  nomination  of 
county  officers  by  direct  vote ;  but  the  influence  and  power  of 
such  corporations  is  dangerously  manifest  in  the  making  and 
execution  of  the  laws,  and  in  the  defeat  of  legislation  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  State  and  the  individual  citizen  as  well. 

Out  of  these  existing  and  well  recognized  conditions  has 
grown  the  conviction,  gaining  in  strength  year  by  year  with  the 
people  of  Wisconsin,  that  the  nominations  of  Senators  and  As- 
semblymen, of  State  officers  and  Members  of  Congress,  by 
direct  vote  will  insure  a  government  where  the  interests  of  the 
corporations  and  the  citizens  will  stand  upon  a  footing  of  abso- 
lute equality. 

If  in  the  face  of  the  demand  w^hich  has  come  from  the  people 
of  this  State  again  and  again  for  a  law  that  shall  provide  for  the 
nomination  of  all  candidates  by  direct  vote,  there  is  to  be 
opposition,  it  will  come  from  these  great  corporate  interests. 
Whatever  fonn  it  may  take,  in  whatever  guise  it  comes,  what- 
ever strength  it  may  manifest,  behind  it  will  be  the  public- 
service  corporations  of  this  State.  Eealizin^  that  the  time  is 
past  when  this  legislation  can  be  wholly  defeated,  their  effort 
may  be  directed  to  limit,  in  so  far  as  may  be,  the  application 
and  scope  of  the  legislation,  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  law  as 
passed,  and  preserve  as  much  of  the  present  system  of  making 
nominations  through  delegates  as  possible.  Their  interests  are 
best  subserved  through  the  caucus  and  convention,  and  it  has 
become  an  important  function  of  their  political  departments  to 
control  nominations  throuffh  caucus  and  convention  delegates, 
thus  securing  men  who  Avill  when  elected  serve  them  without 
question.  Hence,  effort  may  be  made  to  carry  some  portion  of 
the  present  bad  nominating  system  past  the  present  session  of 
the  Legislature  in  the  hope  that  so  much  of  it  as  survives  this 
biennial  term  may  be  indefinitely  perpetuated  in  the  State. 

Tlie  suggestion  of  such  a  proposition  to  a  Legislature,  under 
such  specific  instructions  respecting  a  measure,  serves  to  illus- 
trate how  liffhtly  those  who  make  it  regard  the  obligation  of  the 
public  official,  when  nominated  by  caucus  and  co\ivention  dele- 
gates, with  respect  to  the  wishes  of  his  constituents,  or  the 
promises  upon  which  he  w^as  elected  to  serv'e  them.  If  such  an 
attempt  were  to  succeed,  it  could  only  intensify  the  feeling  and 
strengthen  the  purpose  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  to 
sweep  from  the  statutes  the  last  vestige  of  caucus  and  conven- 
tion legislation  through  which  men  can  secure  office  only  to  re- 
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piidiate  their  political  obligations  and  betray  those  who  trusted 
them. 

If  such  a  course  should  be  urged  upon  this  Legislature,  it  will 
be  for  some  measure  that  will  leave  the  Executive  oflSce  of  the 
State  where  it  may  be  within  possible  control  of  selfish  private 
interests  through  the  delegate  system  of  making  nominations. 
The  other  State  officers  doubtless  would  be  joined  with  the 
Executive  in  such  a  proposition,  but  it  would  be  merely  as  a 
make-weight.  Whatever  tlie  purpose  assigned,  domination  in 
the  Executive  office  would  be  the  real  underlying  object.  Legis- 
lation recently  enacted  in  this  State,  iand  questions  of  great 
public  moment  already  pending,  vastly  increase  the  powers  and 
responsibilities  of  the  Executive.  This  office  will  be  the  point 
of  vantage  in  settling  many  of  the  important  questions  of  tax- 
ation and  the  regulation  of  railroad  rates  during  the  next  few 
vears  in  Wisconsin.  Through  the  Executive  office  appointments 
upon  the  Tax  Commission  wnll  be  made  from  time  to  time,  as 
terms  expire  and  vacancies  occur.  With  the  creation  of  a  State 
Board  of  Assessment  to  fix  the  value  of  the  property  of  railroads 
and  other  public-service  corporations,  the  selection  of  its  mem- 
bers will  be  made  through  the  Executive  office,  in  whole  or  in 
part.  Through  this  office  will  be  appointed,  in  part  at  least, 
members  of  that  supremely  important  commission  to  regulate 
transportation  rates  upon  the  railroads  of  Wisconsin,  which,  I 
tnist,  the  Legislature  will  provide  for  before  it  adjourns. 

It  becomes  at  once  appyarent,  therefore,  that  the  office  of 
Governor  is  one  in  the  filling  of  which  special  interests,  an^ 
especially  the  railroads,  will  more  and  more  desire  to  exercise 
an  influence  as  the  years  go  by.  How  effectually  they  can,  in 
any  ordinary  contest  for  the  gubernatorial  nomination,  accom- 
plish this,  through  the  manipulation  of  convention  delegates, 
when  they  have  many  million  dollars  annually  at  stake,  requires 
no  argument  to  maintain.  How  utterly  impossible  for  them  to 
dictate  nominations  when  made  by  direct  vote  of  all  the  people 
under  the  Australian  ballot  is  demonstrated  in  the  utter  failure 
to  control  elections  by  the  use  of  money  since  the  adoption  of 
the  Australian  ballot  system  of  voting. 

It  thus  becomes  manifest  that  the  Executive  should  be  nomi- 
nated by  direct  vote  of  the  people.  I'o  limit  the  application  of 
the  primary  election  law  to  the  nomination  of  members  of  the 
L^slature  would  be  to  furnish  the  people  a  lopsided  and  un- 
balanced system.  It  would  nearly  always  be  possible  for  the 
Executive,  nominated  by  a  system  independent  of  the  will  of 
the  voters,  to  stop  in  the  Executive  office  any  measure  enacted 
by  the  representatives  of  the  people.     And  it  may  as  well  be 
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understood  now  that  the  question  of  taxation  and  the  question 
of  the  r^ulation  of  transportation  rates,  involving,  as  it  does, 
the  maintenance  of  commissions  appointed  by  the  Executive, 
entrusted  with  all  the  power  under  the  law ;  that  to  place  the 
office  of  Governor,  through  a  nominating  system,  where  corpo- 
rate wealth  and  power  may  turn  the  balance,  would  jeopardize 
or  set  at  naught  the  will  of  the  majority  on  every  question  and 
on  every  issue. 

To  enact  the  will  of  the  people  into  statutor^'^  law-  requires  the 
majority  action  of  Senate  and  Assembly  and  the  approval  of 
the  Governor.  What,  then,  will  it  avail  if  in  order  to  insure 
better  government  for  the  people  they  are  accorded  direct  control 
of  the  selection  of  their  candidates  in  the  Legislature  by  direct 
vote  for  their  nomination,  and  are  compelled  to  leave  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  State  to  a  system  in  which 
the  influence  of  the  public-service  corporation  is  known  to  be 
most  potent  ? 

The  same  principle  should  be  applied  in  Congressional  nomi- 
nations. Members  of  Congress  directly  represent  the  people 
upon  questions  of  supreme  interest  to  them.  Tlie  people  sFiould 
have  the  right  to  vote  directly  for  or  against  them  in  making 
nominations.  Upon  trusts,  tariflF  revision,  a  thorough  regula- 
tion of  inter-state  cojnmerce  by  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Com- 
mission, and  many  other  questions,  the  public  judgment  through-  * 
out  the  country  is  taking  very  definite  form.  Under  a  system 
of  direct  nominations,  including  Members  of  Congress,  national 
legislation  in  the  popular  branch  of  Congress  will  more  nearly 
reifloot  the  enliglitened  judgment  of  the  citizenship  of  this 
country. 

Those  observations  respecting  the  offices  to  be  embraced  in  a 
primary  election  law  are  submitted  as  sufficient  in  reason  for  the 
complete  and  thorough-going  measure  which  it  is  assumed  by  the 
people  of  our  commonwealth  you  will  enact  in  good  faith.  They 
are  submitted  more  particularly  in  anticipation  of  efforts  that 
will  be  made  by  the  representatives  of  the  public-sendee  corpora- 
tions again  to  defeat  such  legislation,  or,  failing  in  that,  to 
except  from  its  provisions  such  officials  as  shall  in  the  end  cause 
its  purposes  wholly  to  miscarry.  Opposition  to  legislation  takes 
many  forms.  When  defeated  upon  the  main  proposition,  it  is 
almost  certain  to  attempt  to  destroy  the  practical  application 
of  the  principle,  or  to  narrow  its  limitations,  discredit  its  opera- 
tion, and  insure  its  repeal  as  a  failure.  But  the  representatives 
of  any  interests  who  would  subvert  the  sovereign  and  expressed 
will  of  the  people  of  this  State  for  the  nomination  of  all  candi- 
dates by  direct  vote  must  wholly  fail.     However  vigorous  and 
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sincere  has  been  the  opposition  o£  members  of  the  Legislature 
heretofore,  it  is  one  of  the  leading  attributes  of  American  char- 
acter, as  well  as  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  American 
institutions,  to  accept  the  will  of  the  majority  when  fairly  and 
plainly  expressed. 

Out  of  the  experience  of  the  last  two  years  there  has  come  to 
all  men  higher  ideals  in  public  life,  more  clearly  defined  official 
obligation,  and  the  promise  of  a  better  public  service.  Nothing 
of  official  dignity  has  been  lost.  The  representative,  concern- 
ing all  matters  upon  which  the  citizen  has  not  acted  and  the 
party  has  not  definitely  instructed  him,  will  exercise  his  inde- 
pendent judgment  in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duty.  But  he 
will  show  an  increased  regard  for  the  will  of  the  people  and  for 
the  pledges  of  his  party  that  shall  invest  his  office  with  added 
resj^ect  and  increased  honor.  So,  too,  shall  political  parties  be 
strengthened  in  the  confidence  of  the  people  and  protect  and  for- 
tify the  i^rinciples  of  representative  government. 

The  scdjje  of  a  primary  election  law  having  been  determined 
by  the  people,  it  becomes  one  of  the  most  important  duties  which 
vnW  devolve  upon  the  Legislature  so  to  formulate  the  promised 
measure  as  to  carry  out  in  letter  and  spirit  the  expressed  will 
of  those  who  have  chosen  you  to  represent  them.  This  I  am 
confident  you  will  perform  in  the  utmost  good  faith,  with  a 
determination  to  place  upon  the  statutes  the  best  law  for  the 
nomination  of  all  candidates  by  direct  vote  Avhicli  it  is  possible 
to  write. 

Wliatever  may  have  been  the  attitude  of  any  momlx^r  respect- 
ing this  legislation,  whatever  misgivings  he  may  have  enter- 
tained touching  the  wisdom  of  the  substitution  of  the  direct 
system  of  making  nominations  for  the  delegate  method,  he  may 
now  feel  that  he  is  relieved  from  all  responsibility  upon  that 
question.  This  proposed  legislation  comes  to  you  from  the 
hands  of  the  people,  the  sovereign  authority  of  this  Common- 
wealth, after  repeated  adoption,  approval,  and  ratification,  with 
all  the  sanction  in  effect  which  a  specific  referendum  could  carry 
with  it. 

We  are  therefore  in  a  fortunate  position  with  respect  to  all 
past  differences  of  opinion  upon  this  subject,  and  can  now  join 
in  discharging  the  solemn  obligations  of  a  public  tnist  more 
clearly  defined  than  ever  before  in  the  legislative  history  of  this 
State.  We  can  unite  in  an  effort  to  give  the  people  of  Wisconsin 
the  most  perfect  statute  which  can  be  framed  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  received  from  them. 
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COMBIXATJOXS    I:N    RESTKAIXT    OF    TitADE. 

The  growth,  in  niunber  as  well  as  in  magnitude  of  combina- 
tions lo  enliance  profits  through  creation  of  monopoly,  or  by  re- 
straint of  legitimate  trade,  has  become  recognized  throughout 
the  coimti'y  as  one  of  the  chief  dangers  to  the  rights  of  the  in- 
dividual, as  well  as  a  constant  menace  to  the  general  prosperity- 
of  the  Commonwealtli.  Conditions  originating  in  the  strike  by 
antliracite  coal  miners  and  plainly  maintained  by  combinations 
which  control  coal  mine  owners,  transportation  companies,  and 
coal  dealers,  merely  emphasize  and  make  apparent  to  every 
mind  the  necessity  of  a  remedy  for  tliese  evils.  That  die  right 
to  control  organizations  and  powers  of  its  own  creation  is  inher- 
ent to  government  admits  of  no  question.  How  to  exercise  this 
right  without  the  adoption  of  revolutionary  methods  and  a  dis- 
regard of  rights  of  individuals  and  property  heretofore  consid- 
ered sacred  and  protected  by  constitutional  law,  is  the  question 
pressing  for  answer.  To  assume  that  a  renuedy  cannot  be  pro- 
vided in  legal  form  and  manner  is  to  admit  the  failure  of  gov- 
ernment in  its  most  important  functions.  To  assert  that  laws 
have  been  framed  adequate  fully  to  meet  the  emergency,  either 
by  National  or  State  legislation,  is  to  assail  the  most  apparent 
indisputable  facts  with  sheer  presumption. 

Yet  much  lias  been  accomplished  to  limit  the  encroachment 
by  these  great  combinations  of  capital  and  power,  through  botli 
Federal  and  State  laws,  without  injury  to  any  Intimate  enter- 
prise or  interest  Without  doubt  much  more  will  be  accom- 
plished as  the  subtle  methods  and  influences  employed  become 
more  generally  and  better  understood,  and  united  intelligent 
efforts  are  applied  to  the  correction  of  the  abuses  practiced. 
^Meanwhile,  there  can  be  no  difference  of  opinion  among  honest 
men  respecting  the  duty  of  legislators  and  public  officials  to  en- 
list every  power  and  to  exercise  every  right  under  the  Constitu- 
tion to  secure  the  largest  possible  measure  of  relief  from  the 
dangers  pi'csented  and  threatened. 

The  so-called  anti-trust  law  of  Wisconsin  is  an  act  without 
force  or  effect  under  existing  conditions.  It  applies  only  to 
corporations  organized  in  Wisconsin.  There  are  no  trusts  of 
the  first  class  native  to  this  State.  Yet  few  States  perhaps  suf- 
fer more  directly  through  the  influences  of  these  artificial  monop- 
olies of  trade  than  our  own.  The  State  law  gives  us  absolutely 
no  protection  against  corporations  organized  outside  the  State, 
yet  depending  for  their  profits  upon  tribute  exacted  from  the 
people  of  this  and  other  States  by  disregard  or  abuse  of  the 
common  rights  of  our  citizens  under  the  common  law. 
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In  my  judgment  the  coal  famine  now  existing  throughout 
this  State  presents  a  subject  calling  for  prompt  legislative  in- 
quirv'  with  full  exercise  of  the  large  powers  granted  to  legisla- 
tive committees.  Such  inquiry  should  be  conducted  with  a  view 
to  ascertaining  what,  if  any,  combinations  within  this  State,  or 
agencies  of  combinations  organized  outside  the  States,  compel 
thousands  of  our  citizens  to  suffer  from  lack  of  fuel,  which  is 
furnished  in  abundance  to  other  citizens  although  at  prices  un- 
reasonable and  unwarranted  under  natural  trade  conditions, 
even  after  making  full  allowance  for  necessary  shortage  in  coal 
on  account  of  the  miners'  strike  last  year.  If  the  citizens  of  this 
State  are  being  victimized,  by  conspiracies  of  men  Avithin  as 
well  as  without  the  State,  I  believe  that  the  powers  of  the  State 
are  ample  to  enact  and  enforce  laws  to  prevent  repetition  of  the 
offenses  in  future,  even  if  those  who  are  guilty  cannot  be  pun-  ^ 
ished  under  existing  laws  for  present  -wrong-doing. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  made  to  the  Legislature  two 
years  ago  for  an  entire  revision  of  the  laws  relating  to  this  sub- 
ject, and  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  shall  promise  most  effi- 
cient remedy  for  the  existing  evils  without  hampering  legiti- 
mate individual  enterprise,  or  taking  fromi  capital  reasonable 
returns  to  which  it  is  tairty  entitled  when  invested  in  business. 
In  consideration  of  the  experience  and  examples  afforded  by 
legislation  on  this  subject  in  other  States,  I  desire  to  emphasize 
for  your  attention  the  importance  of  providing  most  specifically 
the  form  and  manner  for  enforcement  of  such  laws  as  you  may 
enact  for  the  prevention  of  illegal  combinations  within  the 
State,  to  restrain  the  operations  in  this  State  by  such  comibina- 
tions  organized  elsewhere,  and  for  the  punishment  of  violators 
of  such  laws.  An  examination  of  legislation  of  this  character 
in  the  several  States  affords  evidence  that  prohibitorv^  laws  are 
most  abundant,  but  that  the  most  of  them  are  found  lacking  and 
inefficient  through  failure  to  provide  means  for  their  enforce- 
ment, or  to  prescribe  suitable  penalties  for  their  violation. 

•  EDUCATION. 

Two  years  ago  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  was  urged  to 
consideration  of  the  pressing  need  of  reorganization  of  the  work 
of  district  schools.  It  cannot  be  complained  that  the  State  has 
been  negligent  in  the  matter  of  financial  aid  to  the  common 
schools,  but  the  official  statistics  of  school  attendance  reveal  the  / 
necessity  of  something  more  than  money  expenditure  if  the  dis- 
trict school  is  to  retain  a  degree  of  usefulness  at  all  commen- 
surate Tvith  its  cost     Figures  taken  from  the  reports  in  the  de- 
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parfcment  of  the  State  Superintendent  show  that  during  the  last 
six  years  with  a  steady,  almost  uniform,  increase  in  the  number 
of  persons  of  school  age  in  the  State,  there  has  been  in.  the  same 
period  an  equally  steady  decrease  in  the  percentage  or  propor- 
tionate number  of  such  persons  enrolled  in  the  public  schools, 
without  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  of 
school  age  attending  private  schools.  The  same  statistics  show 
that  nearly  one-half  of  the  total  number  were  enrolled  in  the 
countrj',  village  and  small  city  schools,  while  the  average  daily 
attendance  approximates  less  than  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  enroll- 
ment The  attendance  in  many  of  the  villages  and  small  cities 
is  comparatively  high,  and  the  inevitable  conclusion  is  that  the 
average  daily  attendance  in  the  coimtry  schools  is  probably  not 
more  than  fifty  per  centw  of  the  total  enrollment  The  teaching 
force,  aooonmiodations,  and  equipment  provided,  were  ample 
for  a  full  attendance  everj'  day.  Wholly  disregarding  the  evil 
effect  of  such  absences  upon  teachers  and  fellow  pupils  in  a  pro- 
gressive school,  the  mere  financial  loss  is  worthy  your  most  care- 
ful consideration.  When  approximatly  four  million  dollars 
is  expended  for  school  purposes  throughout  the  State,  outside 
the  cities  under  city  superintendents,  a  clear  waste  of  nearly 
forty  per  cent  of  that  expenditure  through  absence  of  pupils, 
who  by  right  and  by  law  should  be  in  school,  is  not  a  matter 
to  be  neglected.  It  is  pointed  out  by  educators  that  this  sum 
would  much  more  than  provide  for  comfortable  transportation 
of  all  children  in  country  districts  to  well  built,  well  graded 
and  well  taught  central  schools.  The  L^slature  of  1901  en- 
acted a  law  to  provide  for  transportation  of  pupils  in  rural  dis- 
tricts, and  I  commend  to  your  attention  the  need  of  effort  to 
irsprove  these  laws  and  miake  them  more  effective  in  promoting 
the  excellent  work  for  which  they  were  originally  designed. 
The  certain  result  will  be  larger  attendance  at  the  common 
schools  with  less  expense  to  the  Commonwealth. 

This  is  a  practical  age.  The  demand  is  for  the  things  most 
needful.  Make  the  training  in  the  district  school  of  so  great 
practical  value  that  it  will  enforce  itself.  Teach  some  things 
that  will  have  daily  application  to  the  life  upon  the  f arrnt  Add 
elementary  training  in  a^culture  and  domestic  science.  Com- 
pel the  teaching  of  these  practical,  valuable  branches  and  you 
will  have  a  self-enforcing  compulsory  law  respecting  attendance. 
This  suggestion  was  made  in  the  message  two  years  ago.  It  is 
ur;^ed  at  this  time  upon  your  favorable  consideration. 

There  are  now  six  county  training  schools  for  teachers  sup- 
ported in  part  by  the  State,  doing  excellent  work  in  better  quali- 
fying teachers  for  country  schools.     It  is  suggested  that  pro- 
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vision  in0.y  be  wisely  made  for  at  least  four  more  such  schools. 
In  pursuajice  of  an  act  passed  two  years  ago,  two  county  agri- 
cultural schools  have  been  established  and  their  work  is  highly 
approved  by  those  nix)st  competent  to  judge  of  its  character.  The 
cost  of  eajch  of  these  schools  to  the  State  is  limited  to  one-haK 
of  the  total  expenditure  and  in  no  case  can  exceed  $1,250.  The 
mjaterial  benefits  to  be  derived  from  practical  education  in  agri- 
culture by  those  who  will  engage  in  agricultural  pursuits,  and 
who,  as  a  rule,  will  hiive  neither  means  nor  timie  in  later  years 
for  higher  education  in  this  branch  of  knowledge,  needs  not  to 
be  estimiated  to  be  appreciated. 

The  State  Narmal  Schools, 

From  the  biennial  report  of  .tlie  Board  of  Regents  you  will 
be  able  to  obtain  a  comprehensive  understanding  of  the  more 
urgent  needs  for  the  maintenance  and  betterment  of  this  im- 
I)ortant  branch  of  educational  work  as  ascertained  by  those  hav- 
ing supervision  of  its  conduct  in  detail. 

Naturally  some  additional  appropriations  wiU  be  asked  to 
keep  these  schools  in  line  witli  progressive  development.  There 
is  no  dissenting  opinion  respecting  the  permanent  value  to  the 
schools  of  the  State  from  the  work  of  the  Iformal  Schools.  With- 
in recent  years  the  courses  of  study  have  resulted  in  a  nearly 
unifonnl  systemi  of  teaching,  and  all  are  equal  in  rank,  in  the 
estimation  of  educators,  as  regards  character  and  proficiency. 
While  appropriation  may  be  asked  to  provide  additional  Normal 
School  accommodations,  I  am  not  at  the  present  time  in  pos- 
session of  such  definite  information  as  to  submit  any  recom- 
mendation in  respect  thereto.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  some  of 
the  Normal  Schools  are  overcrowded ;  also  it  is  true  that  there 
has  been  a  material  falling  off  in  attendance  in  some  of  them 
within  recent  years.  The  State  cannot  reasonably  be  called 
upon  to  provide  special  educational  training  of  this  character  to 
meet  merely  local  demands  or  conditions.  Careful  investigation 
and  more  specific  information  than  the  Executive  now  possesses 
may  serve  to  convince  you  that  reasonable  requirements  call  for 
additions,  which  doubtless  will  be  asked,  for  the  schools  at  Mil- 
waukee and  Platteville,  but  it  is  suggested  that  increased  ca- 
pacity in  some  of  the  other  schools  in  the  past  may  be  traced  to 
rivalries  between  schools,  conmiimities  and  even  individuals, 
rather  than  to  immediate  practical  needs. 

Additional  departments  in  the  some  of  the  schools,  already  es- 
tablished and  plainly  required  in  theii*  work,  will  add  about 
$10,000  per  annum  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  Normal  Schools. 
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The  greatly  increased  price  in  cost  of  fuel  and  other  items  of 
ordinary  expenditure  m'ake  it  certain  that  not  less  than  $15,000 
per  year  will  have  to  be  added  to  the  fixed  income  of  the  Nor- 
mial  Schools,  essential  to  their  proper  conduct  and  progress  as 
now  organized. 

!No  measure  of  expense  imperatively  required  to  provide  the 
schools  of  Wisconsin  with  efficient  teachers  can  be  counted  as 
extravagance,  but  it  will  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  appropria- 
tions for  new  buildings  must  be  followed  by  other  appropria- 
tions for  equipment  and  maintenance,  and  it  seeims  proper  to 
anticipate  tliat  the  work  of  the  Normial  Schools  already  estab- 
lished wall  be  early  re-enforced  by  the  county  training  schools 
for  teachers,  which  have  proven  satisfactory  where  tried,  and 
which  apparently  are  grooving  in  popular  favor. 

University  of  Wisconsiii. 

From  the  biennial  report  of  tlie  R^ents  of  the  University, 
exact  knowledge  of  the  detailed  affairs  of  that  institution  may 
be  accjuired.  From  the  statistical  information  submitted  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  and  extension  is 
easily,  and  in  moet  gratifying  manner,  accounted  for  by  the 
almost  marvelous  growth  in  attendance  and  the  great  advance- 
ment in  the  character  and  work  of  the  institution.  Only  ten 
years  ago  the  total  niuuber  of  students  in  the  University  reached 
one  thousand  for  the  first  time.  Within  the  last  five  years  the 
total  enrollnijent  passed  the  two  thousand  mark, — in  1901-2  it 
reached  two  thousand  seven  himdred  and  seventy-seven  (2,777), 
and  during  tlie  current  school  year  it  is  anticipated  that  more 
than  three  thousand  young  men  and  women  will  be  listed  in  the 
University  catalogue. 

It  is  not  an  idle  boast  of  immediate  beneficiaries  from  Uni- 
versity expenditures,  but  the  conservative  estim^ate  of  practical 
business  men,  Avhich  credits  to  single  depailnients  of  University 
work  greater  returns  in  material  development  and  added  wealth 
within  the  State  than  the  aggregate  cost  to  the  State  of  the 
entire  University.  Indeed,  much  of  the  large  expenditure  re- 
quired in  recent  years  has  been  necessary  to  meet  the  demands 
imposed  for  higher  ediication  in  those  branches  of  scientific 
knowledge  being  applied  to  the  rapidly  changing  conditions  of 
the  business  world.  The  College  of  Engineering  and  the  School 
of  Commierco  are  supplying  students  with  that  training  for  the 
mines,  the  factories  and  the  counting  houses  which  the  College 
of  Agriculture  has  so  successfully  furnished  in  the  evolution  of 
"farming"  in  Wisconsin.     Whether  viewed  as  an  ethical  force 
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or  as  a  business  invegtment  die  results  of  University  work  more 
than  justify  the  cost 

The  requirements  of  the  University  which  will  be  nu)st 
strongly  urged  for  your  consideration  are  those  to  meet  the  de- 
mands from  growth  in  the  student  body,  rather  than  for  new  ex- 
tensions in  the  scope  of  training.  Increase  in  the  appropriation 
for  general  expenses,  made  necessary  by  this  natural  growth,  will 
be  asked  to  the  amount  of  $36,000,  and  for  needed  additional 
apparatus  and  equipment  for  the  various  departments  approxi- 
mately as  nijuch  more,  with  an  urgent  demjand  for  at  least 
$15,000  a  year  during  several  years  for  much  needed  and  long 
needed  additions  to  tlie  working  libraries  of  the  University. 

The  University  authorities,  recognizing  the  m^ny  demands 
upon  the  legislature  for  appropriations  and  the  limitations  upon 
the  revenues  of  the  State,  have  hesitated  whether  to  ask  for  the 
stated  separate  sums  specifically  all  at  one  time,  or  to  request  the 
LegisJature  to  continue  for  a  period  of  three  years  the  annual 
tax  of  $100,000  provided  for  the  Historical  Library  building, 
which  terminates  in  11)03,  the  amoimt  thus  secured  each  year  to 
go  to  the  University  for  the  purposes  specified,  after  the  remain- 
ing balance  for  the  State  Historical  Library  shall  have  been 
paid.  Of  course  a  continuing  appropriation  extending  over  a 
period  of  years  w^uld  be  less  burdensome  than  a  direct  appro- 
priation of  the  whole  amount  to  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury 
in  one  taoi,  period. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  you  will  be  convinced  of 
the  necessity  for  providing  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the 
sxoDB  asked  for.  Whether  it  shall  be  raised  during  one  year 
or  within  four  years  is  a  question  I  regard. worthy  your  consid- 
eration. It  is  in  contemplation  of  all  such  legitimate  and 
proper  increases  in  expenditures, — inevitable  as  the  growth  of 
the  State  itself, — that  there  is  laid  upon  us  the  added  obligation 
to  see  to  it  that  it  l)e  not  made  still  f  urtlier  to  enlarge  the  already 
unequal  tax-burden  borne  by  our  people. 


CHARITABLE   AND  PENAT.   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  State  Board  of  Control,  having  super\'ision  and  care  of 
the  various  charitable,  penal,  and  reformatory  institutions,  in 
their  biennial  report  describe  the  condition  of  these  institutions 
npon  the  whole  to  be  quite  satisfactorv',  and  many  of  them 
eminently  so.  With  respect  to  this  geineral  conclusion  I  believe 
that  the  report  of  the  legislative  visiting:  committee  will  agree. 
The  following  table  giving  comparative  statement  of  the  average 
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population  and  tlie  per  capita  cost  per  week  in  each  of  the  sev- 
eral institutions  for  a  period  of  ten  years  last  past,  was  com- 
piled by  tliei  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Control  at  my  request: 
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*  Is  a  nine  months  period,  from  Oct.  1, 1901,  to  Jane  3J,  1907. 


This  exliibit  is  gratifying  with  regard  both  to  economy  of 
management  and  to  the  comparatively  smiall  increase  in  tlie 
number  requiring  State  care  in  these  institutions.  Of  course 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  insane  within  the  State  is  not 
accurately  shown  here  because  of  the  system  of  transferring  care 
of  this  class  of  unfortunates  to  county  asylums.  The  total  numr 
ber  of  patients  in  c/:tunty  asylimis  is  3,G84  and  the  number 
cared  for  in  the  Milwaukee  Hospital  for  Insane  is  527,  making 
an  a<]fgregate  of  5,219  patients  in  the'  several  insane  asylums  of 
the  State  on  December  1, 1902.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of 
inmates  of  the  State  Prison  must  be  accounted  for  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  State  Reformlatory  and  transfer  of  first  term 
offenders  to  that  institution. 

XotAvithstanding  the  most  economical  purchase  of  supplies 
upon  comlpc^titive  bids,  open  to  all,  tliere  has  been  necessarily  a 
material  increase  in  the  <iost  of  provision  for  the  inmates  of  all 
State  institutions,  due  to  the  advance  in  prices  of  nearly  all 
commodities.  This  fact  must  be  considered  in  fixing  appropria- 
tions for  the  ensuing  two  years.  For  extraordinary  appropria- 
tions to  meet  s]")ecial  purposes  for  the  coming  two  years,  the 
Board  of  Control  has  submitted  the  follo^nng  estimates: 
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State  Hospital  for  the  Insaue:

2.  For  eltH-iric   light   plant    16.000 

3.  For  bath  rooms  for  both  sexes  10,000 

4.  For  Hcwage    system    ,  10,000

Wisconsin  State  Reformatory: 

No  special  appropriation  is  asked  for  this  institution. 

A  general  appropriation  of  $15,000  is  asked  for  the  purpose  of  Insuring  all  the 
buildings  of  the  foregoing-named  Institutions,  which  Insurance  is  for  three 
years,  and  the  insurance  has  to  be  taken  out  In  May,  1904. 

Admitting  the  desirabilit,y  of  all  of  those  suggested  improve- 
ments I  am  of  the  opinion  that  some  of  them,  notably  the  Hos- 
pital for  Criminal  Insane,  may  be  postponed  without  serious 
injury  to  the  public  interests  or  to  the  material  welfare  of  any 
great  number  of  persons,  and  that  some  other  expenditures,  more 
particularly  those  relating  to  heating  and  sewage  systems,  should 
not  be  made  excepting  upon  plans  prepared  by  some  expert 
engineer  and  under  his  direct  supervision.  I  am  led  to  this  con- 
clusion by  information  which  convinces  me  that  the  best  results 
with  respect  both  to  efficient  service  and  economy  of  public  ex- 
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penditiire  will  be  obtained  in  this  way  and  that  a  considerable 
loss  to  the  State  has  been  caused  in  times  past  in  some  of  these 
institutions  by  permitting  men  unskilled  in  the  science  of  engi- 
neering to  direct  the  installation  of  such  improvements. 

I  heartily  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Control  relat- 
ing to  the  imperative  need  of  the  improveme;nts  and  additions 
in  the  equipment  for  both  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Mendota  and  at  the  Northern  Hospital  at  Winnebago ;  also  in  re- 
spect to  the  minor  improvements  asked  for  the  schools  for  the 
deaf,  for  the  blind,  and  for  dependent  children.  From  special 
investigations  of  conditions  at  the  State  Prison  and  at  the  In- 
dustrial School  for  Boys,  made  under  authority  of  law  for  the 
information  of  the  Grovemor,  I  am  convinced  that  the  improve- 
ments suggested  there  are  needed,  but  that  the  estimates  of  ex- 
penditures required  are  wholly  inadequate  and  that  the  proposed 
repairs  are  insufficient  for  the  present  most  urgent  requirements. 
There  is  reason  to  believe  that  necessary  improvements  at  the 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  also  will  involve  an  expense 
largely  in  excess  of  the  estimates  furnished  if  the  work  is  thor- 
oughly completed,  as  it  should  be,  with  the  best  modem  appli- 
ances. In  addition  to  the  betterments  noted,  I  recommend  that 
the  Board  of  Control  be  authorized  to  provide  the  State  institu- 
tions with  better  protection  against  fire,  and  the  inmates  of  such 
institutions  with  better  means  of  escape  from  the  buildings  in 
case  of  fire.  Some  of  the  older  institutions,  constructed  in  large 
part  of  inflammable  material,  are  provided  with  only  primitive 
appliances  for  extinguishing  fire,  with  no  one  especially  trained 
to  use  even  such  appliances,  and  are  without  sufficient  means  of 
egress  from  the  building  to  permit  of  the  rescue  of  the  helpless 
inmates  in  case  of  fire. 

The  subject  of  prison  labor  continues  to  present  an  unsolved 
problem.  The  contract  under  which  the  labor  of  the  prisoners 
at.Waupun  was  employed  expired  December  31,  1902.  The 
Board  of  Control,  in  view  of  the  apparent  conflict  between  pub- 
lic sentiment  and  public  interest,  has  deferred  action  in  the 
matter  of  new  contracts,  pending  some  determination  of  policy 
with  le^rislative  authority.  It  is  essential  for  their  own  welfare 
that  prisoners  shall  be  employed.  It  is  equally  important  that 
they  be  employed  in  some  line  of  industry  which  will  equip 
them  to  earn  a  livelihood  in  that  employment  when  discharged 
from  prison.  Whatever  they  do  in  this  line  of  work  while  in 
prison  w^ill,  of  course,  be  in  competition  with  those  who  are  em- 
ployed outside.  To  limit  the  prisoner  to  labor  which  does  not 
compete  wath  an  outside  employment  is  to  teach  him  a  kind  of 
work  in  which  he  can  find  no  sendee  at  the  end  of  his  term  of 
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imprisonment.  Experience  has  shown  that  they  can  be  employed 
witii  best  results  to  all  concerned  under  contract,  and  while  it 
logically  follows  that  by  this  means  wage  earners  are  brought 
most  directly  into  competition  with,  prison  labor,  it  seems  un- 
reasonable to  assume  that  the  labor  of  a  number  of  men  scarcely 
sufficient  to  equip  one  ordinary  factory,  can  exercise  much 
influence  upon  either  the  wages  of  workmen  or  the  price  of 
products  under  existing  conditions.  At  present  prisoners  are 
employed  by  the  former  contractors  under  temporary  arrange- 
ments pending  legislative  action.  In  the  absence  of  such  action 
it  is  probable  that  the  Board  of  Control  will  enter  into  new  con- 
tracts under  the  most  favorable  terms  and  conditions  possible. 

In  view  of  some  public  criticism  of  the  Board  of  Control  in 
changing  the  superintendents  of  institutions,  notably  at  Janes- 
ville,  Delavan  and  Waukesha,  it  is  due  that  body  to  say  that 
such  charges  were  made  without  suggestion  from  the  Executive, 
who  was  not  advised  of  any  diange  until  it  had  been  decided  by 
the  Board,  or  informed  who  had  been  chosen  as  successor  until 
after  the  selection  had  been  determined.  This  statement  is  not 
made  because  the  Executive  conceives  it  to  be  his  duty  to  main- 
tain an  indifference  as  to  the  character  of  the  superintendency 
of  the  various  State  institutions.  On  the  contrary  he  believes 
that  the  Executive  should  know  that  each  State  institution  is 
well  managed.  And  while  this  must  mainly  be  left  to  the  Board, 
entirely  so  as  to  details,  nevertheless  the  public  would  hold  the 
Executive  responsible,  and  he  must  so  regard  himself  in  the  last 
analysis,  for  the  efficient,  honest  and  humane  discharge  of  all 
obligations  to  the  public  in  the  conduct  of  the  charitable  and 
penal  institutions  of  the  State. 

It  is  proper  to  add,  further,  that  as  to  the  change  of  the  war- 
denship  of  the  State's  Prison,  the  Executive  was  the  moving 
cause  to  this  extent.  He  received  sworn  complaints  of  such 
character  that  he  deemed  it  his  duty  to  conduct  an  examination 
independently  of  the  Board,  pursuant  to  the  statute  enacted  by 
the  last  Legislature.  When  that  investigation  was  completed 
the  testimony  was  all  submitted  to  the  Board  without  further 
comment  than  to  state  that  the  responsibility  was  with  that 
body.  The  Board  promptly  summoned  the  warden  to  appear 
and  answer  the  charges  supported  by  the  sworn  testimony  of 
twenty-one  credible  witnesses.     He  preferred  to  resign. 
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WORKSHOP  FOR  BT.IND  ADULTS. 

The  urgent  need  of  better  provision  by  the  State  for  the  care 
of  dependent  blind  adults  has  been  brought  most  forcibly  to  the 
Executive  recently  by  vain  efforts  to  find  some  authority  of 
law  whereby  a  worthy  citizen  and  industrious  mechanic,  de- 
prived of  sight  by  accident,  could  be  afforded  other  means  of 
existence  than  those  to  be  found  through  private  charity  or  in 
a  county  poorhouse.  Even  if  the  duty  of  the  State  was  not 
unquestioned  in  such  cases,  the  inevitable  necessity  of  providing 
for  such  unfortunates  at  public  expense  would  be  apparent. 
Neglect  of  public  duty  properly  to  care  for  those  with  deformed 
faculties  has  become  recognized  as  extravagance  rather  than 
economy,  while  economy  itself  becomes  a  fault  when  exercised  in 
conflict  with  the  rights  of  afflicted  persons  to  humane  treatment 
and  to  the  best  known  provisions  for  health  and  happiness. 

The  State  School  for  the  Blind,  at  Janesville,  is  a  school  for 
children,  to  which  blind  adults  may  be  admitted  only  through 
disr^ard  of  established  rules,  without  due  consideration  to  the 
interests  of  the  young  for  whom  the  institution  was  designed. 
In  reply  to  an  appeal,  presented  on  request  of  a  generous  citizen 
who  offered  to  defray  the  expense  provided  an  adult  could 
be  given  care  and  training  at  the  school,  tlie  superintendent  of 
the  institution  explained  that  if  all  adults  who  applied  were  ad- 
mitted the  children  would  be  crowded  out,  and  made  it  plain 
that  even  with  restricted  rules  the  percentage  of  persons  twenty 
years  of  age,  or  over,  within  the  school  is  still  too  large  for  the 
welfare  of  the  younger  pupils. 

This  case  and  that  of  many  others  suggests  the  wisdom  of  es- 
tablishing workshops  entirely  separate  from  the  School  for  the 
Blind,  to  be  located  in  the  metropolis  of  the  State,  where  blind 
adults  may  be  educated  to  work,  and  may  secure  employment  at 
all  times.  Such  an  institution  has  been  successfully  maintained 
in  Massachusetts  for  very  many  years.  Private  charity  has 
given  assistance,  but  I  l>elieve  the  reports  will  show  that  through 
the  opportunities  thus  afforded,  blind  adults  in  that  State  have 
always  been  able  to  find  employment,  a  comfortable  home,  and 
necessary  educational  facilities,  almost  ^rithout  expense  to  the 
State. 

The  State  must  care  for  its  blind  adults.  The  work  should 
be  done  intelligently  and  promptly,  most  assuredly  not  with 
less  concern  and  consideration  than  is  manifested  in  the  care 
of  convicts  or  those  who  become  vagrants  through  indolence. 
The  expense  attendant  upon  establishing  for  the  blind  a  work- 
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shop  in  rented  quarters — such  as  suggested,  would  require  but 
a  small  annual  expenditure  and  is  a  worthy  subject  for  your 
consideration. 


THE  STATE  MILITIA. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  on  the  work  and  needs 
of  the  Wisconsin  National  Guard  for  the  two  years  last  past 
shows  a  most  satisfactory  condition  of  this  important  organiza- 
tion. Xothing  in  the  way  of  new  legislation  with  respect  to  the 
oj^anization  of  the  militia  is  asked  for,  and  very  little  indeed 
calling  for  new  expenditure.  The  Adjutant  GeneraVs  statement 
that  the  organization  is  in  all  respects  the  same  as  that  of  sim- 
ilar forces  in  the  United  States  Army  is  confirmed  by  the  re- 
port of  the  Kegiilar  Army  oflScer  detoiled  to  make  the  annual 
inspection  of  the  guard.  During  the  last  annual  encampment 
the  Executive  found  opportunity  to  obser\^e  the  character  and 
eflBciency  of  the  several  regiments  of  infantry,  the  artillery,  and 
the  cavalry  troop.  In  the  entire  organization, — officers  and  men, 
— the  State  may  well  feel  a  just  pride.  It  is  believed  that  no 
better  trained  or  better  officered  body  of  men  can  be  found  in  the 
National  Guard  of  the  entire  country.  The  work  in  camp  is 
thorough  and  severe,  the  discipline  is  perfect,  while,  almost 
without  exception,  rank  and  file  appear  to  be  actuated  by  a  wor- 
thy zeal  regarding  organization  rather  than  by  individual  am- 
bitions or  jealous  rivalries,  which  too  often  become  conspicuous 
in  volunteer  associations  of  men.  The  valuable  property  of 
the  State  at  Camp  Douglas,  as  well  as  the  equipment  of  the 
men  for  service,  is  being  preserved  and  improved  with  zealous 
care.  I  am  convinced  that  every  authority  connected  with  the 
State  militia  has  been  exercised  solely  with  respect  to  the  good 
of  the  service  and  am  pleased  to  believe  that  the  Legislature 
will  be  prompt  to  act  favorably  upon  the  modest  suggestions  of 
the  Adjutant  General  for  incidental  legislative  action  further 
to  improve  the  equipment  of  this  branch  of  the  public  service. 

FREE  HBHARY   COMMISSION. 

The  good  work  of  the  Free  Library  Commission  has  become 
manifest  throughout  the  State  with  the  extension  of  territory 
served  by  free  traveling  libraries,  as  well  as  by  the  erection 
and  endowment  of  numerous  beautiful  permanent  library  build- 
ings in  various  cities  by  means  of  individual  generosity.  This 
work  no  longer  requires  commendation  to  public  approval  and 
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the  awakened  interest  may  be  safely  relied  upon  to  insure  future 
progress. 

Incidental  to  its  general  plan  and  purpose  this  Commission 
has  accumulated  in  its  collection  of  literature  the  foundation  of 
a  legislative  and  administrative  reference  library  to  assist  law- 
makers and  administrative  oflScers  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  value  of  such  a  library,  properly  classified,  cata- 
logued, and  indexed,  and  kept  within  the  reasonable  limits  of 
public  documents  and  works  pertinent  to  legislation,  will  sug- 
gest itself  to  each  one  of  you.  To  establish  this  an  appropriation 
of  $2,500  was  asked  for  by  the  Commission  two  years  ago.  It 
was  cut  down  to  $1,600,  which  is  insufficient  I  recommend 
that  provision  be  made  for  permanent  quarters  for  such  a  library, 
within  the  Capitol  and  that  a  small  additional  appropriation, 
not  to  exceed  $1,000  per  annum,  be  made  for  the  maintenance 
and  conduct  of  the  work.  Such  an  expenditure  will  be  saved 
many  times  over  in  actual  expense  of  investigation;  as  well  as 
in  the  work  of  legislators  and  State  officers  during  each  legisla- 
tive session. 

BANKING  LAWS  AND  BANK  EXAMINATION. 

Since  the  last  legislative  session  the  constitutional  amend- 
ment has  been  adopted  authorizing  the  Legislature  to  enact  a 
general  banking  law  to  provide  for  regulation  and  supervision  of 
the  banking  business,  provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  House  vote  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  such  law. 
The  report  of  the  State  Bank  Examiner  for  the  last  biennial 
term  presents  many  reasons  for  a  revision  of  the  banking  laws 
of  the  State.  Not  least  among  these  is  the  fact,  gratifying  in  it- 
self, that  since  the  period  of  lowest  depression  in  the  banking 
business  in  the  year  1896  the  business  of  banks  within  this 
State  has  more  than  doubled.  Deposits  have  increased  during 
the  last  six  years  from  about  sixty-three  million  dollars  to  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions.  The  wisdom  of  surround- 
ing this  reserve  wealth  of  the  people  of  the  State,  with  every 
safeguard  to  be  secured  by  reasonable  legal  requirements  upon 
those  who  hold  it  in  trust,  is  apparent.  Prosperity  invites  spec- 
ulation, and  times  when  bankers  find  their  chief  difficulty  in 
placing  loans,  essential  to  profitable  banking,  may  prove  danger- 
ous times  for  depositors  in  the  final  reckoning. 

The  Bank  Examiner  points  out  that  the  principal  cause  of  the 
embarrassment  of  banks  closed  by  that  department  has  been 
the  making  of  excessive  loans  to  single  individuals  or  firms,  and 
emphasizes  the  fact  that  existing  laws  to  meet  banking  condi- 
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tions  are  punitive  and  not  remedial  in  their  application  to  rec- 
ognized evils.  Loose  legislation  for  the  regulation  of  any  busi- 
ness brings  natural  results  in  lax  methods  of  conduct  of  such 
business  where  chances  of  large  profits  are  involved  in  negli- 
gence. 

I  r^ard  as  of  especial  importance  the  recommendations  of 
the  Bank  Examiner  respecting  the  regulation  of  private  banks^ 
The  savings  of  no  community  should  be  hazarded,  under  the 
seeming  protection  of  law  and  without  security  of  any  kind,  in 
the  private  ventures  of  an  individual  who  adopts  the  title  of 
Banker  to  inspire  public  confidence.  I  commend  to  your  con- 
sideration as  the  most  simple  requirements  of  ordinary  pru- 
dence the  restrictions  which  he  suggests  as  proper  upon  this 
class  of  banking  privileges. 

Some  complaint  has  been  made  that  existing  laws  discourage 
the  establishment  of  savings  banks  within  the  State,  and  the 
fact  that  there  is  but  one  such  institution  in  Wisconsin  is  of- 
fered in  evidence,  although  nearly  all  banks  maintain  savings 
departments.  There  will  be  no  dissent  from  the  opinion  that 
every  influence  which  encourages  thrift  and  provision  for  the 
future  among  all  dasses  of  people  should  be  promoted.  It  fol- 
lows naturally  that  those  who  save  should  be  given  the  largest 
return  upon  their  invested  savings  possible  with  assured  secur- 
ity, and  the  laws  should  be  so  framed  as  to  offer  the  largest  meas- 
ure of  encouragement  to  savings  banks  compatible  with  safety 
to  their  patrons. 

The  Bank  Examiner's  department  has  established  its  value  to 
the  State  and  to  legitimate  banking  interests  within  the  State. 
Within  the  last  biennial  period  it  has  sustained  a  severe  loss 
hy  the  death  of  Bank  Examiner  Edward  I.  Kidd,  whose  able, 
^nscientious  and  conservative  conduct  of  the  office,  notwith- 
standing inefficient  laws  and  inadequate  force  of  assistants  for 
the  work,  inspired  confidence  alike  among  bankers  and  with  the 
general  public.  His  tireless  industry  and  unfailing  fidelity, 
since  the  office  was  created  and  confided  to  his  care  in  1895, 
have  brought  within  reach  the  important  results  which  he  aimed 
to  accomplish  in  the  form  of  legislation  and  supervision  which 
should  serve  to  protect  the  public  without  embarrassment  to  any 
legitimate  branch  of  the  banking  business. 

BUREAU   OF   LABOE  AND   STATISTICS. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  considerably  extended 
both  in  scope  and  in  completeness  of  detail  within  the  last  two 
years.     The  report  of  the  Commissioner  has  become  a  valuable 
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public  document  which  will  bear  comparison  wdth  that  issued 
by  bureaus  in  States  which  have  made  more  generous  provision 
for  the  work.  The  Wisconsin  Blue  Book  also  has  been  compiled 
by  this  bureau,  it  is  believed  with  results  which  wall  justify 
the  transfer  of  the  work  in  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature. 
The  official  reports  show^  that  factory  inspection  has  been  more 
thorough  and  complete  than  in  previous  years,  but  the  force  of 
inspectors  is  not  yet  large  enough  to  accomplish  the  task  imposed 
in  a  systematic  inspection  of  the  factories  of  the  State,  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  manufactories  in  recent  years  h^ng 
been  relatively  larger  than  the  increase  in  the  force  of  factory 
inspectors. 

The  duties  of  this  bureau  are  divided  into  three  branches :  the 
statistical  part,  the  factory  inspection,  and  the  State  free  em- 
ploynxefnt  offices.  The  regular  office  force  of  the  bureau  at  Madi- 
son consists,  besides  the  Commissioner,  of  only  three  persons, 
and  of  itself  is  manifestly  inadequate  for  the  many  duties  im- 
posed; in  fact^  the  Comanissioner  and  some  of  his  assistants 
have  been  oblig-ed  to  work  extra  hours  during  the  entire  term  in 
order  to  keep  up  with  the  work.  I  recommend  that  the  regular 
office  force  be  increased  by  one  clerk,  with  sufficient  remunera- 
tion to  secure  training  and  experience.  The  inspection  of  f  acto- 
ries^  w'hich  consists  of  enforcing  factory  laws,  was  reorganized 
immediately  after  the  legislative  session  of  1901.  Inspectors 
are  requir^  to  make  weekly  reports  in  addition  to  the  regular 
reports  upon  places  inspected,  enabling  the  bureau  to  keep  the 
work  much  more  closely  in  hand.  From  the  time  of  the  re- 
organization, June  22,  ioOl,  to  August  31,  1902,  11,556  facto- 
ries and  otiier  places  w^here  labor  is  employed  were  inspected ; 
17,355  official  orders  were  issued,  and  9,834  other  official  acts, — 
granting  permits  as  to  children,  granting  licenses,  etc., — ^were 
];)erformed  by  the  factory  inspector  and  his  deputies.  This  is 
a  daily  average  of  about  fourten  inspections  and  official  acts 
to  each  inspector,  a  much  better  showing  than  has  ever  been  ap- 
proached in  the  past,  and  with  the  result  Itat  the  violations  of 
law  have  been  reduced  to  a  much  lower  number  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

The  State  free  employment  offices  also  haveJ  done  effective 
work.  '  Ihiring  the  first  year  of  their  existence  the  two  offiioeB, 
located  at  Milwaukee  and  West  Superior,  received  8,013  appli- 
cations for  employment  and  7,681  applications  for  help,  while 
6,590  positions  were  filled  through  these  agencies. 

The  Commissioner  suggests  some  changcia  in  existing  laws 
which  in  his  opinion  are  essential  to  their  better  enforcemieint 
and  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
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originally  designed.  To  mitigate  the  evils  of  child  labor  in 
factories  he  favors  compulsory  attendance  of  children  at  school 
during  the  school  year,  a  change  in  the  present  method  of  issu- 
ing ago  certificates  to  make  it  impossible  for  unscrupulous  par- 
ents to  profit  by  false  affidavits,  and  a  repeal  of  the  permit  sys- 
tem which  operates  to  the  evasion  of  other  provisions  of  the 
law.  Better  enactments  to  regulate  sanitary  conditions  in  facto- 
ries are  called  for.  Bills  for  laws  covering  all  of  these  subjects, 
and  many  others  through  which  organized  labor  seeks  a  bet- 
lenucnt  of  conditions,  will  be  presented.  I  hope  and  believe 
that  they  will  receive  that  careful  consideration  at  your  hands 
which  is  merited  by  the  mjaterial  interests  of  so  large  a  pi-o- 
portion  of  our  people  as  is  represented  by  wage  earners. 

The  value  of  the  work  of  a  statistician  depends  upon  the 
accuracy  and  rapidity  with  which  that  work  is  performed  and 
the  skill  or  capacity  exercised  in  interpreting  the  data  after  it 
has  been  secured.  Training  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  It 
would  be  desirable  indeed  if  the  entire  civil  service  of  the  State 
eould  be  removed  from  the  realm  of  political  spoils  and  placed 
under  the  control  of  a  commission  where  appointments  would 
be  based  upon  merits  Until  such  a  system  is  established,  serv- 
ices of  the  expert  character  competent  to  conduct  the  bureau  of 
statistics  should  be  placed  where  members  of  the  Legislature,. 
State  officials,  and  the  public  can  rely  upon  their  not  being  sac- 
rificed with  the  changes  following  biennial  elections. 

For  these  reasons  I  recommend  that  the  statute  fixing  the 
term  of  the  comimissioner  of  labor  and  statistics  be  amended  so 
*hat  the  term  shall  be  for  six  years  instead  of  for  two. 

THE   LEGISLATIVE  LOBBY. 

Assemibled  in  your  representative  capacity,  every  interest  af- 
fected by  legislation  proposed  or  pending  is  entitled  to  be  heard. 
Private  citizen  or  public-service  corporation,  each  should  be  af- 
forded opportunity  to  lay  before  the  Legislature  every  fact  and 
offer  every  argument  But  the  Legislature  should  not  be  un- 
rafindful  of  the  boast  made  in  the  railroad  lobby  two  years  ago, 
follo\^'ing  the  defeat  of  the  railway  taxation  bills,  that:  "No 
bill  had  been  enacted  into  law  during  the  sixteen  years  last  past 
in  the  interests  of  the  people  when  objected  to  by  the  railroads," 
and  at  the  outset  should  pass  such  a  ineasure  with  respect  to 
lobbying  as  would  stand  upon  the  statute  bdoks  a  perpetual 
challenge  to  tiwtiiiiiiii 

I  «m  BW*  iMimandf ul  of  Ae  fact  that  moml)e'r8  of  the  L^isla- 
ture  are  the  agents  of  their  constitnents;  that  they  must  ever  be 
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ready  to  be  made  acquainted  with  their  wishes  and  with  the  in- 
terests of  the  public.  But  that  a  system  of  lobbying,  more  rep- 
rehensible in  its  character  than  has  yet  been  suggested  to  the 
public,  has  been  maintained  about  this  Legislature  for  many 
years  is  well  known  to  every  man  in  public  life.  That  it  is 
desirable  to  put  an  end  to  this  evil,  all  will  agree.  That  it  is 
possible,  all  should  be  anxious  to  demonstrate. 

I  desire  to  be  distinctly  understood  as  favoring  the  fullest  and 
freest  public  discussion  before  committees,  and,  under  proper 
regulations,  before  either  or  both  branches  of  the  Legislature - 
by  individuals  or  the  representatives  of  interests  affected,  or 
which  claim  to  be  affected,  in  any  manner  by  proposed  legisla- 
tion; but  I  urge  upon  your  consideration  the  enactment  of  a  law 
that  shall  make  it  an  offense,  punishable  by  the  heaviest  money 
penalty,  and  by  imprisonment  as  well,  for  any  lobby  agent  or 
lobby  representative,  employed  and  paid  for  his  services  by 
others,  to  attempt  personally  and  directly  to  influence  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  to  vote  for  or  against  any  measure  affect- 
ing the  interests  represented  by  such  lobbyist 

PROTECTION  TO  RAILWAY  EMPLOYEES. 

To  your  careful  consideration  I  recommend  the  question  of 
more  efficient  protection  to  employees  of  railroad  companies  who 
may  be  injured  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  through  careless- 
ness or  negligence  of  other  employees  or  agents  of  the  com- 
pany. Of  itself  the  employment  is  in  most  instances  extremely 
hazardous  to  tlie  employee.  In  the  discharge  of  his  duties  he 
is  frequently  required  not  only  to  risk  his  life  to  save  other 
lives,  but  he  must  jeopardize  it  to  protect  the  property  of  the 
company  and  of  the  public.  The  duties  of  these  men  are  quasi- 
public.  The  most  efficient  senace  that  they  can  give'  is  due 
to  tlie  public  in  protection  of  life  and  property,  the  safety  of 
which  depends  upon  their  fidelity  and  courage.  Xo  man  should 
be  called  to  the  discharge  of  such  duties  without  assured  com- 
pensation for  injuries  which  he  may  receive  through  no  fault 
of  his  owTi,  or  without  reasonable  provision  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  wife,  children,  or  other  dependents,  if  his  life 
Ix^  dv^troyed  in  the  performance  of  liis  duty.  While  it  is  recog- 
nized that  the  sor\'icc  of  these  men  under  existing  law,  as  a  rule, 
is  faithfully  and  honestly  performed,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
just  provision  for  himself  in  case  of  injury,  or  for  those  de- 
pendent upon  him  in  the  event  of  his  death,  would  afford  a  con- 
sideration that  would  inr*rease  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and 
redound  to  the  benefit  of  the  traveling  public,  in  addition  to 
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being  a  proper  exercise  of  siiniple  justice  to  a  worthy  class  of 
citizens. 

The  statute  on  this  subject  has  been  inadequate  since  the 
year  1880.  Section  1816  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1878,  en- 
acted by  the  Legislature  of  1875,  treated  the  subject  comprehen- 
sively and  offered  substantial  reanedy  for  injuries  to  persons  en- 
gaged in  this  sendee  and  reasonable  provision  for  their  depend- 
ents when  death  resulted  from  the  negligence  of  a  fellow-servant. 
Tliat  law  read  as  follows : 

* 'Every  railroad  corporation  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
sustained  by  any  agent  or  servant  thereiof  by  reason  of  the  neg- 
ligence of  any  other  agent  or  servant  thereof,  without  contribu- 
tory negligence  on  his  part,  when  sustained  within  this  State,  or 
when  such  agejnt  or  servant  is  a  resident  of  and  his  contract  of 
employment  was  made  in  this  State,  and  no  contract,'  rule  or 
regulation  between  any  such  corporation  and  any  agent  or 
servant  shall  impair  or  diminish  such  liability." 

This  law  was  repealed  in  1880  through  the  influence  and  in 
the  interest  of  railway  companies,  although  it  had  been  declared 
a  valid  enactment  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  From 
that  time  till  1889  there  was  no  State  law  pertaining  to  the 
subject.  In  the  latter  year  a  slight  modification  of  the  common 
law  was  enacted.  It  did  not  remedy  the  wrong.  In  1893  the 
legislature  passed  the  present  law,  which  is  section  1816  of 
the  Wisconsin  Statutes  of  1898.  It  was  a  makeshift  provision. 
The  first  subdivision  of  the  section  is  virtually  a  re-enactment 
of  the  common  law  on  the  subject  and  gives  no  practical  remedy 
to  tlie  employee  which  he  did  not  have  before  it  was  enacted. 
The  remaining  subdivision,  which  contains  all  there  is  of  pro- 
tection to  the  employee,  reads  as  follows : 

"While  any  employe  is  so  engaged  in  operating,  running,^ 
riding  upon  or  switching  passenger,  freight  or  other  trains, 
engines  or  cars,  and  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his- 
duties  as  such  employee,  and  when  such  injury  shall  have  been 
caused  by  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of  another  employee, 
officer  or  agent  of  such  company  in  the  discharge  of  or  failure 
to  discharge  his  duties  as  such." 

This  restricts  the  right  to  recover  by  the  employee  within 
very  nanlow  limits,  and  does  not  approach  in  sufiiciency  the 
law  repealed  in  1880.  Under  this  Act  no  employee  can  recover 
for  injuries  sustained  unless  engaged  in  the  specific  character 
of  employment  stated,  and  then  only  when  the  injury  is  caused 
by  the  carelessness  of  another  employee,  officer  or  agont  while 
he  is  acting  in  the  discharge  of  or  in  a  failure  to  discharge  his 
specific  duties  as  such.

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The  statute  has  been  strictly  construed  and  restricted  within 
these  narrow  limits  by  the  decisions  of  the  courts  as  being  in. 
derogation  of  the  common  law.  It  has  been  held  that  while  a 
switchman  and  car-repairer  were  fellow-servants,  if  by  the  care- 
lessness of  the  switchman  another  car  was  kicked  against  the 
stationary  car  in  which  the  repairer  was  at  work  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty,  and  the  latter  injured,  he  could  not  recover  because 
his  case  was  not  within  the  express  words  of  the  statute.  It  has 
been  decided  that  a  railroad  conductor,  standing  by  a  car  for 
the  purpose  of  watching  a  switch  and  closing  the  car  door  after 
it  was  unloaded,  who  was  struck  and  injured  by  a  bundle  negli- 
gently thrown  by  a  co-employee,  was  "not  engaged  in  operating, 
running,  riding  upon  or  switching  trains,  engines  or  cars,"  and 
was  not  within  the  provisions  of  the  law.  The  unloaded  car  was 
to  be  attached  to  the  train  which  the  conductor  was  to  take  out. 
It  was  his  duty  to  close  the  door  of  the  car  in  question,  and  yet 
he  could  not  recover  because  no  statute  embraced  his  case.  The 
negligence  for  which  a  recovery  can  be  had  must  be  the  n^li- 
gence  of  a  co-employee  in  the  discharge  of  his  specific  duty.  If 
it  be  caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  fireman  who  is  discharging 
the  duty  of  an  engineer,  or  of  a  superintendent  who  negligently 
performs  the  duty  of  a  laborer  or  other  employee,  a  conductor 
or  brakeman  in  the  discharge  of  any  other  duty  than  that  to 
which  he  had  been  assigned  by  the  company,  the  statute  is  held 
not  to  cover  the  case,  and  there  can  be  no  recovery. 

The  plan  of  this  legislation  was  cunningly  devised  and  the 
statute  artfully  drawn.  It  was  enacted  in  the  interest  of  the 
companies  with  the  purpose  of  modifying  as  little  as  possible 
the  common  law  on  the  subject.  It  was  passed  in  the  face  of 
the  public  demand  for  a  much,  more  effective  law  giving  ample 
protection  to  men  engaged  in  this  work, 

I  recommend  that  it  be  repealed  and  that  section  1816  of  the 
Statutes  of  1878  be  re-enacted. 


DAIRY  AND  FOOD  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  greatly  increased  with 
the  growth  of  the  dairy  interests  in  the  State  and  by  the  multi- 
plying demands  for  inspection  of  deleterious  and  adulterated 
foods.  Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  commercial  aspect  of 
the  question,  the  thorough  inspection  of  creameries,  and  cheese 
factories  of  the  State,  and  the  examination,  analysis,  and  brand- 
ing of  adulterated  foods,  may  rightfully  be  urged  as  entitled  to 
most  serious  consideration. 
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That  adjoining  States  have  passed  Wisconsin  in  the  quality 
of  some  of  the  products  of  the  dairy  can  be  accounted  for  upon 
no  better  grounds  than  a  more  thorough  inspection  in  the  field. 
This  is  not  chargeable  to  any  want  of  diligence  upon  the  part  of 
Wisconsin  officials,  but  is  due  to  the  fact  that,  where  Wisconsin 
employs  one,  a  neighboring  State  employs  ten  inspectors.  While 
rehictant  to  encourage  an  increase  in  the  number  of  employes 
in  any  branch  of  the  public  service,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  recom- 
mend that  the  law  be  amended  to  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  at  least  two  additional  inspectors  in  the  dairy  and  food  de- 
partment, and  for  an  assistant  to  the  State  chemist. 

Provision  should  also  be  made  authorizing  the  Dairy  and 
Food  Conunissioner  to  publish  a  bulletin  for  distribution  among 
the  dealers  in  food  products  in  which  there  may  be  printed,  at 
least  quarterly,  a  list  of  the  condemned  foods  ascertained  upon 
analysis  to  be  adulterated.  It  is  fair  to  dealers  that  they  should 
be  notified  in  seasonable  time  that  foods  officially  found  to  be 
adulterated  must  not  be  offered  for  sale.  The  expense  for  such 
publication  caji  be  provided  for  in  the  same  manner  that  the 
publication  of  bulletins  from  the  Agricultural  Experimental 
Station  is  now  authorized. 


WORK  OF  LIVE  STOCK  SANITARY  BOARD. 

The  report  of  the  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  respecting  the 
work  accomplished  since  the  organization  of  the  Board  in  1901 
presents  an  exhibit  which  must  prove  gratifying  to  the  Live 
Stock  interests  of  the  State.  It  shows  that  the  disease  of  tuber- 
culosis in  cattle  is  being  gradually  but  certainly  eradicated  with- 
in the  State.  The  amendments  to  the  laws  providing  for  the 
destruction  of  all  animals  found  to  be  affected  by  this  disease, 
enacted  in  1901,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  shipment  and  sale  of 
those  in  good  flesh  to  places  where  inspection  could  be  had  by 
Federal  officials,  has  proven  profitable  to  the  owners  of  such 
animals  and  at  the  same  time  has  effected  a  saving  of  several 
thousand  dollars  to  the  State.  The  Board  commends  most  highly 
the  services  of  the  State  Veterinarian  in  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties  during  the  term.  The  calls  upon  him  have  been 
more  numerous  than  ever  before  and  every  call  has  been  met 
with  the  utmost  promptness  possible.  During  twenty-three 
months  of  service  he  has  traveled  by  rail  more  than  52,000 
miles,  besides  a  large  amount  of  journeying  by  road  vehicles, 
making  an  average  of  at  least  one  official  call  each  day  for  the 
entire  period,  this  service  frequently  requiring  almost  constant 
work  or  travel  night  and  day  for  weeks  at  a  time. 
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LIGHTING  AND   VENTILATING   CAPITOL   BUILDING.

The  Legislature  of  1901,  by  chapter  369,  directed  the  Execu- 
tive to  contract  for  an  electric  lighting  plant  for  tie  Capitol 
building  and  grounds,  appropriating  therefor  the  sum  of 
$35,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  required  for  that  pur- 
pose. They  also  enacted  chapter  359,  authorizing  and  directing 
the  Executive  to  contract  for  a  complete  ventilating  system  for 
the  Capitol  building,  and  appropriating  therefor  the  sum  of 
$25,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  necessary. 

The  condition  of  the  General  Fund  was  not  such  as  to  war- 
rant the  making  of  the  contracts  until  the  spring  of  1902.  A 
preliminary  investigation  by  engineers  and  architects  made  as 
early  as  it  could  possibly  be  done  left  the  matter  in  some  doubt 
as  to  whether  both  contracts  could  be  carried  out  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  law  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation. 
While  neither  chapter  made  specific  reference  to  the  other,  it 
was  not  possible  to  execute  the  contracts  separately.  As  pre- 
liminary plans  for  a  ventilating  system  for  the  Capitol  building 
had  been  prepared  for  a  committee  of  the  last  Legislature,  it  was 
determined  to  combine  those  plans  with  plans  for  an  electric 
lighting  system.  Upon  the  completion  of  all  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications, after  extended  advertising,  bids  were  received  for  the 
performance  of  the  contract.  The  bids  were  found  to  exceed 
the  aggregate  sum  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  lighting 
and  ventilating  the  Capitol  building.  It  was  found,  however, 
that  by  eliminating  lights  specified  in  the  contracts  for  the 
outside  of  the  Capitol  building  and  the  walks  and  grounds  about 
the  same,  the  two  plants  could  be  installed  within  the  limits  of 
the  sniu  ai)pr()priatcn].  The  contract  was  made  and  the'  work 
begun  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  By  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract it  was  provided  that  all  of  the  work  should  be  performed 
and  the  contract  completed  by  tlie  first  day  of  Deceanber,  1902. 

The  progress  of  the  work  has  been  much  interfered  with  on 
accoimt  of  delays  in  delivering  material.  It  is  now  promised 
that  Iho  contract  wall  be  completed  in  a  few  days. 

Prior  to  completion  no  propel*  t^est  can  l>e  made  of  the  venti- 
latinir  system.  The  principal  portion  of  the  work  remaining 
unfinished  is  the  placing  of  two  of  the  four  boilers.  These  prob- 
ablv  ^^^ll  ho  ready  for  use  by  February  1st.  Until  then  it  will 
be  impossible  to  run  the  fans  which  operate  the  ventilating  sys- 
tem. 

According  to  \he  estimates  of  the  engineers,  upon  the  plans 
and  specifications  made  for  coanpleting  the  lighting  of  the  Cap- 
itol building  grounds,  it  would  require  an  additional  appropria- 
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tion  of  $15,000.  In  addition  to  this,  if  the  Legislature  would 
appropriate  $2,800,  the  Executive  residence  could  be  connected 
Avitli  the  Capitol  lighting  plant  and  lighted  from  this  same 
power  without  any  appreciable  extra  cost.  The  matter  of  mak- 
ing the  additional  appropriation  for  outside  lighting  of  the 
Capitol  building  and  park  and  of  the  Executive  residence  is 
sulmiitted  for  your  consideration. 

CARE  OF   STATE   LANDS. 

Action  by  the  Legislature!  to  determine  some  definite  policy 
respecting  the  care  and  disj^osition  of  what  rem-ains  of  the  State 
lands  ^vill  be  timely  and  economical.  Approximately  300,000 
acres  of  land,  much  of  it  of  doubtful  value  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, are  now  held  by  the  State.  In  accordance  with  chapter 
367  of  tlie  Laws  of  1807  and  chapter  458  of  tlie  Laws  of  1901, 
the  land  comanissioners  have  caused  these  lands  to  be  examined 
and  appraised  by  inspectors  and  I  am  informed  that  this  work 
is  practically  completexl.  The  time  has  come  when  the  Legisla- 
ture should  adopt  some  well  considered  policy  with  respect  to  all 
State  lands.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  it  will  be 
wiser  for  the  Statei  to  retain  these  lands  for  forestry  culture,  or 
other  uses  to  which  it  may  appear  they  are  better  adapted,  the 
fact  should  bo  determined  definitely  and  promptly. 

Wisconsin  has  some  large  areas  where  protection  against  fires 
with  attention  to  the  planting  and  growtli  of  trees  would  add 
greatly  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  within  a  few  years.  Much  is 
being  done  to  promote  this  work  by  the  forestry  division  of  the 
agricultural  department  of  the  Federal  government  A  State 
forestry  commission,  clothed  with  poweirs  to  take  title  to  real 
estate  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  State,  had  it  been  in  exist- 
ence a  few  years  ago,  could  have  received  as  a  donation  to  the 
State  a  large  tract  of  land  which  would  now  be  very  valuable  as 
a  forestry  resen^ation.  The  immediate  value  of  thd  recommen- 
dation may  be  less  apparent  now,  but  for  the  future  it  is  sug- 
gested as  worthy  df  grave  consideration. 

In  any  event,  I  recommend  such  amendment  of  section  190, 
Wisconsin  Statutes,  and  of  the  chapters  above  mentioned,  as  will 
prevent  the  employment  of  indefinite  numbers  of  persons,  with 
what  I  believe  to  be  unnecessary  and  extravagant  expense,  in 
connection  with  the  supervision  and  care  of  these  lands. 

Under  the  swamp  land  act  the  State  made  claim  to  certain 
lands,  which,  before  patents  were  secured  by  the  State,  were 
convoyed  by  grant  to  the  State  by  the  Federal  Government  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  certain  railways.     These  i^rants  were  con-

firmed  by  the  State  to  such  purpose,  but  the  certain  lands  men- 
tioned never  have  been  patented  by  the  State,  it  being  held  by 
the  responsible  officers  that  the  State  held  prior  claiiiij  by  virtue 
of  the  swamp  land  act,  and  should  not  quitclaim  its  right  until 
such  time  as  the  State  should  be  indemnified  by  tlie  Xational 
Govermnent  for  these  lands  doubly  granted.  For  several  years 
past  eflForts  have  been  made  in  Washington  to  secure  this  in- 
demnity either  by  allotment  of  new  lands  or  by  money  aw^ard 
to  the  ainount  of  their  value  from  the  Xational  Government. 
Meanwhile  some  of  these  lands  have  been  transferred  by  rail- 
way companies  receiving  the  grant,  and  these  companies  are 
pressing  for  some  action  to  quiet  title.  I  am  advised  by  the 
Land  Department  that  each  administration  since  1882  has  been 
given  this  subject  for  consideration,  and  each  in  turn  has  re- 
fused to  patent  the  lands  to  the  railway  companies  pending  set- 
tlement of  the  State's  claims  against  the  United  States.  In  my 
opinion  if  any  other  action  is  taken  by  the  administrative  of- 
ficers, it  should  be  by  direction  of  the  Legislature.  If  the  rail- 
way companies  claiming  these  lands  have  a  legal  right  to  them 
at  tlic  present  time,  tliey  can  establish  that  right,  as  other  dis- 
puted questions  of  law  are  established,  by  decision  of  the  courts. 


MONUMENTS   TO    WISCONSIN   SOLDIERS. 

The  Commission  appointed  by  authority  of  chapter  281  of  the 
Laws  of  1001  to  determine  the  positions  of  Wisconsin  troops  in 
the  campaign  and  siege  of  Yieksburg,  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions of  action  suitably  to  commemorate  the  valor  of  Wisconsin 
troops  participating  in  that  campaign,  has  completed  its  work 
and  made  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  report  in  harmony 
with  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created.  The  commission, 
compownl  of  seventeen  representatives  of  the  several  Wisconsin 
regiments  and  batteries  participating  in  the  sie^e,  performed 
their  diflicult  duty  with  fidelity  and  care,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  large  numlx^r  of  members  and  the  naturally  expensive  jour- 
ney, kept  the  expenditures  below  the  modest  appropriation  of 
.$1,000  provided  for  the  entx^rprise.  Their  report.,  which  will 
be  sul)iiiitte(l  to  your  honorable  body,  recomnijends  provision  for 
separate  monuments  fitly  to  commemorate  the  services  of  the 
many  organizations  of  Wisconsin  soldiers  represented,  and  is 
ccmimended  to  your  consideration  as  entitled  to  most  careful  ex- 
amination and  prompt  action. 

The  Shiloh  I>attlofield  ;^^onument  Commission,  in  its  report 
to  the  Executive,  recites  inability  to  execute  its  purpose,  under 
the  restrictions  of  the  law,  within  the  appropriation  provided. 
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The  provision  that  only  Wisconsin  granite  shall  be  used  excluded 
competition,  created  doubt  as  to  authority  to  use  bronze  for 
figures,  and  added  greatly  to  the  expense  in  the  matter  of  trans- 
portation charges.  The  Commission  therefore  reports  its  con- 
elusion  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  amend  the  laws  of  1901  to 
remove  tlieso  objectionable  features  "and  to  increase  the  appro- 
priation by  such  sum  as  will  enable  the  commission  to  erect  a 
monumont  that  will  be  in  harmony  with  those  of  other  States, 
as  well  as  bo  a  credit  to  the  great  State  of  Wisconsin/' 


PROTECTION  OF  BATTLE  FLAGS. 

• 

At  its  last  session  the  Legislature  appropriated  $1,500  to  re- 
model and  furnish  rooms  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
in  the  Capitol,  and  to  provide  metallic  cases  for  the  preservation 
of  the  battle  flags  of  Wisconsin  troops  in  the  Civil  War.  ITie 
rooms  have  been  selected  and  furnished  as  directed,  but  the  flag 
cases  have  not  been  procured  for  the  reason  tliat  the  lowest  price 
obtainable  for  suitable  repositories  to  presence  these  priceless 
relics  was  $3,200,  or  more  than  twice  the  amount  of  the  total 
appropriation  provided. 

Prompt  provision  should  be  made  for  the  propei*  care  of  these 
flags. 

FISH   AXD  GAME   PROTECTION. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  establishment  of  the  office  the 
State  Fish  and  Game  Warden  has  presented  a  complete  and  com- 
prehensive report  of  the  operations  of  that  department  from  the 
date  of  his  appointment,  May  22,  1901,  to  December  31,  1902. 
This  report  shows  the  total  amount  received  from  hunting  li- 
censes— which  provide  the  funds  for  the  salary  and  expenses 
of  all  deputy  game  wardens — the  number  of  deputy  wardens  em- 
ployed, the  aggregate  of  their  cost  each  month,  tlie  numl>er  of 
arrests  made,  tlie  amount  secured  and  paid  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury tlirough  fines  and  through  confiscation  and  sale  of  fish  and 
^ame  illegally  taken.  Instead  of  being  a  tax  \\\x)n  the  public 
treasury,  this  department  has  l>ecomc  a  source  of  revenue  to  the 
school  funds  of  the  State,  approximating  5,000  per  year.  At 
the  same  time  the  department  has  furnished  a  more  adequate 
protection  to  fish  and  game  than  has  been  heretofore  known. 
This  protection  has  l>een  afforded  solely  through  collection  of 
license  fees  from  those  who  are  benefited  by  the  service  and 
upon  whom  the  small  license  fee  imposed  is  in  no  sense  a  burden. 
During  the  last  two  years  the  State  Warden  J^^gjtfeeJib^^^jjti^WlC 
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crease  the  number  of  deputies  by  reducing  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation allowed  to  each,  as  authorized  by  the  law  of  1901.  He 
has  bettered  the  protection  to  fish  and  game  by  increasing  his 
force  during  those  seasons  when  the  laws  are  most  subject  to 
violation  and  by  reducing  the  number  of  deputies  after  the  close 
of  the  deer  hunting  season  and  while  inland  lakes  are  not  avail- 
able to  net  fishermen.  One  result  of  the  more  strict  enforcement 
of  the  law  «s  a  material  increase  in  license  fees  paid  by  those 
whom  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  have  heretofore  evaded,  if  they 
have  not  openly  violated,  the  laws.  The  receipts  of  the  depart- 
ment also  have  been  increased  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  accurate 
records  have  made  possible  more  prompt  and  complete  account- 
ings by  county  clerks  and  others  authorized  to  is^e  licenses. 

During  the  last  year  thei'e  have  been  270  arrests  for  violation 
of  the  fish  and  game  laws ;  the  sum  of  nearly  $5,000  has  been 
collected  through  fines  and  by  sale  of  confiscated  fish  and  game. 
The  balance  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  department  is  sufficient 
to  ensure  an  enforcement  of  the  laws  until  the  period  when  hunt- 
ing licenses  again  become  due.  Every  dollar  of  receipts  is  ac- 
counted for  on  the  records,  and  every  dollar  of  expenditure  has 
been  paid  upon  sworn  vouchers  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of 
State.  The  department  has  become  more  than  self-supporting 
and,  in  the  judgment  of  those  who  long  have  interested  them- 
selves in  this  work,  it  is  providing  the  most  efficient  protection 
to  fish  and  game  ever  known  in  Wisconsin. 

I  believe  that  with  the  better  protection  of  fish  and  game 
creating  new  interest  in  this  form  of  recreation  in  Wisconsin, 
it  is  reasonable  to  expect  some  increase  in  the  amount  to  be  de- 
rived from  hunting  licenses.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the 
salary  and  expenses  of  the  Game  Warden,  amounting  to  eight- 
een hundred  dollars  annually,  be  paid  out  of  the  hunting  license 
fund.  It  is  now  paid  from  the  Treasury  and  is  the  only  expense 
connected  with  the  department  which  is  a  tax  upon  the  people. 
I  also  recommend  that  the  law  be  so  changed  that  the  o%vner  may 
hunt  upon  his  own  premises  without  the  payment  of  any  license 
fee.  While  this  may  make  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  li- 
cense fund  and  increase  the  labors  in  a  thorough  enforcement 
of  the  law,  it  certainly  seems  a  just  provision,  and  I  believe  that 
it  will  still  leave  a  sufficient  fund  to  admit  of  adopting  the  rec- 
ommendation with  reference  to  the  payment  of  the  salary  and 
expenses  of  the  Game  Warden. 
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INSPECTION  OF  ILLUMINATING  OILS. 

In  harmony  with  recommendation  by  the  Executive,  the  Leg- 
islature of  1901  revised  the  law  regulating  the  inspection  of  il- 
luminating oils.  Under  the  operation  of  the  new  law  the  w^ork 
has  been  at  least  as  ^vell  performed  as  in  previous  years,  and 
since  June  1,  1901,  when  the  new  law  took  effect,  to  January  1, 
1903,  a  period  of  eighteen  months,  without  additional  expense 
either  to  oil  dealers  or  consumers,  there  has  been  saved  to  the 
State  and  turned  into  the  general  fund  the  sum  of  $11,619.22. 
This  result  has  been  accomplished  by  reduction  of  extravagant 
compensation  to  the  Supervisor  of  Inspectors  and  to  some  of  the 
inspectors. 


GEOLOGICAL  AND  NATTTRAL  mSTOEY  SURVEY. 

This  impoilant  work  in  Wisconsin  has  been  prosecuted  inter- 
mittently, and  too  often  treated  with  indifference  by  the  public 
as  well  as  by  the  Legislature.  In  1899  an  annual  appropriation 
of  $10,000  for  the  biennial  term  was  granted  for  this  survey. 
In  1901,  no  special  recommendation  being  made,  the  Legislature 
reduced  the  appropriation  to  $5,000,  which  amount  was  inade- 
quate to  carry  on  the  work  in  hand,  and  resulted  directly  in  the 
loss  to  the  State  of  the  services  of  skilled  men  in  the  science 
who  were  making  most  satisfactory  progress  in  the  work.  Aside 
from  the  educational  value  of  this  research  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  its  completion  would  prove  a  profitable  enterprise  to  the 
State  from  purely  commercial  considerations,  and  that  the  ma- 
terial development  of  mineral  resources  would  yield  returns 
above  the  cost  merely  in  taxes  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Combined  with  this  work  I  am  of  opinion  that  some  in- 
vestigation should  be  made  along  ethnological  and  anthropolog- 
ical lines.  Within  a  few  more  years  civilization's  obliterating 
influences  will  have  removed  the  possibility  of  a  successful  con- 
duct of  this  important  historical  work. 

The  N'ational  Government,  through  its  proper  officials  having 
the  Xational  Geological  Survey  in  charge,  asks  for  State  legisla- 
tion panting  authority  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work  within 
the  State,  which  sometimes  is  interfered  with  by  unreasonable 
assertion  of  individual  rights  against  harmless  trespass  upon 
private  property.  The  propriety  of  such  legislation  requires  no 
argument. 
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LEGISLATION  FOE  CITIES. 

The  disposition  manifested  in  many  cities  to  make  the  Legis- 
lature perform  the  duties  of  boards  of  aldermen  necessitated  a 
too  frequent  exercise  of  the  veto  power  during  the  last  session. 
Changing  conditions  and  rapid  growth  in  many  cities  doubtless 
call  for  material  amendments  to  city  charters,  but  much  of  the 
difficulty  complained  of  ordinarily  can  be  remedied  by  wise 
exercise  of  the  powers  of  local  government  without  change  of 
the  general  laws,  and  trouble  is  more  frequently  caused  than 
avoided  by  multiplicity  of  enactments  relating  to  cities.  You 
are  reminded  that  the  residents  of  large  cities  with  important 
interests  involved  are  entitled  to  have  the  best  legislative  wis- 
dom and  consideration  applied  to  these  enactments.  They 
should  not  be  given  sanction  as  a  matter  of  course  upon  the 
recommendations  of  a  few  city  representatives  who  often  are 
more  likely  to  be  influenced  by  special  interests  and  personal 
arguments  than  the  representatives  from  other  districts. 

In  view  of  the  increased  value  of  the  property,  from  a  more 
fair  and  just  assessment  as  well  as  by  material  development,  it 
is  suggested  that  a  new  limitation  upon  city  indebtedness — and 
perhaps  upon  the  amount  of  tax  levy  permitted  by  law — ^may 
be  wisely  provided  by  the  Legislature. 

world's  fair  at  ST.   LOUIS. 

If  Wisconsin  is  to  participate  as  an  exhibitor  in  the  World's 
Fair  at  St.  Louis,  our  industrial  and  commercial  interests  re- 
quire, if  State  pride  would  not  impel  us,  that  we  should  make  a 
creditable  exhibition  side  by  side  with  the  other  States  of  the 
Northwest.  To  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  some  account 
of  the  preparations  being  made  by  the  State  with  which  we  will 
come  in  friendly,  but  not  less  spirited,  competition.  In  agricul- 
ture, in  dairying,  in  manufactures,  in  mineral  resources,  in 
educational  progress,  in  material  development,  in  institutions 
of  learning, — and  in  all  that  goes  to  make  a  State  rich  and 
great,  Wisconsin  has  everything  to  offer  to  the  investor  and  the 
homesecker.  But  she  can  make  no  effective  demonstration  of 
this  in  competition  with  States  which  are  planning  the  strongest 
possible  showing  without  the  expenditure  of  money  and  effort 
comparable  with  that  provided  by  her  rivals. 

When  the  sum  of  $25,000  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature for  the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair,  there  was  little  concep- 
tion of  the  proportions  which  it  would  finally  assume.  It  is 
known  today  that  in  all  respects  it  will  be  the  greatest  exposition 
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which  the  world  has  witnessed.  Its  magnitude  can  best  be 
understood  in  comparison  with  the  Columbian  Esposition  at 
Chicago.  The  grounds  occupied  by  the  Columbian  Exposition 
comprised  two  hundred  acres;  the  St  Ix)uis  Exposition  will 
cover  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres  in  area.  When  the 
Columbian  Exposition  opened  the  moneys  expended  amounted 
to  $27,500,000.  At  the  opening  of  the  World^s  Fair  in  St 
Louis  there  will  have  been  $40,000,000  expended. 

Illinois  has  appropriated  $250,000;  Iowa  $125,000;.  Minne- 
sota $50,000,  and  each  is  expected  largely  to  increase  these  aj)- 
propriations. 

Wisconsin  appropriated  $162,000  for  the  Colimabian  Exposi- 
tion, and  tlie  Wisconsin  Board  of  Managers  for  the  St.  Louis 
World^s  Fair  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  if  they  are 
to  prepare  a  creditable  display  of  the  resources  of  the  State 
an  additional  appropriation  of  at  least  $200,000  should  be  made. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  that  some  additional 
appropriation  be  made.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  increased  ap- 
propriations will  be  asked  for  educational  and  other  purposes, 
and  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  sources  of  income  with  which 
to  meet  any  increased  expenditures,  I  withhold  more  definite 
recommendation  with  respect  to  all  for  the  time  being. 

ROAD  IMPROVEMENT. 

Informiation  is  not  available  whereby  accurate  judgment  niay 
be  formed  of  the  general  effect  of  recent  legislation  to  secure 
better  roads  and  highw'ays.  Unquestionably  considerable  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  tlus  work,  but  the  good  efforts  are  almost 
exclusively  local  and  appear  to  lack  both  in  general  purpose  and 
in  effective  system.  There  is  less  agitation  of  the  subject  in 
cities  and  in  the  columns  of  the  city  press  than  in  somewhat  re- 
cent years,  but  therd  are  some  evidences  that  the  value  of  this 
improvement  is  bei'Ximing  more  generally  appreciated  in  the 
rural  districts  and  by  those  upon  whom  the  work  and  expense 
eventually  miust  fall.  Recommendation  in  the  Executive  mes- 
sage of  two  years  ago,  for  a  thorough  investigation  and  revision 
of  the  road  laws  of  the  State,  with  a  view  to  a  more  economical 
and  more  practical  expenditure  of  money  and  lalwr  already 
available,  is  renewed. 

T.AWS   RELATING   TO   MEDICAL   PRACTICE. 

The  rei)ort  of  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  to  the 
Executive  suggests  the  need  of  amendments  to  existing  laws. 
The  mefmbers  of  the  Board  are  convinced  that  good  has  been  ^(>^^^]r> 
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complislied  and  the  standard  of  the  medical  profession  witbin 
the  State  advanced  by  the  l^slation  enacted  in  1897  to  regu- 
late the  practice  of  medicine.  There  are  conflicting  provisions 
in  the  statutes,  as  well  as  lack  of  funds,  which  have  hampered 
the  work  of  the  Board,  and  when  they  are  able  to  quote,  as  they 
do,  from  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  effect  that 
the  medical  laws  are  in  a  chaotic  condition,  their  request  for 
legislative  consideration  appears  reasonable. 


JUVENILE  COUBTS. 

You  will  be  asked  to  enact  amendments  to  the  laws  providing 
for  special  courts  for  the  trial  of  juvenile  offenders.  The  need 
of  such  courts  in  Milwaukee,  and  possibly  in  some  of  the  otlier 
large  cities  of  the  State,  has  been  made  apparent  through  the 
work  of  worthy  organizations  designed  to  save  or  reclaim  home- 
less or  ill-cared  for  lx)ys  from  the  paths  of  vice  and  crime.  Th'  - 
wisdom  of  keeping  such  offenders  from  contact  with  confirmed 
criminals  is  plain,  and  the  necessary  legal  requiremjents  will,  £ 
believe,  commend  themselves  to  your  approval. 


Gentlemen,  in  conclusion  T  am  prompted  by  existing  condi- 
tions affecting  public  interests  in  this  State,  to  say  that  I  have 
endeavored  to  submit  to  you  in  plain  direct  speech  recomanenda- 
tions  for  legislation  deemed  to  be  of  supreme  importance,  which 
both  custom  and  the  Constitution  require  of  the  Executiva  Let 
us,  with  strict  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  approved 
principle,  join  in  promoting  tliose  measures  which  are  for  the 
common  good.  Excepting  to  place  before  you  from  time  to  time 
i'efeommendations  believed  worthy  of  consideration,  the  Execu- 
tive Tinist  await  the  action  of  this  body  in  mlatters  of  legis- 
lation, lionet,  in  your  hands  are  lodged  the  momentous  issues 
wliicli  press  for  right  determination  and  for  prompt  determi- 
nation. ThcJ  responsibility  is  now  yours,  but  the  performance 
of  tlio  full  measure  of  our  official  duty  requires  oo-operation. 
Wiatover  you  may  do  concerns  the  administration  and  is  of 
profound  imiportanco  to  all  interests  and  t/>  all  citizens  within 
the  Stata  In  political  contests  political  feeling  is  often  over- 
wrought, but  the  honA  of  common  public  obligation  should  in- 
spire ns  to  put  away  party  prejudice  and  should  unite  us  in 
single  purpofio  to  j=orve  with  fidelity  the  people  of  this  great 
Comm  on  wealth .

Senator  Spooner,  counsellor  of  presidents,  leader  in  the 
United  St-atcs  senate,  speaking  for  the  people  of  this  great  state, 
we^  here  and  now,  express  to  you  our  keen  appreciation  of  the 
honor  and  tlie  fame  diat  you  have  won  for  yourself  and  for 
your  state*  by  your  eminent  service  in  tlie  national  senata  We 
assure  you  that  tliere  is  \nth  us  today  but  one  opinion,  one 
sentiment.  We  admire  your  great  abilities;  we  are  proud  of 
your  honorable  career.  As  a  token  of  our  confidence,  and  es- 
teem, we  have,  for  thei  third  time,  bestowed  upon  you  tlie  great- 
i.%t  honor  tliat  we,  as  representatives  of  the  sovereign  people, 
have  it  in  our  power  to  confer  on  any  citizen.  Gentleman,  I 
now  present  to  you  your  choice  for  the  great  office  of  United 
State?  senator,  the  Honorable  John  C.  Si)ooner. 

Mr.  Spooner  said: 

Mr.  President,  Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Convention: 

If  this  remarkable  demonstration  somewhat  unmans  me,  I 
know  you  will  not  complain.  Such  a  reception  from  the  legis- 
lative representatives  of  the  great  commonwealth  of  which  wo 
are  all  so  proud,  participated  in  by  neighbors  and  other  friends, 
who  through  the  years  have  been  to  my  faults  unduly  blind 
and  to  my  virtues  unduly  kind ;  participated  in  also  by  the  en- 
thusiastic young  gentlemen  who  Come  from  that  splendid  in- 
stitution of  learning  which  crowns  the  hill  yonder,  soon  to  be- 
come their,  as  long  ago  it  became  my,  alma  mater,  would  not 
fail  to  cause  me  more  or  less  bewilderment,  to  bring  huskiness 
into  my  voice,  and  halting  in  my  speech.  If  my  heart  could 
only  speak  to  you,  then  only  could  you  know  tlie  intensity  of 
my  appreciation.  Gentlemen  of  the  convention,  your  commit- 
tee has  informed  me  that,  proceeding  under  the  constitution 
and  federal  lawi,  likewise  conforming  to  the  law  of  the  state, 
you  have  detslared  nve  to  be  duly  chosen  to  be  my  own  successor 
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in  the  senate  of  the  United  States  for  the  term,  beginning 
March  4th  next.  1  have  journeyed  a  long  way  to  speak  a  few 
words  of  thanks  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  republican  party 
of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  for  the  honor  thus  bestowed  upon 
me,  burdened  every  moment  by  the  consciousness  of  my 
inability  to  fulfill  the  mission  which  brings  me  hither.  I  ob- 
served in  a  Wisconsin  press  comment  upon  the  caucus  action 
which  made  me  your  nominee  as  a  candidate  for  the  senate, 
a  statemient  tliat  "the  republicans  of  Wisconsin  have  recog- 
nized the  debt  they  owed  to  him,  and  have  paid  that  debt  in 
full."  If  the  republican  party  U-ere  indebted  to  me,  the  ac- 
tion of  this  day  would  indeed  constitute  prodigal  and  splendid 
requittal  of  that  obligation;  but  I  am,  not  a  creditor  of  the 
republican  pai'ty  of  W^isconsin.  On  the  contrary,  the  only  debt 
which,  dying  1  know  I  cannot  pay,  is  the  debt  which  I  owe 
to  the  republican  party  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  honors 
which  it  has  showered  upon  me;  for  the  opportunities  it 
has  afforded  me  for  public  service  in  exalted  positions ;  for  the 
unreserved  confidence  which  it  has  given  me,  and  the  stead- 
fastness with  whicli,  through  good  report  and  through  evil 
report,  it  has  maintained  that  confidence,  and  not  least  that 
it  has  never  required  of  me  that  I  assmne  the  attitude  of  self- 
seeker. 

My  senatorial  record  for  the  term  soon  to  end  is  quite  mado 
up.  1  cannot  change  it.  I  am  not  satisfied  with  it.  I  wish 
that  I  had  been  able  to  do  more  and  better  service  for  the  ad- 
vancemient  of  the  public  will.  Of  course,  I  cannot  assert  that 
I  have  been  always  right  in  my  judgment,  but  I  hope  I  may 
say  without  justly  subjecting  myself  to  the  charge  of  self- 
vaunting,  that  I  have  always  endeavored  to  do  right  I  hav** 
no  clients  but  the  people,  no  desire  but  to  conserve  their  in- 
terests, no  ambition  but  to  earn  and  thereby  win  their  added 
confidence  and  respect.  I  am  inexpressibly  proud,  gentlemen 
of  the  convention,  of  the  conclusive  judgment  which  the 
republican  party  through  your  action  enters  here  today  of  its 
approval  and  continued  confidence.  All  things  considered, 
I  consider  it  an  honor  as  rare  and  as  fine  in  its  quality  as 
over  came  from  a  generous  people  to  a  trusted  public  servant, 
I  wish  I  miight  express  to  you,  and  to  the  constituents  repre- 
sented by  you,  something  of  what  is  in  my  hearts  I  can  only 
assure  you,  and  the  republican  party  of  the  state  of  Wiscon- 
sin, that  I  am  keenly  and  fully  sensible  of  the  mia^itude 
of  the  honor  which  they  and  you  have  done  me,  and  every 
phase  of  it.     A  seat  in  the  United  States  senate  is  a  position 
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of  great    dignity    and    honor,  but  it  carries  with  it  a  great 
responsibility.      To   be  one  of  ninety  men  charged  with,  the 
duty  of  formulating  and  adopting  legislation  for  seventy-six 
millions  of  people,  of  determining  public  policies  far  reach- 
.ing  in  effect,   often  complex,   and  sometimes  irrevocable,   in* 
voives  a  continued  sense  of  responsibility  frequently  oppress- 
ing, the  fulfillment  of  which  duty  requires  ,and  demands  thcJ 
painstaking  and  thorough  study  of  many  intricate  conditions, 
unremitting  industry,  great  caution,  independence  of  thought 
and  action,  and  something,  I  bog  you  to  believe,  of  personal 
service.     It  has  been  for  two  years  no  part  of  my  own  plan 
to  continue  in  it.     The  will  of  the  republican  party  of  Wis- 
consin is  othenvise,  and  their  will  to  me  is  law\     From  a  full 
heart  I  thank  them  and  you. 

You  will,  of  course,  not  expect  me  under  the  limitations 
of  this  occasion,  to  discuss  problems  of  national  policy  and 
•  legislation.  Yet  I  have  l>een  chosen  from  republicans,  and 
1  have  been  chosen  partly  be<iause  I  am  a  republican.  You 
need  not  be  told  that  I  am  in  harmony  with  the  republican 
party  of  tlie  United  States.  I  glory  in  its  history,  but  I  am 
not  blindeod  by  its  past  to  the  changed  conditions  of  the  pres- 
ent and  to  tlie  responsibility  and  new  duties  which  the  pres- 
ent brings.  The  repul)lican  party  has  ever  been  a  party  of 
constructive  genius.  That  it  will  so  remain  I  have  abiding 
faith.  It  will  adapt  established  principles  to  changed  condi- 
tions: seek  and  find  remedies  for  new  evils  and  safeguards 
for  new  dangers,  at  the  same  time  resisting  in  the  interests  of 
constitutional  government  such  radicalism  as  is  dangerous,  and 
such  tendencies  as  are  revolutionary.  1  fully  imderstand, 
gentlemen,  the  obligation  of  labor,  honor,  judgment  and  sin- 
gleness of  purpose  which  an  acceptance  of  this  great  trust  in- 
volve*^, and  I  solemnly  pledge  you,  and  through  you  the  people 
of  Wisconsin,  earnest  and  continued  effort,  limited  only  by 
my  capacity  to  ser\'0  in  the  situation  w'hich  you  have  again 
assisrned  me,  the  interests  of  all  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  and 
the  interests  of  all  the  people  of  the  United  States.  The  years 
which  have  passed  since  by  your  authority  I  took  a  seat  in  the 
senate  of  the  United  States  have  been  crowded  with  great 
events  and  wonderful  national  development  and  progress.  Our 
industrial  and  commercial  growth  has  been  wdthout  parallel 
even  in  the  history  of  this  country,  unlimitable  in  its  resources, 
and  irresistible  in  the  commercial  genius  and  energy  of  its 
people.  The  American  people  during  that  period,  inspired  by 
a  purpose  as  lofty    and    unselfish  as  any  that  has  stirred  the

heart  of  man,  lifted  the  gauge  of  battle  and  gave  ungrudgingly 
of  its  blood  and  treasure  for  the  liberty  of  Cuba,  and  the  right 
of  the  Cubans  to  establish  on  their  own  and  beautiful  island 
their  own  free  and  independent  republic. 

It  has  taken  upon  itself,  this  people  of  ours,  with  charac- 
teristic courage  in  the  interests  of  civilization,  and  upon  the 
demand  of  national  honor,  obligations,  thus  far,  burdens. 
There  came  to  us  from  the  Spanish  war,  many  problemfi  ex- 
tremely complicated,  many  of  us  thought  dangerous;  we  have 
gone  deliberately  about  their  solution.  Porto  Rico  is  a  terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  to  stand  forever  under  the  flag  of 
the  United  States  over  one  entrance  to  the  great  canal  which 
is  to  connect  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  seas.  In  the  Philippine 
archipelago,  the  work  of  education,  government  and  liberty 
goes  on  in  peace,  and  tliis  nation  is  without  a  handicap  or  legis- 
lative or  improvident  pledge  against  it  in  the  future. 

Xo  nmn  can  deny  diat  the  relation  of  the  United  States  to 
the  govemnnents  of  tlie  world  in  respect  to  power  and  influence 
during  the  last  five  years  has  utterly  changed.  But  for  that 
change  many  tilings  adverse  to  this  people  would  have  oc- 
curred. Among  others,  I  am  convinced  that  that  change  and 
the  possession  by  the  United  States  of  the  Philippine  archipel- 
ago, China  before  tliis  day  would  have  been  partitioned,  to  the 
probable  detriment  forever  to  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
United  States.  The  progress  and  events  of  the  years  from 
1897  to  Septeml)er,  11)01,  will  forever  constitute  a  thrilling 
chapter  in  the  historj^  of  this  republic,  and  for  all  tim«  on  every 
page  of  it  will  be  seen  tlie  calm,  thoughtful,  grave  face  of  Will- 
iam McKinley.  (Applause).  I  took  the  oath  of  office  as  sen-  , 
ator  on  the  day  he  took  the  oath  of  office  as  president.  I  had 
said  to  the  caucus  which  nominated  me  for  election  to  the  senate 
in  IS  J)  7,  '^Vnd  of  course,  gentlemen  of  the  caucus,  it  will  be  my 
pleasure  to  sup|x>rt  to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  administration 
of  William  !McKinley,  who  was  Wisconsin's  first  and  only  choice 
for  tJie  presidency,  and  in  w^hose  record  for  patriotism,  ability 
and  statesmanship  the  people  may  well  find  a  sure  guaranty  of 
eminent  fitness  to  administer  for  their  benefit  the  great  trust 
with  which  he  is  soon  to  he  entniste<l."  I  kept  tlie  faitli,  not 
in  fulfilment  of  a  ple<l.s:e  recklessly  given,  but  because  I  was  in 
harmony  with  his  policies  and  in  sympathy  w^ith  his  purposa 
It  will  always  be  with  me  a  source  of  pride  that  by  your  par- 
tiality it  fell  lo  my  lot  to  be  associated  in  the  public  service,  even 
though  in  a  co-ordinate  and  independent  branch  of  it,  with  this 
patriotic  American,  at  once  a  great  executive  and  a  gracious 
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and  Christian  gentleman,  whose  tragic  death  broiight  gloom  to 
every  fireside  in  America,  chilled  the  heart  of  all  civilized  people 
and  placed  the  flag  of  all  governments  at  half  mast  It  has  been 
my  pleasure  and  my  duty,  and  will  without  doubt  continue  so  to 
be  to  give  to  Theodore  Eoosevelt,  the  brave,  brilliant  and  noble 
man  who  succeeded  President  McKinley,  my  best  support  He 
seems  to  have  been  born  for  the  place,  and  he  has  brought  thtj 
utmost  of  jWLtiencei,  of  skill  and  of  mental  power  to  the  solution 
of  half  solved  problems  bequeathed  to  him  by  his  lamented 
predecessor.  He  grasps  with  strong  grasp  and  enlightened  in- 
tellect the  new  problems^  and  there  are  many  of  them,  and  will 
move  to  their  solution  in  a  manner  which  I  have  no  doubt  will 
guaranty  conservation  of  the  best  interests  of  our  people  and  the 
lasting  honor  of  our  republic. 

It  would  neither  be  gracious,  just  nor  generous  for  me  on  this 
occasion  to  omit  a  reference  to  the  colleagues  from  Wisconsin  in 
the  senate,  with  whom,  during  my  term  I  have  co-operated  for 
the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  our  commonwealth.  I  found 
John  L.  Mitchell,  although  disagi-eeraent  with  him  as  to  politics, 
a  genial  gentleman,  intelligently  attentive  to  every  interest  to 
our  people  and  of  the  state.  You  do  not  need  to  be  told  that  I 
have  found  in  his  predecessor,  Senator  Joseph  V.  Quarles,  a  gen- 
erous, quick  and  thorough  student  of  public  questions,  unremit- 
tingly attentive  to  every  detail  of  public  duty ;  always  solicitous 
for  tlie  public  interests  and  quick  to  further  themi  to  accomplish- 
ment By  his  industry  and  hard  sense  he  has  been  enabled  to 
impress  himself  on  the  whole  senate,  and  the  comrade  in  public 
service  with  whom'  constant  and  frequent  co-operation  so  im- 
portant to  the  interests  of  the  state  has  been  always  both  nat- 
urally easy  and  helpful. 

But  gentlemen,  I  was  to  attempt  only  to  thank  you  and  I  may 
not  with  propriety  longer  detain  you.

Addresses  were  made  as  follows: 
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By  Senator  Bird: 

"^^r.  President,  and  Fellow  Senators: — I  am-  aware  that  no 
distiriguislied  service  rendered,  nor  honor  attained,  entitles  me 
to  a  part  in  the  exercises  of  today,  but  merely  the  fact  tliat  I 
am  called  upon  to  represent  the  district  that  was  so  long  and 
so  well  represented  by  the  late  Senator  Stebbins.  It  is  a  pleas- 
ure to  nue  to  be  permitted  to  take  some  part  in  the  proceedings 
that  have  in  view  the  honoring  of  his  name. 

As  the  events  of  today  turn  your  minds  backward  to  former 
^dsions,  those  of  you  who  were  his  associates  see  him  again  sit- 
ting in  this  seat.,  hear  his  familar  voice,  turn  involuntarily  to 
look  ii]X)n  liim.  His  pleasing  but  strong  face  is  before  you, 
his  manly  form  comes  vividly  to  mind,  his  voice  comes  to  you 
in  tlie  record  of  public  acts,  and  in  the  private  association  of 
social  intercourse.  Invisible  to  our  eyes,  unheard  by  our  ears, 
these  voices  and  sounds  are  distinct  to  his  associates  and  you 
geem  cont^cious  of  his  presence  with  you. 

You  recall  his  honorable  and  fearless  manner  in  declaring 
his  views  upon  questions  at  issue;  nor  have  you  forgotten  that 
an  affirmation  from  him  was  sure,  while  a  negative  stood  un- 
moved. Xor  is  it  in  this  chamber  only  that  his  pei-sonality  is 
so  well  kno\\Ti,  and  his  memory  so  fondly  cherished.  Years 
of  faithful  sen'ice  in  the  assembly  have  stamped  upon  the  minds 
of  the  former  members  of  that  chamber  the  deep  impress  of 
his  nobility  and  honorable  name. 

All  of  you  loved  him  in  life,  all  of  you  ^\nsh  to  preserve  his 
memory  as  a  precious  inheritance,  to  preserve  it  unsullied,  an 
ever-present  secret  spring  of  gratitude  and  pleasure. 

Outside  of  his  political  life,  however,  it  has'  been  my  privi- 
lege to  associate  with  those  tliat  he  associated  with  in  the  busi- 
ness affairs  of  life.  As  the  proprietor  of  the  newspaper  in  his 
Ijome  to^vtl  of  Algoma,  and  as  the  one  banker  for  a  large  sec- 
tion of  country,  he  w^as  ever  prominent  before  the  citizens  of 
that  eomanunity;  and  by  no  means  of  that  community  alone, 
but  his  acquaintance  extended  through  that  entire  section  of 
the  state.  Go  w^here  you  will,  and  the  expressions  from  all 
clas<c*)  establishes  his  capability  and  honesty.  Money  in  his 
bank  was  safe  money  for  the  fanner,  the  laborer,  the  manu- 
facturer or  man  of  wealth.  For  years  he  handled  tlie  funds 
of  all  classes^  and  was  the  custodian  of  all  kinds  of  valuable 
documents.  He  was  the  treasurer,  so  to  speak,  of  the  wdde 
circle  in  which  he  moved,  without  bonds,  nor  bound  by  formial 
oath,  and  yet  bound  by  an  unswerving  regard  for  exact  justice 
that  no  conditions  could  move.  Elected  without  canvass  or 
bailor,  but  with  unanimous  consent,  he  so  discharged  his  duties 
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that  no  whisper  of  dishonor,  no  taint  of  betrayed  trust  is  any- 
where heard,  while  instead  it  is  the  commendation  of  all  men. 

That  he  had  opinions  to  express  publicly  through  the  col- 
umjifl  of  his  paper,  and  that  he  expressed  them  fairly,  fully, 
and  truly  no  one  that  knew  him  will  for  a  moment  doubt.  But 
if  error  crept  in  (and  humanity  has  not  yet  reached  above  the 
entanglements  of  error),  the  frankness  and  the  fairness  manifest 
in  his  purposes,  disarmed  critics,  and  won  friendship  and  con- 
fidence. 

His  graduation  from  the  naval  academy  fitted  him  for  serv- 
ice aij  a  naval  officer  in  the  (-ivil  war.  During  tliose  four  dark 
years,  he  served  with  honor  on  several  United  States  battle- 
ships, not  leaving  the  service  until  January,  1866,  some  months 
after  hostilities  had  ceased.  We  honor  the  man  who,  on  land 
or  sea,  risks  his  life  (for  what  sacrifice  can  be  greater?)  in 
the  defense  of  his  own,  his  native  land, — the  good  land  that  is 
our  inlieritance.  Senator  Stebbins  never  afiked  for,  nor  wished 
to  receive,  either  boimty  or  pension  in  any  form. 

But  we  all  know  that  in  all  ptases  of  public  life,  whether 
political,  or  in  business  affairs,  the  surrounding  conditions,  to 
some  degree,  mjodify  our  actions.  Perhaps  this  was  less  so 
v;ith  him  tlian  with  most  of  us;  but  it  is  in  the  home  life,  in 
the  domestic  associations,  that  the  i*eal  promptings  of  our  inner 
natures  and  inclinations  invariably  control  and  govern  us. 
Touching  along  these  lines,  in  regard  to  our  departed  friend, 
let  ni3  read  you  the  words  of  her,  whose  life  was  one  with  his, 
and  who,  more  than  it  was  possible  for  any  other  to  be,  was 
in  close  association  with  the  real  man.  From  her  words  I 
venture  to  use  extracts  before  his  friends  and  associates,  al- 
thou2:h  not  so  intended  by  the  writer: 

'^llo  was  a  devoted,  kind  and  loving  husband;  our  home  was 
our  world,  our  heaven  on  earth,  and  always  a  place  of  rest  to 
hini),  after  his  long  hours  of  labor  at  the  desk,  or  a  journey 
on  public  or  private  affairs.  Humble  though  it  is,  it  was  a 
happv  home,  and  made  so  by  his  dear  presence. 

''lie  was  always  so  appreciative  (though  of  few  words)  of 
any  kindness  sho\ni  him  at  home  or  by  his  friends.  One  in- 
cident along  this  line  that,  occurred  during  his  life  at  Madi- 
son, he  felt  very  deeply.  On  his  sixty-sixth  birthday,  his  asso- 
ciates in  the  senate  presented  hirii  with  a  gold-h^uied  cana 
He  was  so  suiprise^l!  He  said  to  me,  'How  did  they  know 
it  was  my  birthday  ?  Did  you  have  anything  to  do  with  this 
denioTJstration  V  When  assured  that  it  was  as  great  a  surprise 
to  me  as  to  hims^elf,  with  tears  filling  his  eyes  and  coursing 
down  his  cheeks  ho  said :     'They  mean  this — ^they  surely  mean 
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it,  don't  they^'  While  some  would  have  responded  fluently, 
he  could  not  speak;  his  heart,  so  strong  to  meet  the  obstacles 
and  diflBculties  of  life,  was  overcome  with  gratitude  at  this  ex- 
hibition of  kindness,  and  love,  on  the  part  of  his  associates. 

''None  ever  came  to  him  for  help  or  advice,  and  went  un- 
satisfied away.  Always  giving  his  best;  generous  to  a  fault — 
so  it  seemed  to  me.  These  traits  made  him'  friends  wherever 
he  went,  but  doubly  endeared  him  to  those  nearest  to  him,  and 
too  dear  for  words  to  express  to  her  who  pens  you  these  lines. 

"He  has  new  passed  away  from  the  home  he  loved,  and  the 
great  sorrow  that  bears  down  upon  me  seems,  sometimes,  more 
than  one  human  being  can  bear." 

But,  senators  and  friends,  w^hile  the  headstone  in  the  church- 
yard at-  liis  homo  bears  the  name  of  DeWayne  Stebbins,  and 
l)eneath  it  cold  and  still  rests  the  form  of  him  who  was  so 
much  loved  and  so  much  honored  in  life,  yet  the  real  man  lives 
on,  lives  still,  and  is  and  ever  will  be  a  force  and  aSi  influence 
in  the  scenes  of  real  Ufa 

The  world  of  today  is  but  the  combination  of  the  labors  of 
the  multitude  that  have  passed  before  us;  and  he,  having  added 
his  full  quota  of  labor  and  service  to  this  great  force,  has  now 
ceased  from  participating  in  life's  activities;  but  the  impress 
of  his  character,  his  individuality,  the  results  of  his  efforts, 
the  real  man  that  never  dies,  has  now  become  a  part  of  this 
great  force, — is  with  us  today,  will  never  die  until  eternity  is 
no  mora 

TJiis  higher  and  truer  view  enables  us  to  truthfully  say 
that  ''weeping  may  endure  for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the 
morning." 


I»y  Senator  Kreutzer: 

When  the  senate  adjourned  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1901, 
and  good-byes  w^ere  said,  no  thought  came  to  us  that  the  first 
of  those  who  belonged  to  that  body  to  be  summoned  to  the 
great  beyond  would  be  the  honorable  senator  from  the  first 
senatorial  tlistrict,  Senator  Stebbins.  I,  a  young  man  then 
without  legislative  experience,  met  him  for  the  first  time  during 
the  great  contest  for  United  States  senator  in  1899.  Putting  his 
hand  on  my  shoulder  one  day,  he  said  to  me  "My  boy,  be  care- 
ful, get  your  bearings  well.  I  am  an  older  man  than  you. 
There  are  here  many  opportunities  to  make  mistakes  that  may 
influence  your  whole  life ;  if  I  can  be  of  service  in  anyway,  be 
free  to  call  on  me."  There  you  have  the  man.  A  firmi  friend 
to  young  men,  and  full  of  consideration  for  the  welfare  of 
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others.     2s  o  one  could  fail  to  respect  him  who  knew  him  in  pub- 
lic or  private  life.     Jt  was  a  familiar  saying  that  you  always 
knew  where  Siebbins  stood.     He  examined  into  all  matters  of 
legislation  carefully,  and  when  convinced  that  a  thing  was  righi; 
he  set  out  to  do  it.     He  never  "played  to  the  galleries"  to  ob- 
tain political  favor,     lie  was  tolerant  of  those  who  might  dif- 
fer with  him.       He  was  a  quiet,  imassuming,  sincere,  honest 
man.     1  can  see  him  today  as  he  lay  in  liis  beautiful  casket^ 
natural  as  life.     His  was  a  peaceful  death;  the  ravishes  of  dis- 
ease and  pain  ^\iere  spared  him  by  kind  providence.     Tlhe  citi- 
zen, soldier,  honest  public  sei-vanc  looked  calm  and  life-like  in 
death.     1  was  moved  to  hold  out  my  hand,  as  I  so  often  did 
during  tlie  two  sessions  I  was  with  him,  and  say  ''Good  morning, 
Senator.''     He  died  beloved  by  those  who  knew  him  best.     xSo 
better  tribute  could  be  paid  him  tlian  Uio  long  line  of  carriages 
and  the  largo  concourse  of  people  composed  of  his  neighbors  at 
home  and  Iriends  froiu  distant  parts,  who  fallowed  his  remains 
from  his  nwxiest  yet  elegant  home  to  Ids  last  resting  place  on 
tlio  brow  of  a  little  hill.     There  in  the  centre  of  a  grove  of 
splendid  pines,  overlooking  the  waters  of  Lake  Michigan,  which 
ho  loved  so  well,  this  sturdy  man  was  laid  to  rest,  the  gentle 
breezes  playing  upon  the  boughs,  of  the  solera^i  pine  trees  sang 
his  requiem  as  mother  earth  received  him  back  to  her  bosom. 
The  iniluenco  of  such  a  life  never  dies ;  it  leaves  its  impress  upon 
the  world.     He  entered  into  active  official  service  as  a  senator 
from  his  district  and  was  as  willing  to  do  work  as  to  give  advice, 
and  he  bore  manfully  his  share  of  the  responsibilities  in  civil  af- 
fairs, and  in   them. fulfilled   the   duties   of   good    citizenship. 
Charity  was  the  corner-stone  of  his  daily  life.     May  we  all  seek 
to  eniulate  these  virtues  so  that  when  the  death  summons  comes 
it  may  be  said  of  us,  as  we  say  of  him,  he  died  leaving  behind 
sweet  memories  only. 


By  Senator  Martin : 

I  desire  to  pay  a  brief  but  sincere  tribute  to  a  friend,  not 
only  my  friend,  but  yours,  the  lat^  Senator  Stebbins. 

The  sea  has  nursed  the  most  valorous  of  men.  It  educates  in 
courage  and  gives  a  profound  sense  of  duty.  The  influences  of 
his  early  life,  of  sailor  and  soldier,  were  very  marked  upon 
Senator  Stebbins.  He  performed  his  duties  here  as  senator 
with  the  same  faithfulness  he  did  those  of  sailor,  soldier  and 
citizen. 

But  it  is  not  so  much  of  these  qualities  that  I  desire  to  speak. 
I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  him  as  a  friend  rather  than  as  a  soldier 
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or  statesman.  I  may  have  met  him  before,  but  never  intimiately 
or  in  close  personal  contact  until  four  yeai-s  ago  this  January. 
Almost  at  the  iirst  meeting  we  became  close  personal  friends. 
We  seemed  to  have  known  each  other  alw^ays,  and  I  believe  our 
friendship  will  go  on  forever.  It  was  a  family  friendship  as 
v.ell  because  1  thought  almost  as  much  of  his  loving  faithful 
mfe  as  I  did  of  him.  It  happened  also  that  when  my  wife 
visited  in  Madison,  she  met  Mrs.  Stebbins  and  fell  in  love  with 
her,  and  thought  almost  as  much  as  I  did  of  the  senator. 

is^Jt  often  after  40  do  we  meet  a  man  who  comes  as  close  to  us 
as  tlie  friends  of  our  boyhood  or  young  manhood.     We  seemed 
to  have  been  beys  together.     We  were.     Senator  Stebbins  w^as  a 
man  who  could  never  grow  old.     He  would  die  first,  and  he  did. 
He  was  a  man  of  wide  and  ripe  experience  in  the  affairs  and 
experiences  of  life — bluff,  persistent,  stubborn  and  imcompromis- 
iiig  even,  at  times — ^yet  with  a  head  clear  and  a  heart  pure  with. 
the  honesty  and  straightforwardness  of  childhood.     It  is  one  of 
thecomjx*nsations  of  life  to  meet,  know^  and  enjoy  the  friendship 
(>i  such  men.     Senator  Stebbins  was  an  honor  to  the  comanunity 
ni  which  he  live<l,  to  this  senate  and  to  his  statQ.    He  was  quali- 
tieii  for  higher  honors  than  he  attained.     A  man  of  strong  con- 
victions and  marked  characteristics,  his  powder  would  have  been 
tVlt  in  w^hatever  station  he  filled.     He  would  have  been  an  honor 
t<»  a  Unito<l  States  senate  as  w^ell  as  a  state  senate,  if  opportun- 
ity had  offered.     Had  he  remained  in  the  navy  and  Admiral 
Dewey  resigned  and  come  to  Wisconsin,  and  had  he  been  in 
Dewey's  place,  the  victory  at  Manila  Bay  would  have  been  the 
same,  the  hero's  name  would   have   been   Stebbins   instead   of 
Dewey. 

Who,  that  knew  him  can  forget  the  Senator  and  friend  with 
the  merry  twinkle  in  his  eye,  the  ever  following  quaint  and  perti- 
nent savings  that  fell  from  his  tongue,  with  much  of  mischief 
hut  nothing  of  malice  in  themt,  with  which  he  regaled  and  in- 
-tructed  his  friends.  To  really  know  him  was  to  love  him,  and 
this  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  highest  attribute  of  friendship. 


By  Senator  McGillivray : 

Mr.  President  and  Senators : — Wisconsin  is  ever  proud  of  her 
citizens,  and  especially  her  soldier  and  sailor  dead. 

We  memiorialize  today  one  of  the  nation's  bravest  defenders. 
Fnder  Farragut  he  foueht  a  victorious  battle  for  the  union.  He 
served  his  country  faithfully  and  well,  and  the  citizens  of  his 
country  will  not  forget  him'  now  that  he  has  gone  to  meet  the 
Great  Commander. 
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Mr.  President:  Men  are,  in  a  large  degree,  what  they  make 
themselves.  1  am  willing  to  admit  that  geniuses  and  poets  are 
bom,  not  made ;  but  it  is  fair  to  say,  that  the  man.  who  starts  out 
with  a  firm  determination  that  he  will  be  a  man  among  men ; 
that  he  ^vill  be  honest  and  faithful  to  his  country ;  that  he  will 
carve  out  his  own  destiny ;  that  he  will  do  his  b^t  to  make  the 
world  better  by  his  example  of  good  citizenship;  that  he  wiU 
labor  to  make  the  most  of  the  ability  given  him,  is  the  best  type 
of  manhood  and  will  leave  to  the  rising  generation  the  best  ex- 
ample. 

Senator  Stebbins  made  no  pretensions  to  genius,  nor  oratory, 
but  he  was  an  honest  and  faithful  man,  with  more  than  ordinary 
ability  in  business  and  public  life  and  stood  always  for  the  right 

During  all  his  life,  private  and  public,  with  whomsoever  he 
labored,  or  lived,  or  whomsoever  he  served,  all  respected  and 
trusted  himk  lie  was  cool  headed,  yet  strong  in  his  convictions. 
In  all  his  proposed  investments  he  explored  for  himself ;  he  was 
his  own  counselor,  and  depended  upon  his  own  judgmlent  in 
making  his  investments.  lie  was  faithful  in  contracts,  whether 
written  or  verbal,  and  held  them  sacred  and  observed  them  with 
the  strictest  fidelity. 

He  was  strictly  honest  and  was  not  long  in  establishing  a  rep- 
utation which  gained  for  him  all  the  credit  he  needed  to  con- 
duct his  business.  His  credit  was  so  well  established  that  dur- 
ing the  last  panic,  when  banks  were  failing  all  over  the  state,  he 
went  to  a  friend  in  Oshkosh  and  obtained  $20,000  without  even 
the  scratch  of  a  pen  as  security,  purely  on  his  word,  to  help  pull 
his  bank  through  the  crisis. 

He  was  a  man  thoroughly  familiar  with  men,  and  knew  how 
to  get  close  to  them.  Having  been  poor  himself,  he  was  the 
friend  of  the  poor  and  met  them  the  same  as  he  did  the  rich,  al- 
ways recognizing  the  fact  that  character  and  honesty  are  the  true 
standard  to  measure  by. 

As  a  senator  we  can  give  testimony  as  to  his  fidelity  to  the 
duties  of  the  high  office  with  which  he  was  intrusted.  On  comt- 
mattees  his  services  were  regarded  as  invaluable  on  account  of 
his  large  experience  in  business  affairs,  his  careful  attention  to 
that  which  was  assigned  to  him,  and  his  quiet  way  of  bringing 
about  the  i-esults  which  he  thought  were  best  for  the  welfare  of 
the  state,  made  him  dear  to  his  constituents  and  the  senators  who 
knew  him. 

Mr.  President:  Senator  Stebbins'  public  career  was  one  of 
great  usefulness.  He  was  a  true  husband,  a  good  citizen,  a 
brave  soldier,  a  square  business  man,  a  faithful  public  officer, 
and  of  more  than  ordinary  ability  as  a  senator,  and  a  true  friend, 
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and  our  wi^h  today  is  that  there  were  more  like  him  to  sweeten 
life'?:  labor  with  true  manhood. 

But  death  has  wrought  the  great  change  and  he  is  with  us  no 
more.  To  our  spiritual  vision  it  is  the  laying  aside  the  gar- 
ments of  a  brief  life  and  the  putting  on  the  robes  of  immortality, 
whicli  must  come  to  us  all.  It  never  comes  bidden ;  it  came  to 
him  without  w^aming,  suddenly,  but  I  trust  it  found  him  with 
the  decks  cleared  and  ready  for  action.  The  best  consolation  we 
can  draw  from  his  death  is  the  lesson  he  gave  to  the  living  by  his 
faithful  life. 

It  is  a  consolation  to  those  who  mourn,  that  though  he  has 
passe<l  through  tlie  Valley  of  Death  he  still  lives, — lives  in  tho 
fragrance  which  his  helpful  life  shed ;  lives  in  a  loving  remem- 
brance of  those  who  best  knew  him ;  lives  in  a  higher,  purer,  un- 
ending life  of  w^hich  this  is  only  the  beginning. 

"For  he  who  gives  his  life  at  Duty's  call, 
Lives  while  he  dies,  and  conquers  in  defeat; 
And  he  who  loves  the  right  more  than  all  else. 
Shall  win  at  last  the  eternal  crown  of  life." 

Tlien  let  us  say — 

"Cover  the  embers. 
And  put  out  the  light, — 
Toil  comes  with  the  morning 
And  rest  with  the  night; 
The  book  is  completed, 
And  closed,  like  the  day; 
And  the  hand  that  has  written  it 
Lays  it  away."

By  Senator  Hat  ten : 

Mr.  President  and  Senators:  Having  been  a  member  of 
the  senate  during  the  two  sessions  while  Lieutenant  Gfovemor 
Stone  presided  and  having  become  acquainted  with  him  as  an 
official  and  as  a  friend,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  found  him  a 
gentleman  of  high  character,  sincerely  devoted  to  his  official 
duties,  and  I  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  unite  with  you  in  pay- 
ing honor  to  his  memory. 

Wisconsin  is.  richly  endowed  by  nature  in  material  things, 
is  rich  in  the  quality  of  her  citizeais,  men  of  courage,  forti- 
tude and  civic  virtue  who,  without  ostentation  or  self  seek- 
ing, discharge  the  duties  of  citizen,  participating  in  the  activi- 
ties of  the  communities  in  which  they  live,  sharing  the  respon- 
sibilities and  the  burdens. 

Such  a.  mian  was  Lieutenant  Governor  Stone;  he  served  the 
public'  in  niany  official  positions,  and  at  all  times  his  acts 
showed  that  he  was  deeply  interested  in  the  general  welfare. 

In  presiding  over  the  senate,  he  revealed  to  the  members 
a  kindly  consideration  of  the  rights  and  opinions  of  others,  and 
by  his  just  rulings  oomraianded  the  respect  of  all.  He  honored 
the  official  positions  which  he  held,  and  the  state  honored 
him  in  life,  and  today   expresses    throu^   us,  its   representa- 
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tives,  sorrow  over  the  loss  of  a  faithful,  conscientious  official. 

Official  position  is  not,  however,  his  chief  claiin  upon  us 
for  remembrance,  for  he  left  a  greater  inheritance  in  his  high 
moral  character,  liie  purity  of  his  private  life  and  his  devo- 
tion to  his  family,  revealing  the  nobility  of  his  character.  He 
looked  to  the  future  with  confident  hope  and,  "sustained  and 
soothed  by  an  unfaltering  trust.,"  he  approached  the  grave, 
"Like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about  him  and 
lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams." 

To  her,  the  companion  of  his  life,  who,  by  her  devotion,  her 
tact  and  refining  influence,  made  the  happy  home  in. which 
there  is  now  a  vacant  chair;  to  h^r-and  to  the  family,  we  oflfer 
our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  great  bereavement. 


By  Senator  Merton^ 

Mr.  President:  Once  more  we  are  called  upon  to  mourn 
with  those  that  mourn,  and  weep  with  those  that  weep,  be- 
cause Wisconsin  has  lost  one  of  her  noblest  sons,  one  who  stood 
in  the  foremost  ranks  not  only  of  a  great  party,  but  also 
of  a  great  people ;  for  Jesse  Stone,  the  mian  elected  as  lieuten- 
ant governor  of  the  state  of  Wiscansin,  for  his  second  term 
in  1900,  is  no  more.  His  life  work  is  done.  He  rests  from 
his  labors,  and  his  works  do  follow  him. 

Bom  of  humible  pajenti^,  yet,  by  his  own  incessant  labor 
and  perseverance  and  honest:^  of  heart  and  purpose,  he  became 
one  of  the  great  leaders  of  his  party.  He  was  a  success  in 
whatever  he  undertook;  in  business  he  prospered  and  was 
looked  upon  as  a  strong,  successful  business  man.  In  church 
affairs  he  was  looked  up  to  as  a  faithful,  honest,  sincere  Chris- 
tian gentleman,  and  in  party  politics  he  was  called  the  leader, 
and  by  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  a  statesman;  and  I  appre- 
hend it  was  all  due  to  his  honesty  of  purpose  in  all  his  un- 
dertakings. He  strictly  believed  in  being  honest  in  every- 
thing. It  was  the  motto  and  principle  of  his  life.  Deceit  was 
not  one  of  the  tenets  of  his  faith,  but  what  he  did  he  wanted 
to  be  in  the  open,  so  that  all  the  world  might  see  and  knjoiw 
where  he  stood. 

He  was  a  republican  because  he  believed  in  the  principles 
of  that  party,  and  yet,  while  being  sudi  a  staunch  republi- 
can, he  was  willing  to  accord  to  any  person  of  anothec  polit- 
ical faith  the  same  privileges  of  standing  for  principles  as 
he  might  see'  them,  as  himself.  And  he  had  great  respect 
for  those  who  differed  from  him',  provided  they  were  honesty 
but  he  had  no  patience  with  subterfuges,  deceit  and  evasion 
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of  questions.  Hb  idea  was  to  meet  every  question  as  it  coniies 
•to  one  in  life  with  an  honesty  of  purpose,  of  mind  aaid  heart, 
and  decide  it  as  best  one  might  under  the  light  given  him, 
always  with  the  aim  and  purpose  that  it*  should  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  humanity  and  of  his  country. 

His  idea  was  that  it  was  not  all  of  life  to  live,  nor  aU  of 
death  to  die,  but  rather  that  one  should  make  the  mjost  of  life,  . 
80  that  the  world  might  be  better  because  he  had  lived  in 
it.  Always  doing  something  to  elevate  human  charaxjter,  to 
raise  mankind  upon  a  higher  plane  of  living.  To  have  thanii 
see  their  duty  clearly  and  live  up  to  the  convictions  of  their 
nrinds  and  hwirts,  to  do  that  which  is  best  for  miankind.  What 
an  example  he  has  left  behind  him  to  the  young  and  rising 
generation  of  this  American  republic,  and  especially  to  our 
state,  that  no  miatter  how  humble  may  be  the  birth,  yet, 
with  a  firm  determination  of  the  youth  of  this  land  to  live 
for  something  that  is  noble  and  good  and  pure,  and  to  be  hon- 
est in  the  business  transactions  of  life;  to  be  honest  with  him- 
self, honest  with  his  neighbor,  honest  with  his  God,  will  bring 
its  own  reward.  He  not  only  believed  in  making  mankind 
better,  but  he  also  thoroughly  believed  in  that  Divine  Provi- 
denoe  which  rules  and  changes  and  manages  the  affairs  of  this 
world  to  a  higher  degree  than  perhaps  any  of  us  are  aware. 
If  he  had  been  asked  why  he  did  believe  in  that  Divine  Provi- 
dence, he  perhaps  would  have  said,  as  I  say  now,  with  an- 
other who  wrote,  Is  there  no  Divine  Providence?  Is  exist- 
ence upon  this  earth  all  there  is  to  life?  No,  it  cannot  be 
that  ottr  life  is  a  bubble  cast  up  by  the  ocean  of  eternity  to 
•  float  for  a  momient  upon  its  waves,  and  then  sink  into  noth- 
ingness; else  why  these  high  and  glorious  aspirations  that 
leap  like  angels  from  the  temple  of  our  hearts,  forever  wan- 
dering and  unsatisfied.  Why  is  it  that  the  rainbow  of  the 
clouds  comes  over  us  with  a  beauty  that  is  not  of  earth,  then 
passes  off,  leaving  us  to  muse  upon  their  loveliness?  Why 
is  it  that  the  stars  which  hold  their  midnight  festival  around 
the  midnight  throne  set  above  the  grasp  of  our  limited 
faculties,  forever  miocking  us  with  their  unapproachable  glory  ? 
And  finally,  why  is  it  that  the  bright  forms  of  hiunan  beauty 
presented  to  us  are  taken  from  us,  leaving  the  thousand 
streams  of  our  affections  to  _  flow  back  in  Alpine  torrents 
upon  our  herats?  Yes,  we  were  bom  for  a  higher  destiny 
than  eartli ;  there  is  a  realm  where  the  rainbow  never  fades ; 
where  the  stars  are  spread  before  us  like  islands  that  slum- 
ber upon  the  ocean,  and  where  the  beautiful  forms  presented 
to  our  view  will  forever  remain  in  our  presence. 
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Any  while  ho  has  passed  from  us,  yet  the  influences  grow- 
ing out  of  his  life  will  remain  forever.  Indeed,  I  believe 
Avith  him,  that  there  are  no  dead. 

Tne  summer  flowers  may  wither  and  decay, 
They  only  wait,  through  wintry  hours. 
The  coming  of  the  May. 

This  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mor- 
tal must  put  on  imanortality.  And  though  he  did  not  live, 
perhaps,  as  long  as  some  have,  and  scarcely  up  to  the  allotted 
time  of  mankind,  yet  life  should  not  be  measured  by  years^ 
but  by  what  has  been  done  during  the  time  we  were  permitted 
here  to  stay.  And  the  years  to  him;  were  years  full  of  honor, 
and  who  can  doubt  that  by  his  character,  his  example,  and 
his  life  he  still  lives  as  in  the  natural  world?  And  as  w^hen 
the  t\^alight  fades  and  the  night  comes  on,  the  stars  invisible 
by  day  appear,  so  as  .the  time  ajypointed  for  all  the  living 
draws  nigh,  Christian  faith  brings  forlh  the  brightness  and 
radiance  of  the  future  life,  and  the  watch-worn  sentinel  puts 
off  his  armor  and  enters  into  eternal  rest. 

We  saw  not  the  angels  that  welcomed  him  there; 

The  Gates  of  the  City  we  could  not  see, 
But  we  know  he  is  safe  on  the  further  shore 

Where  all  the  just  and  ransomed  be. 

In  his  death  the  community  where  he  resided  has  lost  a 
faithful  citizen  and  a  faithful  friend;  his  family  have  lost 
a  loving  husband  and  a  kind  father,  and  the  state  has  lost 
one  of  her  noblest  st«t«sm>en;  the  republican  party  has  lost 
one  of  her  best  leaders:  m/ankind  has  lost  a  sturdy  advocate 
of  that  which  is  right  and  true  and  noble.  Yet,  with  it  all 
we  say  his  life  will  indeed  continue.  For  his  life  was  fruit- 
ful, not  only  of  liimself,  but  all  those  who  surrounded  him. 
His  idea  was  always  to  build  up  himian  character,  to  make  man- 
kind better  and  leave  the  world  better  by  reason  of  his  having 
lived  in  it,  and  so,  when  the  eve  of  life  had  come,  he  heard  the 
Master  say,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant;  enter  thou 
into  the  joys  of  thy  Lord."  He  is  not  dead ;  it  is  only  transi- 
tion from  this  to  another  world,  and  comparing  the  eve  of  his 
life,  T  can  find  no  better  comparison  that  the  setting  of  the  sun 
upon  a  bright  summer  eve;  as  he  lingers  for  a  moment  in  the 
^vestem  horizon,  and  looking  back  over  the  day  that  has  pasppt^ 
and  gone,  how  he  has  brought  joy  and  peace  and  comfort  to  the 
unjust  the  same  as  to  the  just;  brought  gladness  to  the  beasta  in 
the  field  and  the  flowers  that  bloom  on  the  hillside,  and  well 
satisfied  with  the  work  that  he  has  done,  sinks  behind  the  west- 
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em  hills,  only  to  burst  in  another  moment  upon  a  new  world 

Avith  renewed  splendor.     And  so  in  closing  for  our  deceased 

brother,  the  able  citizen,  the  ti-ue  statesman,  the  business  man, 

the  good  and  consistent  Christian,  the  honest  man,  not  altogether 

in  sorrow,  but  with  an  undertone  of  triumph  and  joy  we  say 

not  the  cold  English  word  "Farewell,"  but  that  gentle,  loving 

German  phrase,  "Auf  wiedersehen/'  trusting  vnth  an  assured 

faith  that  if  we  follow  his  example,  profit  by  his  blameless  life, 

in  that  happier  and  better  world  we  shall  meet  again. 


By  Senator  Wliitehead : 

Mr.  President:  Tayo  years  ago  Governor  Stone  stood  in  the 
place  which  you  now  occupy,  and  he  used  these  words,  "As  the 
hour  has  now  arrived  when  we  must  part  with  a  last  farewell  I 
will  declare  Ihis  senate  adjourned  sine  die."  I  think  it  was 
evident  to  Governor  Stone's  friends  during  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature  that  his  bodily  powers  were  daily  waning.  And 
when  he  uttered  those  words  I  doubt  not  that  his  own  mind 
prompted  him  to  express  the  thought  that  for  him  at  least  it 
was  a  last  farewell  to  public  service.  His  bodily  weakness 
gained  on  him  rapidly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature 
and  scarcely  a  year  had  rolled  round  before  he  was  dead. 

Mr.  President,  the  death  of  a  public  servant  does  not  inter- 
rupt the  course  of  our  public  affairs.  There  is  a  succession  in 
these.  The  persons  who  fill  these  stations  are  not  determined 
for  us  by  the  accident  of  birth,  but  are  fixed  by  a  law  of  mind, 
of  character  and  of  fitness.  Our  people  obey  this  law.  It  is  a 
notable  tribute  to  the  institutions  of  our  state  that  the  men  who 
occupy  these  high  positions  are  suited  to  them.. 

In  our  great  state  where  so  manf  races  coalesce,  where  so 
many  characteristics  of  the  different  nationalities  enter  into  the 
eomjx>sition  of  our  social  and  political  system,  we  have  what 
the  philosophers  call  a  people  of  a  composite  character.  Our 
thought  becomes  composite.  Our  institutions  are  a  composite 
result. 

I  think  of  Wisconsin,  and  of  all  these  nationalities  that  have 
blended  heris  to  make  our  state,  with  pride.  I  think  of  the  op- 
TX)rtunitie8  which  are  equal  to  the  ambitions  and  desires  of  all 
hearts  and  minds  with  gratitude. 

ifr.  President,  that  you  sit  in  the  place  that  you  do  today  is 
a  tribute  to  Wisconsin.  That  your  predecessor,  Jesse  Stone, 
had  the  same  honorable  office  was  a  like  tribute  to  our  common- 
wealth. He  was  bom  in  Ensrland.  You  were  bom  in  Norway. 
He  and  you  were  preceded  by  Governor  Baensch,  a  native  son 
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of  Wisconsin.  Within  the  period  of  my  service  in  this  senate 
we  have  you  and  we  have  had  them  as  our  presiding  otBicers^ 
each  the  offspring  of  widely  differing  conditions.  And  I  read 
again  the  words  which  Governor  Stone  pronounced  when  ho 
called  the  last  session  to  order,  "We  are  here  representing  the 
interests  of  the  whole  state.  It  has  been  one  of  the  glories  of 
Wisconsin  legislatures,  and  I  trust  will  continue  to  be,  that  it 
has  ever  recognized  in  its  work  the  great  truth  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  any  section  of  the  state  can  only  be 'truly  served  by 
promoting  the  welfare  of  the  state  as  a  whole."  The  man  who 
could  speak  those  sentences  and  whose  mind  could  comprehend 
the  full  meaning  of  those  words  was  in  every  way  worthy  to 
preside  over  the  highest  legislative  body  of  the  state.  We  felt 
the  force  of  the  example,  of  the  silent  influence  of  his  methods 
of  thought     Such  a  man  was  bound  to  be  a  power  for  good. 

Senators  come  and  senators  go  but  the  great  state  of  Wiscon- 
sin continues  to  be  the  steadfast  mother  which  we  all  cherish. 
I  point  you  to  the  motto  "Forward."  Do  you  not  see  it  empha- 
sized and  illustrated  in  the  succession  of  men  who  fill  the  sta- 
tions of  power  in  our  state. 

But  Governor  Stone  was  not  chiefly  thought  of  by  us  who 
were  associated  with  him  here  as  lieutenant  governor  of  the 
state  and  as  the  man  whose  office  was  second  only  in  honor,  but 
in  an  affectionate  and  kindly  way  we  were  accustomed  to  speak 
of  him  simply  as  "Jesse  Stone."  Herein  lay  our  real  tribute  to 
his  A\T>rth,  to  his  serenity  of  character  and  to  his  personal  worth 
which  ought  not  to  be  overlooked  on  an  occasion  like  this. 

It  was  my  privilege  within  a  day  or  two  of  the  last  in  which 
he  retained  his  miental  poise  to  sit  by  his  bedside  with  his  fam- 
ily and  another  friend.  He  conversed  with  me  cheerfully.  1 
was  charmed  by  the  patience  and  the  sweetness  which  charac- 
terized him  then.  He  knew  that  his  steps  to  the  grave  were 
but  few. 

He  has  gone  but  his  life  and  memory  remain.  Winter 
has  spread  a  mantle  of  snow  over  his  mouldering  remains 
but  our  hearts  are  not  chilled  by  such  a  thought  Rather- 
are  we  warmed  and  cheered  by  the  memories  that  remain  to  us 
of  the  depth  of  his  tenderness,  of  the  riches  of  his  mind  and  of 
the  whiteness  and  purity  of  his  character.

REPORT  OF  THE  GOOD  ROADS  COMMISSION-  TG 
THE  LEGISLATURE. 

To  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

The  commission  appointed  by  the  governor,  under  Joint  Res- 
olution, No.  43,  S.,  1901,  to  investigate  the  question  of  the  im- 
provement of  county  roads,  and  to  report  such  recommendations 
to  this  session  of  the  legislature  as  they  might  deem  wise  and 
feasible,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  on  February  5,  1902,  the  chairman  called  the  commis- 
sion together  at  Madison  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  for  the- 
work.  The  members  of  the  commission  were  each  assigned  a 
subject,  with  instructions  to  report  upon  it  at  the  expiration  of 
five  months,  or  at  the  call  of  the  chairman,  as  follows: 

Senator  McGillivray,  Chairman — "An  Amendment  to  the- 
Constitution." 

J.  W.  Thomas— "The  County  System." 

W.  J.  Middleton-— "Cost  of  Roads  Composed  of  Clay,  or 
other  Substances." 

Senator  Wylie — "Are  Good  Roads  Beneficial  to  the 
Farmers  ?" 

C  W.  Harvey — Cost  of  Macadamizing  Roads." 

The  commission  was  called  together  by  the  chairman  on  Janu- 
ary 29,  1903,  and  the  following  reports  were  submitted: 

Chatrmax  McGilt.ivray's  Report. 

I  find,  upon  making  an  investigation  of  the  subject,  that  the- 
best  progress  made  in  the  building  of  good  roads  is,  where  the 
state  has  supervision  and  aids  in  the  construction  by  contribut- 
ing a  portion  of  the  cost. 

States  that  Give  Aid.  , 

The  following  are  the  states  that  have  power  to  aid  in  road 
building:     New  Jersey,    Massachusetts,   Rhode   Island,   New      , 
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York  and  California.  Legislation  was  also  sought  last  year  in 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  Kansas,  Delaware,  and 
Pennsylvania. 

The  distribution  of  costs  in  the  states  that  give  aid  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

New  York — Annual  appropriation,  $50,000;  the  state  60 
per  cent.,  the  county  35  per  cent.,  town  15  per  cent. 

Massachusetts — Annual  appropriation,  $500,000;  the  state 
bears  entire  first  cost,  but  within  six  years  the  counties  must 
pay  to  the  state  one-fourth  of  the  money  expended.  Not  more 
than  ten  miles  can  be  built  in  any  one  coulity  in  a  year. 

Rhode  Island — State  builds  one-half  mile  highways  in  each 
town  as  object  lessons.  Out  of  2,240  miles  of  highways  in  the 
state  about  500  miles  had  been  improved  up  to  1899. 

California — Aids  by  giving  stone — crushed  by  convict  labor 
— to  the  counties. 

New  Jersey— Annual  appropriation,  $150,000 ;  state  33  per 
eent.,  county  56  per  cent.,  property  owners  11  per  cent.  The 
work  of  good  road  building  in  this  state  is  a  useful  lesson  to 
other  states  that  desire  to  advance  in  business  and  prosperity. 

New  Jersey  is  the  pioneer  in  road  improvement.  THventy  or 
thirty  years  ago  the  citizens  of  the  northeastern  section  of  the 
state  devised  a  system  of  road  improvement  known  as  the  town- 
ship building  act,  and  many  miles  of  road  were  improved.  But 
there  was  a  disadvantage  in  this  towTiship  system,  in  that  many 
roads  were  short,  and  while  some  townshi])s  would  build,  others 
would  not,  and  there  was  a  great  disadvantage  in  not  having  the 
roads  connected.  Tliis  was  followed  by  the  county  bond  act, 
which,  while  it  added  to  the  township  roads  and  gave  longer 
roads,  an  adjoining  county  would  not  improve  and  again  the 
work  was  imperfect.  But  the  agricultural  towTisbips  and  coun- 
ties that  needed  good  roads  (and  badly,  too,) could  not  afford  to 
build  their  roads  and  pay  for  them  out  of  their  own  pockets. 
So  the  state  aid  act  was  created,  farmers  being  active  in  securing 
its  passage,  and  under  its  wise  provisions,  a  system  of  road 
building  has  been  perfected  that  has  no  equal  in  any  state  in  the 
Union.  The  law  has  become  famous  all  over  tlie  IJnited  States, 
the  principles  and  provisions  of  which  are  the  pattern  after 
which  all  other  state  aid  laws  have  been  fashioned.  Tliese  laws 
are  regarded  by  the  active  advocates  of  the  road  refonn  as  af- 
fording a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem. 

Safeguards  vnder  Slate  Aid. 

In  New  Jersey,  for  instance,  $150,000  is  annually  appropri- 
ated for  public  highwavs,  admitting  an  expenditure  of  $450^00. 
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Xo  county  can  contract  for  more  than  one-fourth  of  one  per 
cent,  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  county  in  any  one  year. 
Property  owners  petition  county  hoards  for  the  improvements 
<;ontemplated  ;  the  petition  to  be  signed  by  the  owners  of  at  least 
two-thirds,  either  in  lineal  feet  or  in  area,  of  lands  and  real  es- 
tate fronting  or  bordering  on  any  public  road  or  section  of  such 
road  in  the  county,  provided  such  road  or  section  of  road  to  be 
improved  is  at  least  one  mile  in  length,  or,  if  it  be  less  than 
that,  it  must  be  an  extension  or  connection  with  some  other,  per- 
manently improved  road;  also  signifying  their  willingness  to 
be  assessed  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
cost  of  the  improvement.  Said  petition  is  referred  to  the  state 
oiGcer,  who,  in  the  early  days  of  the  law,  was  .the  president  of 
the  state  board  of  agriculture,  who,  if  satisfied  that  the  road  is 
of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  expenditure,  gives  his 
consent,  providing  the  funds  liave  not  been  over-promised,  when 
the  board  may  cause  the  improvement  to  be  made. 

A  Very  Good  System  in  New  York. 

In  Xew  York,  as  in  Xew  Jersey,  the  law  provides  for  the 
state  aid  that  the  state  can  each  year  adjust  its  contribution  to 
good  roads  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  according  to  the 
condition  of  its  own  pocket  book,  and  holds  in  check  all  amounts 
expended  in  road  building,  so  that  it  ])roceeds  steadily  and 
economically.  Again,  the  law  is  not  compulsory;  towms  and 
counties  can  adopt  or  reject  the  plan  as  may  seem  best  to  them. 
But  when  they  do  decide  to  adopt  state  aid,  they  must  take  their 
share  in  the  state's  contribution,  as  only  so  much  can  be  ex- 
pended each  year. 

These  two  states  are  samples  of  how  the  work  is  done  under 
and  by  the  help  of  the  state.  There  are  many  more  that  I 
might  cite,  but  these  will  do  to  show  that  if  we  expert  to  keep 
abreast  of  other  states  in  this  advance  movement,  we  must  have 
the  |)Ower  to  aid  our  citizens  in  the  construction  of  good  roads. 
This  we  cannot  do  without  an  amendment  to  the  constitution; 
^Vlien  our  constitution  was  adopted  the  framers  thcmght  it  wise 
to  incorporate  in  that  constitution  a  prohibition  to  gi'anting  aid 
from  the  state  for  internal  improvements.  This  was  a  wise 
provision,  as  all  good  thinkers  will  admit.  Then  our  state  was 
sparsely  settled  and  there  were  large  tracts  of  land  and  timber 
that  might  have  l>een  misappropriated  if  the  way  had  been  left 
open.  Hence  the  wise  provision.  But  this  period  is  past  and 
an  entirely  different  condition  prevails.  Our  state  is  now  well 
settled  all  over  and  the  people  require  different  legislation.  In 
Tears  gone  by  we  have  given  land  grants  to  railroads.     We  ^^Y5oqIp 
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bonded  counties  and  cities  for  the  construction  of  railroads, 
while  they  have  opened  up  our  prairies,  and  valleys,  and  timber 
lands  to  settlers.  The  aid  we  gave  them  was  money  well  spent. 
They  have  established  their  business  on  a  sound  footing.  Would 
it  be  improper  to  ask  them  to  aid  in  building  good  highways 
through  the  different  counties  to  the  railroads  ?  Not  only  the 
railroads,  but  all  forms  of  personal  property  should  contribute 
to  the  building  of  good  roads. 

Is  iJiis  not  a  fair  proposition?  Should  the  farmer.be  comr 
pelled  to  pay  all  the  cost  of  improving  the  common  highway? 
All  fair  minded  people  who  stop  and  think  over  the  matter 
answer,  "No."  But  this  is  what  they  must  do  now  under  the 
laws  of  the  stata  If  they  want  improved  roads,  they  must  pay 
for  them,  while  othore  share  the  benefits;  and  all  of  you*  know 
what  great  benefits  are  derived  f  rom^good  roads. 

The  roads  belong  to  tlie  public  and  the  public  should  help 
pay  for  the  improvements. 

The  cities  should  help  the  country,  as  the  strong  and  rich 
should  help  tlie  deserving  poor  and  weak.  It  is  sometimes  said 
that  the  cities  do  not  have  to  depend  on  the  country  in  these 
days  of  railroads.  Is  that  strictly  so?  What  about  tlie  pri- 
mary line  of  transportation  over  which  the  fanner  must  haul 
his  products  before  the  railroads  can  be  reached?  It  is  these 
veins  leading  to  the  arteries  of  commerce  that  state  aid  is  de- 
signee:! to  reach. 

Stute  aid,  as  it  prevails  in  the  stat^^s  having  such  laws,  says 
to  the  town  or  county:  "Tf  you  want  to  improve  your  high- 
ways, I'll  help  bear  the  cost,  providing  the  appropriation  is  not 
used  up  for  tlie  year,  and  if  it  is,  I'll  rememiber  you  in  your 
turn.  If  you  don't  want  my  aid,  you  don't  have  to  take  it; 
there  is  nothing  compulsory  about  it.  I  only  help  those  who  ask 
for  aid." 

There  are  many  ways  of  giving  state  aid:  by  contributing 
part  of  the  cost,  as  in  the  states  before  mentioned ;  by  furnish- 
ing crushed  stone  by  convict  labor;  by  abolishing  the  work- 
ing out  of  taxes,  and  substitution  of  the  cash  system  entirely, 
etc.  ]Moro  than  half  of  the  states  have  passed  new  and  pro- 
gressive road  laws,  and  many  hundreds  of  miles  of  good  roads 
have  been  built  under  the  influence  of -the  new  conditions  of 
administration,  finance  and  construction.  The  kind  of  aid  that 
Wisconsin  should  extend  is  a  matter  for  future  consideration. 
It  is  timio  enough  to  consider  the  ways  after  the  means  have 
been  obtained.  Let  tlie  people  say  whether  they  want  any 
fonn  of  state  aid  or  not,  and  settle  the  question  of  how  wo 
shall  do  it^  later. 
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What  the  friends  of  good  roads  want  is,  that  the  legislatui'e 
be  empowered  by  constitutional  amendment  to  enact  a  law  ap- 
propriating about  $50,000  per  annum  to  aid  in  the  building 
of  good  roads.  This  will  place  the  improvement  in  road  build- 
ing on  a  sound,  substantial  footing.  All  men  will  know  that 
there  will  be  no  fooling  about  the  system  The  law  can  be 
f  rame<l  to  meet  the  most  approved  idea  of  distributing  the  aid.  * 
For  instance,  the  state  can  give  30  per  cent.,  the  county  50 
per  ct?nt,  die  town  10  per  cent,  and  the  property  owners  10 
per  cent^,  when  the  road  is  laid,  and  no  county  shall  have  more 
than  its  share  in  any  one  year. 

This  will  not  interfere  with  the  present  system  and  the  good 
roads  movement  will  advance  wliile  the  county  and  town  sys- 
tems improve. 

There  are  other  reasons  why  a  constitutional  amendment 
should  be  passed.  In  our  state  there  are  many  wealthy  men, 
who  would  be  willing  to  contribute  to  tlie  building  of  good 
roads,  provided  they  knew  the  state  was  behind  the  movement 
and  that  they  oould  be  assured  tliat  the  money  would  be  spent 
in  a  profitable  and  safe  manner,  while  under  the  present  system 
they  never  will  donate  a  cent 

The  state  aid  principle  is  indorsed  by  the  Wisconsin  dairy- 
men's association,  closing  farmers'  institute  of  1897,  closing 
f/.rm€*rs'  institute  of  1899,  Milwaukee  chamber  of  commerce, 
Kacine  business  men's  association,  Superior  chamber  of  com- 
ni(*ree,  road  supen^isors  of  Waupaca  county,  road  supervisors 
of  Douglas  coimty,  farmers'  national  congress,  Fort  Worth, 
D(?ceml)er,  1898 ;  state  farmers'  good  roads  convention,  800  del- 
egates, [Milwaukee,  September,  1899 ;  fanners'  mass  conven- 
tion, Madison,  February,  1901,  and  Wisconsin  editorial  con- 
vention. 

All  the  above  were  sent  to  the  members  of  the  legislature 
without  a  single  remonstrance. 

Also  indorsements  were  given- by  the  good  roads  conventions 
held  in  1899  at  Racine,  Wausau,  Waukesha,  Eau  Claire,  Osh- 
kosh,  Manitowoc,  and  La  Crosse. 

The  above  is  a  strong  array,  surely,  and  looks  as  if  some  of 
the  people  of  the  state  want  the  state  to  keep  well  to  the  front 
in  the  cause  of  state  aid  of  some  sort,  in  the  improvement  of 
coimnon  highways. 

In  addition  to  these  we  have  the  following  list: 

Governor  Vorhees,  of  T^ew  Jersey,  ex-Governor  Odell,  of 
New  York,  President  Fish,  of  the  Illinois  Central  road,  State 
Commissioner  Budd,  of  New  Jersey,  and  Governor  La  FoUette, 
of  our  orwTi  stata  r^n.n]o 
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Besides  this  the  national  government  has  men  employed  in 
the  cause  of  improvement  of  county  roads. 

From  this  array  of  facts  and  indorsements  I  am  led  to  be- 
lieve that  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  we  should  amend 
the  constitution  and  present  to  the  dilfei-ent  counties  in  our 
state  the  backing  and  assistance  necessary  to  build  good  roads. 

Ri:roi?T  ov  J.  W.  Thomas. 

Mr.  Chairman: — Having  been  appointed  a  special  commit- 
tee of  one  at  a  meeting  of  the  good  roads  comanission,  to  re- 
port on  the  merits  of  a  county  system  of  good  road  making,  1 
hereby  submit  a  brief  reix>rt : 

Under  the  present  constitution  of  this  state,  all  roads  musf 
be  built  by  the  town  or  county  through  which  they  pass,  and 
as  there  is  nothing  compulsory  on  a  county  to  build  roads,  the 
matter  has  beon  left  entirely  to  the  local  toAvn  authorities  to 
look  after,  lender  this  system  no  effort  has  been  made  to  build 
any  but  the  common  district  graded  road,  without  any  special 
regard  to  drainage  or  any  effort  to  have  it  rolled  and  packed 
iH^forc  using,  and  nothing  more  can  1x5  accomplished  or  expected 
wliero  the  labor  systom  of  collecting  highway  taxes  is  in  force. 
This  should  bo  abolished. 

The  farmers  of  the  state  generally  feel  that  they  should  not 
be  forced  to  undergo  any  greater  expenditures  under  existing 
laws. 

After  the  roads  have  been  opened  ajid  properly  graded  by 
districts  or  towns,  such  roads,  where  tlie  soil  is  clay,  can  be 
made  very  permanent  when  covered  with  four  or  six  inches 
of  suitable  gravel  or  crushed  stone,  eight  to  twelve  feet  wide, 
properly  packed  into  the  soil;  or,  where  the  soil  is  sandy,  by 
the  use  of  four  inches  of  clay  under  the  gravel. 

This  class  of  wx)rk  can  be  done  at  a  small  cost  as  compared 
with  the  ex-pense  of  a  macadam  road,  and  still  be  very  perma- 
nent, lasting  for  years  with  very  little  repairing,  where  th& 
work  is  properly  done  and  good,  suitable  material  used,  and 
is  certainly  within  the  means  of  any  county  without  burden- 
ing it  with  an  excessive  tax.  Where  gravel  and  material  can  be^ 
had  within  a  mile  or  two,  the  cost  would  not  exceed  fifty  to 
seventy-five  cents  per  yard.  Any  county  having  an  assessed 
value  of  ten  million  dollars,  by  levying  a  one  mill  tax,  could 
make  from  one  to  twenty  miles  of  road  per  annum,  that  after 
the  first  year  would  be  firm  and  hard  in  wet,  rainy  weather,  and 
free  from  dust  in  dry  weather,  and  in  a  few  years  would  have 
its  thoroughfares  go<id,  permanent  roads.        digitized  by  i^^OOgie 
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In  the  county  of  Waukesha,  where  stone  quarries  have  been 
open,  good  crushed  stone,  graded  to  size  required,  can  be  had 
at  the  quarry  at  froui  25  to  30  cents  per  yard. 

Last  year  the  state  board  of  agriculture  made  some  roads  of 
crushed  stone.  The  material  for  the  road  was  hauled  twenty- 
five  miles  on  cars  and  delivered  on  the  fair  grounds  for  one 
dollar  and  ten  cents  per  yard. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  fairly  good  gravel  roads  can  be 
made  at  a  moderate  cost,  and  if  Wisconsin  is  to  take  any  ad- 
vance step  in  the  making  of  good  roads,  now^  is  the  time  to  begin 
in  a  small  way  so  as  to  test  the  capacity  of  the  county  boards  in 
the  proper  supervision  of  the  work  and  have  object  lessons  for 
future  guidance  in  legislation. 

W.  J.  Middleton's  Report. 

Mr.  Chairman : — The  subject  given  me  to  investigate  was  the 
"Cost  of  construction  of  roads  composed  of  clay,  gravel,  or 
other  material." 

.  Having  the  supervision  of  a  piece  of  road  that  was  built  in 
my  own  town  last  June,  I  was  placed  in  a  position  to  know  the 
cost  of  construction  of  a  gravel  road.  We  had  to  draw  the  gravel 
from  a  mile  to  a  mile  and  a  half  to  put  it  on  the  road.  The 
grade  of  the  road  was  established  the  preceding  year  and  the 
gravel  was  spread  thereon  8  inches  deep  and  9  feet  wide,  at  a 
cost  of  $300.00  per  mile.  The  cost  of  constructing  the  grade 
was  about  $200.00  per  mile,  making  the  cost  of  the  road  per 
finished  mile  $500.00.  In  building  this  road  there  were  no  hills 
to  cut  down,  but  there  w'cre  some  fills  and  considerable  brush 
and  stumps  to  clear  out.  The  soil  was  sandy  on  top  and  some 
very  stiff  red  and  blue  clay  in  the  bottom  of  the  ditches.  This 
piece  of  road  will  no  doubt  need  some  repairs  next  season,  as 
it  will  settle  in  some  places  the  first  year. 

The  above  figures  do  not  include  the  cost  of  gravel,  as  the 
town  owns  the  pit.  The  cost  of  covering  this  same  road  with 
clay,  crushed  stone,  or  other  material  would  be  the  same,  aside 
from,  the  cost  of  the  material.  In  making  an  estimate  of  the 
coet  of  constructing  any  road  you  would  have  to  consider  first 
the  cost  of  the  material,  the  nature  of  the  ground  and  how  far 
you  would  have  to  haul  the  material,  and  I  find  the  cost  of 
making  roads  in  the  state  will  vary  from  $400.00  to  $1,000.00 
per  mile  for  some  macadam  roads  that  are  now  being  built.  But 
I  think  where  good  gravel  can  be  procured  near  the  road  that  a 
road  can  be  built  with  it  cheaper  than  with  any  other  material. 
I  have  also  tried  putting  clay  upon  a  very  sandy  piece  of  road, 
and  while  I  would  not  recommend  it  for  a  permanent  r^dAV)aIp 
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will  last  for  a  long  time.  In  that  case  the  cost  was  small  as 
the  clay  was  near  the  road. 

The  time  is  coming  when  good  roads  will  be  regarded  with 
more  interest  than  they  attract  at  present.  When  the  farmer 
learns  that  the  reason  railroads  can  haul  a  ton  of  freight  from 
Chicago  to  the  Atlantic  ocean  as  cheaply  as  he  can  transport 
it  from  his  farm  to  the  railroad,  is  simply  because  the  rails 
upon  which  the  freight  car  wheels  turn  are  hard  and  smooth 
and  are  laid  upon  a  firm  foundation,  he  will  begin  to  ask  for 
better  roads.  Scientific  information  relating  to  transportation 
is  being  spread  abroad  in  the  Country  every  year  and  sooner  or 
later  the  good  roads  movement  will  come  into  its  own  and  be 
<3onsidered  one  of  the  most  important  measures  with  which  gov- 
ernment, national,  state,  and  local  have  to  deal. 

Good  roads  will  be  more  necessary  in  the  future  than  they 
have  been  in  the  past  and  no  man's  convenience  will  be  allowed 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  them.  If  the  cost  of  construction  can  be 
-divided,  say  the  town  pays  one-half,  the  county  one-third,  and 
the  state  the  balance,  of  all  the  highway  taxes  and  leave  the 
management  of  the  roads  in  the  hands  of  the  town  officials,  un- 
<Jer  the  supervision  of  a  state  road  commissioner,  with  other 
officers  subordinate  to  him,  filled  by  honest,  competent  men,  we 
will  have  taken  a  long  step  towards  bettering  our  road  system. 

Section  10,  Article  VIII,  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  pro- 
hibits the  state  from  aiding  in  highway  construction.  It  was  no 
doubt  a  wise  provision  at  that  time,  in  the  early  history  of  the 
state,  when  there  was  a  temptation  to  use  the  credit  of  the  state  to 
build  railroads  which  were  very  much  needed.  I  understand 
our  Honorable  Chairman  has  introduced  a  resolution  in  the 
•senate  to  amend  the  constitution  of  the  state.  If  it  passes  the 
legislature,  which  I  hope  it  will,  and  is  accepted  by  the  people, 
it  will  remove  this  obstacle  and  allow  the  state  to  control  the 
roads  as  it  does  other  things. 

The  interest  taken  in  good  roads  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
when  the  appropriation  bill  for  good  roads  came  up  in  the  lower 
house  of  congress  on  the  31st  of  December  last,  the  appropria- 
tion was  increased  from  $20,000  to  $30,000.  That  the  sum  de- 
voted to  this  purpose  should  have  been  $100,000  instead  of 
$30,000  is  generally  believed  by  those  who  have  taken  enough 
interest  in  the  subject  to  make  an  investigation.  This,  with  the 
fact  that  M.  !N".  Eldridge,  assistant  director  of  the  good  roads 
inquiry  bureau,  of  the  department  of  agriculture,  has  been  or- 
dered to  Wisconsin  to  deliver  some  good  roads  addresses  at  the 
farmers'  institutes,  shows  that  the  people  of  Wisconsin  have  be- 
gun to  realize  the  importance  of  a  good  road. 
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They  will  be  expensive  to  construct,  but  to  travel  over  a  road 
of  this  kind  will  be  a  pleasure  alike  to  the  farmer  with  his  load 
or  the  millionaire  in  his  automobile. 

» 

Senator  Wyi.ie's  Report. 

Earmers  want  good  roads,  but  whether  they  want  such  roads 
as  the  "good  roads  literature"  has  been  teaching,  bad  enough  to 
pay  the  cost  of  production,  is  extremely  doubtful.  Not  many 
farmers  would  be  willing  at  present  to  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of 
say  $1,000  per  mile  for  even  one  such  road  across  their  town- 
ship. Where  such  roads  have  been  built  in  other  states"  the 
work  has  l)een  done  by  county  and  state  aid,  and  when  Wiscon- 
sin formulates  a  law  allowing  this,  and  the  complete  abandon- 
ment of  paying  highway  taxes  in  labor,  we  can  expect  good 
roads  and  not  before. 

\ 

C.  W.  Harvey's  Report. 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  G)lnraission  on  Good  County  Roads,  State 
of  Wisconsin  : — The  construction  and  maintenance  of  our  road- 
ways is  before  the  American  people  today  as  never  before  in 
the  history  of  this  country.  The  act  of  our  legislature  of  1901 
in  creating*this  commission  on  good  roads  is  a  new  move  in  the 
right  direction  for  our  state's  good.  Tliere  is  an  old  saying, 
That  laws  that  give  the  greatest  amount  of  good  to  the  greatest 
nmnber  of  people  are  just  and  right ;  if  this  saying  is  true  our 
state  should  give  the  subject  of  good  roads  its  most  liberal  sup- 
port, for  in  so  doing  no  one  can  object,  the  traveling  public  en- 
joy, and  the  whole  state  be  benefited. 

Good  roads  bring  the  farmer  nearer  to  the  city,  his  friends, 
and  neighbors ;  they  enable  him  to  take  larger  loads  of  his  farm 
produce  to  market  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  Good  roads  are  a 
benefit  to  education,  as  they  make  the  city  and  district  schools 
more  accessible. 

The  railroad  mianagers  do  not  hesitate  to  say  tliat  good  roads 
would  be  e(]ually  beneficial  to  them  and  their  patrons.  I  re- 
for  you  to  the  January  and  Eebruary  nimibers,  1902,  of  the 
*'Gkx)d  "Roads  Magazine,"  published  in  New  York.  In  the-  " 
shipment  of  grain  under  the  present  conditions  of  the  country^ 
roads,  farmers  neglect  their  fall  work  to  get  their  grain  to  mar- 
ket for  fear  that  the  roads  will  become  impassable,  thus  greatly- 
overtaxing  the  freight  service  of  the  country,  and  many  times; 
causing  a  car  famine,  mlaking  it  necessary  for  the  railroads 
to  run  extra  trains  in  order  to  handle  the  abnormal  increase 
in  shipments,   and  taxing  the  switch  tracks  at  the  large  ele- 
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vators  in  the  cities  beyond  their  capacity,  which  has  a  tendency 
to  reduce  the  price  of  all  grains.  Then  a  little  later  the  regular 
freight  trains  run  comparatively  empty. 

We  m,list  make  a  thorough  investigation  for  local  deposits 
of  road  material  and  test  their  value  by  actual  use.  Often- 
times a  mixture  of  different  materials  will  accomplish  good 
results.  Proper  drainage  should  be  secured  wherever  neces- 
sary, as  standing  water  is  an  injury  to  any  road. 

In  tlie  construction  of  roads  this  fact  must  be  kept  promi- 
nently to  the  front :  that  it  is  economy  in  the  long  run  to  build 
in  the  most  tht>rough  and  substantial  manner,  using  the  most 
approved  and  up-to-date  methods. 

We  must  have  systematic  work.  A  plan  should  be  adopted 
in  every  state,  city  and  to\\T:i,  and  at  least  a  portion  of  it  car- 
ried out  each  year.  The  various  road  materials  should  only 
be  used  in  tlieir  proper  place  according  to  the  conditions  that 
exist  in  the  different  localities.  The  weight  of  the  traffic  and 
the  width  of  the  road  are  points  that  must  be  considered. 

A  road,  like  every  piece  of  human  work,  is  bad,  good,  or 
excellent,  just  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  sense  and  in- 
genuity that  has  been  shown  in  its  construction  and  mainte- 
nance. Every  well-built  road  is  a  testimonial  to  its  maker's 
intellect. 

In  my  opinion,  macadam  roads,  where  the  material  can  be 
secured  without  too  great  expense,  Are  the  most  practical  for 
an  all-purposes  countiy  road.  The  numerous  quarries  and  the 
numberless  boulders  in  our  state  furnish  all  the  material  neces- 
sary for  thousands  of  miles  of  the  best  macadam  roads. 

As  to  tlie  construction  of  said  roads:  Bulletin  Xo.  79,  by 
Prof.  F.  IT.  King,  of  the  state  university  of  agriculture,  and 
sent  out  by  the  experimental  station  of  our  state,  so  fully 
covers  this  part  of  my  subject  that  I  deem  it  unwise  for  me 
to  occupy  miiich  of  your  valuable  time  at  present  in  showing 
liow  macadam  roads  should  be  built. 

Taking  the  stone  from  a  limestone  quarry.  (The  bulletin 
«bove  referred  to  deals  with  boulders  only  in  the  construction  of 
macadam  roads.)  I  will  not  take  up  the  matter  of  removing 
the  dirt  from  the  quarries,  as  that  expense  varies  according  to 
the  amount  to  be  removed.  In  case  tliere  is  very  much  earth  the 
cheapest  and  quickest  method  is  with  the  large  wheel  scraper, 
using  a  snatch  team.  The  top  layers  of  a  limestone  quarry  are 
not  very  good  for  roads,  being  too  soft  to  make  a  lasting  road 
when  heavy  teaming  is  dona  A  limited  amount  of  this  can, 
hoAvever,  be  used  for  top  dressing  if  crushed  fine  and  mixed  with 
mother  fine  hard  stone  as  a  builder. 
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A  22  horse  power  threshing  engine  will  furnish  sufficient 
X)ower  to  run  a  crusher,  and  at  tlie  same  time  furnish  steam 
enough  to  rvtn  a  ll/o  or  2  inch  stoam  drill.     This  drill,  if  in 
good  condition,  will  penetrate  the  rock  at  the  rate  of  a  foot  every 
three  to  five  minutes,  and,  by  the  use  of  dynamdte  and  an  elec- 
tric battery,  20  or  more  charges  can  be  fired  at  once,  thereby 
loosening  the  stone  rapidly.     But  much  labor  is  required  after 
the  stone  is   in    this  shai)e   to  get  it  ready   for  the  crusher. 
If  a  jaw  crusher  is  used  the  stone  should  not  be  more  than  8  or 
10  inches  thick,  and  not  more  than  12  to  14  inches  wide.     If  a 
rotary  crusher  is  used  tlie  stone  must  not  be  more  than  one^half 
the  above  size.     With  everv'thing  favorable  80  to  90  yards  can 
be  crushed  in  one  day  of  10  hours. 

It  will  take  10  teams  to  haul  80  yards  an  average  distance  of 
one  mile  in  a  single  day.  The  expense  of  80  yards  of  crushed 
stone  when  placed  on  the  road  is  alx)ut  as  follows:  (If  you  gen- 
tlemen will  go  vnth  me,  in  thought,  into  a  Wisconsin  limjestone 
quarry-  for  a  few  moments,  we  will  see  what  the  expense  of  a 
single  day's  run  would  be  and  what  we  would  accomplish.)

2  men  to  operate  drill 3 .  00 

0  men  to  get  stone  in  shape  for  crusher 9 .  00

2  men  to  spread  crushed  stone 3 .  00 

Dynamite 4 .  00   . 

80  yards  of  stone 8.00 

Roliing  the  road 3 .00     . 

Total  for  day's  work $72 .00 

Eighty  yards  of  stone  has  been  crushed  and  spread  upon  the 
road  one  mile  from  the  crusher,  which  covers  360  feet,  linear 
measure,  of  road  12  feet  wide,  at  an  average  depth  of  6  inches, 
being  about  8  inches  in  the  center  and  4  at  the  outer  edge.  At 
this  rate  jt  will  take  about  fifteen  days  to  construct  one  mile  of 
road,  the  expense  being  $1,080.00.  A  change  of  conditions 
change  the  price.  This  done,  not  allowing  anything  for  grad- 
ing the  road-bed,  which  is  an  important  matter,  for,  on  the  same 
principle  that  a  chain  is  no  stronger  than  its  weakest  link,  a 
team  can  not  haul  a  load  over  a  road  that  can  not  be  hauled  up 
its  steepest  grade. 
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RECOM]^tJ:NDATIONS. 

In  view  of  these  investigations  and  facts  ascertained  by  these 
reports  by  the  members  of  the  commission,  we  would  recommend 
to  the  legislature  the  passage  of  a  constitutional  amendment, 
empowering  the  state  to  aid  in  the  building  of  good  roads,  and 
that  a  county  system  be  established  at  this  session,  requiring  each 
county  to  levy  a  fraction  of  a  mill  tax  upon  the  assessed  valua- 
tion, to  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund  for  the  building  of  good 
roads. 

By  adopting  this  method  the  state  will  have  the  advantage  of 
being  able  to  build  good  roads  while  the  amendment  is  pending 
the  action  of  the  people. 

Your  commission  would  further  recommend  that  all  road 
taxes  be  paid  in  money.

We,  a  minority  of  the  committee  on  Printing  to  whom  was 
referred  bill  No.  54,  S.,  entitled,  "A  bill  to  amend  section  344, 
statutes  of  1898,  providing  for  official  state  paper,"  dissent 
from  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  said  committee  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

A  change  in  this  or  any  law  whatever  i^  desirable  only  when 
the  existing  law  is  defective  or  when  the  law  works  an  injury  to 
the  people  in  common  and  the  people  at  large  may  be  benefited  by 
an  amendment.  The  present  law  is  claimed  to  be  defective  by  the 
advocates  of  this  bill  only  upon  the  ground  that  the  sole  intent 
of  all  legislation  bearing  on  the  publication  of  official  notices, 
laws,  etc.,  is  that  when  the  laws  are  so  publishrd  they  shall  be 
given  the  widest  publicity  possible,  and  that  the  present  law 
fails  to  accomplish  this  end.  This  was  the  sole  claim  made  be- 
fore your  committee  which  to  the  minds  of  the  minority  has 
any  weight  whatever  upon  this  amendment. 

It  was  not  claimed  by  tho  advocates  of  the  bill  before  the 
■committee  that  the  newspaper  designated  in  this  bill  has  the 
largest  circulation  in  this  state,  but  on  the  other  hand  it  was 
admitted  that  the  newspaper  named  in  this  bill  has  acirculation 
below  other  papers  in  the  state  but  larger  than  the  present  official 
paper.  Granting  this  then  the  present  defect  in  the  law  will 
not  be  remedied  by  the  passage  of  this  amendment,  but  when  so 
am«*nded  will  fail  in  its  object  the  same  as  does  the  present  law 
in  that  the  widest  publicity  possible  cannot  be  given. 
To  accomplish  the  object  sought  by  the  advocates  of 
this  bill,  namely,  the  "widest  publicity,  we  believe  that 
it  would  necessitate  an  investigation  on  the  part  of  this  legis- 
lature into  newspaper  circulation,  and  would  make*it  incumbent 
upon  the  legislature  to  determin-e  which  newspaper  in  this  state 
lias  the  largest  circulation,  and  then  designate  that  paper  re- 
gardless of  location.  But  we  do  not  admit  that  publicity  alone 
is  the  only  object  sought  under  the  law. 

For  reasons  of  convenience,  expense  and  in  carrying 
out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  constitutional  provi- 
sion, which  demands  a  "speedy  publication"  of  all  laws 
And  official  notices,  we  think  the  official  state  paper 
should    be  located   at  the   seat    of    the  capitol.       We  contend 
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that  a  removal  to  any  other  place  could  not  but  entai- 
additional  expense  on  the  part  of  the  state  but  would  undoubt 
edly  occasion  unavoidable  delays  in  publication,  at  times  pos' 
sibly  at  no  small  pecuniary  loss  to  the  various  commu- 
nities affected  by  the  particular  laws  to  be  published  and 
to  the  state,  and  would  create  an  uncertainty  in  the 
future  as  to  the  location  of  the  official  paper  which  might- 
have  a  tendency  to  injure  the  efficiency  of  official  printing. 
No  suggestion  of  any  complaint  relative  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  has  been  performed  by  the  present  official  paper,  has 
been  offered  and  no  other  argument  which  appeals  to  our 
reason  than  that  stated  above,  namely,  publicity,  has  been  urged 
in  support  of  this  bill. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  minority  report  be    substi 
tuted  for  the  majority  report.

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  report  of  the  legis- 
lative visiting  committee,  appointed  by  the  governor  last  No- 
vember, as  directed  by  section  562b  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes, 
to  visit  the  state  charitable  and  penal  institutions,  and  to- 
make  a  report  thereon.

The  legislative  visiting  committee,  appointed  by  your  excel- 
lency, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  562b  of  the 
statutes  of  Wisconsin,  to  visit  the  Charitable  and  Penal  Insti- 
tutions of  the  state,  have  completed  tlieir  duties  and  beg  leave 
to  report  to  you  as  follows : 

The  comimittee  -has  visited  twelve  institutions,  nine  of  which 
are  maintained  wholly  by  the  state,  and  are  under  direct  super- 
vision of  the  State  Board  of  Control ;  the  other  tliree  of  which  are 
<3ither  maintained  only  partially  by  tJie  state  or  are  only  under 
partial  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Control.  The  Vet- 
erans' Home  at  Waupaca  was  visited  only  by  E.  W.  Evans,  in 
order  to  expedite  the  work,  and  OAving  to  tlie  fact  that  the  bal- 
ance of  the  coimnittee  wished  to  devote  miore  time  to  die  im- 
portant institution  located  at  Chippewa  Falls.  This  committee 
has  devoted  a  part  of  tlie  months  of  December,  1902,  and  Jan- 
uary, 1903,  in  its  investigations,  and  by  actual  time  has  devoted 
fourteen  or  fifteen  days  in  its  travels  and  investigations.  The 
different  institutions  are  widely  separated,  consequently  it  has 
entailed  a  large  amount  of  traveling,  but  it  has  been  our  aim  to 
make  a  thorough  investigation  and  determine  essential  facts  tliat 
would  be  of  interest  or  guidance  to  you  and  die  legislature  of 
the  state  of  Wisconsin.  We  have  aimed  to  give  a  day  or  more 
of  time  to  each  institution. 

In  a  general  way  we  wish  to  stat-e  that  the  people  of  this  state 
miay  well  feel  proud  of  its  charitable  and  penal  institutions,  lx>th 
as  regards  the  institutions  themselves  and  the  mamier  in  which 
they  are  conducted,  and  we  do  not  wonder  that  Wisconsin  has 
heen  axsoorded  die  high  position  it  has,  by  the  critics  of  other 
states,  on  account  of  the  character  and  manner  of  conducting  its 
public  institutions.  We  feel  that  this  report  would  not  eor- 
recdy  servo  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended  did  we  not 
mjenti(m  the  courteous  treatment  accorded  us  by  the  Sta.te 
Board  of  Control,  as  well  as  was  accorded  us  by  the  several  heads 
of  the  different  institutions  and  other  employes  located  therein. 
Wo  are  confident  diat  no  effort  was  miade  to  prepare  in  advance 
for  our  visits,  consequentJy  it  is  our  belief  diat  it  was  our  pleas- 
ure to  witness  the  workings  of  the  different  institutions  as  they 
are  ordinarly  conducted.  Among  other  things,  it  was  our  pur- 
]x>se  to  investigate  the  quality  of  food  and  other  supplies  fur- 
nished the  different  institutions,  and  in  practically  all  cases  wo 
found  them  to  be  the  very  best  We  also  made  strict  inquiries 
regarding  the  cost  of  supplies,  and  determined  to  our  satisfac- 
tion that  great  credit  is  due  the  State  Board  of  Control  for  their 
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^ysteirt  of  purchasing  under  the  competitive  system,  thereby  se- 
curing the  best  of  supplies  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  It  is  not 
our  purpose  in  this  report  to  give  technical  data,  relative  to  sta- 
tistical matters,  such  as,  number  of  inmates,  number  of  em- 
ployes, cost  per  capita,  etc,  which  informiation  can  readily  be 
secured  either  from  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Control,  or 
from  the  different  reports  from  the  superintendents  of  the  dif- 
ferent institutions,  as  we  do  not  feel  that  it  is  within  our 
province  to  make  a  report  on  these  matters,  thereby  simply  veri- 
fying the  reports  of  the  parties  above  mentioned.  The  charac- 
teristics of  all  the  institutions  which  we  feel  are  especially  com- 
mendable ai-e  the  extrenire  cleanliness  of  all  of  them,  the  kindly 
treatment  accorded  by  the  superintendent  and  employes  to  in- 
mates of  the  charitable  institutions,  and  the  careful  and  strict 
discipline  observed  in  our  penal  institutions.  We  have  observed 
as  a  noticeable  fact,  that  the  heads  of  the  different  institutions 
are  very  closely  in  touch  with  the  employes  under  tlieir  super- 
vision and  are  unusually  cognizant  of  the  details  which  are 
oftentimes  overlooked  by  the  heads  of  institutions  of  tliis  char- 
acter. We  have  foimd  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  differ- 
ent institutions  ijaref  uUy  guarded  by  those  in  charge ;  we  have 
investigated  the  food  and  clothing  carefully,  and  are  convinced 
that  tlie  state's  charges  are  well  fed  and  well  clothed,  and  as  re- 
gards the  charitable  institutions  every'tliing  possible  seems  to 
have  been  done  to  conserve  their  welfare  and  happiness  and 
to  surround  them  with  pleasing  and  cheerful  environments.  It 
was  our  pleasure  to  visit  tlie  different  institutions  in  the  follow- 
ing order : 

STATE  PRISOK  AT  WAUPUX. 

Mr.  Henry  To%\ti  is  the  warden  at  tliis  instituticm.  Mr. 
Town  has  been  warden  only  aince  Septemter  1st,  1902,  but  it  is 
the  judgment  of  tliis  committee  that  he  has  started  out  coiTectly 
in  liis  new  and  trying  duties  and  will  make  a  success  of  this 
work.  His  previous  experience  in  penal  work  seems  to  fit  him 
for  the  position.  At  the  State  Prison  there  are  confined  about 
550  convicts,  all  but  about  15  of  whom  are  males.  OAving  to  the 
fact  that  the  dining  room  was  not  completed  when  this  comjmit-, 
tee  visited  the  prison,  the  convicts  of  necessity,  ate  tJieir  mieals 
in  their  different  cells,  and  this  committee  believes  a  vast  im- 
provement will  be  inaugurated  when  they  are  privileged  to  eat 
in  a  congregate  dining  room.  We  do  not  feel  that  it  is  within 
our  province  to  make  any  recommendations  as  to  tlie  contracting 
of  prison  labor,  but  in  our  opinion  it  is  very  essential  that  siif-

ficieut  and  suitable  ^vork  should  be  given  the  convicts  to  keep 
them  employed  during  tlio  day  time,  which  ought  to  be  arranged 
with  profit  to  the  state,  and  which  certainly  would  be  a  profit 
to  the  inmates.  This  institution  is  in  a  measure  an  antiquated, 
affair,  and  one  of  the  conspicuous  features  is  the  absence  of 
modem  appliances.  In  the  judgment  of  this  comjnittee  certain 
appropriations  are  absolutely  necessa.iy  to  conform  to  sanitary 
neods  and  reasonably  habitable  conditions.  A  marked  charac- 
teristic of  the  prison  is  it  cleanliness,  and  the  ventilation  of  the 
different  cell-houses  seems  to  be  good,  but  we  found  that  under 
the  present  conditions  it  was  impossible, to  heat  the  cells  in  cold 
weather  to  a  temi)erature  excee<ling  GO  degrees,  and  we  recom- 
mend, tliat  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  proper  pipe  coverings  be 
furnished,  for  as  it  now  is,  a  great  deal  of  heat  is  wasted  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  pipes  are  supplied  with  no  coverings  what- 
ever. We  found  that  the  ceiling  in  the  general  kitchen  was 
dropping  off,  and  a  new  steel  ceiling  is  needed  at  once.  Tha 
ilcK>r  of  the  general  kitchen  is  a  rough  flagstone  affair  and  needs  • 
to  be  replaced  with  a  cetnent  floor.  In  this  connection  we 
would  mention  that  no  appropriation  is  noe<led  for  the  work 
itself  as  the  inmates  are  capable  of  doing  all  of  the  lal)or.  A 
new  steel  ceiling  and  floor  are  needed  in  the  chapel,  as  lx)th  tho 
floor  and  coiling  are  in  a  deplorable  condition,  which  is  likewise 
true  of  the  floors  in  some  of  the  officers'  rooms  on  the  same  floor. 
Wo  have  deterniiined  that  there  is  no  bam  for  the  use  of  the 
warden,  and  as  it  now  is,  he  is  obliged  to  go  or  send  a  distance 
of  a  mile  or  more  to  the  present  farm  bam  when  needing  horses 
for  his  jx^rsonal  use,  or  for  employes  around  the  prison,  and  we 
reconnnend  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

The  libra.ry  in  tlie  prison  consists  now  of  a  very  limited 
numter  of  old  books,  very  much  the  worse  for  w^ear,  and  we 
recommjend  a  small  appropriation  for  some  new  standard  works 
to  replenish  the  library.  The  laundry  as  it  is  now  used,  is  in 
coimection  witli  the  kitchen,  and  in  consequence  of  that,  and 
<nving  to  the  fact  that  tlie  building  is  low  and  poorly  ventilated, 
those  who  work  therein  are  obliged  to  do  so  under  verj^  adverse 
conditions,  the  temperature  ranging  fromi  90  to  a  hundred  de- 
grees almost  all  the  time.  A  laundry  could  be  built  at  a  cost  of 
jtbout  $1,200,  which  we  believe  is  an  absolute  necessity.  A 
new  boiler  house  is  also"  a  necessity  as  the  one  now  there  is  in- 
adequate in  size,  improperly  located  and  improperly  constructed. 
At  present  it  is  located  inmiediately  next  to  the  workshop,*  and 
for  safety  it  should  be  removed  quite  a  considerable  distance, 
where  a  new  and  suitable  smoke  stack  should  be  constructed, 
comlmensurate   with   the   requirements  of  the  boilea^.     In  the 
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workahopB  we  found  that  no  provisions  have  been  made  for 
closets,  thereby  jeopardizing  sanitary  conditions  and  oftentimes 
making  the  atmosphere  absolutely  offensive ;  at  present  tliey  are 
using  the  same  system  that  is  employed  in  their  cells  at  night. 

These  needs  though  extended  in  numl)er  can  be  taken  care  of 
wiUx  no  great  expenditure  of  money.  In  our  judgment  an  ap- 
propriation of  ten  thousand  dollars  will  cover  them  all  and  make 
the  condition  of  our  state  prison  reasonably  habitable  and 
healthy,  and  we  recommend  such  a  special  appropriation. 


NORTHERN  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

In  charge  of  this  institution  is  Dr.  W.  A.  Gordon,  who  on 
account  of  his  length  of  service  and  previous  qualifications, 
together  with  his  genial  manners  and  thoroughness  in  his  work, 
is,  we  believe,  pre-eminently  fitted  for  the  discharge  of  his 
duties.  In  our  judgment  the  Northern  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane approaches  more  nearly  the  standard  of  perfection  in  point 
of  equipment  than  any  other  of  our  institutions,  excepting  such 
as  have  been  recently  constructed.  The  modern  bath  rooms 
which  have  been  recently  built  are  models  in  construction  and 
equipment;  there,  in  addition  to  ordinary  baths,  are  given  eleo* 
trie  and  massage  treatments,  which  undoubtedly  are  of  great 
benefit  to  the  patients.  The  surgery  is  perfectly  modern  in  its 
appliances,  and  we  understand  it  is  hardly  equaled  anywhere 
in  its  general  appearance  and  equipment.  This  beautiful  in- 
stitution is  located  a  short  distance  from  Oshkosh,  on  the  banks 
of  Lake  Winnebago,  and  its  sewage  is  dejx)sited  in  this  lake,  and 
whereas,  we  believe  that  some  other  system  ought  to  be  in  vogue, 
still  being  conscious  of  other  needs  more  pressing,  we  would 
recommend  a  delay  of  the  appropriations  for  this,  rather  than 
sacrifice  appropriations  for  other  purposes  heretofore  noted  and 
to  be  hereinafter  stated,  Avhich  are  more  pressing.  It  is  abso- 
lutely necessary,  we  believe,  that  a  special  appropriation  of  six 
thousand  dollars  be  granted  to  complete  the  work  that  is  now 
under  way  for  a  filter  and  pumping  station.  We  also  find  that 
there  is  an  immediate  need  at  that  institution  of  two  new  boilers, 
which  will  require  an  expenditure  of  about  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, as  two  of  the  boilers  now  in  use  there  are  old  and  practi- 
cally unserviceable,  and  consequently  will  soon  be  unsafe  for 
use.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  special  appropriation  of  ten 
thousand  dollars' should  be  granted  for  the  Northern  Hospital.

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THE  STATE  EEFOKMATORY. 

The  Reformatory,  which  is  located  near  Green  Bay,  has  for 
its  superintendent,  C.  W.  Bowran.  Mr.  Bowran  succeeded 
James  E.  Heg,  and  has  been  engaged  in  this  work  now  for  a 
period  of  about  one  and  one-half  years.  Mr.  Bowran  seems  very 
jealous  of  the  needs  and  accomplishments  of  the  institution 
which  he  has  in  charge ;  he  appears  to  be  in  very  close  touch 
with  the  institution  and  is  ever  mindful  of  the  physical,  mental 
and  moral  welfare  of  those  under  liis  charge.  The  Reforma- 
tory accepts  only  first  offenders,  and  those  must  be  between  the 
ages  of  sixteen  and  thirty  years,  consequently  there  are  here  no 
hardened  criminals,  and  there  appears  to  be  a  general  oppor- 
tunity for  a  betterment  of  their  mental  and  moral  condition, 
which  is  being  improved  by  the  efficient  work  done  at  the  insti- 
tution. The  inmates  devote  a  part  of  the  time  each  day  to  the 
betterment  of  their  mental  condition,  being  taught  by  the  better 
educated  inmates  within  the  Reformatory,  and  the  balance  of 
the  time  is  devoted  to  general  work,  or  in  the  work  shops,  the 
principal  one  of  which  is  used  for  the  making  of  overalls,  shirts, 
etc.  There  is  also  at  this  institution  a  small  broom  factory. 
The  prisoners  are  divided  into  two  classes  or  grades,  the  new 
arrivals  being  put  into  the  second  grade  and  are  subject  to  pro- 
motion after  six  months  of  good  behavior.  The  distinction  be- 
tween the  two  grades  is  largely  in  the  food  given  them,  and 
privileges  accorded,  but  in  all  cases  we  found  the  food  to  be  gen- 
erous and  wholesome.  The  parole  system  was  intended,  and 
ought  to  be,  we  believe,  in  vogue  in  this  institution,  and  on  the 
whole  we  think  that  the  establishment  of  this  reformatory  will 
be  the  means  of  rescuing  a  great  many  boys  and  young  men  from 
a  life  of  future  crime.  The  additional  wing  for  the  new  cell 
rooms  will  soon  be  completed,  and  when  so,  ^vill  relieve  the 
cramped  situation  that  now  exists.  The  cells  are  light,  airy 
and  sanitary,  closets  and  wash  basins  with  running  water  being 
provided  for  each  cell.  This  is  a  modern  institution ;  its  build- 
ings are  substantial  and  pleasing  to  the  eve,  and  there  appears 
to  be  no  special  appropriation  needed  at  this  time. 

THE  STATE  PUBLIC  SCl£OOL  AT  SPAETA. 

This  school  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  M.  T.  Park  and 
his  good  wife.  Here,  are  cared  for  at  the  present  time  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dependent  children,  varying  in  ages 
from  infants  to  well  grown  up  girls  and  boys,  their  future  de- 
pending largely  upon  their  environments  £jid  supervision.    We 
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as  a  committee  feel  that  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Park,  everything  possible  is  being  done  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  children  under  their  charge,  and  also  after  they 
leave  the  school.  Through  the  system  now  in  vogue,  nothing  is 
left  undone  to  determine  that  the  little  ones  are  provided  with 
good  homes,  with  healthful  and  beneficent  surroundings.  It 
was  especially  a  pleasure  to  us  to  notice  that  Mr.  Park  is  in  such 
close  touch  with  his  work,  being  actively  connected  with  the  in- 
struction of  the  children,  and  on  account  of  his  previous  training 
in  school  w^ork,  being  especially  well  qualified  along  these  lines. 
It  was  our  pleasure  to  inspect  the  system  in  vogue  relative  to 
the  supervision  over  the  children  for  whom  homes  had  been 
foimd,  thure  being  about  twelve  hundred  of  such ;  we  read  their 
correspondence  to  the  superintendent,  it,  in  most  cases,  being 
testimonials  from  them  of  their  pleasant  surroundings  and 
happy  lives.  Two  regularly  employed  state  agents  are  kept 
busy  visiting  at  inter\'als  the  children  in  their  new  homes,  and 
finding  new  homes  for  others,  concerning  which  visits  a  com- 
plete and  careful  record  is  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  schooL 
This  school  is  beautifully  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city  of 
Sparta,  there  being  commodious  grounds  and  substantial  build- 
ings. The  girls,  in  addition  to  being  educated  in  the  ordinary 
school  branches,  are  taught  useful  vocations,  such  as  cooking, 
needle  work,  etc.,  thereby  preparing  them  for  useful  future 
lives. 

We  believe  a  special  appropriation  should  be  made  for  this 
school  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars,  to  cover  the  expense  of  the 
erection  of  a  horse  bam,  a  small  green  house  and  also  for  gen- 
eral repairs  in  and  about  the  institution. 

HOME  FOR  THE  FEEBLE-MIXDED. 

This  home  is  located  about  three  miles  from  the  city  of  Chip- 
pewa Falls,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  the  best  of  judgment  was 
exercised  in  its  location.  The  state  has  there  over  a  thousand 
acres  of  land  timbered  with  virgin  timber,  and  in  addition  to 
this,  the  water  for  the  institution  is  supplied  from  beautiful 
running  springs.  This  Home  is  under  the  superv^ision  of  Dr. 
A.  W.  Wilmarth,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  same  since 
its  inception.  We  found  Dr.  Wilmarth  to  be  a  very  thorough, 
competent,  pleasant  gentleman  whose  previous  training  emi- 
nently qualifies  him  for  the  work  in  which  he-  is  now  engaged, 
and  yve  also  feel  that  the  state  of  Wisconsin  is  to  be  congratu- 
Iflted  on  securing  his  services.  This  is  the  only  charitable  in- 
stitution in  the  state  where  the  superintendent  resides  in  a  sepa-^j^ 
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.  rate  home  outside  of  the  institution,  and  in  our  opinion  this 
plan  is  to  be  commended  in  a  great  many  respects.  The  build- 
ings at  this  home  are  modem,  and  without  doubt  this  is  the 
finest  institution  within  our  state  from  the  standpoint  of  build- 
ings and  equipment.  Since  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature 
of  1901  there  has  been  completed  a  new  administration  building 
and  a  new  congregate  dining  room.  The  administration  build- 
ing is  a  model  from  the  standpoint  of  beauty  and  convenience 
and  the  new  dining  room  in  our  judgment  is  a  magnificent  and 
complete  affair,  having  a  seating  capacity,  comfortably,  for  about 
six  hundred  and  fifty  people.  Although  this  school  is  already 
capable  of  taking  care  of  a  great  many  inmates,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  of  all  classes  of  charitable  patients,  this  class  is 
most  liable  to  increase,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  adequate 
provision  is  made  to  supply  a  place  for  the  applicants.  When 
the  new  dormitories  are  furnished,  and  every  inch  of  space  is 
occupied  that  is  now  provided  for,  we  imdcrstand  that  there 
will  thpn  be  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  cases  for  which  appli- 
cations have  been  made,  unprovided  for,  and  in  our  judgment 
it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  school  by  adding 
on  two  more  dormitories,  which,  as  nearly  as  we  can  determine, 
and  governed  by  such  information  as  we  can  secure,  will  cost 
approximately  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

It  was  a  matter  of  comment  with  this  committee,  that  regard- 
less of  the  fact  that  the  class  of  patients  within  this  institution 
are  perhaps  the  most  difficult  of  any  to  take  care  of,  from  the 
standpoint  of  cleanliness,  still  we  found  the  institution  and 
every  part  of  it,  even  in  the  wards  containing  the  most  deplor- 
able cases,  a  model  of  neatness  and  cleanliness. 

There  is  needed  immediately  one  new  boiler,  as  there  is  no 
reserve  boiler  in  case  of  accident  to  those  in  operation,  and  there 
is  also  absolutely  needed  a  new  smoke  stack  as  the  one  now  in 
use  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purposes  it  is  intended  for. 
There  are  also  some  repairs  and  completions  needed  which  from 
investigation  we  believe,  together  Avith  the  boiler  and  smoke 
stack,  will  require 'a  special  appropriation  of  about  five  thou- 
sand dollars.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  an  appropriation  ab- 
solutely necessary  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  as  covered 
in  Assembly  Bill  Xo.  3,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  and  equip- 
ing  the  new  Imildinprs,  and  for  the  pur]X)sc  of  paying  debts 
already  incurred  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings.  We  rec- 
ommend immediate  action  on  this  bill,  as  the  state  can  derive 
no  service  from  these  buildings  until  the  appropriation  is  made, 
and  certainly  the  need  of  the  buildings  and  additional  space  are 
most  pressing. 
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INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOB  BOYS. 

Prof.  A,  J.  Hutton,  the  superintendent,  has  been  in  charge 
of  this  institution  only  since  January  1st,  1903.  Prof.  Hut- 
ton,  however,  had  previous  experience  in  state  charitable  work, 
through  his  connection  with  the  School  for  Blind  at  Janesville, 
and  also  has  had  the  experience  of  a  great  many  years  as  a 
teacher  in  our  public  schools  in  the  state.  He  is  a  gentleman 
of  high  Christian  character,  and  we  believe  will  exercise  a  com- 
mendable and  beneficent  influence  over  those  under  his  charge. 
As  regards  the  institution  itself,  however,  we  would  be  misrep- 
resenting its  condition,  using  almost  any  standard  of  compari- 
son, if  we  did  not  report  that  it  is  in  a  deplorable  condition. 
With  the  exception  of  the  new  building  last  erected,  it  is  cer- 
tainly made  up  of  the  poorest  buildings  and  furnishings  of  all 
of  our  public  institutions,  in  point  of  equipment,  sanitary  condi- 
tion and  general  appearance.  With  reference  to  the  conduct 
of  the  school,  we  wish  to  state  that  all  liberties  consistent  with 
safety  are  extended  to  the  inmates.  The  buildings  and  grounds 
are  conspicuous  by  tlieir  absence  of  anything  pertaining  to  a 
prison  aspect.  Half  of  each  day  the  boys  spend  in  education 
in  the  usual  branches  of  studies ;  the  other  half  of  the  day  ia 
devoted  to  teaching  the  inmates  some  useful  trade,  or  they  are 
employed  in  doing  necessary  work  connected  with  the  in- 
stitution or  farm,  alternating  as  they  do,  with  their  school  work 
in  the  morning  and  other  work  in  the  afternoon  or  vice  versa. 
There  are  many  evidences  of  competency  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
mates, judging  by  the  work  that  they  are  turning  out  in  the 
shop  and  foundry.  It  is  a  diflBcult  task  to  make  recommenda- 
tions for  special  appropriations  for  this  institution,  considering' 
the 'general  condition  of  all  the  buildings,  but  we  are  convinced 
that  certain  improvements  are  immediately  necessary  from  the 
standpoint  of  ordinary  cx)mfort  and  safe  sanitary  conditions. 

There  is  no  hospital  at  this  school,  which  omission  has  cost  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  al)out  ten  thousand  dollars  during  the  past 
year,  to  stamp  out  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  which  undoubtedly 
could  have  been  prevented,  had  there  been  an  isolation  hospital 
there.  We  believe  that  the  sum  of  seventy-five  hundred  dol- 
lars should  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose  and  unconditionally 
recommend  such  an  appropriation. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  steam  pipes  conducting  the  steam 
from  the  engine  room  to  the  diiferent  buildings  for  heating  pur- 
poses are  laid  in  the  ground,  without  any  covering,  there  is  a 
vast  amount  of  waste- heat,  and  we  recommend  that  a  tunnel  be 
constructed  and  that  appropriate  pipe  coverings  be  furnijshed. 
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to  obviate  this  trouble,  which  will  probably  involve  an  expendi- 
ture of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  but  wliich  could  be  saved 
for  the  state  in  a  very  short  time.  In  addition  to  this  there  is 
an  immediate  necessity  for  a  general  improvement  in  the  heat- 
ing system,  which  it  appears  would  require-  an  expenditure  of 
about  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

A  sample  of  the  condition  of  the  buildings  is  the  kitchen  in 
the  administration  building,  where  the  floors  are  in  such  condi- 
tion that  it  is  ahnost  unsafe  to  ^valk  over  them ;  where  the  plas- 
tering is  falling  off  from  the  walls  and  where  there  are  simply 
obscure  evidences  of  paint.  We  recommend  as.  immediately 
necessary  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  general 
repairs,  making  a  total  for  this  institution  of  about  thirteen 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars. 

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

The  school  for  the  blind,  located  at  Janesvillo,  we  found  in 
most  excellent  condition,  both  as  regards  the  buildings,  equip- 
ment, and  the  extreme  cleanliness  and  order  that  are  everywhere 
manifest.  Prof.  C.  I?.  Showalter,  the  superintendent,  has  been 
there  only  a  short  time,  and  on  account  of  the  evident  interest 
that  he  takes  in  school  work,  and  with  his  experience  as  a  teacher, 
we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  make  a  success  of 
this  particular  work.  We  found  from  inquiry,  both  from  the 
teachers  and  from  the  pupils,  that  Professor  Showalter  is  well 
liked  both  as  regards  his  manner  and  methods. 

No  special  appropriation  is  needed  for  tliis  institution.  They 
are  provided  with  a  large  gA-nmasium  which  is  freely  used  for 
physical  development  of  the  ])upils  and  their  environment  are 
all  along  the  line  of  making  the  puy)ils  contented  and  ha^jppy. 
Tliey  have  in  connection  with  the  school  a  very  fine  pipe  organ, 
which  in  connection  with  tlie  amusement  hall  affords  the  pupils 
a  great  deal  of  pleasure  from  entertainments  and  other  social 
features.  The  pupils  are  well  dressed  and  all  seem  to  be  happy 
and  contented.  They  are  taught  the  different  school  branches 
ordinarily  taught,  and  in  addition  to  these,  music,  on  several 
kinds  of  instruments.  Piano  tuning  is  made  a  sjx^cialty  of, 
and  in  consequence  of  the  extreme  proficiency  of  the  pupils  in 
this  work,  many  of  them  make  it  a  business  after  leavins:  the 
institution  and  are  securing  a  good  living  at  this  work.  Type- 
writing is  also  tnuglit  them  and  they  give  evidences  of  being 
rapid  and  accurate.  They  have  here  a  cor}>s  of  verj'^  able 
teachers,  who  seem  to  be  very  much  interested  in  their  work  and 
are  obtiiining  sntisfactorv  n^sults.     We  found  upon  investiga- 
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tioii  that  there  are  nearly  two  hundred  blind  people  in  our  state  - 
who  do  not  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  school, 
either  from  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  school  and 
what  it  accomplishes,  or  for  other  reasons.  The  health  of  the 
scholars  is  good  and 'their  food  is  especially  wholesome  and  pala- 
table. A  convincing  fact  regarding  the  results  obtained  here  is 
that  upon  investigation,  we  found  that  there  is  hardly  an  in- 
stance of  any  pupil  who  has  left  this  institution  being  now  a 
subject  of  charity. 

SCHOOI.  FOR  THE  DEAF. 

This  school  is  located  at  Delavan  and  is  under  the  supenasion 
of  Mr.  E.  W.  Walker.  Mr.  Walker  has  been  superintendent 
only  since  September  Ist,  1002,  but  ho  was  qualifie<l  before  un- 
dertaking tliis  work  v,4th  the  experience  of  a  groat  many  years 
of  work  as  a  teacher  and  educator ;  he  takes  keen  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  unfortunate  ones  intrusted  to  his  care;  we  have 
no  doubt  but  tliis  institution  will  prosper  under  his  management. 
He  is  energetic  and  is  very  jealous  of  tlie  institution,  seemingly 
beinir  imbued  with  tlie  idea  of  elevating  tlie  school  to  a  very  high 
standard.  We  re^et  to  state  that  the  buildings  and  appliances 
of  tlio  scIkx)1  are  somewhat  of  the  order  of  the  Industrial  School 
for  Boys,  and  in  our  judgment,  there  are  a  numlx^r  of  needed 
improvements  which  cannot  very  well  be  longer  delayed.  It 
must  \ye  taken  into  account  that  the  pu])ils  of  this  school  are 
both  deaf  and  dumb,  and  tliat  the  only  means  of  diversion  or 
amusement  for  them  is  through  their  sight,  consequently,  it 
would  seem  that  special  cares  should  l)e  taken  to  make  their 
visible  surroundings  as  pleasing  and  attractive  as  possible.  We 
found  the  school  rooms  are  practically  barren  of  any  decorations  • 
whatever  and  certainly  do  not  present  an  inviting  and  attractive 
appearance^  and  we  would  refx>mmend  that  the  rooms  he  dec- 
oratcil  suital)ly  for  this  class  of  scholars.  We  found  also  that 
The  scliool  room  capacity  is  iUvSufficient,  and  it  will  require  at 
least  four  more  school  rooms  to  supply  this  need.  This,  how- 
ever, can  bo  accomplished  cheaply  by  fitting  up  rooms  in  the 
basement  of  one  of  the  present  scliool  l>uildings  at  a  very  mod- 
erate cost.  One  of  the  school  rooms  also  has  no  closets,  and  we 
recommend  that  two  closets  be  built,  one  for  each  sex.  There 
is  an  al>sence  of  maps,  charts  and  oilier  necessary  school  room 
appliances,  which  are  very  much  needed,  and  we  recommend  that 
these  Ijc  proraired  and  placed  in  the  buildings.  The  lalxiratory 
(if  that  w^ch  they  now  have  can  be  called  one),  is  in  too  small 
quarters,  and  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  basement  could  be  utilized       j 
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for  a  laboratx)ry  when  iitted  up.  They  practically  have  no  ap- 
pliances for  laboratory  work,  and  we  would  recommend  tliat  tlie 
State  Board  of  Control  be  supplied  with  sufficient  funds  to  make 
these  improvements  and  additions.  Along  this  line  we  also  de- 
termined that  the  library  on  hand  is  altogether  too  limited  and 
txK)  uudi versified  for  tlie  needs  of  the  school.  The  books  on  hand 
are  few  and  ahnx)st  wholly  of  a  theol(^cal  nature.  The  cold 
storage  is  in  a  veiy  poor  condition,  in  fact  practically  unfit  for 
use,  as  a  large  amount  of  meat  spoils  every  season  for  want  of 
proper  place  to  store  it  in.  Otlier  needs  that  are  absolutely  inir 
perative  are  a  Duplex  engine  and  dynamo  and  a  new.  printing 
press,  the  old  one  being  worn  out  and  unfit  for  use. 

Whereas  a  number  of  items  have  been  enumerated  herein  as 
necessities,  still  we  believe,  that  a  special  appropriation  of  five 
thousand  dollars  ^\^ll  nicely  meet  the  pressing  and  inmiediate 
demands  of  the  institution. 

STATE   HOSPITAL    FOR   TUK    IXSA^'E. 

This  institution,  beautifully  located  on  the  banks  of  Lake 
Mendota  is  under  the  supeiTision  of  Dr.  E.  L.  Bullard,  who  has 
been  in  charge  as  superintendent  since  iSiiaLj  1st,  1901.  We 
feel  that  we  can  unreservedly  state  that  we  found  no  one  in  any 
of  the  state  institutions  moi'e  interested  in  their  work,  or  in  any 
closer  touch  with  their  institution  than  is  the  present  superin- 
tendent at  Mendota.  We  especially  coniiinend  him  for  tlie  work 
that  has  been  done  there  during  his  superin tendency  towards 
l^eautifying  the  interior  of  the  building,  especially  considering 
the  limilccl  moans  at  his  disposal.  This  work  lujs  been  done 
very  largely  by.  the  inmates,  consisting  principally  of  artistic 
painting  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  which  has  been  a  pleasin*; 
change  to  the  iiuiiiafes  and  certainly  has  Ix^n  beneficial  to  those 
occupied  in  its  performance,  being  a  means  of  diverting  their 
minds  to  healthful  work.  It  is  not  the  purjwse  of  this  report  to 
unduly  criticise  the  conditions  of  the  buildings  or  equipment  of. 
any  of  the  state  institutions,  but,  tliere  are  such  urgent  and  ex- 
treme needs  at  this  j)artieiilar  place  to  elevate  it  to  tlie  stiindard 
of  the  other  state  hosj)tial  for  the  insane,  that  we  feel  more  than 
ordinary  mention  is  required,  and  also  that  prompt  action  on  tlie 
part  of  the  legislature  is  imperative.  From  the  standpoint  of 
comparison  and  from  the  standpoint  of  ordinary  modem  meth- 
ods and  reciuiremeuts,  some  material  special  appropriation  is 
here  required  to  convert  this  antiquated  affair  into  an  institution 
that  is  more  in  line  with  what  it  is  the  intention  of  the  lee:is- 
latiiro  that  its  charitable  institutions  should  be.     The  building. 
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in  itseU  is  in  excellent  condition.  One  is  impressed  with,  the 
extreme  cleanliness  of  the  place  and  the  perfect  order  that  is 
maintained,  but  from  the  standpoint  of  safety  and  ordinaiy  san- 
itary r^ulations,  tliis  committee  recom^nends  the  following  ini- 
provemiQnts  as  imanediately  necessary.  In  the  first  place,  w'e 
recomimiend  that  a  new  congregate  dining  room  be  built  on  the 
north  side  of  tlie  main  building,  wliich  will  in  no  wase  injure 
the  airpearance  of  the  present  building;  the  same  to  be  two 
stories  high,  the  first  story  or  basement  to  be  used  for  a  kitclien, 
butchershop,  bakery'  and  cold  storage,  the  second  story  for  the 
dining  room  itself.  We  believe  tliis  should  be  built  nearly  as 
large  as  the  one  now  at  the  Northern  Hospital.  At  present  tliey 
are  using  ward  dining  rooms,  making  it  necessary  to  convey  tlie 
food  a  great  distance  oftentimes  before  it  reaches  the  elevator, 
and  tlien  it  is  necessary  to  elevate  tlie  food  to  the  floor  on  which 
the  ward  is  located,  so  that  by  the  time  it  is  served  to  tlie  patients 
it  is  cold  and  unpalatable.  In  our  judgment  a  great  saving 
would  be  accomplished  in  the  anioimt  of  food  used,  if  all  of  the 
patients  could  be  ser\'ed  in  one  main  dining  hall,  and  it  would 
also  tend  to  conser\''e  the  health  and  betterment  of  the  patients 
themselves.  Fronx  what  we  can  learn  ■  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  is  needed  for  this  purpose.  We  also  recommend  that 
two  bath  rooms,  one  for  each  sex,  1^  built,  along  the  lines  of  the 
ones  recently  erected  at  the  Xorthem  Hospital,  excepting  that 
in  this  case  we  recommend  that  they  be  built  two  stories  high, 
so  that  the  upper  story  of  each  can  be  used  for  a  male  and  fe- 
male infirmary  respectively.  The  infinnary  that  they  now  have 
is  located  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  building,  is  difiicult  of  access, 
unsanitary  in  its  equipment  and  entirely  unsafe  in  case  of  fire, 
considering  the  class  of  patients  that  it  contains.  In  our  judg- 
ment a  special  appropriation  of  fifteen  tliousand  dollars  is 
needed  for  this  purpose. 

There  is  needed  at  this  institution  at  once  two  new^  boilers, 
one  to  take  place  of  tlie  old  boiler  that  is  practically  unfit  for  use 
and  the  other  to  be  used  as  a  reserve  boiler,  in  case  of  accident  to 
those  in  operation ;  these  two  boilers  w^ould  cost  as  nearly  as  we 
can  determine,  about  four  thousand  dollars. 

We  also  recommend  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  the 
cost  of  a  building  to  be  erected  some  distance  from  the  main 
building,  the  lower  story  to  be  used  as  a  receiving  room  for 
patients  and  the  upper  story  to  be  used  for  an  isolation  hospital, 
and  as  nearly  as  we  can  determine,  the  same  will  cost  approxi- 
mately five  thousand  dollars.  At  present  they  have  no  hospital 
where  a  patient  can  be  taken  in  case  of  cx>ntagiou8  diseases, 
neither  have  they  a  receiving  room  for  patients  entering  the  in- 
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stitution  as  tliey  now  have  at  the  Xorthem  Hbspital,  which  we 
l)elieve  is  a  necessity.  Under  the  present  condition  of  affairs  it 
is  impossible  to  heat  the  remote  wards  of  tlie  building,  and  we 
believe' that  tliis  possibly  could  be  obviated  by  some  slight  change 
in  the  heating  system  and  by  properly  covering  the  steam  pipes 
that  are  now  in  use.  We  tliink  that  two  thousand  dollars  would 
perhaps  meet  these  requirements.  We  have  enumerated  the 
above  as  absolutely  essential  improvements.  We  would  recoux- 
mehd  as  that  the  building  be  lighted  by  electricity,  as  gas  is 
now  being  used,  which  increases  the  risk  of  fire  and  makes  it 
impossible  to  have  any  h'ght  in  the  rooms  of  tlie  more  violent 
patients.  The  sewage  is  noAv  l)eing  deposited  in  Lake  Men- 
dota  and  wo  would  recommend  that  a  change  be  made  so  that 
the  same  could  be  diverted  and  utilized  upon  the  land  cTf  the 
injstitution. 

IIsDUSTIlIAL  SCHOOL  FOB  GIRLS. 

This  school  is  located  on  Lake  Avenue,  just  within  the  city 
limits  of  Milwaukee.  Tlie  location  is  healthful  and  beautiful, 
commanding  as  it  does  a  very  fine  view  of  Lake  Michigan.  Mrs. 
Emma  I\  Bland  is  tlie  sui:)erintendent  of  the  school,  and  we  feel 
like  congratulating  the  state  of  Wisconsin  upon  securing  her 
services,  fortified  as  she  is  by  a  gi'eat  many  years  of  experience 
in  this  line  of  work.  Her  conduct  of  the  institution  and  the  re- 
sults that  she  has  attained  was  a  source  of  a  great  deal  of  satis- 
faction to  this  committee.  The  girls  under  her  charge  are 
taught  the  ordinary  school  brandies,  and  in  addition  to  this,  all 
of  the  useful  employments  of  life.  More  important  than  this, 
however,  Mrs.  Bland  and  her  able  assistants  are  endeavoring  to 
inculcate  in  their  minds  the  true  principles  of  womanhood,  use- 
fulness and  morality.  \Vlicn  we  consider  the  class  of  pupils 
under  her  charge  we  can  not  wonder  that  she  sometimes  feels 
that  the  task  is  a  burdensome  one.  The  pupils  arc  divided  into 
two  main  classes,  known  as  the  incorrigibles  and  the  immoral 
girls.  It  is  the  aim  that  these  two  classes  have  nothing  in  com- 
mon. The  parole  system  is  in  vogiie,  and  we  understand  that 
good  results  are  l)cing  accomplished  under  it.  It  is  the  aim  of 
those  in  charge  not  to  detain  the  girls  after  they  are  satisfied  that 
they  will  embrace  the  opportunity  of  going  out  into  the  world 
to  live  useful  and  moral  lives,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  secure 
for  them  ])ositions  consistent  with  their  ability.  We  believe 
that  improvements  in  this  school  are  necessary.  We  feel  that 
one  important  improvement  is  either  a  new  building,  or  chang- 
ing the  present  main  building  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  sepa- 
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rate  sleeping  rooms  for  tJie  pupils.  The  reasons  for  this,  we 
feel  are  easily  understood,  as  under  the  present  method,  partly 
there  employecl,  by  giving  the  girls  an  opportunity  of  being 
together  at  night,  it  is  easy  to  imagine  that  ideas  are  exchanged 
and  that  freedom  is  extended  that  is  not  for  the  betterment  of 
their  condition.  While  this  committee  feels  the  necessity  of  a 
special  appropriation  for  the  improvements  mentioned  herein^ 
it  is  indeed  reticent  about  making  any  recommendation  under 
the  present  system  of  supervision  of  this  school.  We  believe 
that  so  long  as  the  state  of  Wisconsin  owns  the  institution  and 
the  grounds,  and  provides  for  the  maintenance  of  its  inmates, 
that  the  direct  supervision  of  the  school  should  be  under  the 
State  Board  of  Control,  believing  further  that  such  a  change 
would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  state  as  well  as  for  the 
school  itself. 

THE  VETERANS^   HOME. 

This  institution,  erected  and  maintained  for  the  care  of  hon- 
orably discharged,  indigent  soldiers,  is  beautifully  located  on  a 
chain  of  lakes  near  Waupaca,  consists  of  four  large  halls,  a  hos- 
pital, power  house  and  other  appliances  necessary  to  conduct 
such  an  institution ;  consisting  as  it  does  of  about  eighty  build- 
ings which  are  all  occupied,  there  being  a  membetship  of  nearly 
seven  hundred,  about  three  htmdred  of  whom  are  women,  being 
the  wives  or  relatives  of  the  soldiers.  To  provide  space  for  the 
increased  applications  for  admission  to  the  home,  more  room  is 
necessar5\  This  home  is  ably  conducted  by  the  vigilant  super- 
visors of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  material  welfare  of  the 
inmates  is  jealously  cared  for  by  Colonel  and  ^rs.  Ellis. 

We  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  regular  appropriations 
for  its  support. 

MILWAUKEE  HOSPITAL  FOK  THE  IXSAXE. 

Tliis  hospital  is  located  at  Wauwatosa  and  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  M.  J.  White.  Dr.  White  has  long'been  connected 
with  the  institution  and  has  devoted  a  gi-eat  deal  of  his  time 
and  research  in  this  country  and  abroad,  looking  forward  to  the 
better  conduct  of  the  institution.  While  this  hospital  is  not 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Control,  we  made 
quite  a  thorough  examination  of  it  and  were  treated  with  every 
courtesy  by  the  superintendent.  We  found  the  building  and 
appliances  in  excellent  condition.  The  patients  were  well  taken 
care  of,  well  fed,  and  received  the  best  of  medical  treatment. 
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We  found  everything  about  the  place  clean  and  tidy  and  we  cer- 
tainly think  the  institution  is  a  credit  to  Milwaukee  county  as 
well  as  to  the  state  itself.  One  distinct  feature  that  impressed 
this  committee  very  favorably  was  the  idea  which  we  under- 
stand was  promoted  by  Dr.  White  along  the  lines  of  giving  em- 
ployment to  the  patients.  To  the  destructively  inclined  pa- 
tients, work  was  given  that  called  into  action  their  energy  in 
that  particular  direction,  such  as  tearing  up  carpets  preparatory 
to  weaving  them  into  rugs,  etc.  We  would  coimnjeind  this  idea 
to  others  having  in  charge  this  class  of  patients. 

In  compiling  this  report,  as  we  have  previously  stated,  we 
have  omitted  practically  everytliing  relating  to  data  as  to  die 
number  of  inmates,  cost  of  maintenance  and  other  tilings  wliich 
undoubtedly  would  be  of  interest  to  the  legislature,  but  which 
of  course  can  l)e  found  in  other  reports,  therefore  we  deemed  it 
inadvisable  to  repeat.  We  have  said  nodiing  aboiit  the  farms 
of  the  different  institutions  but  such  information  can  be  secured 
from  the  separate  reports  or  from  tlie  Board  of  Control,  but  we 
devoted  considerable  time  to  investigate  all  tlie  different  fanns 
and  appliances  as  well  as  the  stock  located  thereon.  These 
farms  are  a  source  of  revenue  and  a  source  of  employment  for 
the  inmates,  and  we  would  recommend  that  some  care  be  taken 
in  some  of  the  institutions  to  weed  out  the  poorer  quality  of 
stock  and  secure  stock  of  better  breeding  which  undoubtedly 
would  be  more  profitable. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  state  that  wo  have  made  no  recom- 
mendations herein  for  special  appropriations,  that  we  would 
not  as  business  men  reconunend  as  business  propositions,  and  it 
is  our  belief,  so  long  as  the  state  of  Wisconsin  has  these  institu- 
tioiis  to  miaintain,  they  should  be  maintained  up  to  the  standard, 
consistent  with  tlie  object  for  which  they  were  originally  in- 
tended.

"The  state  has  received  the  sum  of  $59,767.14  from  inherit- 
ance taxes  under  the  act  of  1899,  which  is  held  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional. The  tax  has  been  exacted  without  the  authority  of  law. 
The  right  to  impose  a  tax  upon  the  transfer  of  property  must 
rest  upon  a  valid  legislative  enactment.  The  power  to  tax  be- 
ing legislative  there  must  be  distinct  authority  of  law  for  the 
imposition  of  taxes  in  all  cases,  whether  directly  upon  property 
or  upon  the  transmission  or  devolution  of  property  at  death. 

"It  will  be  for  the  legislature  to  determine  whether  the  right 
of  the  individuals  who  have  paid  the  tax  into  the  state  treasury 
shall  be  recognized  by  the  enactment  of   a   law  for   the  audit  of 
the  claims  and    repayment  of  the   amounts  collected  to  the  per 
sons  entitled  to  the  same."     P.  87.

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CONFERENCE   BETWEEN   THE   JOINT    COMMIT- 
TEE ON  ASSESSMENT  AND  COLLECTION 
OF  TAXES  AND  REPRESENTTATIVES 
OF  VARIOUS  RAILROADS. 


Senator  Whitehead:  The  object  of  this  conference  this 
afternoon  is  to  have  the  business  manager  of  the  railway  com- 
panies speak  with  the  committee  and  give  the  committee  op- 
portunity to  make  inquiries  of  them  relating  to  the  perplexing 
questions  of  taxation  which  are  pending  before  this  legisla- 
ture. We  desire  this  conference  to  be  entirely  informal;  the 
gentlemen  who  have  anything  to  say  need  not  feel  obliged 
to  rise;  if  they  have  questions  to  aslc  we  shall  feel  perfectly 
free  to  answer  them. 

We  have  had  in  the  sessions  of  the  legislature  for  years  past 
propositions  relating  to  railroad  taxation,  always  relating  to  an 
increase.  We  have  had  the  attorneys  of  the  railroads  present 
the  arguments  which  they  deemed  sufficient  against  these  bills, 
and  the  discussion  has  come  over  from  one  session  of  the  legis- 
lature to  another.  It  has  been  thought  by  the  committees  that 
there  was  a  side  to  this  qiiestion  which  has  not  been  properly 
discussed  in  the  legislature,  and  that  is  the  business  side  of  it 
We  are  very  fortunate  this  afternoon  in  having  here  in  response 
to  our  invitation  the  presidents  of  the  two  greatest  railroads  in 
the  northwest,  men  who  are  as  familiar  with  railway  affairs 
as  we  are  with  the  concerns  that  occupy  us.  When  we  come  to 
the  legislature  we  are  brought  face  to  face  immediately  with 
these  great  questions.  The  proposition  for  the  taxation  of  rail- 
way companies  involves  a  very  large. fraction  of  the  property 
of  the  state.  It  involves  the  interests  of  a  great  many  people. 
It  involves  many  things  pertaining  to  the  business  policy  which 
the  legislature  is  presumed  to  consider  in  connection  ^vith  legis- 
lation that  bears  directly  upon  the  business  of  the  people.  We 
have  a  great  deal  of  legislation  that  relates  to  the  customs  of  the 
people  and  the  morals  of  the  community  and  we  have' these 
questions  which  are  economic  and  which  are  business  in  their 
aspect  The  qiiestion  of  taxation  also  has  its  moral  side  as  we 
liave  learned  from  the  investigations  that  have  been  made  for 
ms  by  our  commissioners  and  by  the  investigation^  which  we 
kave  made  for  ourselves.  The  proposition  before  this  l^sla- 
ture  is  perhaps  sufficiently  outlined  in  the  reports  of -the  tax

cominission  which  have  come  in  two  years  ago  and  at  this  ses- 
sion. We  are  here  this  afternoon  to  have  these  gentlemen  who 
are  men  of  railroad  affairs,  give  ns  their  views  from  the  stand- 
point which  they  occupy,  and  we  are  here  to  have  them  see,  if 
possible,  the  questions  which  are  before  us,  from  the  standpoint 
which  we  occupy.  We  are  up  to  these  questions,  and  we  are 
here  this*aftenioon  to  receive  help  from  the  men  who  know  more 
about  the  railroad  business  and  the  railroad  property  than  we  do. 

One  of  the  main  questions  that  we  have  before  us  is  the  ques- 
tion of  a  policy  of  taxation.  We  have  under  our  constitution  a 
general  property  tax.  The  legislature  is  the  master  of  the  prop- 
erty that  will  he  subjected  to  this  general  property  tax,  and  the 
necessities  of  the  people  are  in  control  of  the  rate  of  taxation, 
■  for  we  are  compelled  as  a  legislature  to  provide  revenues  which 
are  required  for  the  support  of  our  state  government,  and  the 
people  who  pay  the  taxes  are  the  people  who  own  the  property 
and  upon  whom  this  biirden,  which  is  imposed  ujxDn  that  prop- 
erty by  the  legislature,  falls.  Now,  if  we  can  take  up  these 
questions,  these  propositions,  as  these  business  men  are  accus- 
tomed to  take  up  questions  of  perplexity  and  moment,  as  wo 
gather  around  these  tables  this  afternoon,  we  shall  hope  that  we 
may  come  to  a  better  understanding  of  each  other  and  of  lx)th 
sides  and  all  sides  of  the  important  question  involved  in  the 
legislation  of  this  legislature  which  relates  to  taxation. 

The  question  of  railway  taxation  has  hitherto  been  separated 
by  the  policy  which  has  l)een  pursued,  l)y  the  very  nature  of 
the  bills  which  have  been  presented ;  and  the  'question  with  us 
now  is  whether  the  same  policy  is  to  be  continued  or  whether 
we  are  to  come  to  a  sufficient  understanding  of  railway  prop- 
erty to  enable  its  share  of  taxation  to  be  laid  upon  it  as  the 
shares  which  other  properties  pay  are  laid  upon  them,  or  whether 
we  shall  continue  the  |X)licy  of  keeping  railroad  property  in  a 
class  by  itself  and  endeavoring  by  the  rates  which  we  fix  to  col- 
lect from  the  railway  companies  what  tlie  legislature  deems  to 
be  their  proportionate  share  of  the  taxes  collected  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  government. 

I  think  I  have  sufficiently  presented  the  propositions  which 
these , committees  have  been  studying  here  from  day  to  day  as 
they  have  met  in  informal  session,  and  yet  I  realize  tliat  I  have 
not  sufficiently  opened  the  way  for  just  the  sort  of  discussion 
that  we  look  for,  but  gentlemen,  I  have  done  the  best  with  it 
that  I  can  and  I  ask  these  distinguished  business  men  here  to 
come  to  the  assistance  of  these  committees  with  all  frankness 
and  directness;  if  there  are  questions  which  we  can  answer, 
we  shall  be  glad  to  make  an  answer,  and  if  there  are  questions 
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which  they  can  answer  that  we  propose,  we  have  no  doubt  that 
they  are  here  today  to  give  iis  those  answers.  I  should  think 
perhajja  in  view  of  the  situation  which  confronts  us  that  it 
would  be  well  to  start  with  the  system  of  taxation  which  we 
have  now  and  see  if  we  understand  each  other  with  reference  to 
the  operation  of  that  system  and  see  whether  in  fact  it  produces 
for  the  state  from  the  railway  i)ro])erties  what  is  a  fair  share 
of  their  burden  for  the  sup]X)rt.of  the  state,  and  w^hether  if  we 
attempt  to  enter  up<^)n  any  other  system  there  are  any  difficulties 
that  are  not  surmountable  by  the  legislature. 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  either  President  Earling  or  Presi- 
dent Ilughitt  start  this  discussicm  in  a  general  way,  open  up  this 
subject  from  their  standpoint  as  the  presidents  and  agents  of 
the  owners  of  these  vast  proi)erties,  so  tliat  we  may  get  the  view 
point  which  they  have  with  reference  to  this  question  of  enor- 
mous interest  l)efore  the  legislature  of  Wisconsin  today. 

President  Man-in  Ilughitt  (President  of  tlie  Chicago  & 
North- Western  Railway):  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: 
Wo  are  veiy  glad  indeed  to  I'cspond  to  your  invitation.  For 
myself  and  associates,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  spirit  in 
which  you  invited  us  here.  Personally,  I  am  in  poor  physical 
condition  today  to  say  anything  upon  any  subject.  In  as  much, 
however,  as  you  have  postponed  tliis  hearing  once  at  my  re- 
quest, I  thought  I  must  come  here,  no  matter  if  I  was  ill. 

The  que^^tion  of  taxation  of  raihvay  property,  let  me  say,  is 
a  very  complex  one,  I  think,  Imt  so  far  as  the  railways  of  Wis- 
consin are  ccmcerned  T  think  there  is  no  disposition  on  their 
part  to  esca])e  or  avoid  paying  their  just  share  of  taxes  in  this 
state.  Xatnrally  they  cling  with  great  tenacity  to  a  system 
that  has  Ik^ou  so  long  in  use  in  your  state.  If  I  had  voted  in 
this  state  I  should  claim  to  be  an  old  citizen,  but  as  I  d6  not 
vote  here,  still,  corporately  T  may  claim  to  be  an  old  citizen, 
because  my  connection  with  the  XortJi-AVestem  railroad  is 
sometliing  like  thirty-one  years.  With  tliis  system  of  license 
fee  whicli  is  so  dirtx^t,  so  easy  of  computation,  and  from  the 
railway's  standpoint  lays  a  just  and  equal  burden  upon  rail- 
w^ay  ]u-()])erty  as  conipared  with  the  whole  property  of  the 
state,  we  l>elievo  it  sliould  l)e  unchanged.  That  opinion  might 
be  elalx)rate<l,  and  doubtless  will  be  by  the  representatives  of 
other  raihvays.  I  must  Ik?  brief  iji  what  I  have  to  say,  be- 
cause my  lungs  are  not  in  condition  to  speak  al)ove  a  whisper 
and  it  is  with  great  effort  lliat  T  do  so. 

Whether  or  not  the  license  fee,  the  license  system,  in  the 
opinion  of  those  gentlemen  who  have  devoted  much  time  to 
the  examination  of  the  question,  does   lay   iipon   the   raihvays 
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a  just  burdeoi  of  taxation,  is  one  of  analysis.  What  is  a  just 
burden  ?  I  assume,  a  just  burden  is  one  where  all  property 
13  included  in  the  general  levy  and  none  escapes,  and  under 
the  license  fee  no  railroad  property  does  escape;  it  is  all  in- 
cluded. If  you  change  that  system  and  go  to  what  is  spoken 
of  as  the  ad  valorem  system,  I  think  you  will  encounter  much 
difficidty.  Eair-minded  men,  men  who  have  no  disposition 
whatever  to  do  an  injustice,  find  much  difficulty  in  fairly  valu- 
ing the  property,  especially  of  railways  so  widely  extended 
and  covering  so  many  states -as  do  the  railways  tliat  are  in- 
volved in  the  Xorth-Western  companies.  To  arrive  at  a 
proper  valuation  of  the  railway  on  that  basis  is  difficult.-  T 
know  much  has  been  said  about  the  stock  and  bond  theories, 
but  in  that  we  do  not  lx)lieve.  If  you  go  to  other  systems  than 
the  license  fee  you  must  value  the  property  locally  in  tlie^  state. 
How  is  that  to  be  done?  Certainly  you  would  not  go  outside 
of  the  domain  of  the  commonwealth  to  value  the  property  in 
other  states,  of  the  corporation,  for  taxation  within  this  state, 
therefore  it  has  seemed  to  me  there  was  but  one  way  to  value 
the  property  in  such  a  system,  and  that  was,  to  examine  it 
by  experts  and  deteniiine  what  it  is  worth  on  that  system; 
and  there  is  much  difficulty  in  that  direction.  But  I  am  ad- 
monished, Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  must  l)e  brief.  The  railways 
are  here  I  understand,  in  the  spirit,  just  as  you  have  suggested, 
of  conference,  to  find  oiit  what  is  to  l>e  done  in  view  of  the 
agitation  from  session  to  session,  of  this  question.  The  rail- 
ways would  like  to  have  it  dis]>osed  of, — as  a  question  not  to 
occupy  public  attention  and  agitate  the  legislature  from  ses- 
sion to  session,  but  in  the  change,  we  suggest,  if  a  change  is  de- 
cided upon,  or  if  you  favor  a  change,  that  you  take  into  serious 
consideration  the  difficulties  of  the  abandonment  of  your  pres- 
ent system^  They  are  very  great,  and  I  apprehend  would  not 
work  out  as  successfully  as  your  present  system.  I  thank  you 
very  much,  Mr.  Chairman ;  I  have  spoken  very  feebly  and  not 
as  I  would  wish  to  do  on  the  subject,  but  I  have  done  tlie  best 
T  could  in  the  physical  condition  in  whicli  I  find  myself. 

Senator  AVhitehead:  Mr.  Hughitt  is  quite  ill,  but  I  sup- 
pose if  any  member  of  the  committee  should  address  any  di- 
rect, pertinent  inquiries  to  him  he  would  be  able  to  give  an 
answer,  and  would  not  he  obliged  to  rise. 

Senator  O'Neil:  In  some  states  through  which  your  rail- 
road property  runs,  are  you  taxed  on  the  ad  valorem  system  ? 

Mr.  Hughit:         In  Illinois,  yes,  sir. 

Senator  O'Neill:  Is  the  tax  more  burdensome  there  than 
it  is  in  Wisconsin  ? 
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Mr.  liugliitt:     Xo,  sir,  it  is  not. 

Senator  Whitehead:  What  is  the  experience  in  Iowa,  Mr.. 
Hughitt,  of  your  company  ? 

Mr.  Hnghitt :  Well,  it  is  the  ad  valorem  system  there.  The 
tax,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  Wisconsin  is  much  higher  than  in  other 
states  whero  the  Xorth- Western  railway  operates  its  lines; 
there  is  a  much  higher  percentage  on  the  gross  or  net  earn- 
ings, iti  is  much  higher  here  than  the  tax  paid  in  other  states 
on  the  other  system? 

Senator  0']S'eil :  AVhat  states"  do  you  operate  in  where  they 
have  the  ad  valorem  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt :  In  Wyoming,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Iowa,. 
Illinois  ;ind  ^lichigan.  The  percentage  in  ^linnesota  on  the 
gross  earnings  is  three  per  cent,  and  Michigan  changed  its  law 
from  four  per  cent  on  gross  caniings  to  a  tax  on  the  ad  valorem 
system. 

Mr.  Sm alley:  In  those  state  that  you  are  taxed  under  tlie 
ad  valorem  system  have  you  ex]x^rienced  any  great  diflSculty 
in  arriving  at  the  valuation  of  your  property '( 

Mr.  Hughitt:  That  might  Ix^st,  I  think,  be  illustrated  by 
what  recently  occurred  in  the  state  of  ^Michigan.  We  are  pay- 
ing 4  ])er  cent  tax  in  tlie  state  of  Michigan  on  gross  earnings 
and  they  changed  their  law  to  the  ad  valorem  system,  valuation 
by  a  commission,  and  we  have  not  as  yet  accepted  as  conclusive 
the  findings  of  the  commission  under  the  law.  It  has  resulted 
in  a  very  excessive  valuation  of  the  Xortli-Westem  property  in 
that  state.  .  We  have,  I  think,  about  515  milc:^  of  railway  in 
that  state,  that  is  in  the  northern  peninsula  of  Michigan,  and 
about  half  of  it  lies  under  the  snow  six  months  in  a  year,  is  not 
operated,  there  are  lumbering  branches,  spur  tracks  to  iron  ore 
mines  and  that  sort  of  things  only  in  use  during  the  season  of 
navigation,  and  by  some  line  of  reasoning  which  we  have  not 
as  yet  ascertained  they  have  made  the  valuation  of  our  proj^rty 
there  about  $28,000  a  mile,  very  much  higher  per  mile  than 
if-  some  of  the  railways  of  the  trunk  line  roads.  Just  how  that 
is  reached  we  do  not  know.  It  is  a  matter  that  is  being  very 
ch^sely  inquired  into  by  the  law  department  of  the  company. 

Senator  Whiteliead  :  Dn  you  have  any  state  where  you  oper- 
ate subject  to  the  assessment  by  the  local  assessor? 

^fr.  Hughitt:  Xo,  sir,  the  properties  are  valued  in  their  en- 
tirety. I  do  not  know  how  you  can  segregate  a  railroad  by 
townships  and  counties  and  value  it.  The  railroad  from  La 
Cropse  to  IMadison  is  worth  so  much  to  carry  freights  and  pas- 
sengers over, — you  would  not  set  apart  that  section  of  the  line 
which  s(»me  of  you  gentlemen  travel  over  which  w^e  call  the 
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^'tunnel  section/^  as  having  any  greater  value  for  the  purposes 
of  transportation  than  a  piece  of  road  in  the  open  country.  It 
cost  a  great  deal  of  money  to  dig  those  holes  through  those 
hills,  but  we  do  not  get  any  more  for  carrying  passengers 
through  those  tunnels  or  hauling  freight  over  it. 

Senator  Whitehead :  ^h\  Earling,  perhaps  you  will  come  to 
ilr.  Kughitt's  relief  for  a  little  while;  he  is  feeling  pretty 
badly. 

Mr.  Earling  (President  of  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.) :  Mr.  Chair- 
man  and  Gentlemen :  I  desire,  first,  to  thank  you  for  this  invi- 
tation you  have  extended  to  us,  and  first  of  all  to  say  that  the 
railroads, — speaking  for  the  St.  Paul  road  and  for  some  others, 
are  perfectly  willing  at  all  times  to  pay  their  just  share  of  the 
taxes  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin.  I  do  not  know  of  a  railway 
company  that  would  feel  more  kindly  disposed  to  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  than  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  because  it  is  a  com- 
pany which  is  organized  under  the  laws  of  Wisconsin,  and  has 
its  home  in  Wisconsin.  I  believe,  however,  that  the  taxes  paid 
by  the  rjjilways  in  Wisconsin  are  more  than  they  should  pay, 
and  have  been  ever  since  the  4  per  cent  license  fee  has  been  in 
existence.  The  railways  of  Wisconsin,  as  I  understand  it,  paid 
last  year  about  one-eleventh  of  all  the  taxes  that  were  paid  in 
the  state,  state,  county,  school  and  municipal,  and  I  cannot  be- 
lieve that  they  own  one-eleventh  of  all  the  taxable  property  in 
the  state  of  Wisconsin.  I  will  refer  particularly  to  one  county 
and  that  is  Milwaukee  comity,  in  which  the  railroads  own  more 
property  in  proportion  to  the  wealth  of  that  county  than  tliey  do 
in  any  other  county  in  the  state,  yet  I  think  no  man  who  is 
familiar  with  that  coiinty  would  say  that  they  own  one-eleventh 
of  all  the  taxable  property,  of  all  the  value  of  that  county.  It 
does  not  seem  possible  that  it  could  be  so.  Therefore  my  con- 
clusion must  naturally  be  that  the  roads  are  paying  under  this 
four  per  cent   license  fee  more  than  their  just  share. 

In  regard  to  the  license  fee  itself,  it  is,  as  yoa  know,  change- 
able. It  depends,  the  amount  to  l)e  paid  in  the  way  of  taxes  by 
the  railroads,  depends  upon  the  business  conditions;  whenever 
the  earnings  are  large  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  paid  are  also 
large;  when  during  times  of  depression  the  earnings  are  small, 
the  taxes  diminish  in  the  same  proportion.  It  seems  to  me  and 
always  has  seemed  to  me  since  this  question  first  arose  that  the 
license  fee  system  is  the  simplest  way  for  the  railroads  to  pay 
their  taxes  into  the  state,  because  there  are  no  complications 
whatever  in  arriving  at  the  values,  which  is  always  a  difficult 
problem;  it  is  simply  four  per  cent  upon  the  gross  earnings 
and   the  computation   is  easily  made.     A   clerk  can  make  it.

There  is  no  opportunity  whatever  for  the  raih'oads  under  that 
system  to  escape  taxation  or  to  conceal  any  of  their  property  or 
omit  it.  Under  the  ad  valorem  system  it  is  quite  difficult,  it  is 
full  of  complications.  We  have  an  experience  in  other  states. 
In  Illinois,  Iowa  and  South  Dakota  it  requires  a*  great  deal  of 
work  on  the  part  of  the  state,  and  expense,  as  well  as  upon  the 
railroads;  involves  a  great  deal  of  expense  which  is  entirely 
avoided  under  this  license  fee  wdiicli  you  have  in  Wisconsin, 
and  the  four  per  cent  which  is  paid  by  the  railways  amounting 
to — it  will  amount  this  year  to  probably  $1,800,000,  which,  I 
believe,  firmly  Ijelieve,  represents  more  than  the  fair  share  that 
the  railroads  should  pay.  I  thank,  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  at- 
tention. 

Senator  Whitehead :  W^hat  sort  of  burden  does  it  lay  on  the 
(!onipany  in  the  states  where  you  have  the  ad  valorem  system, 
Mr.  Earling? 

Mr.  Earling:  It  refpiires  a  great  deal  of  clerical  force  in 
order  to  apportion,  first,  the  property  w4iich  belongs  to  the  va- 
rious states ;  for  instance,  in  the  matter  of  rolling  stock,  it  is 
aonueAvhat  difficult  to  estimate  w^hat  percentage  of  the  rolling 
stock  l)e.longs  to  this  state  or  tliat  state,  l^ecause  this  is  a  sys- 
tem,— for  instance,  the  St.  Paul  road  traverses  six  states, — 
and  first  to  ascertain  what  proportion  of  that  .equipment,  roll- 
ing stock,  l)elongs  to  tlie  state  of  Wisamsin  and  w^iat  Ix^longs 
to  Iowa, — diat  fact  itself  is  a  matter  wdiich  is  extremely  diffi- 
ciilt  to  determine'  and  one  with  which  the  lx>ard  of  assessment 
is  seldom  satisfied. 

Senator  Whitehead :  After  it  is  ascertained  once  as  it  is 
in  Iowa,  is  it  a  matter  of  added  difficulty,  every  year?  Do  you 
Jiave  to  go  over  the  same  matter  everv'  year  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  It  changes  from  year  to  year,  Senator,  as  the 
equipment  changes.  The  ec|uipment  is  taken  do^vn  and  the 
nimiber  of  cars,  the  numlx^r  of  locomotives  and  the  number  of 
passenger  cars  and  all  those  things  change  each  year;  then  there 
is  also  a  clerical  force  that  is  required  to  assess  each  division 
of  the  road  within  the  state.  J  think  Mr.  Dudley,  tax  com- 
missioner of  the  company,  could  explain  that  to  much  better 
satisfaction  to  vou  than  I  can.  He  is  tlioroughly  familiar  with 
it. 

Senator  Whitehead:  Do  you  notice  a  gradual  increase 
everv  year  in  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  the  company  in 
the  state? 

Mr.  Earling:  There  ha.<^  boon  an  increase  during  the  past 
few  years  because  the  roads  have  increased  their  equipment,  the 
number  of  cars,  the  number  of  locomotives  have  been  largely  in- , 
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creased,  and  the  track, — additional  tracks  have  been  con- 
structed and  more  buildings.  ^New  buildings  have  been  con- 
structed, and  additional  buildings,  and  thus  additional  facili- 
ties of  all  kinds  have  been  provided  during  the  past  few  years. 

8enau)r  Whitehead:  Do  you  lind  it  your  experience  tkat 
the  increiise  is  recognized  by  tlie  state  board  of  assessment  in 
a  legitimate  way,  due  to  the  legitimate  growth  of  the  company 
in  its  business^ 

Mr.  Earling:  Thus  far  we  have  no  fault  to  find  in  that  di- 
rection except  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  which  has  just  this 
year  entered  upon  the  ad  valorem  plan  of  taxing  the  railroads. 

Senator  Whitehead:  You  have  no  standard  there  to  go  by 
except  this  single  assessment  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  This  single,  yes,  the  first  one  in  that  state. 
We  had  it  of  course  in  Illinois,  Iowa  and  South  Dakota,  and 
in  ^linnesota  as  ^fr.  Hughitt  has  stated,  it  is  on  tlie  basis  of 
a  license  fee,  three  jx^r  cent  upon  the  gross  earnings. 

Mr.  Sinjalley:  Aside  from  tlie  fact  that  there  is  some  diiSi- 
eulry  in  arriving  at  this  on  the  ad  valorem  basis,  do  you  not 
think  that  if  property  was  assessed  on  the  ad  valorem  basis  it? 
w^ould  relieve  the  legislatures  of  the  different  states  of  a  great 
deal  of  anxiety  every  year,  as  to  Avhcther  or  not  railroad  com- 
panies? were  assessed  at  what  they  ought  to  be,  that  that  would 
establish  it  lUjore  permanently,  so  that  it  would  not  be  an  agita- 
tion all  the  time? 

Mr.  Earling:  Well,  it  would  be  pretty  difficult  to  answer 
that  i[uestion.  I  do  not  know  how  the  people  would  feel  about 
it ;  I  can  only  say  this,  I  can  only  repeat  the  fact  that  the  four 
per  cent  which  the  st.ate  of  Wisconsin  is  now  receiving  upon 
llie  eri'ot=a  earnings  represents  its  full  and  more  than  its  full 
share  of  the  taxes  that  the  railroads  are  paying;  therefore,  I 
do  not  see  very  nxuch  cause  for  agitation  of  the  question. 

Mr.  Snialley:  Yes,  but  nevertheless  there  is  all  the  time 
and  has  been  and  probably  will  be ;  now,  don't  you  think  that 
a  system  like  that, —  T  am  jiLst  getting  at  your  opinion  whether 
or  not  you  think  that  that  would  better  matters.  Don't  you 
think  the  people  would  l)e  more  liable  then  to  know  or  think 
that  they  know  at  least,  that  the  rate  of  taxes  of  railroad  prop- 
erty is  on  an  equivalent  with  other  property  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  Xo,  I  do  not,  for  the  very  simple  reason  that, 
Ft  range  as  it  nrnv  seem,  there  are  comparatively  few  people, 
men  who  really  know  what  the  railroads  of  Wisconsin  are  pay- 
ing, what  taxes  are  being  paid  by  railroads ;  indeed,  from  very 
intelligent  business  men  I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  rail- 
roads probably  do  not  pay  more  than  ten  dollars  per  mile  in

the  way  of  taxes  on  tlieir  roads  in  Wisconsin,  when,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,,  it  amounts  to  about  three  hundred  and  twenty  dol- 
lars per  mile  for  the  St.  Paul  road. 

Senator  Hatten:  What  is  your  estimate  of  the  value  of  a 
luile  on  which  you  pay  $320  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  You  desire  to  know  what  I  think  it  would 
cost  to  replace  it? 

Senator  Hatten:  You  made  the  statement  you  thought  they 
wei'e  paying  more  than  their  share;  you  must  base  it  on  the 
value  put  upon  tlie  property  and  the  rate  they  paid  or  amount 
they  paid.  What  do  you  consider  a  mile  of  the  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  road  worth  on  which  they  paid  $320  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  I  consider  the  value  of  the  mile  of  road  at 
the  amount  for  which  it  is  capitalized,  as  it  stands  upon  the 
hooks  of  the  company,  which  is  the  average  of  the  entire  sys- 
tem. I  must  go  into  the  entire  system  again  because  it  stands 
on  the  books  as  a  system.  It  is  about  $34,000  a  mile.  When 
I  say  I  believe  four  per  cent  upon  the  gross  earnings  represents 
the  full  measure  of  taxes  tliat  the  railroad  should  pay  and  even 
more  than  that,  I  base  it  upon  this:  that  it  represents  one^lev- 
enth  of  all  the  taxes  that  are  paid,  and  I  cannot  believe  that 
the  railroads  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  own  one-eleventh  of  all 
the  property  in  the  state. 

Senator  ilattcn :  AVhen  you  estimate  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty in  the  state,  do  you  estimate  all  the  propeity  of  the  state  ? 

Mr.  Earling :     All  the  property. 

Senator  Hatten :  All  of  the  property  w^hether  on  the  assessr 
mont  rolls  or  not  ? 

Mr.  Earling:     All  the  property  in  the  state. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson:  That  is,  exempt  and  non-ex- 
empt ? 

ifr.  Earling:     "No. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :     Simply  the  taxable  property  ? 

]\fr.  Earling:     Taxable  property. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson:  The  dispute  arises  as  to  whether 
or  not  four  per  cent  is  a  just  tax  in  proportion  to  the  taxes  paid 
by  other  property  and  the  controversy  arises.  How  shall  that 
controversy  be  decided,  by  the  committee  of  the  legislature  or 
by  some  other  authority  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  I  think  that  is  a  question  which  should  be  de- 
cided upon  the  facts  as  to  whether  the  railroads  are  not  really 
paying  their  just  share.  That  is  the  question  that  is  before  us 
now%  as  I  understand  it. 

Mr.  Dahl :  Has  there  teen  much  difficulty  in  the  states  wherq 
they  have  the  ad  valorem  taxation,  in  arriving — as  between  the 
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railroad  companies  and  the  state — in  arriving  at  a  just  basis, 
of  taxation,  just  valuation  at  the  time  that  the  law  was  passed  I 

Mr.  Earling:     Is  there  any  difficulty? 

Mr.  Dalil : ,  If  there  had  been  much  difficulty  at  the  time  the 
law  was  pasvsed  in  arriving  at  that  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  There  is  more  or  less  difficulty  all  the  time 
for  reasons  I  stated  a  moment  ago,  there  are  questions  arising 
as  to  whether  more  of  the  rolling  stock,  for  instance,  should  not 
be  credited  to  the  Iowa  lines  or  Illinois  lines  or  South  Dakota 
lines.     Those  are  always  questions  which  will  naturally  arise. 

Mr.  Smalley :  It  is  your  opinion  then  is  it,  if  the  legislature 
was  to  change  the  method  of  taxation  of  railroads  in  Wisconsin 
from  the  license  fee  system  to  the  ad  valorem  system,  that  the 
railways  of  Wisconsin  would  pay  less  taxes  to  the  state  than 
they  now  pay  under-licensc  fee  system  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  I  do  not  know  that  that  would  make  any  par- 
ticular difference.  If  the  license  fee  system  is  fairly  aaminis- 
tered  and  the  ad  valorem  system  is  fairly  administered  it  ought 
to  make  nb  difference  at  all  in  the  amount  that  the  railways  pay 
as  compared  to  other  property.  .  That  depends  entirely  upon  the 
administration  of  the  system. 

Senator  Whitehead :  The  tax  now"  levied  under  percentage  is 
perfectly  arbitrary,  isn't  it  ? 

Mr.  Eiirling:     It  is. 

Senator  Whitehead :  There  is  no  test  of  the  sufficiency  of  it 
or  equality  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Smalley :  I  gather  from  your  remarks  vou  thought  the 
railway  companies  in  this  state  were  paying  more  than  their 
just  share  of  the  taxes  at  the  present  time  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  I  do  think  so  for  the  reason  that,  as  I  stated 
a  moment  ago,  I  can  not  believe  that  the  railroads  own  one- 
eleventh  of  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin, 
considering  the  real  estate,  improvements,  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments of  all  kinds  that  you  have  in  the  ^tate,  and  personal 
property,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  it  is  possible  for  the  rail- 
roads to  represent  one-eleventh  of  that  total,  and  it  is  for  that 
reason  that  I  believe  the  railroads  are  paying  under  a  four  per 
cent  license  fee  more  than  their  just  share. 

Mr.  Smalley:  Well,  then,  it  would  naturally  follow,  of 
course,  if  the  system  was  changed  to  the  ad  valorem  system  that 
you  would  pay  possibly  a  less  tax  than  you  now  pay  ? 

Mir.  Earling:  There  is  great  difficulty  in  arriving  at  the 
value  of  a  railroad.  It  is  not  confined  to  one  state,  it  traverses 
many  states  and  it  takes  the  whole  of  it  to  complete  the  system, 
therefore  it  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  just  valuation. 
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Senator  Whiteheads  Well,  the  point  that  you  stated  that 
you  believed  that  the  company  is  paying  its  share  and  perhaps 
more,  on  the  ground  that  you  do  not  OAvn  the  proportionate  value 
of  the  property  of  the  the  state  which  the  tax  would  indicate,  is 
the  very  basis  of  the  controversy  tliat  is  going  on  in  the  public 
mind. 

Mr.  Earling:     Certainly. 

Senator  Whitehead:  Woiild  you  suggest  any  test,  anything 
that  would  settle  that  question  authoritatively  i  What  sort  of 
a  test  if  we  retain  the  percentage  system  can  we  engraft  onto 
that  system  to  settle  the  i)ublic  mind  on  that  proposition,  a  test 
that  will  work  automatically  i 

Mr.  Earling:  I  have  not  given  the  subject  sufficient  consid- 
eration, Senator,  to  express  any  views  upon  it  at  this  time.  It 
is  a  large  question.  1  realize  it,  and  it  is  one  that  would  re- 
quire a  great  deal  of  thought  and  a  gi'cat  deal  of  investigation. 

Senator  Whitehead:  Would  yoii  regard  it  a  fair  proposi- 
tion to  present,  that  a  test  be  established  of  some  sort  tliat  would 
settle  the  question  and  take  it  out  of  the  tield  of  agitation  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  For  one  1  should  like  to  see  this  question  set- 
tled,— very  naturally,  if  it  can  be  settled  in  a  just  and  fair  way 
to  all  interests.  If  the  railroads — s|)eaking  for  the  St.  Paul 
road — are  not  paying  tlieir  just  share  of  the  taxes  of  the  state, 
we  desire  to  do  so.     We  do  not  wish  to  escai)e  oiir  just  share. 

Senator  Ilatten :  Do  you  think  the  railroads  pay  more  than 
their  share  considering  only  the  assessed  value  oi  the  property? 

Mr.  Earling:     !Xo,  J  do  not  mean  to  convey  that. 

Senator  Ilatten:  But  do  you  think  that  considering  only 
the  assessed  vahie  of  the  proix?rty,  do  you  think  they  pay  more 
than  their  share  i 

Mr.  Early :  X*o, — not  according  to  the  report  of  the  tax  com- 
mission that  would  not  be  so. 

Tax  Conunissioner  Gilson :  I  do  not  think  you  understand 
the  question.  The  figures  of  the  Tax  Commission  are  not 
based  on  the  assessed  valuation,  but  on  the  true  valuation  so 
far  as  it  could  be  obtained,  on  the  average,  running  back  for 
instance  seven  years;  and  if  the  railroad  property  is  to  be 
assessed  to  bring  it  with  other  proj)erty,  and  the  per  cent  is 
just  what  tlie  railroads  are  willing  to  say  that  their  property 
should  1)6  taxed,  on  the  same  basis  of  other  property,  then  the 
same  method  relatively,  so  far  as  possible,  should  be  applied 
to  the  valuation  of  both  pieces,  thereby  to  bring  it  on  the  same 
equality  ? 

Mr.  Earling:     That  is  perfectly  fair. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :     Then,  if  we  take  seven  years  in 
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ascertaining  the  value  of  property   in   the   state,  the  railroad 
property  should  be  valued  on  a  seven-year  basis  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  No,  I  should  have  to  take  exception  to  that^ 
Judge  Gilson,  because  a  seven-year  period  does  not  represent 
.the  period  of  very  hard  times,  the  depressed  times.  Those  were 
in  '1)3,  '94,  and  '95,  and  up  to, — ^\vell,  up  into  '96,  when  the 
earnings  were  very  small,  had  been  very  much  reduced  and  of 
course  the  taxes  that  were  paid  were  also  reduced,  suffered  cor- 
respondingly. Therefore  a  seven-year  period  would  hardly  be 
fair.  Other  property  did  not  suffer  to  the  same  extent  that 
transportation  companies  did  during  the  period  of  depression, 
therefore  a  seven-year  period,  it  would  seem  to  me,  would  be 
manifestly  unfair  to  the  railroads. 

Senator  Hatten :     The  last  seven  years  ? 

Mr.  Earling:     Yes. 

Senator  Hatten :  Seven  years  -including  three  years  of  de- 
pression ? 

Tax  Conunissioner  Gilson :  That  woidd  be  a  matter  of  dig- 
tail  wliether  sufficient  time  should  be  taken  so  the  average  value 
of  the  railroads  could  )x^  obtained  and  the  average  of  all  tlie 
property  in  the  state  could  be  obtained — would  that  be  a  proper 
subject  of  investigation  and  decision  by  a  competent  tribunal, 
do  you  think  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  I  tliink  any  plan  which  will  throw  light  upon 
this  subject  would  l)e  a  fair  one.     Any  plan  whatever. 

Senator  Whitehead:  What  would  be  the  difference  in  ex- 
pense and  trouble  to  the  railway  companies  if  the  state  were 
to  prescribe  some  sort  of  a  test  of  the  percentage  system  to  de- 
tenu ine  whether  it  were  fair,  compared  with  going  immediately 
and  fairly  and  squarely  onto  the  ad  valorem  basis  of  taxation  ? 

ilr.  Earling:  I  cannot  answer  that  question  off-hand,  I  do 
not  think,  but  llr.  Pock  may  be  more  familiar  witli  that  than 
1  am.  You  can  give  him  information  on  that  subject  (^address- 
ing ]\[r.  Peck). 

^fr.  Peck:  Perliaps,  Senator  Whitehead,  you  can  make  it 
more  plain.  You  propose  a  test  to  determine  whether  the  per- 
centage basis  is  a  just  one  ? 

Seuator  Whitehead:     Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Peck:  Then  wouldn't  you  have  to  have  two  systems  at 
the  same  time  to  compare?  I  never  heard  it  suggested  before 
today.  Would  you  pass-  a  law  that  they  might  pay  four  per 
cent  or  they  might  be  assessed  by  tlie  ad  valorem  system  and 
see  which 

Senator  Whitehead :     No,  I  did  not  mean  just  that 

Mr.  Peck:  How  can  you  have  a  test  without  a  test  com- 
parison ?  , 
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Senator  Whitehead:  The  proposition  of.  Mr.  Earling  is, 
the  raihx>ads  pay  their  share  and  more.  There  is  a  feeling 
in  the  public  nidnd  I  judge  from  what  I  hear,  that  this  is  not 
recognized  as  true,  so  here  is  a  controversy  and  the  legislature 
is  called  upon  to  furnish  some  sort  of  solution.  Certainly  it 
is  to  the  interest  of  the  railroads  to  have  this  controversy  ended. 
Mr.  Earling  recommends  tliat.  Now,  what  kind  of  a  test  are 
we  going  to  suggest  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  tlie  percentage  sys- 
tem if  we  keep  it  ?  Are  we  going  to  guess  at  it^  fix  an  arbitrary 
rate? 

Mr.  Peck :  It  is  pretty  eai^ily  worked  out  by  tlie  figures  that 
are  now  public,  that  we  are  paying  ntore  than  we  ought  to. 

Senator  Whitehead:  That  is  not  recognized  in  the  statute 
in  any  way  as  a  test. 

Mr.  Peck :  Why  not  ?  Suppose  it  were  possible  to  take  die 
figures,  the  public  figures  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  the  tax 
commissioners'  reports  and  other  public  records  of  the  prop- 
erty, suppose  it  were  possible  to  take  the  census  reports  and 
show  that  if  all  the  property  of  this  state  were  taxed  we  are 
paying  a  great  deal  more  than  our  share,  would  that  be  a  test? 
A  test  easily  made,  and  if  it  is,  I  will  undertake  to  make  it. 

Senator  Whiteliead :  AVho  is  going  to  make  this  examina- 
tion and  make  the  finding  ? 

Mr.  Peck :  *  A  clerk  can  make  it  because  it  is  public  and  ac- 
cessible. 

Tax  Comimissioner  Gilson :  Wouldn't  be  any  trouble  with 
the  state  board  making  it  ? 

Mr.  Peck:  Certainly  not,  but  the  state, board,  Judge, — ^j^ou 
don't  claim'  did  make  it,  do  you  ?  You  have  made  a  very  ad- 
mirable report,  I  don't  criticise  you,  but  a  whole  lot  of  prop- 
erty got  away  from  you,  didn't  it?  Didn't  you  report  that  it 
was  impossible  under  any  system  ever  devised,  for  all  the  prop- 
erty to  be  caught  and  taxed  ?  But^  under  your  proposed  ad 
valorem  systenx  of  railroads,  it  Avill  be  taxed  at  its  full  value 
and  perhaps  more. 

Senator  Hatten  :     That  is,  railroad  property  ? 

Mr.  Peck :  Railroad  property,  yes ;  that  is  the  inherent  diffi- 
culty of  the  situation.  'When  you  find  the  value  of  the  rail- 
roads of  any  of  the  different  theories,  you  have  got  a  cash  value; 
but  when  you  send  a  man  in  the  state,  human  judgment  is  fal- 
lible,— ^you  don't  get  it  all  and  you  dor't  tax  it  all  at  its  full 
value  when  you  do  get  it;  and  the  tax  commission  have  borne 
evidence  to  that  in  all  their  reports  that  I  have  seen,  includ- 
ing this  last. 

Tax  Commissioner  Curtis :  You  mean,  Mr.  Peck,  that  some- 
thing less  than  all  the  taxable  propertv  is  assessed  ?  •     r\r\n]o 
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Mr.  Peck:     Yes. 

Tax  Conunissioner  Curtis :     And  always  will  be  ? 

^I>.  Peck  :  Undoubtedly.  Mr.  Dudley,  who  was  giving  mo 
some  figures  on  neat  cattle,  sheep  and  swine.  Very  hard  to  get 
for  the  assessor,  hard  to  find  even  if  he  has  eyes  that  are  trying 
to  find,  but  the  census  returns  show  them  because  they  are  no8 
goin^  to  be  taxed  under  that.  Now,  you  have  gat  those  figures, 
Mr.  Ihidley. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :  Do  you  want  to  give  any  figures 
*oday  ? 

Mr.  Peck :  Xo,  I  don't.  I  was  asked  how  we  could  make  a 
test. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson:  Who  shall  settle  the  question 
when  the  figures  are  presented,  who  shall  determine  what  they 
mean  and  what  results  would  be  achieved  ? 

Mr.  Peck :  The  legislature  is  supreme  in  this  matter  under 
the  constitution'.     It  is  a  legislative  matter  undoubtedly. 

Mr.  Dahl:  Under  the  ad  valorem  system  of  taxation,  Mr. 
Peck,  don't  you  think  that  there  would  be  some  railroad  prop- 
erty that  might  possibly  escape  taxation,  as  well  as  there  would 
be  a  cow  or  a  calf,  something  like  that,  on  a  farm  ? 

Mr.  Peck :     No,  I  don't  think  so. 

Mr.  Dahl :  You  think  it  would  be  assessed  better  than  farm 
property  ? 

Mr.  Peck:     Yes. 

Mr.  Dahl:     What  reason  have  you  for  thinking  so? 

3fcCr.  Peck :  Because  I  assume  that  you  will  assess  a  railroad 
as  a  unit,  in  the  first  place,  including  the  whole  of  it.  I  think 
you  ought  at  least  to  consider  a  good  many  different  elements. 
I  do  not  believe  in  the  stock  and  bond  theory,  so  called,  the  mar- 
ket value,  although-  I  concede  that  it  has  been  recognized  not 
only  by  taxing  boards  but  to  some  extent  by  the  courts.  I  do 
not  think  it  is  a  correct  system,  but  it  certainly  gets  all  of  the 
property — all  of  it.  It  is  assessed  as  a  unit;  every  crow-bar, 
.  every  pick  and  shovel,  every  hand-car  is  included  in  the  in  the 
value  of  this  unit  which  you  are  going  to  tax.  You  are  going 
to  tax  the  St.  Paul  road  so  much  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and 
at  its  actual  value.  You  are  not  going  to  throw  off  something 
because  of  friendly  relations,  anything  of  that  sort,  as  they  do 
in  these  local  assess^ients. 

Mr.  Dahl :     You  think  the  local  assessors  throw  off  a  little  ? 

!M!r.  Peck :  Well,  the  Tax  Commission  report  they  do.  The 
Tax  Commission  took  the  assessed  value  and  the  consideration  in 
a  certain  number  of  deeds,  under  the  law  of  this  state,  which  re- 
quired rasters  of  deeds  to  report  conveyance"  so  comparison

could  be  made,  and  it  showed  a  very  marked  difference.  I 
don^t  remember  the  percentage,  Mr.  Gilson,  but  you  do, — I  have 
read  it,  you  included  that  in  one  of  your  methods  of  ascertain- 
ing the  actual  value,  and  you  had  to  put  the  actual  value  way 
up  above  the  assessed  value,  and  that  shows  the  system  is  faulty, 
because  the  assessed  value  should  be  the  actual  value;  and  the 
report  of  the  Tax  Commission  shows  how  much  percentage — 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson:  I  think  for  1901  about  40  per 
cent,  40  to  45, — wo  should  make  it  over  that,  but  that  would 
be  fair.     It  is  less  now. 

Mr.  Peck — It  is  less  now,  thanks,  I  think  very  largely  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Tax  Commission.  The  assessed  value  comes  more 
near  to  the  approximation  of  the  actual  value  than  it  used  to, 
but  the  difference  between  the  assessed  value  today  and  the 
actual  value  is  a  very  large  percentage,  and  would  run  up  prob- 
ably into  the  millions, — ^^yes,  I  know  it  w^onld,  more  than 
millions, — a  great  many  millions.  So  there  is  one  of  your 
troubles  that  you  have  got  to  start  with,  and  you  have  got  to 
decide  whether  you  will  have  raihvay  property  assessed  at  its 
actual  value,  at  its  market  value,  at  the  market  value  of  its 
stocks  and  bonds  for  a  ]x^riod  of  years,  and  assess  other  prop- 
erty at  the  valuation  that  ryay  be  placed  upon  it  by  the  citizens, 
by  the  people,  and  a  g-ood  deal  of  it  escaping  entirely,  I  mean 
personal  pr6p(»rty.  .  And  that  is  a  difficulty  that  is  almost  in- 
superable in  this  problem  you  have  to  solve.  It  is  a  very  great 
one. 

Tax  Commissioner  Curtis:  Then  is  it  your  idea  tlie  legisla- 
ture should  simply  keep  on  guessing  as  to  Avhat  is  the  just  share 
of  the  railroad  companies? 

Mr.  Peck:  If  the  legislature  -will  simply  keep  on  guessing 
and  get  all  the  assistance  they  can  in  making  their  guess  I  think 
they  will  come  nearer  justice  than  any  ad  valorem  system  that 
is  applied  to  them  all  at  the  same  time.  You  are  guessing  a 
good  deal  nearer  than  you  did  a  few  years  ago,  since  1900.  It 
is  a  good  many  years  since  the  legislature  made  a  guess,  but 
somebody  guessed  the  value  of  proi)erty  of  this  state  when  they 
doubled  it. 

Tax  Commissioner  Curtis:  I  am  speaking  of  guessing  for 
the  purposes  of  fixing  your  rates  for  taxation  ? 

Mr.  Peck :  I  think  the  rate-  should  be  such  a  rate  as  will 
produce  a  corresponding  amount  on  a  valuation  of  the  railroad 
property,  and  you  have  reached  that  and  gone  beyond  it  for 
years,  for  a  good  many  years. 

Tax  Commissioner  Curtis:  The  last  part  of  your  proposi- 
tion is  the  one  which  is  in  controversv.     How  can  it  be  settled, 
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that  is  one  of  the  queiitions  for  this  conference,  I  think,  how 
can  that  controversy  be  settled  i 

Mr.  Feck :  I  know  it  is  and  I  wish  I  were  wise  enough  to 
settle  it.  I  ought  not  to  be  talking  here,  Mr.  Curtis ;  it  is  not 
for  me.  I  have  got  drawn  in  by  the  Judge  and  Mr.  Earling. 
I  do  not  seek  to  spring  any  arguments  at  all.  I  am  merely  try- 
ing to  put  a  point  upon  the  conference.  I  feel  that  I  am  an 
interloper  when  I  am  discussing  these  questions;  it  should  be 
Mr.  Earling  and  Mr.  Hewitt  and  Mr.  Upham,  and  these  gentle- 
men who  are  presidents  or  executive  officers  of  the  railway  com- 
panies, and  the  committee. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson:     And  the  committee. 

Mr.  Peck :  Well,  the  committee  asked  them  to  come.  They 
haven't  any  right  to  call  on  the  committee. 

Senator  Whitehead:  There  must  be  some  policy  of  ad  va- 
lorem taxation  that  we  should  have  to  embody  in  a  bill,  and  I 
think  it  \fould  be  timely,  Judge  Gilson,  if  you  were  to  suggest 
what  you  think  would  be  the  main  propositions  of  an  ad  valorem 
bill  which  might  come  lx)fore  this  legislature  if  we  were  to  take 
up  that  line  of  legislation.  I  don't  mean  the  particular  ma- 
chinery of  it,  but  I  mean  the  general  policy  that  should  be  pur- 
sued in  establishing  such  a  system.  You  have  given  the  matter 
such  thought  as  would  enable  you,  I  think,  to  give  assistance  to 
the  legislature  in  framing  such  a  bill,  and  if  you  would  state 
briefly  what  you  apprehend  to  be  the  business  features  of  such 
a  bill  I  should  like  to  hear  what  Mr.  Ilughitt  or  iCr.  Earling 
or  these  other  gentlemen  might  offer  in  regard  to  it. 

Senator  Hatten:  President  Earling,  you  said  a  while  ago 
$34,000  a  mile  was  what  the  Milwaukee  k  St.  Paul  road  was 
stocked  for.  Do  you  consider  that  a  fair  cash  value  or  assess- 
ment value  of  the  property  ?  What  do  you  consider  a  fair  cash 
value  of  an  average  mile  of  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  I  consider  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  property 
just  what  it  cost,  what  it  stands  on  the  books  at  which  I  said  was 
about  $34,000  a  mile.  In  the  abstract  I  should  say  that  that 
is  the  fair  cash  value. 

Senator  Hatten:  But  suppose  a  man  bought  a  farm  and 
naid  $4,000  for  it  and  the  assessor  came  to  him  five  years  after- 
wards to  assess  it  and  the  farmer  exhibited  a  deed  and  said, 
'•'That  is  the  book  value — that  is  what  it  cost  me,"  do  you  think 
♦he  assessor  ought  to  be  governed  by  that,  or  by  the  value  of  the 
farm  at  the  time  of  the  assessment  ? 

MV.  Earling:  It  should  be  assessed  at  its  value  at  the  time 
the  assessment  is  made,  certainly. 

Senator  Hatten :     Then  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  road  book     j 
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value  should  not  be  considered  any  more  than  the  value  ex- 
pressed in  the  deed,  should  it  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  For  assessing  purposes  it  should  be  assessed 
at  perhaps  what  it  would  cost  to  reproduce  it.  That  all  depends  ' 
upon  the  plan  upon  which  you  propose  to  make  the  assessment. 
If  you  propose  to  assess  railroads  upon  exactly  the  same  plan 
that  other  propertv  is  assessed  at  then  it  should  be  upon  the 
value  of  the  property  as  it  stands,  and  of  the  railroad,  that  value 
probi*bly  may  be  ascertained  by  the  cost  of  its  reproduction. 
There  are  many  ways,  but  whether  any  of  these  would  be  fair 
I  am  not- prepared  to  say. 

Senator  Hatten :  Do  you  think  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
road  in  Wisconsin  could  be  purchased  for  $34,000  a  mile  ? 

Mr.  Earling :  I  don't  know  whether  it  could  or  not.  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  one  who  could  answer  that  question. 

Senator  Johnson :  It  is  claimed  that  the  state  is  at  the  mercy 
of  the  corporations  under  the  license  fee  system.  Is  it  very  dif- 
ficult to  state  or  find  out  what  that  is  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  Xo,  sir,  it  is  not  so  difficult;  the  earnings  are 
made  up  by  the  auditor  of  the  company  on  the  basis  which  has 
been  established  by  the  various  states  and  by  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission,  which  is  a  mileage  basis.  All  the  earnings, 
for  instance,  on  traffic  originating  and  terminating  within  the 
state,  credited  to  Wisconsin  lines,  all  of  the  interstate  traffic  is 
credited  to  the  Wisconsin  line  upon  the  mileage  basis  and  that 
statement  is  prepared  at  the  end  of  each  year  and  tlie  amount 
is  then  transmitted  to  the  state  authorities  and  the  taxes  are 
paid  upon  that  amount. 

Senator  Johnson:  Then  there  is  no  occasion  for  any  guess 
work? 

Mr.  Earling:  Absolutely  nona  Furthennore,  the  state  has 
authority  to  make  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the  railroad 
and  it  did  so  some — ^liow  long  ago  was  that^  Mr  Hughitt  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt :  Well,  there  was  a  les^islative  inquiry  some 
two  years  as^o,  T  think ;  was  there  not,  Mr.  Chairman  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  Four  years  ago;  such  examination  was  made 
upon  the  books  of  the  company  and  it  was  found  to  be  correct. 
I  wish  to  remark  right  here,  I  do  not  believe  there  is  an  officer 
of  any  railroad  company  who  would  undertake  to  falsify  the  re- 
ports. He  has  to  make  them  under  oath  to  the  states  and  to  the 
stockholders  and  to  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  and 
the  accounts  and  books  are  open  to  the  investigation  of  the  state 
authorities  at  any  and  all  times. 

Senator  Johnson :  Then,  there  is  another  argument  that  is 
used  against  the  license  fee  system,  and  that  is  that  under  the 
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license  fee  system  the  railroads  are  very  indifferent  as  to  the  ex- 
penses, indiflFerent  whether  the  state  is  extravagant  or  not,  that 
their  taxes  are  fixed  under  the  gross  earnings  and  they  are  less 
interested  in  promoting  economy  in  the  affairs  of  these  states. 
How  is  that  ? 

Mr.  Earling:  Well,  that  may  be  so.  But  there  is  this  to 
be  said  that  the  railroads  have  always  deemed  it  to  be  perfectly 
safe  to  leave  that  question  with  the  legislature;  that  the  legisla- 
ture of  this  state  will  always  see  to  it  that  there  is  no  extrava- 
gance. 

Senator  Johnson :  Well,  then,  they  don't  take  so  much  part 
in  politics  as  the  ordinary  good  citizen.  They  seem  to  forget 
good  legislation  by  the  reason  that  you  are  not  interested,  that 
is,  personally? 

Mr.  Earling:  In  fact,  I.  might  say  the  St.  Paul  road  takes 
very  little  part  in  politics. 

Senator  Johnson:  That  is  one  of  the  arguments  that  they 
use  against  this  system. 

Mr.  Kughitt:     Pardon  me,  but  I  didn't  imderstand  you. 

Mr.  Peck:  We  have  been  told  many  times  we  hadn't  any 
right  to  take  any  interest  in  politics. 

Mr.  Hughitt:     I  did  not  understand  your  question. 

Senator  Johnson :  I  said  one  of  the  aj^xmients  against  the 
license  fee  system  was,  it  is  claimed  that  the  railroads,  their 
taxes  being  fixed,  are  indifferent  as  to  the  disbursements  of  the 
state,  and  they  take  less  interest  in  looking  after  the  economical 
management  of  the  state  than  other  corporations  do. 

Mr.  Hughitt :     They  are  hardly  citizens  in  that  respect. 

Senator  Johnson :     Well,  corporations  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  I  don't  know  how  we  could  influence  the  mat- 
ter one  way  or  the  other  as  a  corporate  taxpayer. 

Senator  Johnson :  If  we  changed  to  the  ad  valorem  system, 
wouldn't  you  be  more  interested  then  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  t  think  under  tlie  ad  valorem  system  possi- 
bly ;  our  principal  concern  would  be  about  the  property  being 
valued  on  some, different  basis  than  some  other  property,  or  all 
the  property  in  the  state,  because  of  its  being  valued  in  its 
entirety.  You  cannot  segregate  it.  You  cannot  take  a  mile 
of  railway  in  Sauk  county  and  compare  it  with  a  mile  of  rail- 
way in  some  other  county.  You  have  got  to  value  tlie  whole 
property. 

Mr.  Earling;  In  answer  to  your  question,  Senator  John- 
son, more  directly:  in  states  where  the  St.  Paul  road,  for  in- 
stance, is  assessed  upon  the  ad  valorem  plan,  it  takes  no  more 
interest  in  the  expenditures,  it  has  no  more  to  say  and  does 
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not  presunio  to  say  any  more  with  the  regard  to  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  state  than  it  does  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

Senator  Johnson :  Xo,  but  your  taxes  rise  and  fall  accord- 
ing to  economy  and  extravagance. 

Mr.  Earling:     That  is  true. 

Senator  Whitehead :  Is  it  your  experience  Mr.  Hughitt,  that 
they  proceed  along  about  the  same  lines  in  the  different  states 
under  the  ad  valorem  laws,  where  they  have  the  ad  valorem 
system  of  taxation,  or  does  each  state  liave  its  own  principle  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  Mr.  Chainnan,  the  practice  is  almost  uni- 
form. There  is  no  stock  and  bond  theory  applied,  as  I  under- 
stand it  in  arriving  at  the  value  of  the  properties  in  the  states 
whore  the  ad  valorem  system  prevails.  Xow,  specifically,  and 
I  think  tJie  tax  commission  speak  of  it  in  their  report — at  least 
they  are  veiy  well  informed  upon  the  subject  as  to  what  is 
required — there  is  an  al>solute  schedule  of  all  the  property, 
railway  property,  in  the  state ;  each  particular  mile  of  railway 
reduced  down  to  townships,  is  described.  All  station  buildings 
and  side-tracks  and  everything  that  pertains  to  the  parapher- 
nalia, or  tlie  make-up  of  a  railway  with  the  instnimentalities 
of  trans]x>rtation ;  then  it  com.es  the  rolling  stock,  so  many  pas- 
senger cars  and  freiaht  cars,  and  cars  of  every  kind,  and  mov- 
able property  of  that  character,  is  apportioned  between  the 
states  in  arriving  at  the  tajcable  property  and  the  value  of 
it.  Taxable  property  of  that  nature.  After  that  method  you 
have  the  railway  property  for  assessment  under  the  ad  valorem 
system.  Xow,  if  you  lengthen  a  side-track,  if  you  build  an 
additional' mile  of  main  track  or  double  track,  you  put  a  new 
tool  in  a  shop,  you  buy  a  new  desk,  you  increase  it. 

Senatx>r  Whitehead:  Does  it  practically  come  down  to  just 
the  physical  property  ? 

^[r.  Hughitt:  The  physical  property  with  the  mileage  ap- 
portiomn,ent  of  the  movable  projx^rty. 

ifr.  Dahl :  Then  tlie  rate  is  arrived  at  by  taking  an  average 
Aritli  the  value  of  railroad  property  and  the  value  of  state  prop- 
erty, is  it?  and  the  rate  is  arrived  at  in  that  way,  or  how  do 
they  arrive  at  the  rate  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt-:  As  I  understand  it,  the  property  is  valued 
as  a  whole  and  then  the  central  authority,  tbe  state  authority, 
apportions  that  to  tlie  various  counties  and  townships  on  the 
main  track  and  mileage. 

ifr.  Dahl:  I  guess  I  did  not  make  myself  understood.  I 
mean,  how  does  the  state  get  at  the  rate  that  they  charge  you 
on  the  rate  of  taxation  after  the  propertv  is  valued,  Mr. 
Hughitt  ? 
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Mr.  Hiigliitt:  AMiv,  it  is  a  local  tax.  Eacli  locality  takes 
tho  value;  as  1  understand  it,  of  the  property  and  apportions 
it  on  tlie  mileage  basis. 

Mr.  Dahl:     1  do  not  know  liow  they  can  get  at  that. 

ilr.  Ilughitt:  Each  locality  has  the  portion,  of  tlie  whole 
based  on  it.s  mileage. 

Mr.  Dahl:     And  the  taxes  are  paid  in  then  in  each  locality? 

ilr.  Ilughitt:     Yes,  surely. 

Mr.  Dahl :     And  not  to  the  state  ? 

Mr.  Ilughitt:     Surely. 

Tax  Commissioner  llaugen:  This  apportionment  is  made 
for  tho  pur]:)ose  of  getting  at  the  local  rate  of  taxation,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Ilughitt :  This  system  under  which  the  taxes  are  paid,, 
but  in  order  to  have  the  local  rate  applied  to  that  part  of  the 
proj)erty  it  is  within  the  local  precinct  for  taxation. 

Mr.  Dahl :     Do  they  pay  any  state  tax  then  whatever  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt :  All  the  taxes  the  railway  pays  goes  into  each 
local  treasury  or  local  taxing  district. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :     But  that  is  the  total  tax  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt :     Yes,  the  total  tax. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :     State,  county  and  local. 

Mr.  Hughitt:  Yes,  that  is  the  total  tax.  The  state  does 
not  take  any  out. 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :  Except  as  it  is  returned  as  a 
part  of  the  general  state  tax,  with  other  projierty. 

Mr.  Hughitt:  Yes,  but  the  value,  as  I  understand  the  sys- 
tem, is  arrived  at  in  the  method  I  have  described. 

Mr.  Dahl:  And  that  is  common  in  both  Michigan  and  in 
Iowa  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  Michigan  has  just  started,  they  have  not 
fairlv  got  started,  but  it  is  the  law  in  ^Michigan. 

ifr.  Dahl:  They  apply  it  in  all  the  states  except  Minnesota 
and  Wisconsin  and  the  rate  is  got  at  in  that  way  in  all  those 
states  ? 

Mr.  Bowers:  I  think  this  is  not  entirely  fair.  The  system 
in  Illinois,  Iowa  and  the  other  states  differs  from  tho  Wisconsin 
system  in  that  we  under  that  license  system,  all  the  taxes  de- 
Tived  from  the  railroads  goes  exclusively  into  the  state  treas- 
ury, not  so  in  Illinois,  Iowa  and  some  other  states, — there  after 
the  railroad  has  been  valued  as  a  whole  the  total  assessment 
put  upon  it  is  apportioned  to  the  different  municipalities  along 
the  line  in  the  proportion  of  the  main  track  mileage,  and  the 
part,  therefore,  of  the  railroad  assessment  that  is  so  apportioned 
to  a  particular  community  is  used  then  locally  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  local  rates,  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  treasury,  so     j 
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that  that  part  of  the  assessment  is  subjected  to  the  local  rates 
and  the  larger  part  of  the  tax  derived  from  the  railways  goes 
into  the  treasury.  Then  of  course,  also,  the  ordinary  state  rate 
would  not  apply  to  all  these  fragmentary  parts  of  the  assess- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  the  state  tax,  but  it  results,  instead  of 
getting  all  the  railroad  tax  into  the  state  treasury  of  Wisconsin, 
it  is  only  a  small  fraction  of  it  that  goes  into  the  state  treasury. 

Tax  Commissioner  Haugen :  It  goes  into  the  state  treasury 
in  the  same  ratio  the  other  taxes  go  into  the  state  treasury. 

Mr.  Bowers:  Yes,  that  the  other  property,  but  that  is  a 
minor  portion  of  the  tax. 

Mr.  Dahl :  That  system  has  been  in  vogue  in  Iowa  for  sev- 
eral years,  has  it  not,  or  how  lonp:  about? 

M!r.  Bowers — Oh,  indefinitely, — thirty. 

Senator  Whitehead :  Judge  Gilson,  would  an  ad  valorem  tax 
bill  contain  any  specific  nile  for  tlie  measurement  of  the  prop- 
erty ? 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson :  Well,  that,  of  course,  would  not 
contain  any  specific  rule  for  the  valuation  unless  in  the  act  of 
the  legislature  some  specific  direction  was  given  for  the  valua- 
tion. If  the  property  was  to  be  valued  by  a  state  board  the 
same  board  should  be  authorized  to  make  a  valuation  of  the 
general  proj^erty  of.  the  state,  so  that  the  railroad  property  and 
the  general  property — and  ^vhen  I  sj^eak  of  general  property  I 
mean  all  property  appearing  upon  the  tax  roll — should  be  val- 
ued on  the  same  basis,  that  is,  that  the  entire  taxable  property 
of  the  state  should  be  ascertained  and  determined  and  equalized 
as  near  as  practicable  according  to  the  l)est  judgment  of  any 
board  that  was  authorized  to  perform  that  duty.  The  local 
taxes  of  the  st^ite,  both  state,  county  and  local,  should  be  ascer- 
tained. The  value  of  the  railroad  property  should  also  be  as- 
certained upon  the  same  basis,  that  is,  unless  there  is  specific 
direction  given  in  the  legislative  act  as  to  the  particular  valua- 
tion, then  it  should  be  made  so  as  to  reach  the  tnie  value  of  the 
property,  not  by  the  stock  and  bond  theory,  although  that  should 
be  an  evidence  to  be  considered  with  others.  The  earnings  of 
the  company  should  also  be  considered  and  all  other  facts  which 
would  shed  any  light  upon  the  valuation  and  in  a  just  system  of 
ad  valorem  taxation  by  a  state  board.  The  railway  company 
should  be  entitled  to  be  heard,  not  only  as  to  the  valuation  of 
their  ovm  property,  but  any  facts  or  statistia^  or  proof  that  they 
might  have  in  regard  to  any  other  property  of  the  state  should 
also  be  presented  to  that  board,  so  that  they  would  be  in  position 
to  determine  lK)th  the  value  of  the  general  property  and  the 
value  of  the  railroad  property. 
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Mr.  Baldwin:     Would  you  abolish  local  assessment  entirely?' 

Judge  Gilson :  No,  we  could  not  do  that,  but  we  would  not 
be  governed  by  the  local  assessment;  it  would  be  necessary  to 
adopt  tetter  methods. 

Mr.  Baldwin:  On  what  assessment  would  the  city  taxes, 
township  taxes,  etc.,  be  computed  on  your  assessment  or  the 
local  assessment? 

Tax  Commissioner  Gilson:  On  the  local  assessmient;  but 
we  would  not  propose  after  the  valuation  of  railways  is  made 
that  that  should  be  assigned  to  local  subdivisions  for  taxation, 
but  that  the  entire  property  shall  be  valued  and  the  taxes  paid 
into  the  state  treasury  in  like  manner  and  like  times  that  the 
ratlwav  licence  fee  now  is. 

Tax  Cemmissioner  Haugen:  They  would  pay  nothing  lo- 
cally. 

Judge  Gilson :  Pay  nothing  locally,  and  would  not  pay  taxes 
at  the  local  rate  but  at  the  average  rate  of  taxation  throughout 
the  state.  And  the  (]uestion  as  to  whether  the  average  rate 
which  was  arrived  at  by  the  board  on  their  preliminary  inves- 
tigation— the  railroad  company  should  be  entitled  to  be  heard 
on  that  question  as  well  as  on  the  question  of  their  valuation 
and  the  valuation  of  the  entire  pi-operty  of  the  state. 

iSenatf>r  Whitehead :  Then,  Judge,  this  state  board  of  as- 
sessment would  not  be  hampered  by\the  state  any  more  than 
a  local  assessor  is  in  getting  at  the  valuation  ? 

Judge  Gilson:  ^ot  unless  it  was  considered  advisable  by 
the  leg-islature  to  place  restrictions  upon  their  power  or  to  pro- 
nde  that  certain  definite  methods  of  valuation  shall  be  fol- 
lowed. 

Senator  Whitehead:  I  mean,  if  the  theory  on  which  the 
local  aasessors  proceed  is  to  be  the  theory  on  which  the  valua- 
tions of  railway  property  should  be  made,  the  legislature  would 
not  put  any  rCvStriction  in  the  statute,  would  it  ? 

Judge  Gilson:  It  would  depend  on  how  mmch  confidence 
thov  had  in  the  board,  T  suppose,  that  was  created.  If  they 
had  a  competent  board  to  make  the  assessment  so  as  to  do  jus- 
tice between  all  classes  of  property,  perhaps  the  restrictfons 
ought  not  to  be  too  closely  defined.  For  instance,  one  ques- 
tion as  to  the  determination  of  the  value  of  railways  in  this 
state,  whether  or  not  if  their  value  as  a  whole  should  be  con- 
sidered, whether  or  not  the  value  in  this  state  shall  be  assigned 
on  a  mileage  basis,  might  be  an  open  question,  whether  or  not 
that  would  be  a  just  definition  of  their  entire  value  or  whether 
the  board  might  consider  as  to  whetlier  certain  portions  of  the 
railway  lines  in  this  state  would  l)e  worth  less  or  more  than 
the  entire  system.  ,     ^^^\r> 
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T.  IT.  Gill :  Would  there  be  any  method  of  reviewing  the  de- 
cision of  the  board  of  assessment? 

Judge  Gilson :  There  could  be  a  mode  provided  for  review 
by  the  supremo  court,  I  presume,  or  perhaps  resort  to  the  local 
eourts  first,  but  the  review  perhaps  A\'Ould  be  conditioned  upon 
a  payment  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  tax. 

Mr.  Gill:     Estimated  at  what  was  equitable? 

Judge  Gilson:  Yes,  or  if  it  was  considered  advisable  by 
the  legislature  to  make  a  chauge  to  the  ad  valorem, — from  the 
license  fee  sytem  to  the  ad  valorem  system,  this  method  per- 
haps might  l)e  adopted,  that  during  the  process  in  which  the 
adjustment  was  being  made,  the  present  license  fee  system 
might  \h^  continued,  allowing  payments  to  be  made  as  they  are 
now,  and  then  the  valuation  by  the  state  board  say  for  two 
or  throe  years;  and  if  the  assesj^ment  by  tlie  state*  board  and 
the  extension  of  the  tax  should  show  that  the  railway  compa- 
nies were  paying  less  tlian  they  ought,  then  they  should  1x5  as- 
sessed for  the  residue^  that  is,  if  tlie  taxes  amounted  to  more 
tlian  a  license  fee  paid  by  them,  then  the  taxes  c<mld  be  ex- 
tended for  the  excess,  or,  if  they  were  paying  more  under  the 
license  fee  than  they  ought  to  pay,  the  state  could  refund  the 
amount  due  them. 

lS\i,  Peck:  That  affords  the  t(^t  Mr.  Whitehead  aske<l  me 
for  wlien  he  asked  me  Avhat  I  w-ould  suggest  for  a  test. 

Juilgo  Gilson:     That  would  alTord  a  test,  I  think,  yes. 

Coimnissioner  Curtis :  By  what  method  should  that  mooted 
Question  be  settled,  was  the  j)oint,  I  take  it,  suggested  by  Mr. 
Whitehead's  question. 

Mr.  Dalil:  Mr.  ITughitt,  in  the  state  of  Iowa  during  all 
these  thirty  years  the  ad  valorem  system  has  been  in  vogue  there, 
have  there  been  any  objections,  systematic  attempts  to  raise  the 
taxation,  was  there  any  trouble  with  the  railroad  company  as  to 
their  not  paying  their  just  share,  or  paying  too  much, — any- 
thing of  that  kind  ?  Or  has  it  been  easier  there  comparatively 
to  other  states  w^here  they  have  the  license  fee  system,  to  get 
at,  and  satisfactory  to  the  people  and  the  railroads  both  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt.:  We  appear  every  year  l)efore  a  state  body 
regarding  tlie  amount  of  taxes.  It  is  as  lai^e  a  question  "with 
the  railroad  comipanie^  Avhere  the  ad  valoreni  system  prevails 
as  it  is  with  the  individual;  and  it  is  a  large  question  all  the 
while,  every  year  as  to  the  valuations. 

Mr.  Dahl:  But  not  as  to  the  rate  of  taxes,  provided  the 
amount  when  they  are  once  fixed ;  the  people  are  satisfied,  arc 
they  not,  as  a  rule,  the  people  of  the  state  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  A  proper  assessment,  the  value  is  always  a 
question  to  be  considered. 
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Mr.  l>ahl:  Yes,  the  value,  but  I  mean  the  amount  that  the 
company  pays  in,  is  it  generally  conceded  that  they  are  paying 
just  their  share,  not  any  too  much  or  any  too  little,  according 
to  other  property  ? 

Mr.  llughitt:  It  is  always  a  matter  of  controversy  on  both 
sides  whether  the  railway  is  paying  as  much  as  it  ought  to,  or 
whether  the  valuation  is  as  high  as  it  should  lie. 

Mr.  Dahl :  Ifen't  it  just  as  easy  to  get  at  an  equitable  valua- 
tion of  the  property  as  it  is  for  tho  legislature  to  get  at  the  per- 
centage of  tax  to  be  charged  to  the  company  ''i  Can  you  get  at 
one  easier  than  you  can  the  other  ? 

Mr.  llughitt;  I  would  say  it  is  quite  as  difficult  one  way 
as  the  other. 

[Mr.  Dahl :  Ycm  look  at  it  in  one  way  and  perhaps  the  legis- 
lature may  in  another  and  pretty  hard  to  find  out  who  is  right 
and  who  is  wTong? 

Mr.  llughitt :     All  taxes  are  on  that  basis  and  subject  to  that  , 
controversy,    I   believe.     There   is   no   difference   about   that. 
Everylx)dy  has  the  feeling  that  the  tax  he  pays  is  loo  high. 

Mr.  Dahl :     I  guess  that  is  quite  general. 

Senator  AVliitehead :  There  is  another  class  of  railroad  taxes 
that  will  be  affected  l)y  a  change  in  the  law,  and  that  is  the  class 
which  pays  so  much  a  mile.  I  think  there  are  several  such, 
roads  represented  here  this  afternoon.  I  see  Mr.  James  here 
and  Mr.  Fairchild.  What  would  be  the  effect  with  reference 
to  the  rate  of  taxation  under  the  operation  of  the  ad  valorem 
law.  Mr.  Upham,  can  you  give  us  any  help  on  that  proposi- 
tion? 

Mr.  Upham :  I  can  say  this,  gentlemen,  that  wliile  the  rail- 
roads or  class  of  railroads  that  I  represent  is  very  insignificant 
in  comparison  to  the  two  big  railroads,  still  the  question  of  tax- 
ation, so  far  as  it  affects  these  small  roads,  is  a  very  vital  one 
and  probably  it  is  of  more  vital  importance  to  us  relatively,  and 
I  might  also  say  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  than  is  the  question 
of  the  taxation  of  these  larger  roads.  These  large  roads  are 
dividend  paying  roads,  they  are  personally  able  to  pay  the  taxes, 
that  is  their  just  proportion,  whereas  the  class  of  roads  that  I 
represent  are  not  able  to  pay  any  taxes  whatever,  and  we  stand 
Tiere  claiming  the  right  that  we  should  not  be  taxed.  What  I 
mean  by  that  is  this:  the  policy  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  foi^ 
years  back  has  been  to  encourage  the  building  of  railroads. 
Tliere  was  a  time  when  you  invited  the  Xbrth-Westem  to  come 
into  Wisconsin  and  build  a  railroad  and  you  invited  the  St. 
Paul  to  come  into  Wisconsin  and  build  a  railroad  and  you  in- 
cited the  Wisconsin  Central  to  come  here  and  build  a  railroad 
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and  you  offered  them  some  inducement  to  come  here  in  the  way 
of  giving  them  very  low  rates  of  taxation  and  exempting  even 
their  land  grants  from  taxation.  And  why  ?  So  that  you 
could  build  up  the  state  of  Wisconsin.  You  wanted  the  cap- 
italists from  outside  of  the  state  to  come  here,  bring  their 
money  here  and  you  promised  them  a  low  rate  of  taxation  if 
they  would  come  here  and  furnish  the  capital  and  build  up  the 
railroads,  and  they  have  done  so  and  the  results  have  been  that 
your  state  has  increased  in  value,  your  fanning  lands,  your 
water  powers,  and  all  the  other  property  has  increased  in  value. 
And  why  ?  Because  you  invited  these  men  to  come  here  and  in- 
vest their  capital,  and  you  promised  them  a  low  rate  of  taxation 
and  you  gave  it  to  them,  and  you  promised  them  that  they 
should  have  a  low  rate  of  taxation  until  they  became  self-sus- 
taining, and  for  that  very  purpose  the  license  fee  was  adopted 
in  this  state.  Now,  if  you  adopt  the  ad  valorem  system  you  de- 
"fetroy  the  possibility  of  making  a  distinction  between  a  new  road 
that  is  not  capable  of  paying  any  dividend,  hardly  paying  the 
operating  expenses,  and  another  road  that  has  existed  for  years 
and  built  up  the  country  and  that  is  capable  of  earning  enough 
to  pay  taxes  and  pay  dividends.  If  you  adopt  the  ad  valorem 
system  you  must  provide  in  that  ad  valorem  system  in"  order  to 
do  justice  to  these  new  railroads  and  to  invite  other  people  to 
come  into  this  state  and  invest  their  money  in  railroads,  you 
must  adopt  some  provision  in  that  ad  valorem  system  by  which 
in  assessing  the  value  of  the  roads  you  should  take  into  consid- 
eration the  earning  powers  of  that  road.  Tlie  cost  of  building 
a  little  road  or  a  new  road  is  no  basis  of  its  value.  The  only 
basis  would  be  its  earning  power  and  a  new  road,  as  a  rule,  has 
no  earning  power,  has  no  earning  power  as  a  rule  until  tho' 
country  had  been  developed.  If  you  were  to  tax  the  Wisconsin 
Western  on  the  basis  of  ten  thousand  dollars  a  mile  or  twenty 
thousand  dollars  a  mile — and  we  have  portions  of  that  road  that 
has  cost  over  forty  thousand  dollars  a  mile — if  you  were  to  as- 
sess it  ad  valorem  upon  that  basis  you  would  be  doing  us  a 
great  injustice. 

Xow,  the  history  of  this  little  road  is  like  the  history  of  many 
roads  here  in  Wisconsin.  The  state  of  Wisconsin  is. not  thor- 
oughly developed  as  to  railroads.  You  have  two  great  rail- 
roads— three  and  possibly  branches  of  others,  but  there  are  other 
portions  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  that  have  no  railroad  and 
they  want  railroads  and  cannot  get  them  unless  you  encourage 
the  building  of  railroads.  The  Kickapoo  road,  which  was  the 
predecessor  of  the  Wisconsin  Western  road,  was  started,  I  think, 
somewheros  in  '87.     The  valley  had  been  denuded  of  its  tim- 
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ber,  there  was  nothing  left  there  but  the  bare  jx^ssibillty  of  de- 
velopment by  settlements.  The  timber  had  all  been  cut  and 
floated  down  the  streams  and  the  lands  were  not  worth  anything 
for  fanning,  they  were  not  settled,  and  owing  to  that  condition 
of  affairs  certain  capitalists  conceived  the  idea  of  building  a 
railroad  up  the  Kickapoo  valley. 

Senator  Whitehead :     Mr.  Upham,  you  wouldn't  put  any  lim- 
itation in  the  ad  valorem  statute,  Avould  you  'I     The  conxmis-   - 
sioners  should  proceed  along  cei1:ain  lines,  or  Uie  state  board 
of  aasessmeut,  to  find  the  value  of  your  road,  should  they  not  ? 

Mr.  Upham:  Certainly  I  should,  and  I  should  put  in  other 
strong  provisions,  that  if  the  railroad  was  not  earning  suffi- 
cient to  pay  its  operating  expenses,  if  the  capitalists  that  were 
operating  that  road  had  to  annually  go  down  into  their  pockets 
in  order  to  produce  money  to  keep  the  road  in  operation,  that 
they  should  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Senator  Whitehead:  Would  not  that  be  evidence  of  the 
value  ?     If  you  were  not  making  any  money  ? 

Mr.  Upham:  It  is  not  in  the  way  I  ordinarily  talk  Avith 
these  assessors;  they  tell  me  a  farmer  that  is  unfortunate 
enough  to  have  a  f ann  he  don't  get.  anytliing  from,  don't  make 
any  money  out  of  it,  he  has  to  pay  the  taxes  on  his  farm.  ^  His 
valuation  of  his  land  is  just  the  same  as  the  farmer's  who  is 
more  prudent^  and  more  skillful,  and  earns  a  competency ;  but 
a  railroad  is  an  entirely  different  proposition. 

Senator  Whitehead :  You  are  taxed  five  dollars  a  mile,  are 
you  not,  now  ? 

Mr.  Upham:     Yes. 

Senator  Whitehead :     That  is  a  perfectly  arbitrary  basis  ? 

^Ir.  Upham :     It  is  an  arbitrary  tax. 

Senator  Whitehead :  There  is  no  science  about  it,  no  rela- 
tion to  any  other  part  of  our  tax  system  logically. 

Mr.  Upham :  Xo,  sir,  but  that  is  a  solemn  promise  on  the 
part  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin ;  it  was  the  law  at  the  time  the 
road  w^as  built,  and  w^hile  the  legislature  has  the  authority 
to  change  that  we  have  a  perfect  right  to  rely  upon  what  Chief 
Justice  Ryan  said  in  the  decision  of  the  Potter  law%  that  "It 
will  never  be  pi-esumed  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Wiscon- 
sin will  violate  any  promise  that  it  has  made  to  foreign  cap- 
italists in  coming  into  this  state  and  bringing  their  money  here, 
that  it  w411  tax  them  s«  as  to  be  burdensome  or  to  destroy  their 
property;"  and  that  is  exactly  the  position  these  small  roads 
occupy  here  today.  The  promoters  of  this  road  started  it  in 
about  '87  to  develop  the  Kickapoo  valley.  They  put  in  a  large 
sum  of  money,  they  lost  every  cent  of  it.     The  railroad  w'as 
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reorganized  and  passed  into  the  hands  of  others.  It  was 
bonded  for  some  six  hundreil  thousand  dollars.  The  road 
would  not  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  and  the  bonds  were 
foreclosed  and  a  receiver  was  appointed  in  die  foreclosure  pro- 
ceeding and  this  road  was  operated  by  the  Western  District 
of  Wisconsin  in  the  United  States  court  for  several  years.  And 
the  judge  of  that  court  in  order  to  keep  the  road  running  and 
pay  the  operating  expenses  issued  receiver's  certificates  from 
time  to  lime,  and  issued  them  u])  to  the  amount  of  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  tlien  he  could  issue  no  nijore  for 
the  reason  tliat  nobody  could  bo  fomid  to  purchase  tlie  re- 
ceiver's c»ertilicates,  and  the  road  was  foreclosed  under  these 
receiver's  eertificatos  and  ]>asse<l  to  tlie  hands  of  the  present 
operators;  and  these  present  operators  since  they  have  had  it 
thi-ee  years  have  had  to  put  tlieir  hands  into  tlieir  pockets  to 
the  amount  of  $U4,000  to  keep  it  going;  and  for  whom  have 
they  l)eon  keeping  it  jroing?  For  nobody  under  the  sun  of 
God  but  the  people  that  live  in  that  valley.  The  men  who  in- 
vested the  money  have  not  drawn  out  one  cent. 

Senator  Whitehead :  We  cannot  try  this  case  now. 
Mr.  Upham:  Excuse  mo;  tlie  fanners  in  that  vicinity  of 
that  valley  have  had  tlieir  lands  more  than  doubled  in  value, 
s^^H  the  ov/ners  of  tliis  road  ask  the  state  of  Wisconsin  to  ad- 
iiero  to  the  promise  that  they  held  out  when  the  road  was  built 
and  wlien  the  money  was  invested  there,  that  tliey  would  favor 
these  small  roads  and  favor  the  building  of  new  oijes. 

Senator  Whitehea<l :  That  is  the  an^^wer  that  such  roaxis  as 
yours  would  make  to  a  proposition  to  pas^  from  the  j)ercentage 
to  an  ad  valorem  ? 

Mr.  Upham:     Yes,  sir. 

Senator  Whitehead:  Tliat  it  wonld  be  violating  the  pledge 
of  the  state  ? 

Mr.  Upham:  We  would  not  obje<'.t  to  an  increase,  say, 
from  five  dollars  to  ten  dollars  a  mile;  we  are  better  able  to 
pay  ten  dollars  a  milo  now  than  we  Avere  five  dollars  a  few 
years  ago. 

Senator  Whitelicad :  But  there  would  not  he  any  scientific 
justification  for  that,  would  there  ? 

Mr.  Upham :  Xo,  sir,  almost  the  same,  the  same  scientific 
iustification  that  there  has  always  been  in  the  policy  of  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  to  invite  foreign  capitalists  to  come  into 
the  slate  and  build  railroads.  Xow,  there  are  plenty  of  places 
in  the  state  of  Wisconsin  that  need  to  have  these  little  roads 
built,  but  they  cannot  be  operated  if  they  are  to  be  taxed,  and 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  by  adopting  such  a  policy  would  pre- 
vent the  development  of  their  ovm  resources.  ,

!Mr.  Dahl :     Who  do  you  represent  ? 

Mr.  Upham :  The  Wisconsin  Western.  Because  the  license 
system  affords  this  method  which  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
state  right  along,  to  encourage  these  little  roads  until  they  be- 
come self-sustaining,  we  think  the  system  should  be  adhered 
to. 

Senator  Whitehead :  Mr.  Woodman,  are  you  on  a  mileage 
bai^is  or  a  i>ercontage  'i 

Mr.  Wocjdmaii:     Both  systems. 

Senator  Wliit^head :  What  would  be  the  effect  on  property 
taxr<l  as  you  are  to  change  from  the  percentage  to  the  ad  valo- 
rem ? 

^Ir.  Woodnum:  I  cannot  foretell  that.  I  do  not  see  how 
any  cue  can  foretell  what  the  effect  would  be.  I  am  also  in- 
terested "somewhat  in  a  little  railroad  up  in  Michigan  where 
they  have  recently  cha.nge<l  from  the  license  system  to  the  ad 
valor»-i«:.  Tuder  the  license  system  our  tax  was  $3,000 ;  un- 
der the  last  assessment  just  made  at  Lansing,  the  tax  we  pay 
is  $jr),000.  There  is.  an  increase  under  the  license  system 
of  $3,000  to  the  ad  valorem  of  $15,000,  which  we  consider  very 
imjust. 

Mr.  iruii:hiit:  T  would  say  in  confirmiation  of  that  state^ 
merit  that  the  Xorth-Westem  company  built  a  branch  road  up 
in  Michigan,  al)out  35  milrs,  purely  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting out  the  timlx^r  along  the  line;  cost  alx)ut  $0,000  a  mile 
to  build  it,  and  it  is  value<l  by  this  tax  conwuission  under  this 
ilichigan  law  at  $28,000  a  mile,  and  under  that  system  of 
cours<'  we  will  have  no  pioneer  roads.  The  taxe^  would  be 
more  llian  the  net  income  from  operating  the  property. 

Senator  A^liitehead:  The  ilichigan  system  would  differ 
from  the  Iowa,  would  it  not, — they  take  into  account  something 
more  than  the  ])hysical  proj)erty  ? 

ilr.  Ilughitt:  We  have  not  Ix^en  able  yet  to  ascertain  what 
they  did,  and  we  hope  to  in  time,  when  it  has  gone  through  the 
committee  and  usual  machinery  for  the  ascertainment  of  the 
facts  that  are  hidden.  It  may  lx>  disclosed  how  they  made  such 
valuation,  but  I  merely  wanted  to  sustain  this  fact. 

Mr.  Dahl :  I  suppose  you  will  cx)ntest  whether  you  pay  the 
taxes  on  that? 

Mr.  Ilughitt :  I  would  not  like  to  say  what  we  will  do  about 
it     That  is  of  course  unknown. 

Judge  Gilson :     I  would  like  to  ask  you  whether  that  branch 
you  speak  of  separately  there,  did  they  figure  per  mile  or  was 
it  a  part  of  the  system  ? 
Mr.  Hughitt:     They  took  the  whole  road  and  applied  the 
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same  rate.  Took  all  the  spiirs  and  branches  and  wood  roads 
.  and  applied  it  under  the  system  in  Michigan,  took  the  com- 
pany's property  rate. 

Commissioner  Curtis:  $28,000  per  mile  was  the  average 
valuation  per  mile  placed  by  tlie  state  board  upon  the  North- 
Western's  mileage  property  in  Michigan  i 

Mr.  Hughitt:     Yes,  $28,000  a  mile. 

Commissioner  Curtis:     That  is  the  average  valuation? 

MJr.  Hughitt:  Yes,  it  is  the  valuation.  The  property  of 
the  Michigan  Central,  a  trunk  railroad,  was  valued  at  $4,000 
a  mile  less  than  ours,  and  ours  is  in  this  piece  of  Michigan 
that  ought  to  belong  to  Wisconsin. 

Commissioner  Ilaugen :  In  valuing  the  property  of  Michi- 
gan did  they  value  the  entire  property  pro  rata  and  then  appor- 
tion it  to  Michigan  on  the  mileage  basis,  or  value  only  the  part 
in  Michigan? 

Mr.  Highitt:  That  is  what  we  have  been  unable  to  ascer- 
tain. 

Commissioner  Ilaugen :     You  do  not  know  that  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt :     We  are  seeking  light  on  that  subject. 

Commissioner  Ilaugen:  Your  property  in  Michigan  is 
worth  less  per  mile  than  the  average  that  you  say  that  your  prop- 
erty would  be  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  We  think  so  because  a  large  part  of  the  mile- 
age is  never  \ised  except  in  the  season  of  navigation  when  the 
ore  is  moved. 

Commissioner  Haugen:  The  situation  there  is  rather  pecu- 
liar in  that  respect  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:     Yes,  sir. 

Senator  Whitehead:  How  are  these  state  boards  in  other 
states  where  you  have  the  ad  valorem  system,  ex-officio  boards, 
or  elected  boards,  or  appointed  by  the  governor  ? 

Mr.  Hughitt:  I  will  ask  Mr.  Bowers,  as  I  am  not  in  voice  to 
answer  your  question,  Senator. 

Mr.  Bowers:  I  think  Mr.  IKidley  is  really  more  familiar 
with  it  than  I,  but  what  I  know  I  shall  try  to  say.  In  Iowa  the 
assessment  is  made  by  a  so-called  executive  council  which  con- 
sists of  the  governor,  secretary  of  state,  state  auditor  and  treas- 
urer. In  South  Dakota  it  is  made  by  a  similar  board.  In  Illi- 
nois the  assessment  is  made  by  an  elective  body,  one  member 
being  elected  from  each  congressional  district  in  the  state.  Aa 
to  that  inquiry,  Senator,  I  think  it  may  be  said  generally  that 
there  is  no  definite  practice  as  yet  in  the  United  States.  Some 
times  it  is  one  way  and  some  times  the  other. 

Senator  Wliitehoad  :     Have  you  observed  or  are  you  prepared 
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to  express  any  opinion  with  reference  to  the  merits  of  the  elec- 
tive as  against  the  ex-officio  or  appointive  boards  ? 

^tr.  Bowers :  Well,  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  considered  in 
that  connection,  of  course.  I  think  probably  the  elective  prin- 
ciple is  the  one  that  in  the  United  States  has  the  greatest  ap- 
proval as  most  in  accordance  with  our  institutions  and  possibly 
that  system  is  brought  into  more  immediate  response  to  the  pop- 
ular demand  and  is  in  closer  touch  with  the  community.  Pos- 
sibly also  that  can  not  first  be  accepted.  It  works  a  little  more 
steadily,  less  subject  to  fluctuation  to  administrative  change. 
Tliat  is  rather  a  difficult  question,  Senator,  I  have  not  any 
definite  opinion  about  it. 

Senator  Whitehead :  Of  course  that  is  a  question  we  should 
have  to  settle  if  we  are  to  change  to  the  ad  valorem  system.  It 
would  be  of  very  vital  concern  to  the  legislature  to  settle  it  right. 

(Addressing  Judge  Gilson) :  Are  there  any  other  proposi- 
tions relating  to  an  ad  valorem  system  as  it  might  be  established 
in  this  state  that  should  be  considered  here  this  afternoon  ? 

Judge  Gilson:  I  don't  think  of  anything  now.  The  main 
questions  in  regard  to  the  matter  have  been  presented  and  dis- 
cussed pretty  thoroughly.  I  would  ask  Mr.  Bowers  if  he 
thinks  the  elective  system  is  good,  whether  or  not  if  the  legisla- 
ture of  Wisconsin  should  decide  to  create  a  board,  whether  it 
should  add  to,  say  the  tax  commission,  if  they  wanted  to  confide 
it  to  them,  say  one  or  two  state  officers,  to  assist  in  making  the 
valuation,  who  are  responsible  to  the  }X30])le  ? 

Mr.  Bowers:  That  is  a  question,  Judge,  that  I  have  given 
no  consideration  that  would  make  an  expression  of  opinion  fair 
or  right.  It  is  a  difficult  question.  There  arc  a  great  many 
sides  to  it.  I  think  I  have  stated  it  with  exact  fairness  in  what 
I  have  said  already.  At  any  rate  I  have  attempted  to,  and 
there  is  no  settled  usage  today  on  this  subject  as  far  as  I  under- 
stand, Judge. 

Senator  Whitehead :  I  should  be  glad  if  some  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  smaller  roads  would  offer  suggestions — Mr. 
Baldwin  and  one  or  two  others  are  here — Mr.  James,  you  have 
problems  that  are  perhaps  different  in  some  respects  from  the 
large  roads. 

ifr.  James-^Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  know  as  I  can  say  any- 
thing more  than  Mr.  Upham  has  said  for  the  Ix^nefit  of  the  small 
Toads,  except  one  thing.  I  noticed  up  in  Michigan  some  of 
their  roads  are  under  the  snow.  There  are  places  in  Wiscon- 
i?in  where  at  some  times  they  are  under  w^ater,  and  it  interferes 
^th  the  operating,  and  he  has  had  no  roads  that  were  under 
wttter,  because  if  he  cannot  operate  that  portion  he  can  draw 
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on  the  balance  of  his  road,  so  they  can  pay  taxes  while  .these 
others  are  tied  up  entirely.  This  reminds  me  of  the  days  of 
1875,  at  the  time  the  Wisconsin  (.^entral  was  striig«:ling  to  build 
that  ix)rtion  of  the  road  to  get  into  Ashland.  A  bill  came  up  to 
exempt  from  taxation  those  lands  so  that  they  could  borrow 
money  and  build  the  balance  of  that  road.  I  remember  that 
memlnu's  of  the  legislature  voted  against  the  proposition  on  the 
general  principle  that  the  railroad  should  pay  their  share  of 
taxation,  that  we  should  riot  make  it  burdensome  upon  the  peo- 
ple up  there,  and  the  next  day  the  members  of  tlie  legislature 
w^ere  satisfied  they  did  wrong  and  they  re-considered  that  vote 
and  exempted  those  lands  from  taxati(m,  enabling  the  Wiscon- 
sin Central  railroad  to  borrow  money  and  open  up  that  country 
to  Ashland,  since  which  time  that  country  has  improved.  You 
must  remember  that  in  Wisconsin  there  is  a  large  amount  of 
territory  that  needs  small  roads.  It  is  the  small  roads  that  will 
suffer  by  this  unjust  taxation.  The  St.  Paul  road  and  the 
North-Western  road  can  take  care  of  themselves.  It  is  all  the 
people  tliat  we  have  got  to  look  after  and  I  want  to  congratulate 
the  meml)ers  of  tliis  committee  in  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  started  out  to  get  at  the  facts  and  conditions.  I  want  them 
to  ever  l)ear  in  mind  that  these  small  roads  must  depend  upoi^ 
the  main  roads  in  order  to  live.  That  there  are  places  in  Wis- 
consin that  have  trebled  in  population  in  the  last  three  years  in 
consequence  of  the  facilities  that  have  been  given  them  by  the 
railroads.  It  is  those  roads  that  need  aid  and  assistance.  These 
other  roads  can  get  along  as  well  as  the  p(.?ople  of  Wisconsin. 
One  is  de]K*ndent  ujx)n  the  other.  But  the^e  small  roads  can 
not  live  without  some  assistance,  vSome  outlet  from  the  trunk 
lines.  They  have  got  to  have  some  way  to  get  out.  They  have 
got  to  have  tluMr  rolling  stock,  they  have  got  to  have  their  spurs. 
Now  Mr.  Upham  stated  that  he  would  be  willing  to  pay  ten 
dollars  )>er  mile.  I  imderstand  the  present  system  is  five  dol- 
lars a  mile  for  roads  earning  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars — 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  jx*r  mile,  I  think,  is  a  five  dollar  tax  and 
two  ])er  cent  on  its  giv)ss  earnings, — I  think  I  am  right, — up  to 
three  thousand  dollars ;  then  I  think  commences  the  four  per 
cent. 

Commissioner  Ilaugen :  Xo,  it  is  graded  now,  it  is  graded 
at  two  thousand  and  twenty-five  hundred  ? 

!^Ir.  rlames:  It  is  graded  along  up,  there  are  roads  coming 
along  u]>  gradually,  so  they  may  have  to  pay  two  per  cent.  An- 
other thing  should  Ik?  taken  into  consideration,  in  the  valuation 
of  that  pro]x*rty,  that  railroading  is  liazardous  and  capital  is 
timid.  There  are  times,  you  remem1)er,  when  railroads  have 
serious  accidents.     That  interferes  with  their  earnings)OQl6 
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It  seems  to  mo  that  one  is  a  condition  and  another  a  theory. 
The  railroad  companies  would  rather  operate  and  know  the  con- 
ditions under  wliich  they  have  got  to  operate,  know  just  what 
they  have  got  to  i>ut  up  of  a  lixed  valuation  so  that  capital  will 
invest,  that  makes  the  stock  good,  and  when  they  make  money 
they  give  employment  to  their  employees.  I  remember  time  and 
time  and  again  when  we  have  knocked  at  the  halls  of  these  doors 
here,  to  take  care  of  the  employees  of  the  railroads.  I  have  not 
heard  anything  of  that  for  years.  It  seems  to  me  the  railroads 
are  taking  care  of  their  men.  Their  men  seem  to  be  satisfied. 
They  have  their  different  oi-ganizations.  '  If  they  have  any 
grievances  they  go  to  the  presidents  of  these  roads  and  they  set- 
tle it  l>etween  themselves.  Am  I  not  correct  i  Xow,  then, 
there  are  tw^o  main  issues,  that  is,  lalx)r  and  capital.  You  take 
care  of  those  two  elements  and  your  industries  go  on,  then  you 
can  take  care  of  the  producers  and  help  him  to  the  consumer. 
You  can  not  do- it  without  railroads;  you  must  have  them. 
These  railroads  tliat  pass  through  our  state  into  other  states 
they  can  get  along  because  thoy  cixn  curtail.  You  go  back  to 
the  history  of  1875  and  you  find  the  law  was  that  well  know^n 
as  the  Potter  Law,  was  burdensome  and  the  ])co})le  wanted  it 
repealed.  The  members  that  voted  for  that  bill  came  back  here 
and  voted  to  repeal  it,  and  since  that  time  gradually  the  ])eople 
have  l)een  going  along  side  by  side  with  the  railroad  until  they  • 
are  interested,  you  might  say  it  is  co-operative.  The  railroads 
cannot  get  along  without  the  jx^ople  nor  the  ]x*o])le  cannot  get 
along  Avithout  the  railnjads.  I  know  Init  very  little  about  rail- 
roading, I  know  Imt  very  little  alxuit  anything,  but  if  there  is 
anything  I  know  any  letter  than  I  do  another,  that  is,  any 
part  of  the  business  that  I  am  engaged  in  that  T  am  better  posted 
than  in  any  other  it  is  in  agriculture.  You  go  up  into  the  north 
where  they  cut  the  timber  off,  those  lands  are  left  ready  for  the 
agriculturist,  but  he  cannot  cultivate  them  w^ithout  a  railroad, 
cannot  get  in  there  without  capital.  Mr.  Upham  s|-)eaks  of  the 
Kickapoo  road.  They  have  made  this  year — I  hate  to  give 
away  the  secrets  but  I  might  as  well  do  it — they  have  earned 
$62,007,  and  it  cost  them  $01,000  and  some  odd  dollars.  They 
have  got  a  little  over  $300  as  net  earning  to  declare  a  dividend 
on — no  to  apply  on  the  interest  of  the  receiver's  certificates — 
and  after  they  have  applied  that  on  the  principal  of  the  $400,- 
000,  which  amounts  with  the  interest  to  over  $050,000,  now 
you  can  see  how  much  they  will  have  to  apply  on  the  stock. 

Mr.  Fpham :     You  have  left  out  $22,000 ;  $04,000  have  been 
borrowed  and  expended. 

Mr.  Jamcft:     Isow,  T  have  heard  it  has  been  claimed  these 
small  roads  are  coming  up  and  making  nice  returns.     I  can-j 
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not  reinomber  the  time  when  they  were  not  saying  something 
against  the  railroads.  The  fact  is  tliat  every  dollar  that  1 
could  charge  up  to  bettennent,  1  did.  1  was  anxious  to  make 
a  showdng  if  possible.  If  I  came  to  a  bridge  that  I  thought 
w^asn't  worth  vei*y  mucli,  I  kicked  it  out  of  the  way, — let  it 
go  down  die  Kickapoo,  and  put  a  new  one  in.  Every  old  cul- 
vert I  found,  I  put  a  new  one  in  and  charged  it  up  to  l)et- 
termcnt^.  1  told  ^Jlr.  Upham  to  charge  it  up  to  l)etterment. 
I  charged  $22,000  this  last  year  for  l^etterments.  Xow,  I 
want  to  bo  fair;  it  is  a  question  of  whether  I  should  charge 
up  interest  on  this  *lx)rrowed  capital  or  not.  I  donated  large 
amounts.  There  was  a  little  over  $4,000,  and  I  borrowed 
$94,000.  That  is  a  |)ersonal  debt  that  I  liave  got  to  wipe  out ; 
have  paid  $4,100  interest,  but  I  will  let  that  be  if  you  say,, 
t^ke  that  out.  The  taxes  amounted  to  five  dollars  per  mile; 
that  would  nxake  the  net  eaniings  alH>ut  forty — well,  al)out  four 
thousand  four  hundred,  and  interest,  the  accrued  interest,  and 
the  amount  that  we  have  already  paid  out  makes,  I  would  say, 
about  $750,000. 

Mr.  Uphaia:     Yes,  but  you  don't  state  the  whole  facts. 

Mr.  Jiunes:  Well  I  can't  state  tliem  all  at  once — too  much 
of  them. 

Mr.  Upham:  You  have  got  the  figures  mixe<l  up.  I  have  to 
furnish  the  money  for  this  thing  so  I  know.  ^Ir.  James  has 
only  produced  to  me  about  $(n,000,  and  I  have  had  to  send  to 
hini  about  $84,000.  Over  $22,000 — I  don't  know  how  we  can 
fix  it  up  in  tlie  figures,  I  know  I  have  paid  out  $22,000  more 
than  iie  has  charged  to  me. 

Mr.  fJauMs:  1  will  explain  it.  The  state  of  Wisconsin  ran 
that  road  a  while  under  the  receiver.  I  think 'the  judge  of  tlie 
anivt  had  the  (M)ntrol  of  the  receiver.  That  receiver  in  six 
years  drew  a  little  over  $'),000  ex))ensos  traveling  back  and 
forth,  and  I  guess  that  is  all  right,  I  don't  think  he  had  any  too 
much,  but  I  find  nothing  for  salary  for  him.  But  I  have  Ix^eu 
inform(*d  the  court  allowed  him  a  salary  and  that  should  he 
charged  up  to  that  exj^rnse  account,  hut  here  after  ilr.  Upham 
turiLS  that  road  over  to  me,  each  month  find  there  is  alK)ut 
$22,000  against  the  road  ^hat  is  due  for  labor,  there  is  over 
$1G,000  for  material  funiished.  Xow  that  $94,000  had  to  take 
the  $22,000  out  of  it  to  pay  these  men  off,  keep  peace — and 
the  balance  of  it  went  into  bettennent. 

I  want  to  give  you  just  a  few  figures  to  show  you  what  this 
road  has  done.  It  is  brief,  won't  take  over  half  a  page.  You 
want  to  get  at  the  facts,  I  know  you  do,  I  am  satisfied  you  do. 
You  have  started  in  the  right  direction  to  do  it.    Just  keep  right 
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along,  make  these  fellows  come  here.  Suppose  tliey  come  half 
a  dozen  times,  make  them  ^ve  you  what  information  you  want, 
that  IS  all  right,  you  should  do  it. 

Xow  this  road  I  take  the  fiscal  reports  of  the  railroad  com- 
missioner for  ten  years.  In  ten  years  they  earned  $305,627.23. 
The  operating  expenses  was  $377,080.44,  leaving  a  deficit  of 
$71^459.21.  Ad3ed  to  this  should  be  salary  for  five  years  un- 
der the  receiver  if  his  salary  was  $5,000  a  year,  and  I  am  led  to 
lx»lieve  that  was  what  it  was,  would  Ix?  $25,000,  which  would 
make  a  deficit  of  $9^5,459.24.  That  is  in  ten  years  up  to  tlie 
last  fiscal  report,  taken  in  June  30,  1002.  That  is  why  I  say, 
Mr.  Phainrkan,  that  in  looking  this  thing  over  carefully,  get  all 
the  facts  and  see  what  condition  it  is  going  to  leave  tlie  major- 
ity of  people  that  need  the  facilities. 

If  you  create  a  tax  that  will  make  it  hurdensome  upon  the 
road  the  probabilities  are  that  the  building  of  railroads  will  stop. 
Who  will  pay  the  money — as  Mr.  Upham  says  this  the  fourth 
<5ompany  that  has  undertaken  to  operate  this  road,  and  I 
know  communities  that  are  anxious  and  trying  every  way  and 
are  offering  all  kinds  of  inducements  to  have  men  come  in  and 
build  railroads,  but  it  don't  look  very  favorable. 

Senator  Whitehead  called  u|x>n  W.  W.  Baldwin,  assistant  to 
the  president  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  E.,  who  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Baldwin :  T  represent  the  Burlington.  I  am  quite 
hoarse,  ill  myself.  Our  interest  is  comparatively  small  in  Wis- 
consin. Wo  have  222  miles  of  a  system  of  8,500  miles.  I 
think  I  m&y  be  able  to^  give  some  information  in  response  to  an 
inquirv'-  of  the  gentleman  who  sits  over  there  (referring  to  Mr. 
Dahl)  as  to  tlie  actual  results  in  those  states  where  the  ad 
valorem  system  now  prevails  and  has  prevailed  for  many  years. 
The  Burlington  system  is  operated  in  eleven  different  states, 
and  in  all  those  states  the  ad  valorem  system  prevails  except  in 
Wisconsin  and  [Minnesota,  and  I  have  prepai-ed  statements  of 
the  nmount  of  taxes  tliat  we  pay  per  mile  in  each  of  tliese  stiites 
for  the  year  1900.  We  pay  the  highest  rate  per  mile  in  this 
state.  I  do  not  include  in  this  the  state  of  Illinois  for  special 
reasons  which  I  \vill  give. 

In  the  state  of  Xebraska  we  pay  $190  per  mile;  in  Iowa  we 
pay  $170  per  mile,  in  Kansas  $170,  in  Missouri  $150,  in  Col- 
orado $140,  in  South  Dakota  $115,  in  Wyoming  $110,  in  Mon- 
tana $40.  in  Wisconsin  for  the  same  year  we  paid  $275  per  mile. 
I  think  it  is  worth  your  while  to  ponder  a  little  upon  these 
figures. 

Tax  Commissioner  Haugen :  Do  you  take  those  figures  from 
the  interstate  commerce  commission's  re])ort  ? 
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]Mr.  Baldwin :     Xo,  sir.     I  take  thein  from  our  own  book. 

Tax  C^omniissioiier  JIaugen :  They  do  not  correspond  with 
the  interstate  eonnnerce  commissioner  i 

Mr.  Baldwin:  I  tliink  they  do,  yes  sir.  I  have  given  it  by 
states. 

Tax  Commissioner  Ilaugen:     O,  yes,  for  your  company. 

]Mr.  Baldwin :     Yes,  sir. 

Tax  Commissioner  Ilaugen:     That  is  right. 

]Mr.  Baldwin:  Now,  take  our  entiix^  road  in  tliis  state  and 
in  the  state  of  Wisconsin  thrive  222  miles  in  Wisconsin  and  about 
109  in  Illinois,  we  paid  last  A'car  on  tliat  line  in  Illinois  $2G0  a 
mile  on  the  ad  valorem  system.  Wo  paid  in  Wisconsin  $290  a 
mile.  Wo  i:)aid  over  $()4,000  in  taxes  in  Wisconsin  last  year. 
Xow,  it  dcx's  not  follow,  of  course,  that  because  different  rates 
per  mile  prevail  in  the  different  states  that  tlie  roads  are  all  of 
the  same  value,  but  now  to  illustrate  the  mixed  problem  that 
will  l)o  before  you  or  before  any  tribunal,  or  ought  to  l)e,  that 
will  take  up  the  question  of  what  we  call  the  ad  valorem  system, 
just  make  a  comparison  as  you  can  and  I  wall  not  take  but  a 
moment  to  do  it,  of  the  state  of  ^lissouri,  for  instance,  witli  the 
state  of  Wisconsin. 

Xr)w  in  Wisconsin  we  have  just  a  single  track,  there  is  na 
double-track  railroad,  we  have  no  terminal  facilities^in  Wiscon- 
sin. The  road  is  built  as  you  know  along  the  river  bank.  In 
the  state  <^f  ^lissouri  we  have  a  valuable  system  of-  railroads. 
Weliave  terminals  in  the  cits'  of  St.  Louis  which  cost  recently, 
l>etwr-en  six  and  se\'en  millions  of  dollars.  We  have  three  ex- 
pensive bridges  over  the  ^lissouri  river ;  we  have  valuable  termi- 
nals in  Kansas  City  and  St.  Joseph,  and  the  m^in  line  of  the 
Hannibal  road  crosses  tlie  state  of  ^Missouri,  it^  tnmk  line  road 
fed  from  tlie  tremendous  trunk  from  the  west^  iXow  compare 
tliar  ])roperty — you  are  talking  about  property  and  you  are  talk- 
ing alxHit  establishing  the  ad  valorem  systenii — we  pay  today  un- 
der the  ad  valorem  system  in  the  state  of  ^Missouri,  we  pay  $150 
a  mile  and  upon  this  single  track  railroad  in  the  state  of  Wis- 
consin we  are  paying  today  $290  a  mile.  Well,  you  say  if  that 
is  so,  I  should  think  you  would  want  to  go  to  the  ad  valorem 
system,  if  the  eft'ect  of  that  is  going  to  be  to  reduce  your  taxes. 
It  de|x?nds  alt4)gether,  gentlemen,  cm  how  the  ad  valorem  systenir 
is  administered.  It  depends  altogether  upon  that;  if  the  ad 
valorem  system  is  administered  in  Wisconsin  upon  tlie  theorj' 
of  tho  valuation  of  this  line  of  railroad  that  we  have  in  tlio 
state  of  Wisconsin  laid  down  by  your  tax  commission,  if  they 
as  the  tribunal  are  intrusted  with  the  authority  and  they  apply 
the  ])rinci])le  of  taking  the  stock  and  bond  valuation  of  tlie  C, 
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B.  k  Q.  and  bring  that  Avliole  valuation  intio  tlio  state  of  Wis- 
consin on  the  mileage  basis,  these  taxes  tliat  we  are  noAv  paying 
$275  a  mile  will  be  practically  double.  It  depends  upon  how 
you  administer  it.  I  do  not  intend  at  this  timei — I  ho}>e  pos- 
sibly 1  may  if  you  open  the  question  to  discussion  so  that  we 
can  present  the  full  subject  1  would  Ix?  pleased  if  you  cared  to 
hear  me — I  do  not  care  to  go  into  the  matter  now ;  I  rather  look 
upon  it,  if  we  knew  we  could  have  die  ad  valorem  system  ap- 
plied in  the  spirit  and  in  the  maimer  in  which  it  is  applied  in 
Illinois  or  in  Iowa  or  Nebraska  or  Missouri  and  to  other  prop- 
erty in  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  w^ould 
not — sjx?aking  for  the  Burlington  road — have  any  objection  to 
the  ad  valorem  system ;  but  I  feel  as  though  you  ai*e  confronted 
with  a  condhion  in  this  state,  you  are  coufrontcd  with  a  condi- 
tion in  this  state.  You  must  remember,  gentlemen,  this,  that 
ihese  ad  valorem  systems  in  Illinois  have  been, in  existence  for 
thii'ty  years;  they  are  the  outgrowth  of  experience,  they  have 
come  up  tlirough  the  years  so  that  tliey  have  been  every  year  the 
subject  of  argument,  the  subject  of  examination.  In  Iowa  we 
have  had  the  system  since  '72,  for  thirty  years, — ^[issouri  about 
the  same. 

Now  you  go  into  it  under  certain  pressure.  Disguise  it 
as  you  may,  under  the  impulse  of  a  certain  agitation  each 
year  all  have  been  referring  to  it  and  this  thing  is  l)cing  agi- 
tated and  advocated.  Remember  this,  gontleiiien,  that  the  agi- 
tation will  not  cease  if  you  adopt  the  ad  valorem  system.  The 
agitation  has  not  ceased  in  Iowa  because  we  have  the  ad  valo- 
rem system.  The  railroad  s}x*nt  a  good  part — a  number  of 
them  a  good  pait  of  last  winter  at  Des  iloines  upon  this  very 
question  and  we  have  the  ad  valorem  system.  And  strange  to 
say,  strange  to  say^  the  arguments  that  were  advanced  by  those 
who  were  the  men  strongest  in  the  agitation  was  to  droj)  the  ad 
valorem  system  and  give  us  the  Wisconsin  system.  Now.  that 
is  the  truth.  Give  ui>  the  Wisconsin  system  where  we  Avill  be 
out  of  the  political  agitation,  they  said.  If  you  have  the  ad 
valorem  system  you  have  got  to  have  a  tribunal.  The  railways 
are  bound  to  be  interested  in  whom  that  tribunal  shall  l)e.  If 
it  is  elected  they  are  going  to  be  interested  in  that.  If  the  gov- 
ernor is  to  be  appointed  they  will  also  be  interested  to  get  the 
right  kind  of  governor.  What  we  want  is  something  automatic. 
Something  that  is  not  the  play  of  party  politics  and  is  not  sub- 
ject to  continual  agitation.  Don't  expect  that  you  are  going  to 
get  rid  of  agitation  upon  the  subject  of  railroad  taxation  by 
adopting  the  ad  valorem  system. 

Of  course  this  appeals  to  us  in  a  broader  way  than  the  mere 
Wisconsin  way.     What  I  want  to  see  is  this,  that  if  th 
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that  idea  of  fixing  the  valuations  iii  the  first  place — as  I  under- 
stand the  Commission  they  do  not  propose  that  the  Iowa  plan 
or  the  Illinois  plan  or,  applying  the  rate  which  prevails  in  each 
taxing  district  shall  apply  here,  but  propose  a  theoretical  way 
which  they  have  arrived  at  by,  it  seems  to  me,  omitting  a  great 
deal  of  the  proj^rty  of  Wisconsin,  aiid  they  also  propose  or  sug- 
gest substantially  the  arriving  at  the  valuation  in  a  theoretical 
way.  Now  then,  of  course  if  that  should  be  done  here,  and  then 
that  principle  should  be  extended  to  Iowa,  and  that  principle 
be  extended  to  Xebraska  and  Kansas,  why  the  result  would 
make  a  great  deal  of  difference  in  the  matter  of  our  taxes.  Xow, 
I  wall  only  take  your  time  for  one  moment  longer  to  show  you 
why,  so  far  as  the  Burlington  is  concerned,  the  application  of 
these  theories,  the  trial  of  the  experiment,  going  into  it  under 
these  circumstances,  going  into  it  from  the  information  which 
has  been  laid  l)efore  you,  that  if  .you  apply  these  principles  it 
will  be  demonstrated  that  tlie  railroads  have  been  robbing  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  of  a  million  dollars  a  year — if  you  apply 
these  principles  it  will  make  a  tremendous  amount  of  difference 
to  us  in  states  like  Kansas  and  Wyoming  and  Montana,  that  is, 
taking  a  valuation  based  upon  the  stock  and  bonds  and  carrying 
that  value  on  a  strictly  mileage  basis  to  those  states  regardless 
of  the  value  of  the  property. 

Xow,  Illinois  doesn't  do  that.  They  say,  ^*We  have  got  the 
property  there,  and  wo  will  tax  the  property."  But  when  we 
go  to  Kansas  or  to  Wyoming  or  to  Wisconsin  the  suggestion  is 
that  we  will  bring  that  property,  through  the  stock  and  bond 
theory,  here,  and  tax  it  on  a  basis  of  the  value  of  the  property 
as  obtained  per  mile  by  the  stock  and  bonds,  and  that  would  in- 
crease our  valuation  in  Kansas  from  what  it  is  now,  a  million 
one  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  dollars,  to  over  sixteen 
million  dr)llars  and  would  increase  our  taxes  from  four  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  three  hundred  ninety-three 
thousand  dollars,  and  in  Wyoming  the  change  would  be  from 
thirtv-two  thousand  to  three  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  in  Mon- 
tana from  seventeen  thousand  to  about  a  hundred  and  ninetv- 
two  thousand  dollars.  The  very  same  principle  applies  that 
substantially  is  used  by  the  commission  in  reaching  the  con- 
clusion that  the  railrr)a(ls  in  Wisconsin  are  not  payiilg  their  fair 
share  of  taxes,  because  that  is  all  worked  out  in  their  report. 
The  rate  is  worked  out  and  the  valuation  is  worked  out,  and 
taking  tliis  as  the  condition  and  the  probable  outcome  of  this 
agitation  T  simply  wanted  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  of 
the  results  as  thev  may  ap])ear  upon  the  property  of  the  Bur- 
lington road  in  other  states. 
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We  are  now  paying,  I  do  not  kuow  whether  all  of  you  appre- 
ciate how  much,  what  percentage  of  their  net  earnings  the  rail- 
roads are  paying  in  taxes  in  Wisconsin.  I  think  they  are  pay- 
ing about  eleven  and  one-half  per  cent  in  taxes  of  their  net 
earnings;  eleven  and  a  half  per  cent  on  all  their  net  earnings 
in  the  state  are  being  paid  in  taxes.  We  pay  out  of  the  C,  B. 
&  Q.  this  year  one  million  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars  taxes 
on  between  sixteen  and  seventeen  millions  of  net  earnings,  or 
pay  nearly  ten  per  cent  taxes  now  all  over  the  country. 

Just  pardon  me  being  impressed  with  the  gravity  of  the  situ- 
ation that  this  principle  shall  find  foothold  by  law  in  Wiscon- 
sin and  be  carried  into  these  other  states,  and  what  do  you  sup- 
pose the  railroads  are  going  to  be  obliged  to  pay  in  the  matter 
of  taxes.  There  is  no  reason  why  that  should  not  be  carried 
into  Kansas  and  Wyoming  and  to  Nebraska  and  elsewhere  the 
same  as  in  Wisconsin,  and  that  influences  you  because  if  you 
diminish  our  revenues  it  diminishes  our  opportunity  to  make 
improvements  and  to  do  other  things  we  ought  to  do  in  the  state 
of  Wisconsin.  But  I  did  not  intend  to  take  up  so  much  of 
your  time. 

Senator  Whitehead:  Is  there  anything  else  anybody  else 
wants  to  ask  about? 

I  wish  to  express  on  behalf  of  the  committee  our  sincere  ap- 
preciation of  the  trouble  you  have  taken,  gentlemen,  to  come 
here  this  afternoon,  and  if  there  is  nothing  farther  we  will  con- 
sider this  conference  closed.

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REPORTS  OP  COMMITTEES. 
Report  of  joint  committee  on  coal  investigation. 

To  tihe  Legislature  of  Wisconsin  : 

Your  joint  committee,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  under 
joint  resolution  No.  6,  S.,  to  make  a  full  investigation  of  the 
shortage  of  coal  in  this  state,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  we  met  and  organized  for  the  work  January  27, 
1903.  On  motion  the  committee  repaired  to  Milwaukee,  where 
we  held  an  examination  of  witnesses  on  January  30  and  31.  We 
examined  the  principal  coal  dealers  of  Milwaukee,  together  with 
the  officers  of  the  leading  railways  of  the  state,  the  superintend- 
ent of  poor  and  the  superintendent  of  charities  of  Milwaukee. 

On  returning  to  Madison  we  completed  the  taking  of  testi- 
mony by  examining  the  coal  dealers  of  Madison,  Superior,  Ash- 
land, Bayfield  and  other  places.  Some  thirty-four  witnesses  in 
all  were  examined,  their  testimony  covering  about  five  hundred 
pages  of  typewritten  matter  on  the  following  points: 

First — Is  there  a  shortage  of  coal  in  the  state? 

From  the  evidence  given  by  the  coal  dealers  we  find  that  there 
is  a  shortage  of  about  600,000  tons  of  anthracite  coal  in  this 
state  this  year,  as  compared  with  the  average  of  other    years.  • 

Second — The  shortage  is  due  primarily  to  the  strike  in  the 
anthracite  region,  which  covered  a  period  from  May  12th  to  Oc- 
tober 2-4th,  1902,  during  which  time  no^  hard  coal  was  mined, 
and  but  little  could  be*  transported  by  water  after  mining  was 
resumed;  this  caused  a  shortage  of  2i,000,000  tons.  The  rail- 
roads connecting  with  the  mines  were  unable  to  remove  sufficient 
coal  from  the  mines  to  meet  the  demand,  due  to  the  shortage  of 
motive  power  and  cars. 

Third — The  price  price  of  hard  coal  is  regulated  by  the  pro- 
ducers through  their  agents.  The  producers  fix  the  price  at 
which  their  agents  (whether  salaried  or  on  commission)  are,  to  sell 
coal  to  the  dealer,  The  dealer  usually  fixes  the  price  to  the 
consumer,  which  varies  from  seventy-five  cents  to  a  dollar  and  a 
half  per  ton  over  the  wholesale  price.  The  highest  price  charged 
by  retailers  for  handling  a  ton  of  coal  was  a  dollar  and  sixty- 
five  cents.  From  this  should  be  deducted  dockage,  delivery, 
office  expense,  etc.,  etc. 

Fourth  —  The  testimony  of  the  independent  coal  deal- 
ers shows  very  clearly  that  the  combined  niine  owners 
discriminate  against  the  independent  coal  dealers.  One 
of  the  independent  dealers  stated  on  the  witness 
stand  that  he  could  not  get  any  coal  from  the  combination 
and  the  independent  coal  dealers  raised  the  price  of  hard 
coal  above  the  normal  price  partly  because  they  could  not  sup- 
ply the  demand  and  partly  becausa  they  received  higher  bids  in 
the  open  market.     The   same  witness   stated  that   he  bought  in 
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the  open  market  from  the  independent  niine  owners  two  hundred 
tons  of  hard  coal  for  $8.00  per  ton  at  the  mine,  which  cost  him 
$13.35  per  ton  delivered  in  Milwaukee,  and  he  sold  it  for  $15.00 
per  ton  in  Milwaukee. 

Fifth — The  price  of  hard  coal  in  Milwaukee  in  May,  1902, 
was  .about  $7.00  per  ton,  and  in  January,"  1903,  $9.25  per  ton, 
shipped  by  water.  While  the  independent  mine  owners  raised 
the  price  of  anthracite  coal  at  the  mines  from  $2.85  in  May  to 
$6.00  per  ton  in  January,  the  miners  of  soft  coal  also 
raised  their  price  at  the  Pennsylvania  mines  from 
$1.30  in  >iay  to  $5.25  per  ton  in  January.  The  combine  raised 
the  price  of  anthracite  coal  shipped  by  vessel  to  Ashiaud  from 
$8.00  per  ton  retail  in  May  to  $11.50  in  January.  It  is  just  to 
mention  however,  that  only  a  small  part  of  this  lot  of  coal  sold 
as  high  as  $11.50, 

Sixth — From  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  from  Superior, 
Milwaukee,  Ashland,  Bayfield  and  Madison,  your  committee 
finds  that  the  shortage  of  coal  in  this  state  has  caused  great  in- 
convenience to  business  and  hardship  to  our  citizens  by  the 
rise  in  the  price  of  coal  and  fuel  of  all  kinds,  and  has  cost  our 
citizens  many  thousands  of  dollars  more  for  their  fuel. 

Seventh — We  find  from  the  investigation  that  the  railroads  of 
Wisconsin  are  in  no  way  to  blame  for  the  conditions  that  exist; 
and  have  at  all  times  given  canrs  loaded  with  coal  the  right  of 
way  over  their  lines. 

Eighth — From  the  opinion  of  witnesses  your  committee  be- 
lieves that  there  is  an  understanding  between  mine  owners 
and  railroads  connected  with  the  anthracite  mines  to  establish 
a  uniform  price  for  hara  coal,  and  from  time  to  time  their 
agents  receive  from  them  the  price  at  which  hard  coal  shall  be 
sold  for  in  the  state.  There  was^a  rise  of  ten  cents  per  ton 
each  naonth  from  May  to  November,  1902,  and  after  the  re- 
sumption of  mining  a  further  advance  of  fifty  cents  per  ton  was 
made- 
Ninth — Much  has  been  said  about  the  great  suffering  among 
the  people  of  Milwaukee  owing  to  the  shortage  of  coal.  While 
the  committee  does  not  desire  to  express  an  opinion  on  the 
foregoing  statement,  yet  it  is  fair  to  state  that  the 
testimony  shows  that  there  has  been  no  suffering 
in  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  and  the  superintendents 
of  charities  both  testified  that  they  have  been  able  to  supply 
every  demand,  and  that  there  has  been  no  more  suffering  this 
year  than  last  in  that  city.  The  evidence  shows  that  at  no  time 
has  there  been  a  request  refused  in  the  city  for  soft  coal. 

Tenth — Much  criticism  has  been  indulged  in  regarding  the 
Wisconsin  men  who  were  indicted  in  Chicago.  We  have  had 
the  vice-president  .and  a  member  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  coal  ^  dealers'  association  of  Wisconsin  and 
Illinois  before  us.  After  making  a  thorough  examina- 
tion   of    the    witnesses  we    find    from  the  evidence     that     the 
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association  is  formed  irainly  for  social  purposes.  They  have  a 
membership  of  niae  hundred  and  the  annual  dues  are  five  dol- 
lars. From  the  evidence  your  committee  can  see  no  harm  done 
the  public  by  this  organization,  as  the  association  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  fixing  of  the  price  of  coal  or  the  quantity  to  be 
sold. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend,  That  such  legis- 
lation be  enacted  as  will  compel  the  mice  owners  doing  business 
in  this  state  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  state  the  cost  of  hard 
coal  on  the  docks  of  the  state  and  at  the  mines,  and  the  cost  of 
transportation  from  the  mines  to  the  docks  and  the  selling  price, 
together  with  a  true  statement  of  the  amount  of  hard  and  soft 
coal  on  hand  in  the  state,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  August  and 
November  of  each  year.

Said  reporter  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  taking 
testimony  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  municipal  judge  not  exceed- 
ing three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  actual  attendance  on 
said  court,  which  amount  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  in  the 
case.  In  all  criminal  trials  and  proceedings,  said  fees 
and  per  diem  shall  be  certified,  audited  ard  paid 
out  of  the  county  treasury  monthly;  fees  per  diem 
shall  be  certified  and  audited  by  the  certificate  of  the  municipal 
judge  showing  the  title  of  the  case  and  the  amount  due  said 
phonographic  reporter  for  services  therein.  Section  2439  of  the 
revised  statutes  shall  apply  to  said  reporter  and  said  court. "

To  the  Honorable^  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

I  have  the  honor  to&ubndit  the  following  report  of  paroles  and 
pardons  granted  by  me  during  the  term  beginning -the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1901,  and  ending  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  1903,  together  with  my  reasons  as  required  by  section 
6,  article  V  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin.  No 
reprieves  or  commutations  of  sentence  have  been  granted  during 
said  term. 

PARDONS    TO    RESTORE    TO  CITIZENSHIP    AFTER    EXPIRATION     OF 

SENTENCE. 

There  have  been  granted  seven  pardons  to  restore  to  citizen- 
ship during  the  two  years  last  past.  In  each  case  pardon  was 
granted  after  the  applicant  had  served  out  his  term  of  sentence 
and  had  presented  to  the  executive  the  endorsement  of  respon- 
sible citizens  in  the  community  in  which  he  resides,  .  clearly 
showing  that  he  has  led  an  upright  and  honorable  life  and  con- 
ducted himself  as  a  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizen  from  the 
time  of  his  discharge  from  prison.  These  pardons  to  restore  to 
citizenship  have  been  granted  as  follows: 

, William  F.  Ingles,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Rock  county  on  the  13th  day  of  March,  1891,  of  the  crime  of 
larceny  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for 
the  term  of  six  months.  Discharged  from  prison  on  expiration 
of  sentence  August  12,  1892.  March  26th,  1901,  pardon  granted 
to  restore  rights  of  citizenship. 

William  Krim,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Asblaod 
county,  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  1900,  of  the  crime  of  4arceny, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term 
of  one  year.  Discharged  from  prison  on  expiration  of  sentence, 
on  the  13th  dav  of  April,   1901. 

November  29,  1902,  pardon  granted  to  restore  to  rights  of  citi- 
zenship. 

George  W.  Shafer,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Dunn 
county  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  1899,  of  the  crime  of 
larceny  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for 
the  term  of  ten  months.  Discharged  from  prison  on  expiration 
of  sentence  June  27th,  1900.  June  12th,  1901,  pardon  granted 
to  restore  rights  of  citizenship. 

Douglas  H.  Tandy,  convicted  before  the  circuit  'ourt  for  Jef- 
ferson county  on  the  loth  day  of  February,  1896,  of  the  crime 
of  embezzlement  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state 
prison  for  the  term    of  two  years.     Discharged    from  prison  on 
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expiration  o!  sentence  September  15th,  1897.  March  24th,  1902, 
pardon  granted  to  restore  rights  of  citizenship. 

Daniel  S.  Sutherland,  con.victed  before  the  circuit  c^urt  for 
St.  Croix  county  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1897,  of  the  crime 
of  rape  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for 
the  term  of  fourteen  years.  Said  sentence  commuted  on  the  17th 
day  of  August,  1899,  by  Hon.  Edward  Scofield,  governor  of  Wis- 
consin, to  five  years,  so  that  the  same  expired  on  the  said  17th 
day  of  January,*  1901,  and  the  convict  was  on  that  day  discharged 
from  prison.  March  18th,  1902,  pardon  granted  to  restore  rights 
of  citizenship. 

William  H.  Unke,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Milwaukee  county 'on  the  30th  day  of  November,  1897,  of  the 
crime  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  Mil- 
waukee house  of  correction  for  the  term  of  two  y^ars.  Dis- 
charged from  prison  on  expiration  of  sentence  August  22,  1899. 
June  26th,  190i,  pardon  granted  to  restore  rights  of  citizenship. 

Frank  Dekeuster,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Brown 
county  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1889,  of  the  crime  of  embezzle- 
ment and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the 
term  of  one  year.  Discharged  from  prison  on  expiration  of 
sentence  May  28,  1890.  August  1st,  1902,  pardon  granted  to 
restore  rights  of  citizenship. 

In  each  of  the  foregoing  cases  pardon  after  expiration  of 
sentence  to  restore  citizenship  has  been  granted,  only  yrhen  the 
applicant  has,  since  his  discharge  from  prison,  given  such  evi- 
dences of  reformation  in  character  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that 
he  will  thereafter  lead  an  honest  and  upright  life.  It 
must  ever  be  expected  as  possible  that  the 
members  of  a  community  in  which  such  a  discharged  con- 
vict resides,  and  upon  whose  testimonials  of  good  conduct  such 
executive  action  is  based,  may  be  mistaken  in  their  judgment 
respecting  the  reformation  of  the  petitioner.  Yet,  when  he 
has  fully  expiated  his  crime,  and  manifest  a  purpose  to  win  the 
respect  of  all  worthy  citizens,  it  is  submitted  that  he  is  entitled 
to  such  a  public  recognition  of  his  efforts  as  shall  aid  to  establish 
him  in  his  good  resolutions. 

PAROLES    OR   CONDITIONAL   PARDONS    FRQ^I    THE   MILWAUKEE    COUNTY 
HOUSE   OP   CORRECTION. 

Seven  paroles  have  been  granted  from  the  Milwaukee  county 
house  of  correction  during  the  two  years  ending  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1903.  Of  these  paroles  five  were  granted  in 
cases  where  the  applicant  was  under  sentence  for  the  offense  of 
abandonment  of  family,  one  was  granted  where  the  applicant 
was  under  sentence  for  the  offense  of  vagrancy,  and  one  where 
the  applicant  was  under  sentence  for  the  crime  of  embezzlement. 
Paroles  were  granted  in  each  of  these  cases  upon  the  condi- 
tion aad  for  the  reasons  hereinafter  stated. 
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Robert  Hoffman,  convicted  before  the  district  court  of  the 
city  of  Milwaukee  on  the  17th  day  of  January,  1902,  of  the 
crime  of  abandonment  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
the  Milwaukee  house  of  correction*  for  the  term  of  nine 
months.  February  11th,  1902,  parole  granted  upon  the  express 
condition  that  the  said  Robert  Hoffman  abstain  absolutely 
from  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages,  and  that  in  th3  fu- 
ture he  support,  care  for,  and  maintain  his  family,  and  in  all 
things  conduct  and  demean  himself  as  a  peaceable  and  law- 
abiding  man.  Otherwise,  and  upon  due  proof  of  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  conditions  of  the  said  parole,  the  same  to  be  revoked 
and  the  said  Robert  Hoffman  remanded  to  the  custody  of  the 
proper  officer  to>6erve  out  said  sentence  as  provided  by  law. 

Terrence  McBennett,  convicted  before  the  district  court  of 
the  city  of  Zvlilwaukee  on  the  26th  day  of  November,  1901,  of 
the  crime  of  abandonment,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Milwaukee  house  of  correction  for  the  term  of  nine  months. 
March  13th,  1902,  parole  granted  upon  the  express  con- 
dition that  the  .  said  Terrence  McBennett  abstain  abso- 
lutely from  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  and  in 
the  future  support,  care  for  and  maintain  his  family,  and  in  all 
things  conduct  himself  as  a  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizen. 
Otherwise,  and  upon  due  and  sufficient  proof  of  tie  violation  of 
any  of  the  conditions  of  said  parole,  the  same  to  be  revoked,  and 
the  said  Terrence  McBennett  remanded  to  the  custody  of  the 
proper  officer  to  serve  out  said  sentence  as  iD»'ovided  by  law. 

William  F.  Schneider,  convicted  before  the  district  court  of 
'Milwaukee  county  on  the  first  day  of  No\'ember,  1901,  of  the 
crime  of  abandonment  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Milwaukee  house  of  correction  for  the  term  of  nine  months. 
April  19th,  1902,  parole  was  granted  upon  the  ex- 
press condition  that  the  said  William  F.  Schneider  ab- 
stain absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages; 
that  he  shall  treat  his  wife  and  children  with  the  kindness  and 
consideration  becoming  a  husband  and  father,  and  shall  main- 
tain, care  for  and  support  said  wife  and  children;  that  in  the  fu- 
ture he  shall  conduct  and  demean  himself  as  a  peaceable  and 
law  abi^iing  man.  Otherwise,  and  upoii  due  and  sufficient  proof 
of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  this  parole,  the 
same  will  be  revoked  and  the  said  William  F.  Schneider  re- 
manded to  the  custody  of  the  proper  otHcer  to  serve  out  said 
sentf'nce  as  provided  by  law,  • 

Charles  A.  Reuss,  convicted  before  the  district  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county,  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1902,  of  the  crime 
of  abandonment,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  Milwau- 
kee house  of  correction,  for  the  term  of  nine  months.  May 
27th,  1902,  parole  granted  upon  the  express  condition  that  the 
said  Charles  A.  Reuss  shall  in  the  future,  support,  care  for 
and  maintain  his  wife  and  children  in  a  manner  be- 
coming their  station  in  life,  and  shall  treat  them    and    each    of 
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them  kindly,  and  otherwise  conduct  and  demean  himself  as  a 
peiceable  and  law-abiding  man.  Otherwise,  and  upon  due  and 
sufficient  proof  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  this, 
parole,  the  same  shall  be  revoked,  and  the  said  Charles  A.  Reuss- 
remanded  to  the  custody  of  the  proper  officer  to  serve  out  said 
sentence  as  provided  by  law. 

Charles  Tyre,  convicted  before  the  district  court  of  Mil- 
waukee  county  on  the  13th  day  of  November,  11)01,  of  the 
crime  of  abandonment  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Milwaukee  house  of  correction  for  the  term  of  one  year. 
June  26th,  1902,  parole  granted  upon  th?  express  condition 
that  the  said  Charles  Tyre  abstain  absolutely  from  the  use  of 
intoxicating  beverages,  and  that  in  the  future  he  support, 
care  for  and  maintain  his  family  and  otherwise  demean  himself 
as  a  peaceable  and  law-abiding  man.  Otherwise  and  upon  due 
and  sufficient  proof  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of 
this  parole,  the  same  to  be  revoked  and  the  said  Charles  Tyre 
remanded  to  the  custody  of  the  proper  officers  to  serve  out  said 
sentence  as  provided  by  law. 

Paroles  upon  the  conditions  stated  in  each  of  the  foregoing 
cases, — the  applicant  being  under  sentence  for  abandoning  his 
family, — were  granted  for  the  following  reasons: 

This  offense  is  one  more  particularly  against  the  home,  and 
the  purpose  of  the  punishment  is  more  especially  to  secure  the 
support  of  the  family.  In  each  instonce  the  direct  cause  of 
failure  to  support,  and  finally  of  abandonment,  was  excessive 
use     of       intoxicating      liquors.  When     confinement     had 

freed  the  system  fuom  the  effects  of  continued  in- 
ebriation, and  the  better  nature  of  the  man 
asserted  itself  in  a  resolution  to  care  for  and  maintain  his  fam- 
ily, it  seemed  that  the  object  sought  by  the  statute  had  been 
attained.  Longer  separation  from  wife  and  children  would  tend 
to  weaken  the  sense  of  obligation,  the  strength  of  which  could 
only  be  determined  and  might  be  fostered  on  trial  under  a  prop- 
erly conditioned  parol.  For  these  reasons  a  parole  and  condi- 
tional pardon  was  granted  in  each  of  the  five  foregoing  cases. 

Mathew  Quay,  whose  right  name  is  Frank  Hines,  convicted 
before  the  district  court  of  Milwaukee  county  on  the  19th  day 
of  February,  1902,  of  the  crime  of  vagrancy,  and  thereupon 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  Milwaukee  house 
of  correction  for  the  term  of  ninety  days.  April 
19,  1902,  parole  granted  upon  the  express  condition 
that  he  abstain  absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating 
beverages,  and  that  in  the  future  he  conduct  and  demean  him- 
self as  a  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizen.  Otherwise,  and 
upon  due  and  sufficient  proof  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  con- 
ditions of  this  parole,  the  same  to  be  revoked  and  the  said 
Hines  to  be  remanded  to  the  custody  of  the  proper  officer  to- 
serve  out  said  sentence  as  provided  by  law.

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It  appears  that  said  Hines  was  arrested,  and  that  while  in 
an  intoxicated  condition  and  unable  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf 
or  give  any  intelligible  account  of  himself  or  inform  the  court 
as  to  his  own  identity,  he  was  sentenced  to  the  house  of  correc- 
tion as  a  vagrant. 

It  further  appears  from  the  facts  presented  to  the  executive, 
that  he  had  been  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  continu- 
ously for  eighteen  years;  that  he  had  an  account  in  a  savings 
bank  of  that  city;  that  he  had  not  been  intoxicated  before  for  a 
period  of  some  five  years  and  was  in  fact  an  honest,  industrious 
man  and  not  a  vagrant.  For  these  reasons,  he  was,  on  the  16th 
<3ay  of  April,  aforesaid,  released  and  paroled  upoa  the  conditions 
hereinbefore  stated. 

Marcus  A.  Fee,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Mil- 
%vaukee  county  on  lhe.29th  day  of  June,'  1901,  of  the  crime  of 
embezzlement,  and  sentenced  to  the  Milwaukee  house  of 
correction  for  the  term  of  three  years.  June  25th,  1902, 
parole  was  granted  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  said 
Marcus  A.  Fee  abstain  absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxi- 
cating beverages;  that  he  support,  care  for  and  maintain  his 
family;  that  he  conduct,  demean  and  deport  himself  as  an  honest, 
upright,  peaceable  and  law-abiding  man,  und  that  he  report  in 
writing  quarterly  upon  the  first  day  of  every  third  month, 
for  the  space  of  one  year  next  following  the  date  of 
his  said  parole,  to  the  executive  of  the  state  of  Wis- 
"Consin,  at  his  office  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  his  where- 
abouts, employment  and  occupation  for  the  three  months  prior 
thereto.  Otherwise,  -  and  upon  due  and  sufficient  proof  of  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  the  said  parole,  the  same 
will  be  revoked  and  the  said  Marcus  A.  Fee  remanded  to  the 
■custody  of  the  proper  officer  to  serve  out  said  sentence,  as  pro- 
vided by  law. 

The  above  parole  and  conditional  pardon  was  granted  for  the 
reason  that  it  appeared  from  the  testimony  in  the  case  that 
Fee,  who  was  an  insurance  agent,  was  convicted  of 
a  technical  embezzlement  of  the  funds  of  the  com- 
plaining insurance  company,  as  admitted  by  the  general 
■counsel  of  the  company,  "more  through  lax  business  methods 
than  through  criminal  intent."  The  record  makes  it  clear 
that  under  his  agreement  with  the  company.  Fee  was  responsi- 
ble for  premiums  belonging  to  the  company  collected  by  his 
sub  agents,  as  well  as  premiums  collected  by  himself.  That  he 
transmitted  all  premiums  which  came  into  his  hands,  but  at  the 
date  of  the  termination  of  his  contract  with  the  company,  some 
moneys  which  had  not  been  collected  were  Still  due  the  company. 

The  case  was  exceptional  in  that,  while  the  jury  convicted  Fee 
of  embezzling  a  little  over  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the  court 
imposed  a  sentence  of  three  years,  yet  the  complaining  company, 
the  company's  counsel,  the  district  attorney,  the  jury  and  the 
trial  judge, "all  joined  in  urging  or  endorsing  the  pardon. 
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PARDONS   OP   CONVICTS    UNDER    SENTENCE   IN    STATE    PRISON. 

One  parol  and  three  pardons  have  been  granted  to  convicts 
under  sentence  in  the  state  prison  at  Waupun,  during  the 
term  of  my  first  administration.  These  pardons  were  granted 
unconditionally  for  the  reasons  which  are  hereafter  set  forth. 
No  other  paroles,  conditional  or  unconditional  pardons  of  con- 
victs under  sentence  in  the  state  prison  have  been  granted  since 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  1901,  or  during  my  term  of  office. 

George  Peterson,  convicted  before  the  county  court  of  La 
Crosse  county  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1902,  of  the  crime  of 
larceny  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for 
the  term  of  fifteen  months.  October  6th,  1902,  parole  was 
granted  upon  the  express  condition  that  said  George 
Peterson  abstain  absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  and  otherwise  conduct  and  demean  himself  as  a 
peaceable  and  law-abiding  man.  Otherwise  and  upon  due  and 
sufficient  proof  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  this 
parole,  the  same  will  be  revoked  and  the  said  George  Peterson 
remanded  to  the  custody  of  the  proper  officer  to  serve  out  said 
sentence  as  provided  by  law. 

It  appeared  from  the  investigation  of  the  facts  and  cir-  . 
cumstances  surrounding  this  case,  very  questionable  whether 
there  was  any  intent  to  commit  the  crime  of  larceny  for 
which  Peterson  was  sentenced  to  the  state  prison.  It  seems 
that  the  young  man,  who  had  previously  borne  a 
good  reputation,  engaged  in  a  drunken  carouse  with  severa' 
companions  in  one  of  the  saloons  of  La  Crosse  city.  Dur- 
ing the  evening  a  pocketbook  belonging  to  the  bartender 
was  picked  up  from  the  top  of  the  bar,  where  it  had  been 
placed  by  the  owner,  and  was  passed  in  sport  from  one  to 
another  of  those  in  the  drinking  party.  Thereafter  at 
his  home  young  Peterson  found  the  pocketbook  in  his  out- 
side coat  pocket,  exhibited  it  to  his  sister  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family,  stated  to  them  that  it  had  been  picked 
up  at  the  saloon,  and  that  he  would  go  down  and  return  it  to 
the  owner.  He  left  the  house  to  go  directly  to  the  saloon,  but 
was  arrested  while  on  his  way  and  at  once  taken  into  court, 
charged  with  the  larceny  of  the  pocketbook.  a  plea  of  guilty 
received  from  him  without  the  advice  of  counsel,  or  the  presence 
of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  and  he  was  thereupon  at  once  sen- 
tenced to  fifteen  months,  imprisonmtnt  in  the  state  prison  at 
Waupun. 

The  value  of  the  pocketbook  was  alleged  to  be  twenty-five 
cents.  It  contained  no  money  and  nothing  of  value  except  a 
promissory  note  which  the  young  man  made  no  attempt  to  ne- 
gotiate or  raise  money  upon.  The  owner  of  the  pocketbook 
avers,  under  oath,  that  he  does  not  believe  there  was  any  in- 
tention upon  the  part  of  Peterson  to  steal  the  same,  but  that 
the  whole  affair  in  the  saloon  was  a  foolish  attempt  to  perpe- 
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Upon  this  statement  of  facts  a  parole  was  granted,  conditioned 
upon  the  young  man's  absolutely  abstaining  from  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating liquors. 

Dick  Bedell  and  Frank  Bedell,  convicted  in  the  circuit  court 
for  Sauk  county  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1899,  of  the 
crime  of  horse  stealing,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
state  prison  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

November  25th,  1901,  absolute  and  unconditional  pardon 
granted  for  the  reasons  following: 

Dick  Bedell  and  Frank  Bedell  were  tried  and  convicted  of 
stealing  a  team  of  horses  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1899.  The 
conviction  appears  from  the  testimony  in  the  case  to  rest  main- 
ly upon  the  evidence  given  by  William  Good,  who  claimed  to 
have  met  the  Bedell  b/others  by  previous  arrangement  a  short 
distance  from  the  barn  whence  the  hor.ses  had  just  been  stolen, 
receiving  them  from  the  Bedells,  and  driving  them  into  another 
county,  where  he  sold  them;  that  on  the  night  of  June  24th  he 
returned  and  met  Frank  Bedell  by  appointment,  and  divided 
with  him  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  horses. 

This  testimony  was  contradicted  by  the  Bedells,  who  have  al- 
ways maintained  their  innocence  of  the  charge,  but  certain  con- 
flicting statements  in  their  evidence  tended  indirectly  to  lend 
some  support  to  Good's  story,  and  doubtless  turned  the  balance 
agaihst  them  in  the  minds  of  the  jury.  This  want  of  agreement 
in  the  testimony  of  the  two  brothers  was  upon  the  precise  time 
of  ^Prank's  arrival  at  home  on  the  night  of.  June  24th,  when 
Good  claimed  to  have  met  him  and  divided  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  stolen  horses  with  him.  In  and  of  itself  such  a 
discrepancy  would  probably  not  have  been  deemed  important,  but 
for  Good's  positive  testimony. 

After  the  conviction  of  the  Bedells,  Good  was  sentenced  to  a 
term  in  the  Wisconsin  state  reformatory.  Since  his  confine- 
ment at  the  reformatory,  he  has  made  a  sworn  statement,  in  the 
presence  of  the  superintendent,  that  the  Bedells  were  not  im- 
plicated in  stealing  the  horses  at  all,  and  that  his  testimony 
given  upon  the  trial  convicting  them  of  the  crime,  was  wholly 
false. 

If  true,  this  statement,  relieving  the  Bedells  of  any  complic- 
ity in  the  crime  for  which  they  are  imprisoned,  entitles  them  to 
an  absolute  pardon.  Doubt  as  to  its  truth  was  raised  by 
the  fact  that  after  Good's  confinement  in  the  reformatory, 
and  but  a  few  months  prior  to  making  the  statement, 
he  informed  the  district  attorney  who  tried  the  case 
for  the  state  that  he  had  been  oflfered  inducements  to 
make  such  a  statement  to  be  used  in  securing  a  pardon  for 
the  Bedell  boys.  The  difficulty  then  presented  was  to  de- 
termine which  of  Good's  statements  were  true,  the  one  to 
the  district  attorney,  or  the  one  to  the  superintendent.  This 
necessitated  a  careful  analysis  of  all  the  testimony  in 
the    case  and    the   affidavits    filed    upon    the    motion  for  a  new 
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trial  in  the  circuit  court,  and  a  rigid  and  impartial  exam- 
ination of  Good  under  circumstances  best  calculated  to  elicit 
the  truth  from  him.  The  first  task  1  performed;  the  second  I 
entrusted  to  the  Hon.  Herman  Grotophorst,  a  member  of  the 
state  board  of  control — who  was  present  at  the  trial  of  the  case 
in  the  circuit  court,  though  taking  no  part — and  to  the  Hon.  C. 
W.  BowroD,  superintendent  of  the  reformatory. 

Upon  their  report  and  from  my  own  investigation,  I  am 
fully  convinced  that  Frank  Bedell  and  Dick  Bedell  were 
neither  of  them  implicated  in  any  manner  in  the  stealing 
of  the  horses  >.  for  which  they  were  tried  and  convicted ; 
that  Frank  Bedell  did  not  meet  William  Good,  and  did  not 
receive  any  part  or  share  in  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  stolen  horses  at  the  time  and  place  sworn  to  by  Good 
upon  the  trial,  nor  any  time  or  place  whatever;  that,  in  fact, 
Good  was  not  at  the  place  of  such  alleged  meeting  on  the  night 
of  June  24th,  1899,  but  was  in  attendance  upon  a  dance  at  the 
house  of  one  Wernecke,  in  the  town  of  Marion,  Juneau  county, 
more  than  twenty  miles  distant;  that  all  of  the  testimony  of 
William  Good  given  upon  the  trial  which  connected 
Dick  Bedell  and  Frank  Bedell,  or  either  of  them, 
with  the  crime  in  question,  whether  directly  or  in- 
directly, was  false  and  perjured  testimony,  that  such  testimony 
was  given  in  anger  and  malice  because  Good  had,  or  believed  he 
had,  a  grievance  against  the  Bedells,  and  desired  to  do  them 
the  greatest  possible  injury.  " 

Andrew  Dolan,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Mil- 
waukee county  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1900,  of  the  crime  of 
assault  with  intent  to  rob,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  ten  years. 

May  27th,  1902,  absolute  and  unconditional  pardon  granted 
for  the  reason  that  the  prison  physician,  after  a  series  of  care- 
ful examinations,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  prisoner  was 
afflicted  with  consumption  and  could  live  but  a  short  time. 
Dolan  died  a  few  days  after  the  granting  of  the  pardon. 

Upon  proof  establishing  like  conditions,  pardons  have  been 
uniformly  granted  by  all  executives  without  reference  to  the 
character  of  the  applicant,  or  to  the  crime  for  which  he  is  un- 
dergoing sentence.  Law-abiding  citizens  can  suffer  no  injury, 
nor  can  criminal  classes  receive  any  encouragement  from  ex- 
tending executive  clemency  to  one  who  is  called  for  final  judg- 
ment.

COMMUNICATIONS  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

Wisconsin  State  Tax  Commission, 

Madison,    February  16th,  1903. 
To  Members  of  the  Legislature  : 

The  completed  report  of  this  commission  is  now  ready  for 
general  distribution.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  additional 
matter  contained  in  the  completed  report,  viz. : 

(1)  A  chapter  relating  to  municipal  taxation  and  a  uniform 
system  of  fiscal  accounts  in  cities. 

(2)  A  table  showing  amounts  of  license  fees  paid  by  railroad 
and  other  corporations  to  the  state  for  the  years  1899-1902,  in- 
clusive. 

(3)  A  series  of  financial  statements  showing  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  state  for  the  past  thirteen  years. 

(4)  A  series  of  tabular  statements  showing  the  amount  of 
state  taxes  levied  in  each  year  for  the  same  period. 

(5)  An  appendix  relating  to  mortgage  taxation,  being  a  re- 
print of  Bulletin  No.  1  of  the  taxation  department  of  the  Na- 
tional Civic  Federation. 

(6)  An  alphabetical  index  of  the  entire  report. 

In  the  statements  of  state  receipts  and  expenditures  the  fig- 
ures for  each  year  are  given  separately,  with  a  summary  and  a 
comparative  statement  for  the  whole  period  following  the  last  year 
ly  statement.  Prefixed  to  the  whole  is  an  explanatory  statement 
showing  the  manner  in  which  the  statistics  have  been  compiled  and 
containing  other  related  information.  It  has  been  sought 
to  show  only  the  receipts  available  to  meet  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  state  and  its  various  penal;  charitable, 
reformatory  and  other  institutions,  and  only  the  actual  ex- 
penditures for  those  purposes,  omitting  all  items  per- 
taining to  the  capital  of  the  several  trust  funds  of 
the  state,  all  items  representing  mere  transferes  from  one  fund  to 
another  and  all  other  merely  representative  items,  if  any.  The 
sources  of  receipts  are  shown  and  the  purpose  of  expenditures  are 
stated  and  classified.  The  object  has  been  to  exhibit  the  financial 
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affairs  of  the  state  in  such  manner  as  will  enable  legislators  and 
other  investigators  to  ascertain  the  actual  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures of  the  state,  for  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  period 
mentioned,  without  making  laborious  and  difficult  calculations 
for  himself.  The  statistics  mentioned  are  designed,  among  other 
things,  to  aid  the  legislature  in  making  estimates  for  the  fu- 
ture needs  of  the  state  and  in  working  out  a  state  budget  or 
general  appropriation  bill. 

The  statistics  of  state  tax  levies  are  given  by  years  and  show 
the  various  purposes  for  which  the  several  levies  are  made  in 
each  year. 

It  is  believed  that  a  careful  examination  of  these  statistics 
will  demonstrate  their  importance  and  usefulness  sufficiently  to 
justify  the  considerable  labor  expended  in   compiling  the  ^  same. 

As  before  stated,  the  completed  report  is  now  ready  for  dis- 
tribution throughout  the  state  upon  request  from  any  one  de- 
siring to  read  it.  The  commission  will  undertake  dis- 
tribution for  members  of  the  legislature,  if  desired, 
upon  receipt  of  names  and  addresses  of  persons  to  whom 
copies  are  to  be  sent.  This  will  avoid  the  occasional 
sending  of  duplicates  to  the  same  person.  To  the  same  end 
members  of  the  assembly  would  do  well  to  compare  lists  with  the 
senator  representing  the  same  district,  before  submitting  lists 
or  sending  out  copies  themselves.  In  this  connection  it  is  sug- 
gested that  distribution  be  confined  mainly  to  those  who  mani- 
fest a  desire  to  read  the  report,  by  asking  for  it  or  otherwise. 
If  this  be  not  done,  the  limited  quantity  available  for  general 
distribution  may  be  exhausted  before  all  of  those  who  desire  to 
read  are  supplied. 

If  any  member  directing  copies  of   the  report  to  be  sent  out 
shall  desire  to  have  his  name  appear  therein,  by  slip  or  other 
wise,  he  may  have  it  done  by   leaving  printed  slips  or  making 
other  arrangement   therefor  with   the  secretary  of  the  commis- 
sion.

Senator  Stout,  on  behalf  of  King's  school  of  mechanics,  pre- 
sented the  senate  with  a  gavel  made  at  the  school. 

President  pro  tem.  McG-illivray,  in  accepting  the  gavel  on  be- 
half of  the  senate,  made  the  following  remarks : 

Senators:  It  is  with  a  deep  feeling  of  gratitude  towards 
the  engineering  college  that  I  accept  this  beautiful 
gavel.  As  I  look  upon  it  I  am  reminded  of  the  time 
six  years  ago  when  a  bill  tame  before  the  committee 
on  claims  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  an 
engineering  building.  We  listened  to  the  argument  pro  and  con 
and  adjourned  over  until  the  following  day  without  passing  on 
the  bill.  When  we  again  convened  I  moved  to  recommend  the 
bill  for  passage.  I  was  asked  by  members  of  the  committee 
to  withdraw  my  motion,  and  we  had  considerable  debate  on 
the  merits  of  the  bill.  1  argued  that  it  was  an  oppor- 
tunity to  encourage  a  college  which  would  equip 
young  men  to  produce  something  that  would  interest  our  state. 
The  bill  was  parsed  by  but  one  vote.  I  felt  then  that  I  was  right. 
I  am  now  sure  that  I  was  right. 

As  I  look  on  this  gavel  I  find  that  it  is  made  from  many 
pieces  of  wood,  glued  together. 

It  reminds  me  that  the  young  men  educated  in  that  college 
will  take  the  iron,  steel,  wood  and  stone  in  our  state  and  from 
them  construct  bridges,  assist  architects  in  constructing  large 
buildings  for  our  business  interests.  They  will  construct  rail- 
roads, open  up  new  territory  which  will  add  greatly  to  the 
reputation  and  wealth  of  our  state. 

The  engineering  college  of  the  great  university  on  the  hill  is 
of  untold  value  to  our  commonwealth,  and  I  know  that  I  voice 
the  sentiment  of  the  senators  when  I  say  that  I  thank  the  col- 
lege for  this  gift  and  wish  it  only  success  in  its  efforts  to  better 
fit  our  young  men  to  De  useful  citizens. 

As  your  presiding  officer  I  am  thankful  to  the  college  for  its 
gift,  and  when  called  to  preside  I  shall  wield  this  gavel  with  the 
strongest  desire  I  can  to  legislate  for  the  upbuilding  and  en- 
couragement of  the  young  men  who  produce  business  and  reach 
out  for  new  industries  in  our  state.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUXICATIONS. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Chamber, 
Madison,  Wis.,  February  28,  1903. 
To  the  Honorahle,  The  Senate: 

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  Xo.  2,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  amendatory  of  section  21  of 
chapter  99  of  tho  la\\'S  of  1891,  entitled,  ^An  act  conferring 
civil,  criminal,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  upon  the  county  court 
of  Waukesha  county.'  " 

This  bill  provides  for  increasing  the  pay  of  the  court  reporter 
for  the  county  court  of  Waukesha  county  from  five  dollars  to 
ten  dollars  per  day,  such  per  diem  to  be  paid,  as  now,  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  county,  in  the  same  manner  provided  by  law 
for  the  payment  of  the  sheriff  for  attending  upon  the  circuit 
court. 

Section  694  of  the  statutes  of  189S  provides  in  substance  that 
the  county  board  at  their  annual  meeting  shall  fix  the  amount 
of  salary  which  shall  be  received  by  every  county  officer,  in- 
cluding county  judge,  who  is  to  be  elected  in  the  county  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  year,  and  is  entitled  to  receive  a  salary  out  of 
the  county  treasury.  The  salaries,  the  amounts  whereof  have 
heretofore  been  fixed  by  such  lx)ard,  or  est^iblished  by  law,  shall 
be  and  remain  the  salaries  of  such  officers  until  tlie  county 
board  shall  fix  the  amounts  thereof  in  accordance  wdth  this  sec- 
tion, but  when  such  amounts  are  so  fixed,  they  shall  be  and 
remain  the  salaries  of  such  officers  until  changed  by  the  county 
board. 

It  w^ll  be  observed  that  the  revisers  of  tlie  statutes  and  the 
legislature,  recognized  and  sought  to  presence  the  validity  of  the 
principle  that  the  regulation  and  administration  of  the  local 
affairs  of  a  county  should  be  controlled  by  the  people  of  that 
county,  as  distinguished  from  such  regulation,  administration 
and  control  by  authority  of  the  state  at  large.  The  salary  of 
every  county  official  must  be  paid  by  the  taxpayers  living  within 
the  county.  Xo  portion  of  the  same  is  borne  by  the  state  or  by 
any  other  county  thereof.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  to  be  just 
that  the  county  board  of  supervisors,  elected  by  tlie  voters  of 
the  county,  charged  w4th  the  administration  of  coimty  govern- 
ment, and  directly  accountable  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  county 
for  all  its  acts,  is  the  proper  authority  to  determine  the  amount 
of  the  salaries  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  legislature  has  from  time  to  time^ 
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by  special  act,  fixed  the  salary  of  a  county  judge,  or  other  mu- 
nicipal official,  it  was  manifestly  the  purpose  of  the  revisers 
^nd  the  legislature  adopting  the  statutes,  that  this  form  of 
special  legislation  should  not  be  encouraged;  hence,  tliey  pre- 
serve in  section  694  the  legislative  declaration,  wliich  has  been 
many  times  repeated,  remanding  to  the  county  board  the  au- 
thority to  nx  the  salaries  of  all  county  officers,  and  which,  upon 
sound  principles  of  self-goverjiment,  belongs  of  right  to  such 
local  administration. 

If  section  694  of  the  statutes  of  1898  was  wisely  re^nacted, 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  for  making  an  exception  in 
the  case  of  the  stenographic  reporter  of  the  county  court  of 
Waukesha  county,  who  is  but  an  appointee  of  a  county  officer. 

If  the  legislature  should  be  called  upon  by  special  act  to  fix 
the  salary  of  one  municipal  officer  in  a  given  county,  it  might, 
with  equal  reason,  be  called  upon  so  to  legislate  with  respect 
to  all  the  officers  of  the  county,  and,  in  like  manner,  to  fix  the 
compensation  by  special  act  of  the  municipal  officers  of  other 
counties,  and  all  cities  and  villages  as  well.  This  would  mean 
the  end  of  local  self-government. 

It  would  seem  properly  to  be  the  province  of  the  legislature 
to  determine  matters  of  ^neral  interest  to  all  the  taxpayers 
of  the  state,  and  to  establish  general  statutes  applicable  to  local 
government.  It  is  from  time  to  time  necessary  .to  legislate  u])on 
some  mattes  of  purely  local  concern,  but  fixing  the  amount 
which  shall  be  paid  to  local  officers  as  salaries  for  sen'ices  ren- 
dered to  county  or  city  municipalities  and  paid  for  out  of  the 
county  or  city  treasury,  should  rightfully  1)C  left  to  the  common 
council  of  the  city,  or  to  the  county  lx)ard  of  the  county,  as  the 
proper  body  to  determine  liow  much  the  services  of  such  local 
officers  are  worth,  and  in  wliat  manner  they  shall  be  paid. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  legislature  ought  not  to  inter- 
fere with  this  prerogative  so  wisely  conferred  by  the  general 
statutes  upon  county  boards,  and  would  I'cspectfullv  recommend 
that  in  all  cases  where  special  legislation  has  fixed  the  salaries 
of  any  county  or  city  official  paid  out  of  the  county  or  city 
treasury  that,  by  proper  amendments,  such  authority  l)e  given 
to  the  county  board  or  common  council  of  any  such  county  or 
city.

That  out  of  what  has  been  done,  perplexing  problems  have 
grown,  which  challenge  the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  the 
day,  is  not  surprising  and  should  not  be  discouraging. 

The  present  agitation  of  the  race  problem  offers,  we  belieye, 
the  opportunity  for  such  consideration  of  it,  as  will  bring  a  bet- 
ter understanding  of  its  nature  and  bearings,  and  may  point  the 
way  to  a  just  solution. 

The  people  of  the  south  equally  with  those  of  the  north  de- 
sire good  government,  and  are  earnestly  striving  to  secure  it. 
The  problem  is  for  us  as  well  as  for  them.  It  relates  itself  to 
the  highest  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  whole  country,  and 
whether  we  will  or  no  we  must  share  the  burden  it  imposes. 

It  is  not  a  problem  of  recent  development,  but  is  the  natural 
and  inevitable  outgrowth  of  conditions  which  had  their  genesis 
far  back  in  our  history. 

We  believe  the  time  has  come  when  a  conference  of 
representative  men  from  the  several  states  should  be  called  to 
consider  the  problem.  In  such  a  gathering  it  could  be  discussed 
apart  from  the  passions  of  a  political  campaign;  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and  true  patriotism,  consideration 
be  given  to  the  highest  welfare  of  all  concerned.

SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSESS- 
MENT AND  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

To  the  Senate: 

The  committee  on  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes,  to 
whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  governor's  message 
which  related  to  "The  Mill  Tax  Law*'  (pp.  9  and  10,  Sen,  Jour.), 
and  the  second  biennial  report  of  the  Wisconsin  state  tax  com- 
mission, chapter  HI,  of  which  is  a  discussion  of  the  same  subject, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  they  make  the  fol- 
lowing spec'hal  report  thereon : 

First.  That  portion  of  this  Ij^w,  section  1072a  of  the  statutes 
of  1898,  which  is  material  to  the  question  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee, is  the  first  sentence  of  the  section.     It  reads  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  levied  and  collected  annually  a  state  tax  of 
one  mill  for  each  dollai;  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable 
property  in  the  state,  which  amount,  when  so  levied  and  col- 
lected, is  appropriated  to  the  common  school  fund  income  and 
shall  be  disbursed  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions  and 
restrictions  provided  for  in  the  disbursement  of  the  common 
school  fund  income. " 

This  is  word  for  word  section  1  of  chapter  287  of  the  laws  of 
1885.  It  defined  a  new  policy  for  this  state  with  reference  to 
providing  a  permaent  support  for  the  common  schoolfe. 

Second.  When  this  law  was  enacted,  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  taxable  property  in  the  state,  as  determined  by  the  state 
board  of  assessment  for  the  year  1884  was  $476,396,354.  A 
tax  levied  on  this  valuation  under  the  law  of  1885  would  have 
amounted  to  $476,396.  The  school  population  at  that  time  was 
556,093,  and  the  attendance  enrolled  was  332,327.  Under  that 
law  then,  the  legislature  in  1885  contemplated  a  tax  of  $.85 
per  capita  of  the  school  population  and  $1.43  per  capita  of  the 
enrolled  school  attendance. 

Thfrd.  The  following  table  prepared  from  oflBcial  figures  is 
mportant : 
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Fourth.  In  sixteen  years,  as  the  table  shows,  the  perma- 
nent gain  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  the  state 
<vas  only  $141,810,836,  and  in  the  tax  co'lected  under 
this  law  $141,810.  The  population  of  the  state  advanced 
during  that  time  from  1,563,413  to  2,069,042,  the 
the  s^chool  population  Ircni  556,093  to  751,699,  and 
enrolment  from  331, 0l8  to  45S,711.  When  the  act  of  1885 
was  passed,  the  state  board  of  assessment  was  made  up  of  cer- 
tain i>tate  officers  elected  biennially.  For  sixteen  years  this  board 
pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  and  by  keeping  down  the  as- 
sessed valuation  completely  thwarted  the  purpose  uf  the  law. 
The  mill  tax,  instead  of  being  progressive,  yielded,  year  after 
year,  practically  a  fixed  sum,  and  the  expenditure  for  the  com 
mon  schools  was  adapted  to  whatever  notions  of  expediency 
controlled  the  board.  The  'Cgislature  meanwhile  looked  on  com- 
placently and  did  nothing. 

Fifth.  The  subject  requires  that  we  take  into  account  certain 
othfr  legislation  relating  to  the  support  of  the  university  and 
of  the  state  normal  schools  which  was  enacted  during  the  period 
under  consideration,  and  which  had  its  influence  on  the  state  as- 
sessment. 

(a)  Section  390  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  was  in  part  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  levied  and  collected  annually  a  state  tax  of 
Feventeen-fortieths  of  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  val- 
uation of  the  taxable  property  of  the  state,  which  amount,  when 
so  levied  and  collected,  is  appropriated  to  the  university  fund 
income. " 

The  facts  connected  with  this  fractional  tax  are  known  to 
several  senators  who  were  members  of  the  committee  on  the  Re- 
vision of  the  Statutes  during  the  session  of  1897.  The  frac- 
tional seventeen-fortieths  is  the  result  of  the  consolidation  by 
the  revisers  of  the  statutes  of  fractional  mill  taxes  under    several 
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dififerent  acts  by  means  of  which  the  university  fund  income  was 
annually  replenished.  These  acts  were  chapter  117,  laws  of 
1876,  which  proviaed  for  a  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill;  chapter 
300  of  the  laws  of  1883,  which  provided  for  a  still  fur- 
ther tax  of  one-eighth  of  one  mill ;  chapter  29  of  the 
laws  of  1891,  which  provided  for  an  additional  tax  of  one- 
tenth  of  one  mill  for  ten  years;  chapter  241  of  the  laws  of  1895, 
which  provided  st;ll  another  tax  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  for  two 
years,  and  made  permanent  the  tax  of  1891;  and  chapter  284  of 
the  laws  of  1897,  which  made  permanent  the  tax  of  one-fifth  of 
one  mill  provided  for  by  the  law  of  1895. 

(b)  Section  406a,     statutes  of  1898,  runs  in  part    as:    follows: 

"For  the  purpose  of  conducting  and  maintaining  the  normal 
schools,  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected  annually  a  state  tax 
of  nineteen-sixtieths  of  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  taxable  prop^irfcy  of  the  state,  which  amount  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  normal  school  income  fund."  This 
fractional  mill  tax  was  likewise  a  consolidation  made  by  the  re- 
visers of  the  statutes.  Our  illustration  is  sufficient  and  we 
need  not  go  into  details. 

Sixth.  With  the  coming  in  of  the  report  of  the  tax 
commission  at  the  session  of  1899,  in  which  great  stress 
was  laid  upon  the  necessity  of  reforming  the  •  method  of 
making  tlie  assessment  which  had  ^o  long  pre /ailed  in 
defiance  of  the  statute,  there  was  an  awakened  interest  on 
the  part  of  I  he  legislature  in  the  general  subject  of 
taxation.  It  was  evident  that  the  mill  and  fractional  mill  taxes, 
instead  of  providing  means  of  supplying  a  constantly  in^^reasing 
sumfor  the  different  incomes  to  which  they  were  attached,  instead 
of  accomplishing  a  beneficent  object  as  they  had  been  expected  to  do 
when  enacted,  had  been  a  continuing  source  of  evil  in  our  system  of 
taxation.  It  was  plain  that  the  legislature  had  abdicated  and 
that  the  state  board  had  usurped  powers  which  only 
the  legislature  should  or  could  exercise.  This  condi 
tiou  undoubtedly  prompted  a  member  of  the  assembly 
at  that  session  to  introduce  a  bill  to  do  away  with  the 
mill  and  fractional  mill  taxes  and  instead  thereof  to  make 
specific  appropriations.  The  mill  tax  was  spared.  Chapter 
170,  laws  of  1899,  was  enacted,  by  which  the  fractional 
mill  taxes  were  discontinued.  As  to  the  university  and 
normal  schools,  specific  appropriations  then  became  the  • 
policy  of  the  legislature.  In  other  words,  the  legislature 
resumed  its  functions  and  discharged  its  own  re- 
spocsibility.  If  any  question  of  expediency  were  to  be  taken 
into  the  ciccount,  it  was  to  be  done  in  the  proper  legislative  way, 
and  not  by  a  board  created  by  the  legislature  in  any  way  it 
might  choose. 

Seventh.  It  is  pertinent  to  call  attention  in  this  connection 
to  a  provision  of  section  390  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  which  re- 
lates   to    the    university  fund  income,     because  it    suggests    & 
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precedent  for  the  committee  which  they  found  useful  in  fiaming 
ihe  bill  which  accompanies  this  report^  and  which,  by  leave  of 
the  f^enate,  they  will  introduce.  We  quote  from  that  section 
the  following: 

"*  *  *  There  is  also  appropriated  to  such  fund  annually 
for  the  purpose  of  adding  facilities  for  and  establishing  and 
maintaining  courses  of  instruction  in  railway  and  electrical  en- 
gineering  in  the  university  one  percenlum  of  the  funds  derived 
by  the  state  from  the  license  fees  imposed  upon  railroads,  rail- 
way car  or  other  transportation  companies  and  upon  telegraph, 
telephone  and  other  electrical  companies." 

Eighth.,  The  legislative  movement  for  better  assessments - 
began  in  earnest  at  the  session  of  1899.  The  tax  commis- 
sion was  created,  and  the  tax  commissioner  was  made  a  mem- 
ber of  the  state  board  of  assessment.  'Ihe  tax  commission 
entered  at  once  upon  an  investigation  to'  discover 
the  true  value  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  state. 
As  a  result  of  their  work,  ihey  were  able,  in  their  report  to  the 
legislature  of  1901,  to  show  that  such  value  was  at 
least  the  sum  of  $1,4'J4,591,273.  There  was  left  no 
furtl  er  excuse  in  the  light  of  this  report  for  as- 
sessing the  property  of  the  state  at  a  sum  far  below  one- 
half  of  its  value,  even  if  the  mill  tax  law  were  to  remain 
unchanged;  and  apparently  no  further  use  for  the  old  state 
board.  At  the  session  of  190!,  the  tax  commission  was  made 
the  state  board  of  assessment,  and  the  old  board  was  abolished. 
It  was  apparent  that  the  commissioners  would  not  disregard 
both  their  own  report  to  the  legislature  of  the  taxable  value 
of  property,  and  the  plain  mandate  of  the  statute 
actual  that  the  state  assessment  be  made  according  to 
value.  The  "mill  tax  law"  now  came  into  a  stronger 
light  than  ever  before.  It  was  clear  that  if  a  lawful 
assessment  were  to  be  made,  the  sum  annually  collected 
under  this  law  would  be  more  than  doubled.  So  large  an  in- 
crease in  one  year  in  any  tax  could  not  and  it  should  not 
be  permitted  to  pass  unchallenged  either  by  the  citi- 
zen or  his  representative  in  the  legislature,  .  although  no 
purpose  fpr  which  a  heavy  state  tax  might  be  levied  could 
appeal  more  strongly  for  justification,  than  a  tax  for  the 
support  of  the  common  schools.  The  se.iate  committee  on 
the  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes,  at  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature,  having  in  mind  the  his- 
tory of  this  tax,  and  of  the  state  assessment  which  has  stood 
so  long  practically  undisturbed,  and  being  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  assessment  which  was  likely  to  be  made  by  the  tax 
commission,  introduced  the  bill  known  as  No.  220,  S.,  which 
fixed  a  limit  to  the  amount  to  be  collected  under  the  mill  tax 
law  at  the  sum  of  $650,000.  Acting  under  strong  pressure 
from  without,  the  committee  afterwards  amended  the  bill  so  as 
to  make  the  limit  $850,000. 
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Ninth.  The  committpse  made  a  special  report  to  the  senate, 
which  had  been  prepared  by  the  tax  commission,  and  to  which 
all  of  the  committee  but  one  agreed.  The  report  ran  in  part  as 
follows: 

"The  bill  (220;  S.,)  fixes  the  limit  at  $850,000,  being  an  in- 
crease  of  $200,000  over  the  levy  of  1900.  If  the  amount  is  not 
satisfactory,  the  legislature  can  determine  t|ie  sum  which,  in 
its  judgment,  should  be  levied  in  each  of  the  years  1901  and 
1902. 

"The  sum  for  those  years,  whatever  it  may  be,  should  be  de- 
determined  with  the  same  care  and  attention  to  the  revenues  of 
the  state  and  the  needs  of  the  comm  )n  schools  that  would  be 
given  to  a  bill  for  the  direct  appropriatien  of  a  definite  sum  for 
common  school  purposes. 

"The  indirect  method  of  levying  the  one  mill  tax  on  the  tax- 
able property  as  found  by  the  state  board  of  assessment  is  in- 
defensible and  dangerous,  and  the  legislature  should  place  the 
limit  upon  the  amount  which  it  will  sanction  as  a  proper  sum 
to  be  levied  upon  the  property  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  state  in 
the  years  1901  and  1902." 

The  senate  killed  the  bill  by  a  vote  of  18  to  7.  The  condition 
predicted  in  the  report  arose.  The  assessment  was  made  by  the 
state  tax  commission  sitting  as  a  state  board  of  assessment  for 
the  year  1901.  The  valuation  of  taxable  property  wi?  ti^il 
at  the  sum  of  $1,436,28^,000.00.  The  increase  over  the 
assessment  of  1900  w^s  $803,234,000  The  tax  collected 
under  the  mill  tax  law  jumped  from  $030,000  to  $1,436,000.  The 
Increase  alone  was  nearly  double  the  amount  of  the  first  tax  raised 
under      the      law       in       1885.  In      1902       the      valuation 

advanced  to  $1,504,346,000,  and  the  school  fund  received 
$1,504,346.  It  is  not  surprising  that  a  general  discussion  of 
the  tax  arose.  In  some  of  the  counties  the  discussion  took  on 
strong  political  coloring,  and  gave  occasion  for  a  positive  de- 
mand upon  this  legislature  that  the  tax  be  reduced.  The  de- 
mand of  these  tax  payers  has  been  strongly  reinforced  by  the 
governor,  who  addressed  the  legislature  as  follows: 

"I  recommend  that  senate  bill  220,  limiting  the  amount 
which  can  be  collected  under  the  mill  tax  law  to  $650,000,  be 
enacted  into  law,  and  I  commend  to  your  examination  the 
strong  presentation  of  this  entire  subject  in  the  report  of  the 
tax  commission,  which  doubtless  will  soon  be  placed  before  you." 

The  tax  commission  has  recommended: 

"  (1)  That  the  law  imposing  a  tax  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  as  determined 
by  the  state  board  of  assessment  for  the  commo.n  school  fund  in- 
come be  changed  to  a  specific  appropriation  of  a  stated  amount 
for  that  purpose.  In  the  event  a  specified  appropriation  is  not 
made,  then  the  one  mill  tax  should  be  limited  to  $700,000  annu- 
ally for  the  ensuing  biennial  period."     (P.  258.) 

Tenth.  In  view  of  the  public  discussion  on  the  subject,  and  of 
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the  recommendation  of  the  governor,  and  of  the  tax  commission 
the  committee  were  called  upon  to  consider: 

(a)  Whether  in  their  judgment  the  amount  collected  under 
the  law  as  it  stands  is  excessive ;  .   . 

(b)  If  excessive,    by  what  amount  it  should  be    reduced;    and 

(c)  Whether  or  not  the  tax  should  be  continued  as  a  pro- 
gressive tax,  or  be  made  specific. 

Eleventh.  The  committee  would  readily  agree  with  some  of 
our  leading  educators  that  the  amount  of  money  raised  under  the 
mill  tax  law  during  the  past  two  years  was  not  a  larger  sum 
than  a  state  like  Wisconsin,  especially  when  compared  with  ad- 
joining states,  should  set  apart  for  the  support  of  common 
schools.  Had  the  increase  come  by  easy  stages  from  year  to 
year,  and  had  the  schools  steadily  advanced  and  had  the  money 
so  received  been  so  expended 'as  to  meet  the  growing  demands 
of  the  schools,  school  officers  would  have  acquired  the  exper- 
ience as  the  years  passed  which  would  have  put  the  receipt  and 
disbursement  of  so  large  an  amount  of  money  upon  an  entirely 
different  footing  in  the  school  district  from  that  which  the 
governor  and  the  commissioners  have  described.  The  situation 
with  the  districts  being  as  it  is,  the  committee  concluded  that  in 
their  judgment  the  amoui^^t  collected  under  the  law  for  the 
past  iwo  years  has  been  excessive.  It  should  be  said, 
however,  in  regard  to  the  statement  that  under  the  operation 
of  this  law  a  local  tax  was  not  levied  in  some  school 
districts,  that  the  committee  inquired-  of  the  state 
superintendent  for  exact  information  and  found  it 
to  be  true  thai.  128  out  of  G,600  school  districts 
have  avoided  a  local  tax.  In.  the  judgment  of  those  best 
qualified  to  speik  upon  our  educational  interests,  it  is  not 
deemed  likely  that  the  number  of  such  districts  will  be  greater 
in  the  future,  and  the  confimittee  do  not  believe  that  the  escape 
of  so  few  out  of  so*  many  districts  should  be  looked  upon  by  the 
legislature  as  a  fact  of  controlling  importance  in  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  matter. 

It  having  been  decided  that  less  money  should  be  raised  under 
this  law  for  the  common  school  fund  income,  the  next  question 
for  the  committee  to  settle  was  by  what  amount  the  tax  should 
be  reduced.  Here  the  opinions  of  the  members  of  the  commit- 
tee diverged  blit  at  the  outset,  they  had  agreed  that  they 
would  have  no  controversy  over  the  matter  among  themselves ;  and 
yet  that  they  would  not  agree  to  disagree.  They  believed  that 
the  senate  expected  them  to  find,  and  they  decided  that  it  was 
their  duty  to  find  a  point  at  which  their  minds  might  meet. 
They  undertook  forthwith  to  discover  a  limit  upon  the 
amount  to  which  taxation  for  this  fund,  within  the  spirit  of 
this  law,  might  be  permitted  to  go,  for  which  the  whole  com- 
mittee could  stand.  Several  sessions  of  the  committee  were 
occupied  in  the  discussion  of  various  amounts  which  were  sug- 
gested by  different  members  of  the    committee^    which    in    turn 
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were  rejected  by  a  majority  of  the  eorninitlee.  The  limitatioa 
suggested  by  the  committee  in  the  bill  introduced  at  the  last  ses- 
sion, to  which  we  have  referred,  was  deemed  icadeq  1e  to  the 
present  necessities  of  the  common  schools  by  a  majority  of  the 
committee.  A  proposition  to  reduce  the  rate  of  taxation  to 
three-fifths  of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  was  entertained  for  a  time 
by  the  committee,  but  after  discussion  it  was  decided  that  the 
rate  would  yield  an  inadequate  amount.  The  suggestion  was  made 
that  the  amount  of  the  tax  be  equal  to  a  sum  that  would  be 
yielded  were  the  rate  seven-tenths  of  a  mill  on  each  dollar 
of  taxable  property,  and,  after  full  consideration,  it  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  committee.  The  amount  which  thus  would  be 
raised  it  was  thought  would  be  accepted  by  the  members  of  the 
legislature  who  might  be  reluctant  to  yield  any  part  of  the 
present  taxes  as  adequate  to  the  present  demands  of  the  common 
schools  in  their  counties,  and  be  acquiesced  in  by  other  mem- 
bers who  might  feel  impelled  to  work  for  a  still  larger  reduc- 
tion, as  a  limitation  upon  the  tax,  as  fair  under  all  the  circum- 
stances as  could  be  looked  for. 

The  remaining  question  to  be  decided  by  the  committee  was 
whether  the  tax  should  be  continued  as  a  progressive  tax  or 
the  amount  thus  ascertained  by  the  committee  to  be  necessary, 
be  provided  as  a  specific  tax  to  be  levied  annually,  as  the  taxes 
are  now  levied  for  the  support  of  the  university  and  the  state 
normal  schools.  The  tax  commission  favored  the  levy  of  a 
special  tax,  and  in  support  of  the  same,  their  report  says : 

The  mill  tax  in  aid  of  common  schools  alone  remains  an  un- 
certain and  varying  quantity,  fluctuating  with  the  assessments 
made  by  the  state  board.  As  values  increase — as  they  are  likely 
to  do  annually  for  some  years  to  come — this  tax  will  keep  pace 
with  them  and  with  it  the  tax  levied  upon  towns,  villages  and 
cities  by  the  county  board.  A  mill  tax  of  one  and  one-naif 
million  dollars,  together  with  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
contributed  from  the  school  fund  income  proper,  means  in  an- 
other year  a  school  tax  other  than  the  local  district  tax  of 
$3,400,000,  and  this  with  the  natural  development  and  conse- 
quent increased  valuations  will  continue  to  grow  from  year  to 
year  if  the  law  remains  as  at  present.      (P.  42.) 

The  total  amount  of  all  taxes  levied  for  school  purposes  in  the 
several  towns,  cities  and  villages  in  tlie  state  during  the  year 
190  L  was,  according  to  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
$4,193,302.47.  This  was  before  the  increase  in  the  **county 
school  tax"  made  necessary  by  the  full  value  assessment  made 
by  the  state  board  in  1901. 

It  may  be  remarked  in  this  connection  that  the  amount  equal 
to  the  apportionment  from  ihe  school  fund  income  is  required 
to  be  raised  by  each  town,  village  or  city,  but  not  by  the  school 
district,  as  seems  to  have  Lcen  the  understanding  in  some  local- 
ities. The  constitution  treats  the  town  and  city  as  a  unit,  not 
the  school  district,  and  legislation  has    added  "villages."     (Sec. 

4,   Art.    X,  Const.  )  l      r\r\r^lc> 
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It  is  true  that  under  the  constitutional  provision  relating  to 
the  income  of  the  school  fund  the  law  may  be  so  changed  as  to 
require  each  town,  village  and  city  "to  raise  by  tax  annually  for 
the  support  of  common  schools  therein,  a  sum  not  less  than  one- 
half  1\xq  amount  received"  from  the  state,  instead  ,of  an  equal 
amount  as  at  present.  (Section  4,  Article  X,  of  the  Lonstitu- 
tion.)  But  with  our  largely  increased  valuations  we  believe 
that  such  a  change  would  not  adequately  meet,  the  conditions. 
Wise  legislative  policy  would  seem  to  indicate  that  this  large 
appropriation  should  be  fixed  by  law  at  a  stated  sum,  and  not 
be  left  to  the  judgment  of  administrative  officers.  Such  seems 
to  be  a  fair  interpretation  of  section  5,  article  8,  of  the  consti- 
tution, which  provides: 

"The  legislature  shall  provide  for  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to 
defray  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  state /'or  each  year  and 
whenever  any  expenses  of  any  year  shall  exceed  the'income,  the 
legislature  shall  provide  for  levying  a  tax  for  the  ensuing  year, 
sufficient,  with  other  sources  of  income,  to  pay  the  deficiency 
as  well  as  the  estimated  expenses  of  such  ensuing  year." 

The  policy  of  requiring  the  older  and  weathier  portions  fo 
the  state  to  contribute  to  the  educational  expenditures  of  those 
less  fortunate  is  in  favor  of  good  citizenship  and  wise  when  the 
contribution  is  not  excessive.  But  where  contributions  thus 
bestowed  exceed  the  amounts  that  can  be  profitably  or  econom- 
ically expended  they  may  have  the  very  opposit-e  effect  of  that 
intended.      (P.   143.) 

The  governor's  position  was  in  substantial  accord  with  that 
of  the  commission,  as  shown   by  the  following  from  his  message: 

"  It  could  never  have  been  the  purpose  of  the  legislature  to 
raise  so  large  an  amount  by  such  a  tax  and  relieve  the  school 
district  from  any  taxation.  It  is  manifest  that  the  continued 
operation  of  such  a  law  would  tend  to  diminish  local  inter- 
est in  the  common  school,  and  be  prejudicial  rather  than  helpful. 
It  violates  the  principle  that  the  expenses  of  local  government 
should  be  borne  largely  by  local  taxation  as  a  necessary  check 
upon  reckless  and  extravagant  expenditures." 

The  committee  were  thoroughly  impressed  by  the  argument 
of  the  commission  upon  the  subject,  especially  when  another 
part  of  the  report  was  taken  into  account,  that  referring 
to  the  establishment  of  a  state  budget  system.  Upon 
this  question  also  nothing  short  of  a  fixed  purpose 
to  reach  a.  basis  of  agreement  would  have  sufficed,  and 
on  this  question  personal  opinions  were  held  in  abeyance 
and  a  basis  of  agreement  was  carefully  and  patiently  sought 
for.  A  majority  of  the  committee  deemed  it  unwise 
to  abandon  the  progressive  tax.  It  remained  then  to 
determine  w^'hether  the  tax  should  be  progressive  on  the 
basis  of  a  specific  per  capita  tax,  having  as  a  stand- 
ard either  the  increase  of  the  school  population  or  the  increase 
of  enrolled  attendance,  by  which  to  deternine  the  amount  of  the 
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annual  tax,  or  wheiher  it  should  be  progressive  on  the  basis  of  a 
levy  of  a  fraction  of  a  mill  on  each  dollar  of  property  valuation. 
Whatever  favor  for  a  time  was  shown  to  a  per  capita  tax 
was  laid  aside  and  the  committee  decided  thit  the  rate,  if  pro- 
gressive,  should  be  such  upon  a  property  basis.  The  details 
were  thus  settled  in  order  of  statement..  The  committee  were 
af<reed.  The  final  vote  was  unanimous.  In  accordance  with 
their  corclupions,  the  bill  submitted  herewith  was  prepared.  It 
is  entitled,  "A  bill  relating  to  the  common  school  ifund  income, 
amending  section  1072a  6f  the  statutes  of  1898  and  adding  a 
new  section  to  the  statutes. " 

Section  2  of  the  proposed  bill  reads  as  follows: 

"There  is  added  to  the  statutes  a  new  section  to  be  numbered 
and  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1072a.  There  is  appropriated 
annually  to  the  common  school  fund  income  an  amount  equal  to 
seven-tenths  of  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  taxable  property  in  the  state,  as  determined  by  the  state 
board  of  assessment,  exclusive  of  the  property  of  corporations, 
which  pay  license  fees,  or  which  are  assessed  for  taxation  by  a 
state  board  of  assessment,  to  be  derived  annually  as  follows: 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  from  the  license  fees, 
or  taxes  paid  by  said  corporations,  and  the  balance  from  a  tax 
which  shall  be  levied  on  all  other  taxable  property.  The  ap- 
propriation hereby  made  shall  be  disbursed  in  the  manner  and 
under  the  conditions  and  restrictions  provided  for  the  disburse- 
ment of  the  common  school  fund  income. 

Before  and  during  the  preparation  of  this  bill,  the  attention 
of  the  committee  was  directed  again  and  again  to  the  question 
of  inequaltiy  in  the  distribution  of  this  tax  among  the  counties 
of  the  state.  The  wealthy  counties  have  been  subjected  to  a 
heavy  burden  as  the  presentation  made  in  the  tables  found  on 
pages  46  and  47  of  the  report  of  the  tax  commission  clearly 
shows. 

The  diversion  from  the  general  fund  to  the  school  fund 
of  an  amount  deemed  likely  to  equal  that  which  would  be 
raised  under  the  law  in  excess  or  the  limit  recommended 
by  tbe  tax  commission,  is  in  accjrd  with  the  plan  con- 
tained in  section  390  of  the  statutes,  by  virtue  of 
which  the  university  fund  income,  is  increased.  Thus  a 
measure  of  relief  will  be  afforded  to  the  counties  which  have 
made  a  strong  protest  against  the  operation  of  the  mill  tax  law, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  the  school  fund  income  W4ll  not  be  de- 
pleted below  a  point  which  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  fixed  as  the  limit  below  which  they  were  unwilling  to 
have  thrt  amount  of  this  tax  reduced. 

The  committee  have  carefully  considered  this  bill,  and  they 
recommend  that  it  be  plcaed  upon  the  calendar  and  that  it  do 
pass.

Second,  that  this  bill  is  so  arbitrary  that  it  makes  it  almost 
prohibitive  for  one  with  moderate  capital  to  engage  in  the  grain 
business  without  becoming  a  public  elevator  or  public  warehouse 
man;  and  that  this  section  seems  to  deprive  the  small  dealer 
of  the  privilege  and  opportunity  of  engaging  in  competitive 
business  with  those  controlling  great  capital;  and  because  it 
would  be  impossible  under  such  restraints  to  engage  in  Superior 
in  the  cleaning  and  mixing  grain  business  in  competition  with 
Duluth  and  Minneapolis.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

•    State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Chamber. 
Madisoij,  Wis.,  March  30,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable^  the  Senate : 

I  herewith  return  without  approval,  senate  bill  No.  19,  en- 
titled, "An  act  to  mend  subdivision  12  of  section  670  of  the 
statutes  of  1898,  relating  to  appropriations  by  county  boards 
for  the  erection  of  soldiers'  and  sailors'  monuments. " 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  not  made  apparent  from  its  title. 
Section  670  of  the  statutes  cf  1898  confers  upon  county  boards 
certain  special  powers  enumerated  therein,  and  among  others 
those  set  forth  in  subdivision  12  of  that  section,  as  follows: 

"12.  To  appropriate  not  exceeding  len  thousand  dollars  for 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  or  building  to  commemor- 
ate the  deeds  and  memory  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  the 
union  in  the  late  war;  provided,  that  no  such  appropriation 
shall  be  made  unless  the  question  whether  a  tax  therefor  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  is  submitted  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority 
of  the  electors  of  the  county  voting  on  such  question  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  section  937. " 

This  bill  proposes  so  to  amend  this  statute  as  to  authorize 
the  building  of  monuments  not  only  to  soldiers  and  sailors  who 
served  the  nation  i^n  the  war  for.  the  union,  b.ut  broadens  its 
scope  to  authorize  the  erection  of  monuments  to  soWiers  and 
sailors  who  have  served  the  nation  in  any  of  its  wars.  This 
modification  of  the  statute  would  doubtless  be  generally  com- 
mended. The  valor  of  the  American  soldier  in  all  our  wars  and  on 
every  field  is  a  percious  heritage  and  worthy  of  commemoration. 

The  real  purpose  of  this  bih,  however,  and  the  one  which 
compels  me  to  withhold  approval,  is  that  which  strikes  out 
from  the  existing  law  so  much  of  subdivision  12  of  section  670 
as  preserves  to  the  electors  of  every  county  the  right  to  vote 
upon  the  question  of  whether  a  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collect- 
ed for  the  building  of  such  monument. 

It  is  now  more  than  twenty  years  since  the  legislature  first 
clothed  county  ooards  with  authority  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollafs  for  the  erection  and 
construction  of  suitable  monuments  to  the  memory  of  deceased 
soldiers.  The  subject  received  further  legislative  consid- 
eration in  1895,  when  the  authority  was  extended  to 
include  the  erection  of  memorial  buildings.  It  was 
again  passed  upon  by  the  legislature  in  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
vised statutes  of  1898.  Each  time  that  the  matter  has  been 
under  consideration,  in  1882,  in  1895,  and  in  1899,  it  has  beea 
deemed  wise  legislative  policy,  and  just  to  the  taxpayers  in- 
terested, that  this  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  the 
county  board  should  always  be  subject  to  review  by  the  votera 
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of  the  county,  and  three  different  legislatures  have  provided 
that  such  appropriation  by  the  county  board  must  always  be 
submitted  to  the  taxpayers  to  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

Back  of  all  this  the  legislature  of  186^  provided  for  the  erec- 
tion of  such  monuments  by  towns,  cities  and  incorporated  vil- 
lages, provided  a  majority ^of  the  electors  of  such  municipalities 
voted  for  the  levy  ot  a  tax  for  such  purpose.  The  substance  of 
that  enactment  is  preserved  today  in  section  937  of  the  statutes 
of  1898. 

This  bill  does  not  propose  to  change  the  law  with  respect  to 
the  building  of  such  monuments  by  cities,  towns  and  incor- 
porated villages.  It  allows  the  statute  to  stand  which  gives 
the  taxpayer  his  direct  vote  as  to  monuments  proposed  to  be 
built  by  towns  and  cities.  I  am  unable  to  see  any  good 
reason  why  an  exception  should  be  made  in  favcr  of 
county  boards.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  right  of  the  taxpayer 
to  vote  directly  upon  the  question  of  whether  a  tax  shall  be 
raised  for  building  such  monument  by  the  county  board  should 
be  abridged  in  any  manner.  The  only  purpose  of  this 
proposed  bill  would  seem  to  be  to  secure  the  erection  of  monu- 
ments in  some  counties  where  the  county  board  can  be  induced 
to  appropriate  money  against  the  will  of  a  majority  of  the 
voters  of  the  county;  otherwise,  there  would  be  no  occasion  for 
striking  out  this  provision  which  gives  to  the  voters  the  final 
decision,  "if  that  is  the  purpose,  it  but  strengthens  the  argu- 
ment against  this  bill.  However  much  the  erection  of  a 
monument  may  be  desired  in  any  county  it  should  be  secured 
by  appeal  to  the  judgment  and  patriotic  sentiment  of  the  peo- 
ple* rather  than  by  seeking  some  method  of  forcing^  the  matter 
through  against  the  will  of  a  majority  of  the  taxpayers.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  any  county  in  the  stateable  to  erect  such  a 
monument  as  may  be  built  under  existing  statute  would  with- 
hold approval  upon  a  full  and  fair  presentation  of  the  subject 
for  consideration    by  the  voters. 

The  people  of  Wisconsin  are  a  patriotic  and  liberal  peo- 
ple. They  have  never  failed  in  time  of  war  to  send  to 
the  front  a  full  quota  of  as  brave  men  as  ever  faced  death. 
They  have  ever  shown  in  times  of  peace  a  generous  and  lib- 
eral spirit  in  response  to  every  demand.  They  believe  that 
the  heroic  services  of  Wisconsin  soldiers,  living  and  dead, 
should  be  perpetuated  in  suitable  memorial  to  the  last  syllable 
of  recorded  time.  They  well  know  that  every  monument  which 
commemorates  the  courage  and  loyalty  of  Wisconsin  soldiers  i? 
an  inspiration  and  upliftment  for  each  community.  Patriotism 
and  love  of  country,  good  citizenship  and  devotion  to  the  public 
interest,  must  in  so.ne  measure  be  promoted  in  the  building  of 
every  monument  to  the  men  who  preserved  a  government  of  the 
people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people. 

But  in  building  a  monum.ent  to  those  who  fought 'to  preserve 
a    government    where  the  will  of  the  people  should  be  supreme. 
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it  would  be  something  of  a  travesty  to  endeavor  to  frame  a 
law  under  which  it  could  be  built  against  the  will  of  the  peo- 
ple. It  would  almost  make  a  mockery  of  such  a  monument  to 
build  it  in  violation  of  the  principie  that  this  is  a  government 
by  the  people. 

While  I  would  aid  in  arousing  the  patriotic  spirit  of  every 
county  for  the  erection  of  a  soldiers'  monument,  I  cannot  be- 
lieve that  any  such  memorial  built  against  the  will  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  taxpayers  of  the  county,  would  hallow  the  memory  of 
those  in  whose  honor  it  was  erected,  or  quicken  the  sentiments 
of  loyalty  and  devotion  to  country  of  the  people  of  that  county. 
Lessons  in  liberty  and  patriotism  cannot  be  successfully  incul- 
cated by  compulsion.  •

1891. 

The  legislature  authorized  a  loan  from  the  trust  funds  to  the 
Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  society,  which  loan  was  made 
and  secured  by  mortgage  on  the  land  purchased  by  Wisconsin 
State  Agricultural  society  from  E.  C.  McFetridge.  The  mort- 
gage was  recorded  on  December  16,  1891.  On  the  same  day  a  sec- 
ond mortgage  was  recorded  made  by  Wisconsin  State  Agricult- 
ural society  in  favor  of  E.  C.  McFetridge. 

On  February  11,  1893,  the  Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  so- 
ciety sold  to  Thos.  J.  Fleming  for  the  sum  of  $7,000,  as  stated 
by  Fleming  and  admitted  by  Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  so- 
ciety, a  portion  of  the  land  subject  to  the  mortgages  against 
it.  Later  Thos.  J.  Fleming  conveyed  the  tract  pur- 
chased by  him  to  Maple  Grove  Land  company  and  it  was  by 
that  company  platted. 

Joint  resolution  No.  47,  S.,  1893,  authorized  the  commissioners 
of  public  lands  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  state  from  E.  C.  Mc-

Dear  Sir: — Kegarding  the  bill  now  before  the  legislature  iov% 
the  establishment  of  Wisconsin  grain  inspection,  we  beg  to  state 
our  vie^vs  as  representing  the  foundry  and  machine  shop,  and 
boiler  shop  interest.^  of  Su]>erior. 

It  seems  no  more  reasonable  that  tlie  grain  passing  through 
Superior,  should  be  insi>eeted  bv  residents  of  another  state,  and 
-the  business  connected  therewith  done  in  another  state,  than  that 
the  foundry  interests  should  be  handled  in  the  same  way,  and 
that  business  conducted  by  outsiders  having  no  residence  or  ties 
in  this  state. 
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As  to  the  cantention  that  Wisconsin  inspection  is  not  known, 
And  therefore,  grain  cannot  be  handled  under  it,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  quickest  way  to  make  it  known  is  to  put  it  in 
operation,  and  trust  to  the  shippers  of  grain  in  Dakota,  and  the 
^rain  handlers  of  Superior  to  make  it  known. 

Wisconsin  inspection  is  not  going  to  destroy  Minnesota  in- 
spection. Why  then  so  much  opposition  on  the  part  of  Duluth 
and  Minneapolis,  if  they  have  such  a  good  thing  in  Minnesota 
inspection,  and  every  one  knows  of  it  from  Dakota  to  Liverpool. 

It  will  no  doubt  introduce  an  element  of  competition,  which 
■certainly  can  do  no  hann  to  the  farmer  or  the  eastern  purchaser, 
and  active  competition  is  a  harder  road  for  the  beginner  in  a 
new  business  to  travel  than  for  those  long  on  the  way  and  with 
their  markets  and  connections  established. 

It  would  seem,  too,  that  the  name  of  a  firm  long  established 
in  the.  grain  business,  should  carry  with  it  a  guarantee  of  the 
quality  of  the  grain  sold,  even  if  inspected  under  Wisconsin 
laws. 

The  Foundrv'men  of  Superior  are  probably  as  directly  in- 
terested in  the  continued  o|X^ration  of  the  elevators  at  this  point 
as  any  one,  a  considerable  part  of  our  business  coming  from 
tliat  source,  and  we  are  not  advocating  a  measure  which  we 
think  will  work  to  our  disadvantage,  neither  can  we  see  that 
the  new  inspection  will  in  any  way  work  injury  to  our  Min- 
nesota neighlx>rs,  if  their  insi>ection  is  on  a  sound  basis. 

We  would  respectfully  add  our  influence,"  so  far  as  it  may 
avail,  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  proposed  bill.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Chamber^ 
Madison,  Wis.,  April  22,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate : 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  bill  No.  193,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  to  legalize  bond3  and  other  obli- 
gations for  the  payment  of  money  of  certain  cities  not  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  the  people." 

The  bonds  and  other  obligations  metnioned  in  the  bill  are 
those  issued  and  made  contrary  to  the  terms  of  the  statute 
requiring  an  affirmative  majority  vote  of  the  people  to  give 
tl;iem  any  validity  whatever.  They  were  issued  and 
made  without  compliance  with  the  essential  re- 
quirement that  they  be  authorized  by  a  vote 
of      the     people.  The     municipal       bodies,      whose       acts 

alone  purport  to  have  authorized  them,  were  wholly  without 
power  to  give  them  any  force  or  effect.  The  law  itself  imposing 
this  condition  is  still  in  force  and  governs  and  controls    in    the 

i.o  (1  issuing  bonds  and  making  contracts  such  as 
are  sought  to  be  validated  by  this  bill.  It  is  a  wise  and 
wholesome  law.  No  forceful  objection  can  be  raised  against  it. 
There  is  no  demand  for  its  repeal.  It  is  right  that  voters  and 
taxpayers,  who  must  meet*  and  pay  these  bonds  and 
obligations  and  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tracts mpntioned,  should  be  consulted  and  have  a  voice 
in  authorizing  or  approving  them.  No  good  reason 
can  be  assigned  why  in  a  given  number  of  particular 
cases  the  bonds  or  contracts  should  be  authorized 
without  a  vote  of  the  people  and  in  all  other  cases  so  authorized 
by  such  vote.  If  the  requirement  be  beneficial  or  necessary  in 
one  case,  it  ought  not  to  be  abrogated  or  annulled  in  any  other 
case  without  good  special  reason  appearing  therefor.  That  a 
given  municipal  body,  or  bodies,  has,  or  have,  assumed  to 
authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  the  making  of  con- 
tracts in  violation  of  the  terms  of  so  essential  a  requirement, 
presents  no  reason  at  all  why  it  should  be  ignored.    Whether  the 
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Tiolation  of  the  law  be  willful  or  by  mistake  it  affords  no 
reason  why  its  observance  should  be  dispensed  with.  Taxpayers 
should  not  be  bound  by  obligations  authorized  only  under  a 
law  requiring  their  approval  when  such  approval  is  not 
secured.  This  is  not  a  case  of  mere  irregularity  or  mistake.  It 
Is  much  more  than  that.  The  bill  seeks  to  wipe  out  arid  do 
away  with  one  of  the  most  important  provisions  of  law  in  refer- 
ence to  the  issuing  of  the  bonds  and  the  making  of  the  con- 
tracts mentioned.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  ought  to  apply  to  all 
cases.  It  acts  as  a  wholeseme,  needed  check  upon  the  issuance 
of  bonds  and  making  contracts. 

For  these  reasons  I  disapprove  the  bill.

The  senate  members  of  the  joint  committee  on  conference  on 
bill  No.  97,  A.,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  met  with  the  assem- 
bly members  of  the  committee  in  several  conferences ;  that  such 
•  conferences  resulted  in  a  disagreement,  and  that  the  assembly 
.  members  refused  to  join  with  the  senate  members  of  the  com- 
.J  mittee  in  a  report. 

The  senate  nuembers  of  the  committee  attach  hereto  \  trans- 
cript of  the  proceedings  in  conference.

The  committee  on  conference  ou  bill  No.  97,  A.,  met  by  agree- 
ment today  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  following  proceedings 
in  writing  were  had : 

The  assembly  committee  of  conference  on  bill  No.  97,  A.,  pro- 
posed to  the  senate  committee  that  said  bill  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  for  nominations  by  direct  vote  of  candidates  for  the  of- 
fices of  United  States  senator,  governor,  lieutenant  governor, 
members  of  congress,  state  senators  and  members  of  assembly, 
and  county  and  city  officers.  State  conventions  to  be  held  for 
the  adoption  of  party  platforms  and  nominations  of  elective 
state  officers  other  than  governor  and  lieutenant  goveraor.  The 
delegates  to  such  convention  to  be  elected  at  the  primarj'^  pro- 
vided for  in  the  bill. 

The  senate  conferees  on  bill  No.  97,  A.,  disagree  to  the  propo- 
sition presented  by  tihe  assembly  conferees  for  the  reasons  here- 
inafter stated : 

1st.  The  senate  conferees  call  the  attention)  of  the  assembly 
conferees  to  the  amendment  proposed  and  adopted  by  the  senate, 
found  on  page  678  of  the  assembly  journal  as  follows:  "Insert 
a  new  section  to  be  numbered  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  26.  At  the  general  election  of  1904,  there  shall  bo 
submitted  to  the  electors  to  be  voted  upon  for  ratification,  or  re- 
jection, the  following  question :  'Shall  the  provisions  of  chapter

congress,  state  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  by  direct  vote 
be  adopted?' 

The  submission,  of  the  question  to  the  people  and  the  canvass 
and  return  of  the  vote  thereon  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  submission  of  and  the  vote  upon  a  con- 
stitutional  amendment.

251,  S.,  which  contained  the  proposal 
that  a  state  convention  be  held  for  the  adoption  of  a  party  plat- 
fonn,  and  they  do  not  consider  the  proi)osaI  open  to  further  ac- 
tion in  the  senate.

1st.  The  bill  under  consideration  originated  in  the  assembly, 
was  duly  inessaged  to  tlie  senate  and  on  March  26th  was  there 
amended.  Thereafter,  a  bill  with  the  sonat-e  amendment  was 
messaged  to  the  assembly,  and  on  ilareh  31st  the  senate  amend- 
ment was  non-concurred  in  by  a  vote  of  74  to  12.

The  assembly  committee  tlierefore  insists  that  this  conference 
is  appointed  to  consider  the  bill  originally  pasvse<l  by  the  assembly 
as  well  as  the  senate  amendment  thereto. 

2nd.  The  written  reply  of  the  senate  committee  above  re- 
ferred, to  assumes  this  is  a  conference  upon  the  bill  as  a  w^hole 
as  showTi  by  the  first  line  of  the  same,  as  follows :  ^^Senate  con- 
ferees on  bill  Xo.  97,  A.,  disagree,"  etc. 

,3rd.     The  object  of  a  conference  is  laid  down  by  all  authori- 
ties on  parliamentary  prncodure  as  an  attom]>t  to  bring  the  twt> 
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houses  to  agreement  on  points  where  .they  disagree,  and  it  is 
oompetent  for  such  conmdttee  to  recommend  any  amendments 
to  the  bill  whieh  may  be  agreed  upon,  except  as  to  items  already 
agreed  to  by  the  two  houses.  (Eeed's  Parliamentary  Rules, 
Sec.  245.) 

If  the  position  of  the  senate  committee  is  correct,  the  confer- 
ence committee  would  be  powerless  to  nuake  any  recommenda- 
tions whatever  for  the  senate  has  taken  action  upon  its  amend- 
ment as  completely  as  it  has  upon  any  of  the  propositions  sub- 
mitted'by  the  assembly  committee. 

The  assem^bly  committee  has  tendered  six  diflFerent  proposi- 
tions, each  of  which  is  a  proper  subject  for  consideration  under 
all  rules  of  parliamentary  law.  The  senate  committee  has  made 
none,  but  insists  uponi  the  amendment  adopted  by  the  senate, 
heretofore  referred  to.  The  assembly  committee  insists  that 
under  all  rules  of  parliamentary  law  it  is  competent  for  this 
conference  to  consider  and  agree  upon  any  amendments  which 
may  be  offered,  either  to  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  assembly  or 
the  amendment  adopted  by  the  senate,  and  states  that  it  is  fur- 
ther oompetent  for  this  conference,  if  such  course  might  be 
agreed  upon,  to  draft  and  recommend  a  new  bill  relating  to  tlie 
subject  of  nominations  by  direct  vote. 

The  assembly  committee  regrets  that  they  are  advised  that 
none  of  the  propositions  submitted  will  be  accepted,  and  that  the 
senate  conmiittee  has  no  offer  of  compromise  to  make. 

The  assembly  conferees  then  asked  the  senate  conferees  if 
they  had  any  propositions  to  make  beyond  what  was  embraced 
in  the  ^T^tten  communication  which  they  had  delivered  to  the 
assembly  conferees.  The  senate  conferees  replied  that  they  had 
not.  The  senate  conferees  then  asked  the  assembly  conferees  if 
they  had  any  further  propositions  to  make,  and  they  replied  that 
they  had  not  It  was  then  agi'eed  that  the  committee  siiould 
disagree.

The  joint  conference  committee  met  April  21st  at  five  thirty 
o'clock.     The  assembly  conferees  submitted  the  following: 

"The  avssembly  committee  of  conference  on  bill  No.  97,  A., 
after  further  consideration,  have  concluded  that,  notwithstand- 
ing the  principle  of  primai^'  elections  has  been  completely  de- 
termined by  the  people  at  the  several  state  conventions  and  at 
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the  general  elections  lield  in  1900  and  1902,  we  yet  desire  to  sug- 
gest another  proposition  of  compromise,  and  herewith  submit 
Sie  same,',  to  be  known  as  Troposition  Xo.  7.' 
Proposition  No,  7. 

The  assembly  committee  of  conference  on  bill  Xo.  97,  A.,  pro- 
pose to  the  senate  committee,  in  lieu  of  the  senate  amendment 
non-concurred  in  by  the  assembly,  that  the  bill  be  so  amended  as 
to  provide  for  the  submission  of  the  entire  bill  to  the  voters  of 
the  state  at  the  election  to  be  held  in  April,  1904." 

The  senate  conferees  disagreed  to  the  proposition. 

The  senate  conferees  asked  if  there  were  farther  propositions 
to  be  submitted  to  the  senate  conferees  and  the  assembly  con- 
ferees answered,  Xo. 

The  transcript  of  tlie  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  coan- 
mittee  was  agreed  upon  as  above  stated,  including  pages  1,  2,  3, 
4,  5  and  6  and  what  appears  at  the  top  of  this  page  and  the  suc- 
ceeding page. 

The  assembly  conferees  claim  the  privilege  of  making  a  sep- 
arate I'eport,  and  decline  to  sign  the  joint  report  with  the  senate 
committee. 

The  senate  conferees  insist  that  rule  Xo.  91  of  the  legislature 
calls  for  a  joint  report. 

The  assembly  conferees  interpret  rule  91  to  mean  that  the 
assembly  conferees  may  make  a  separate  report  to  their  house, 
%vith  which  they  understand  the  joint  committee  has  nothing 
to  do. 

Mr.  Frear  moved  that  the  secretary  furnish  a  transcript  to  the 
conferees  of  both  houses,  which  will  be  deemed  the  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  joint  committee. 

Senator  Morse — All  in  favor  of  the  motion  will  vote  aye. 

Motion  carried  unanimously.

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•EEPOKT   OF    JOIXT    COMMITTEE   OX    CIRCUIT 
COURT  AXl)  STATE  LIJ3RAR.Y  ROOilS. 

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

The  joint  committee  api)oiiited  to  investigate  the  subject  of 
the  memorial  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  respecting  the 
needs  of  the  state  library,  such  court  and  its  officers,  which 
memorial  was  transmitted  to  the  legislature  by  his  excellency, 
the  governor,  with  suggestions  as  to  the  imix^rtancc  of  tlie  mat- 
ters involved, 

Has  had  such  matters  under  consideration  and  now  begs  leave 
to  present  to  the  two  houses,  the  following  for  Uie  information 
of  the  members  of  such  houses,  exj>ecting  later,  after  the  mem- 
bers themselves  shall  have  had  reasonable  time,  severally,  to 
consider  the  subject,  to  miiko  a  further  report  with  recommen- 
dation^s  and  an  appropriate  bill  to  bring  such  reooraimendationfl 
efficiently  before  the  two  houses  for  such  action  as  in  the  wis- 
dom of  their  members  may  seem  best : 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  present  quarters  allotted 
to  the  supreme  court,  its  justices  and  officei-s,  and  to  the  state 
library,  and  have  conferral  with  such  justices  and  the  persons 
in  tlie  imjnediate  charge  of  the  state  librarj'-,  and  find  that  the 
statement  of  facts  set  forth  in  tlie  memorial  which  was  referred 
to  us  is  not  exaggerated. 

The  state  library  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  valuable 
law  Hbraj-ies  in  the  Unite^l  States  and  contains  over  '40,000 
volumc-s,  some  of  which  ai-e  incapable  of  replacement  in  case 
of  destruction.  It  increases  regularly  at  the  rate  of  nearly 
1,200  volumes  jier  year,  and  this  increase  will  doubtless  be 
greater  eacli  year.  At  the  present  time,  the  shelf  room  in  the 
library  is  overflowing  IVIaiiy  lx)oks  now  have  to  be  stored  wliere 
they  are  inconvenient  of  access.  There  is  no  space  for  addi- 
tional shelf  room  without  destroying  the  limiteil  space  required 
for  tlie  use  of  the  many  who  daily  consult  the  volumes,  yet  each 
year's  additions  require  400  feet  of  additional  shelving.  In 
addition  to  tluse  facts,  there  are  no  cloak  rooms,  no  room  for 
tho  Uv^e  of  those  who  arc  consulting  the  library,  no  receiving 
or  sliij^piiig  rcK)ms,  and  no  available  space  where  these  conven- 
iences can  1)0  obtained.  The  situation  is  now  one  of  extreme 
congestion,  and  in  a  few  years  that  congestion  will  be  so  great 
that  the  Ixioks  \rill  have  to  be  piled  rather  than  shelved  and  will 
thus  1)0  subjected  to  increjised  wear  and  tear,  besides  being  far 
less  useful.  In  addition  to  these  considerations,  the  danger  by 
destruction  by  fire  of  this  extremely  valuable  library,  worth 
probalijy  $150,000,  is  one  which  should  not  te  ignored. 
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We  find  that  the  quarters  of  the  supreme  com*t  are  entirely 
inadequate.  The  work  is  done  under  diflSculties  which,  con- 
sidering its  great  importance,  should  not  be  allowed  to  exist. 
The  great  volumje  of  litigated  business  now  reaching  that  court 
can  only  be  handled  by  utilizing  all  the  helps,  mechanical  and 
clerical,  which  can  be  obtained.  Each  judge  should  have  at 
least  two  rooms,  so  that  his  stenographer  and  typewiter  may  be 
always  at  hand.  This  is  now  impossible.  When  the  bench  is 
increased,  as  it  will  be  in  the  near  future,  by  the  addition  of 
two  justices,  there  vdll  be  no  rooms  which  can  be  assigned  to  the 
new  justices  and  no  available  space  where  they  can  be  secured. 
The  rooms  assigned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  and  the  reporter 
are  also  entirely  inadequate  for  the  work  done. 

Your  comanittee  is  entirely  satisfied  that  the  time  has  fully 
arrived  when  the  needs  of  this  great  branch  of  the  state  gov- 
ernment should  receive  serious  attention.  It  has  teng  since 
outgro^^'n  its  accommodations ;  and  as  tlie  state  increases  in  pop- 
ulation and  wealth  and  litigation  grows  larger  in  volume  and 
more  complicated,  the  need  of  more  room  AviU  become  more  seri- 
ous and  urgent.  Both  the  results  of  the  labors  of  the  justices  in 
the  despatch  of  business  and  the  dignity  of  the  appearance  of 
the  highest  tribunal  in  the  state  suffer  from  the  cramped  and 
inferior  character  of  their  rooms. 

So  fully  are  we  impressed  with  the  need,  tliat  we  urgently 
recommend  that  the  inembei-s  of  the  legislature  individually 
visit  the  library  and  rooms  of  the  court  ajid  by  pei-sonal  inspec- 
tion satisfy  themselves  of  the  pressing  nature  of  the  demand. 

As  indicated  at  the  outset  in  this  report.,  it  is  the  purpose 
of  your  conmiittee  to  take  up  the  subject  of  how  best  to  remedy 
the  situation  above  set  forth  and  to  report .  the  conclusions 
i-eached  in  the  form  of  a  bill.  In  the  meantime,  it  is  deemed 
iin.portant  that  the  members  of  the  two  houses  individually  fa- 
miliarize themselves,  so  far  as  practicable,  ^dth  the  subject 
To  that  end  wo- respectfully  recommend  that  this  preliminary  re- 
port 1k3  printed  and  a  copy  Ix?  furnished  to  each  of  the  members.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office, 
Madison,  Wis.,  April  23,  1903. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Legislature: 

In  submitting  to  your  honorable  body  the  first  message  at  the 
opening  of  this  session,  your  attention  was  directed  to  the 
practice  prevailing  among  railroad  companies,  of  paying  back  to 
certain  favored  shippers  large  sums  of  moneys  in  rebates  upon 
freight  charges,  made  in  the  regular  course  of  conducting 
transportation. 

I  quote  from  the  message  then  presented  to  you  the  following: 
"Investigations  which  have  been  conducted  by  the  interstate 
commerce  commission  in  the  courts  leave  no  room  to  doubt  that 
millions  of  dollars  are  paid  back  to  shippers  in  rebates  under 
arrangements  deemed  advantageous,  directly  and  indirectly,  to 
both  the  railroads  and  the  favored  shippers.  That  these  rebatea 
in  Wisconsin  alooe  amount  to  vast  sums  of  money  .annually    is 
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beyond  dispute.  Not  one  dollar  of  this  sum  rebated  to  ship- 
pers, and  properly  a  part  of  the  gross  earnings  of  railroad  com- 
panies, is  reported  to  the  state.  That  a  valid  claim  exists 
against  the  railroad  companies  for  the  amount  so  withheld  from 
their  reported  earnings  does  not  admit  of  question,  whatever 
difticulties  lie  in  the  way  of  making  proof  of  the  same." 

The  extent  of  this  system  of  rebate  payments  has  so  honey- 
combed the  railroad  business  as  to  become  a  subject  of  national 
as  well  as  state  concern,  and  congress  has  but  recently  passed  a 
law  imposing  severe  penalties  for  granting  rebates  and  other- 
wise discriminating  among  shippers  with  a  purpose- of  eradicat- 
ing this  great  evil. 

But  independently  of  the  injustice  to  shippers  generally,  and 
the  injury  to  the  public  resulting  from  thus  destroying  com- 
-petition  and  building  up  trusts  and  combinations  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  great  transportation  companies,  there  is  another 
aspect  of  the  case  which  is  of  special  importance  to  Wisconsin 
and  to  every  other  state  where  the  railroad  companies  pay 
taxes  upon  the  report  which  they  make  of  their  gross  earnings. 
All  sums  rebated  to  shippers  should  be  included  in  the  gross 
earnings  required  to  be  reported  under  the  law  in  this  state, 
and  the  railway  company  taxed  thereon.  That  this  has  not 
been  done  has  long  been  believed  and  evidence  of  this  wrongful 
practice  in  evasion  of  taxes  due  from  these  corporations  at  last 
has  been  obtained. 

In  the  state  of  Minnesota,  through  which  run  some  of  the 
same  line  of  railroads  operating  in  Wisconsin,  .  legislation  was 
enacted  in  1902  authorizing  an  examination  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  railroad  companies  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
whether  the  gross  earnings  of  such  companies  were  fully  re- 
ported to  the  state. 

In  that  state  as  in  Wisconsin,  the  railroads  are  required  by 
law  to  report  fully  their  gross  earnings,  and  upon  the  earnings 
so  reported  they  pay  a  licence  fee  in  lieu  of  all  taxes. 

Up  to  the  present  time  I  am  advised  by  the  department  con- 
ducting such  examination  for  the  state  of  Minnesota  that  it  has 
discovered  unreported  gross  earnings  amounting  to  nearly  five 
millions  of  dollars  upon  which  the  railroad  companies  have 
already  been  compelled  to  pay  over  to  the  state  one  hundred 
and  forty-seven  thousand,  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars 
and  seventy-eight  cents. 

This  investigation  covers  but  a  short  period  of  time  and  is 
certainly  a  most  excellent  beginning.  It  brings  with  it  a  lesson 
which  it  would  seem  your  honorable  body  might  well  pause  to 
consider.  , 

There  can  be  no  warrant  to  expect  that  the  railways  have 
been  more  scrupulous  in  fully  reporting  their  gross  earnings 
upon  which  the  amount  of  their  taxes  should  be  based  in  Wis- 
consin, than  in  our  neighboring  state. 

There  can  be  no  valid  reason   offered    why    railroad    corpora- 
54— S.   J 
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tions  in  this  state  should  be  exempt  from  a  most  searching 
examination  to  determine  whether  they  have  engaged  in  the 
same  practice  in  Wisconsin,  of  which  they  have  just  been  found 
guilty  in  Minnesota. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  statute  of  limitations  ought  not 
to  be,  and  probably  could  not  be,  invoked  to  protect  a  fraud 
against  the  state  and  that  such  investigation  should  be  made  ia 
a  most  comprehensive  way,  a  very  large  sum  of  money  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  be  recovered  for  the  state. 

I  recommend  that  a  bill  be  reported  by  the  proper  committee 
and  enacted  by  your  honorable  body  authorizing  and  directing 
the  bank  examiner  to  make  full  and  thorough  examination  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  railroads  doing  business  in  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  and  that  such  powers  as  the  legisla^ture  may 
properly  exercise,  be  employed  to  confer  upon  the  bank  exam- 
iner the  largest  measure  of  authority  possible  to  the  end  that 
he  may  be  able  to  ascertain  such  amounts  as  may  be  due  to  the 
state  from  the  railroads  under  the  law.

I  hereby  return,  without  approval,  bill  No.  171,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  section  1  of  chapter 
197,  laws  of  1898,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  200,  laws 
of  1897,  and  to  amend  section  1  of  chapter  206,  laws  of  1893,  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  191,  laws  of  1897,  relating  to 
acts  granting  to  the  city  of  Milwaukee  certain  submerged  lands 
adjacent  to  the  shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  for  public  park  and 
boulevard  purposes. " 

As  indicated  by  the  title,  the  bill  attempts  to  amend  acts 
granting  to  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  for  the  purposes  of  a  public 
park  and  boulevard,  submerged  lands  adjacent  to  the  shore  of 
Lake  Michigan.  A  similar  act  failed  to  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  executive  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  and  the 
reasons  then  giveo  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  act  in  ques- 
tion.    They  were  as  follows: 

*'The  state  holds  the  title  to  this  land  in  trust  for  the  general 
public  for  purposes  of  navigation  and  fishing.  It  has  no 
other  right  or  title  to  it.  Its  power  is  limited  to  the  exercise 
of  the  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public  for  these  two 
purposes  alone.  This  doctrine  has  been  established  and  be- 
came the  settled  law  by  repeated  decisions  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state.  The  state  cannot  use  the  land 
in      question      for    the    purposes    designated;    neither    can     it 
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authorize  any  such  use.  It  is  wholly  outside  of  the  scope  of 
legislative  power  to  convert  any  portion  of  the  land  covered  by 
navigable  waters,  wholly  within  the  state  or  adjacent  to  its 
limits,  into  public  parks  or  boulevards,  or  to  authorize  any  such 
conversion.  The  legislature  has  ana  pie  pow6r  to  pass  any  law  with 
reference  to  such  land,  tending  to  aid  or  benefit  or  improve 
either  navigation  or  fishing.  Any  bill  or  law  affecting  the  use 
of  either  these  navigable  waters  or  the  land*  under  them,  per- 
taining to  other  than  one  or  both  of  these  two*subjects,  is  wholly 
foreign  to  its  jurisdiction  and  power,  and  a  palpable  breach  of 
the  trust  which  it  is  bound  to  faithfully  exercise   and  execute. " 

The  position  taken  by  the  executive,  as  above  indicated 
during  the  session  of  1901,  has  since  that  lime  received  the 
approval  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  case  of -Rossmiller  vs. 
State,  114  Wis.,  169.  In  that  case  the  court  quotes  from  the 
decision  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  vs.  Illinois, 
146  United  States,  387,  as  follows:  "The  right  which  the  state 
holds  in  these  lakes  is  in  virtue  of  its  sovereignty  and  in 
trust  for  public  purposes  of  navigation  and  fishing.  The 
state  has  no  proprietary  interest  in  them,  and  cannot  abrogate 
its  trust  in  relation  to  them."  The  court  then  expressly  holds 
that  as  to  the  navigable  lakes  of  Wisconsin  the  state  "is  a 
mere  trustee  of  the  title  thereto  under  a  trust  created  before 
the  state  was  formed,  to  which  it  was  appointed  as  trustee  by 
its  admission  to  the  union.  That  it  has  no  active  duty  to 
perform  in  respect  to  the  matter  or  power  over  the  same,  except 
that  of  fnere  regulation  to  preserve  the  common  right  of  all; 
that  its  power  over  the  res  is  limited  by  the  original  purpose 
of  the  trust;  that  it  is  in  effect  a  mere  trustee  of  an  ex- 
pre«is  trust  with  duties  definitely  defined.  Those  principles 
are  too  firmly  established  to  admit  at  this  late  day  of  being 
seriously  questioned."  Quoting  again,  "The  wisdom  of  the 
'^fathers  in  securing  to  the  whole  people  the  right  to  enjoy  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  state,  with  all  their  common  law  inci- 
dents, beyond  the  possibility  of  any  rightful,  prejudicial  gov- 
ernmental interference  therewith,  and  the  consistent  and  vigor- 
ous defense  of  such  right  by  the  judiciary,  will  be  more  and 
more  appreciated  as  time  goes  on.  The  right  is  deemed  to  be 
so  strongly  entrenched    that    all    assaults    upon    it    must    fail. " 

The  state,  being  merely  a  trustee,  and  having  no  duties  to 
perform  with  relation  to  the  trust,  except  with  regard  to  navi- 
gation and  fishing,  it  follows  that  the  state  of  Wisconsin  is 
powerless  to  grant  any  of  the  rights  sought  to  be  conferred 
upon  the  city  of  Milwaukee  by  this  bill. 

For  these  reasons  the  bill  cannot  be  approved.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Seriate : 

I  herowitb  return  without  approval,  bill  No.  356,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  paragraph  7,  sec- 
tion 564,  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  so  as  to  authorize  visits  to 
and  inspection  of  county  and  municipal  charitable,  reformatorv 
and  penal  institutions,  and  incorporated  industrial  schools,  hos- 
pitals, asylums,  to  be  made  by  the  secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  control,  and  to  provide  for  the  reimbursement  of  his 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
such  duties. " 

The  result  of  this  act,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  be  to   relieve 
members  of  the  board  of  control  of  one  of  iheir  most    important 
duties    and  responsibilities    with    respect    to     charitable     and 
correctional     institutions    within    the  state,     and     to     impose 
the    same     upon     the     secretary     of     the     board.     The      sec- 
tior  of  the  statutes  sought  to  be  amended  defines  the  duties   of 
the  board,    which  originally    devolved     upon    the    state    board 
of   charities    and    reform.       It   covers  the   official  inspection  or 
practically    all    such    institutions    within    the   state,     whether 
state    institutions    or    city    and   county    institutions,  or   those 
of    a    quasi    public  character.       Each  of  these  institutions  is  a 
part  of    the  system    of   public    provision    for    the  relief  of  the 
afflicted,  and  the  correction  of  the  criminal  classes  in  Wisconsin. 
It    will    scarcely    be    disputed    that    it    is    quite  .as    import- 
ant to  have  competent  management  and    humane    treatment   of 
inmates  of  county  asylums  and    jails    as    of   state    institutions. 
To  that  end,   it    is    essential    that    inspection   and    supervision 
shall  be  equally  competent  and  thorough  with  respect  to   all    of 
them.     A  visit  once  a  yedx  by  some  one  of  the  five   members   of 
the  board  to  each  of  these  several  institutions,  as  prescribed  by 
the  paragraph  sought  to  be  amended,  cannot  be   reasonably  re-* 
garded   as  imposing  onerous  duties  upon  that  body.     Upon  the 
other    hand,     the    secretary's    qualifications    and     duties,      as 
defined    by  the  statutes,  are  that  he  shall    be  a  competent  and 
experienced  book  keeper,  and  shall  keep  its  books,  records    and 
accounts,    a   separate    account  with    each    department   of    the 
several  institutions,  and  a  complete  and  detailed  record   of  the 
business    affairs    of    the    board    and    the    institutions    under 
its  direction  and  control.     It  has  been    found    necessary,    quite 
recently,  to  increase  the    clerical   force    of  the    board   of    con- 
trol office,  to  relieve   the   secretary    of    the    steadily   enlarging 
volume  of  work  devolving  upon  him.     It  is,  of    course,    possible 
that  a  capable  bookkeeper    might    be    qualified    thoroughly    to 
investigate  these    various     institutions     with    the    purpose    to 
determine  the   efficiency    of    their    management    and    character 
of  their  needs,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  secretary   of   the 
board  cannot  combine  these  widely   varying  duties    without  the 
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creation  of  an  early  necessity  for   more   assistance  in    the  per- 
formance of  the  ordinary  work  of  his  office. 

1  am  unable  to  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  five  members  of 
the  board  are  in  need  of  an  auxiliary  member  for  the  proper  per- 
formance of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law  when  devot- 
ing their  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  discharge  of  such 
duties.  In  effect,  this  act  increases  the  membership  of  the 
board  for  the  performance  of  a  part  of  the  routine  work  im- 
posed upon  it,  and  will  add  what  I  regard  as  an  unnecessary  ex-^ 
pense  to  the  state. 

For  these  reasons,  the  bill  cannot  be  approved.

To  the  Honorahle  the  Senate: 

Grontlemen : — For  your  information,  I  desire  to  call  yonr  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  state  is  carrying  upon  the  books  of 
this  department,  among  the  amounts  due  from  state  depositories, 
accounts  against  the  following  defunct  Ixinks : 

Keystone   National    Bank.    West    Superior.    Wis $8,166  21 

Douglas  Count}'  Bank,    West   Superior,    Wis 15,182  19 

Total  amount  due  the  state  by  these  two  l)aiiks  $23,348  40 

Both  of  these  institutions  filed  the  personal  bond  required  by 
the  statutes  and  were  duly  designated  as  state  depositories.  In 
1895  the  Keystone  National  Eank  and  Douglas  County  Bank 
of  West  Superior  failed,  and  proix}r  and  diligent  effort  has 
been  made,  as  will  ap|)ear,  to  recover  from  the  bondsmen  of  the 
defunct  institutions  the  amounts  due  the  state. 

In  order  to  ascertain  tlie  exact  status  of  the  case  against  these 
banks,  I  addressed  the  following  communication  to  the  attorney 
general,  Hon.  L.  M.  Sturdcvant : 


Madison,  April  17,  1903. 
Hon.  L.  M.  Sturdevant, 
Attorney  General. 

Dear  Sir: — There  is  carried  on  the  brx^ks  of  this  department, 
and  of  the  secretary  of  state,  an  account  against  the  Keystone 
National  Bank  of  West  Su|)erior  amounting  to  $8,100.21  and 
an  account  against  the  Douglas  County  Bank  of  the  same  city 
amounting  to  $1.'), 182. 10.  Both  of  these  banks  were  pro})erly 
constituted  state  dei)ositories  but  failed  in  1895,  since  w^hich 
time  there  has  been  practically  no  change  in  the  accounts. 

I  am  informed  that  the  matted  was  laid  l)efore  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Ilicks  by  my  predecessor,  Hon.  J.  O.  Davidson,  but  can  find 
no  report  on  file  in  this  office,  and  now  write  Vou  to  inquire  the 
status  of  the  matter  from  such  information  and  data  as  may  be 
on  file  in  your  office,  also  to  request  your  opinion  as  to  the  pro*- 
jMXJt  of  recovering  anything  on  these  claims. 

If  it  is  not  likely  that  any  considerable  amount  can  be  realized 
on  these  accounts,  T  have  contemplated  reporting  the  facts  to  the 
legislature  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  lM?st,  wMth  a  view  of 
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having  the  accounts  stricken  from  the  lists  of  amounts  in  state 
depositories  and  being  finally  charged  off.

State  Treasurer,  Madison,  Wis. 
Dear  Sir : — Yours  of  the  17th  inst.  received,  in  which  you  ask 
me  the  status  of  the  account  of  the  state  against  Keystone  Na- 
tional Bank  of  West  Superior  and  Douglas  County  Bank,  and 
also  my  opinion  as  to  the  prospects  of  recovering  anything  on 
this  claim.     Since  receiving  your  letter  I  have  examined  all  the 
papers  and  files  in  this  office  and  I  am  of   the   opinion    that 
nothing  further  can  be  done  w^ith  this  matter.     All  of  the  assets 
of  both  banks  were  exhausted.     In  1897  and  1898,  tv^o  suits 
were  begun  by  the  state  against  these  banks  by  Attorney  General 
Mylrea,   and  it   appears  that   some  accounts  were  collected. 
Suits  were  also  brought  against  the  sureties  who    signed    the 
bonds  of  the  bank.     Some  settlements  were  made  with  them. 
Others  of  the  defendants  were  discharged    in    the    bankrupt 
courts.    The  assets  of  the  Douglas  County  Bank  were  sold  to  the 
state  and  the  state  now  owns  some  real  estate  in  Douglas  county, 
purchased  at  the  assignee's  sale.     I  find  a  large  amount  of  notes 
and  some  mortgages  among  the  files.     The  statute  of  limitations 
has  run  against  all  the  notes.     The  state  also  holds  some  judg- 
ments against  the  debtors  of  the  two  banks,  but  the  probability 
is  that  these  judgments  are  of  a  very  little  value.  I  find  that  At- 
torneys General  ^lylrea  and  Hicks  have  apparently  exhausted  all 
the  resources  of  the  state  in  the  endeavor  to  collect  the  balance 
due  the  state.     From  all  the  information  I    can  get  there   is 
nothing  further  that  can  be  done  except  to  dispose  of  the  real 
estate  now  owned  by  the  state,  which  was  bid  in  at  the  assignee's 
sale  of  the  property  of  the  Douglas  County  Bank.

Under  the  law,  I  will  be  obliged  tx>  carry  the  accounts  against 
these  two  defunct  institutions  as  assets  of  the  state  and  so  report 
them  in  all  official  reports.  This  seems  to  me  a  very  objection- 
able practice,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  appears  doubtful 
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whether  anything  more  can  be  realized  from  these  claims,  I 
would  suggest  that  your  honorable  body  take  such  action  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable  to  authorize  me  to  charge  off  these  accounts 
on  the  books,  and  obviate  the  necessity  of  including  them  in  the 
statements  and  reports  of  this  department,  thereby  making  all 
statements  of  assets  false  and  misleading  to  this  extent. 

The  lands  referred  to  in  the  attorney  general's  letter  are  now 
under  the  control  of  the  land  commissioners,  and,  of  course,  any 
amounts  realized  therefrom,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  realized 
from  any  of  the  bondsmen  or  property  of  the  defunct  institu- 
tions, mil  be  credited  to  the  proper  fund. 

I  herewitl>  submit  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  finances 
of  the  state  at  the  close  of  the  first  quarter,  March  31st,  1903. 
This  statement  shows  the  balance  in  the  several  funds,  amount 
in  state  depositories  (in  which  is  included  the  balances  due  from 
the  defunct  institutions  referred  to  above),  amount  of  bonds

I  herewith  return,  without  approval,  bill  No.  42,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  section  1347b  of  the 
statutes  of  1898,  as  amended  by  chapter  197  of  the  laws  of  1899, 
relating  to  the  use  of  traction  engines  on  highways." 

The  proposed  law  repeals  important  provisions  which  have 
been  deemed  necessary  for  the  protection  of  bridges^  culverts 
and  sluice-ways  from  damages  by  traction  engines  passing 
upon  and  over  the  same.  The  laws  enacted  in  this  state  on 
this  subject  since  1885  demonstrate  at  once  the  necessity  of  pro- 
tection to  bridges  and  culverts  against  this  form  of  use  and  the 
modification  which  has  been  secured  from  session  to  session  in 
the  interest  of    the  owners  of  these  engines. 

In  1885  the  law  provided  liability  for  damages  when  such 
engines  with  equipment  weighed  more  than  four  tons,  and  gave 
cause  of  action  to  the  chairman  of  any  town  against  the  owner 
or  user  of  such  engine  for  the  benefit  of  such  town. 

In  1899  the  law  was  amended  by  relieving  the  owner  of  the 
necessity  for  carrying  danger  signals  described  in  the  former 
act. 

In  1891  an  amendment  increased  the  weight  of  such  engine 
permissible  under  the  law  to  five  tons,  but  added  a  provision 
that  the  person  in  charge  of  such  engine  must  span  any  bridge 
or  culvert  with  planks  of  certain  dimensions  over  which  .  the 
wheels  should  pass  ir.  crossing  in  order  to  escape  liability  for 
damages. 

In  1899  the  weight  limit  of  such  engines  was  increased  to 
seven  tons  allowable  before  damage  liability  should  occur. 

The  proposed  act  eliminates  from  the  law  the  protection  of 
bridges  and  culverts  provided  for  in  the  clause  requiring  the 
use  of  extra  planks  by  the  owner  or  user  of  such  traction  engine. 
It  also  omits  from  the  lawthe  right  of  action  by  town  officers 
or  liability  to  damage  by  the  owner  or  user  when  the  engine 
shall  weigh  more  than  seven  tons,  and  specifically  provides  that  no 
town  shall  be  liable  for  damage  to  such  engine  or  any  person 
propelling  the  same  when  such  engine  with  its  equipments  and 
attachments  weighs  more  than  seven  tons,  thus,  indirectly  at 
least,  making  towns  liable  to  the  owners  or  users  when  such 
engine  or  equipment  weighs  less  than  seven  tons  at  the  same 
time  that  owners  and  users  are  exempted  from  damages  to  the 
town  by  injury  or  destruction  of  bridges  and  culverts. 

In  my  judgment  the  public  rights  are  not  too  well  safeguard 
ed  in  the  use  of  highways  and  bridges  by  these  machines 
of  extraordinary  weight  under  existing  law.  If  the 
limitation  respecting  weight  of  engine  and  liability 
of  the  owner,  be  removed  without  continuing  the  same 
or    some    additional     protection     to     bridge      covering,     such

as  is  DOW  provided  by  law,  serious  and  extended  damage 
will  certainly  result  to  the  bridges  upon  our  public  highways. 
It  may  be  that  some  modification  of  the  present  statute  would 
be  just  to  the  owners  of  traction  engines,  but  I  believe  that 
such  changes  should  be  made  with  special  regard  to  the  public 
interests  as  well.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature: 

I  herewith  return  without  approval,  bill  No.  216,  originat- 
ing in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  to  create  a  pension  fund  for 
members  of  the  police    department  in  cities  of  the  first  class." 

Under  laws  passed,  modified  and  extended,  from  session  to 
session,  provision  has  heretofore  been  made  for  pensioning 
police  officers  in  cities  of  the  first  class  under  certain  regula- 
tions and  limitations.  This  bill  provides  for  an  increase  in  the 
pensions  of  such  police  officers.  In  order  to  pay  the  increased 
pension  proposed,  it  doubles  the  amount  of  money  which  the  city 
of  Milwaukee — the  only  city  of  the  first  class  in  the  state — is 
now  required  to  contribute  for  that  purpose.  In  some  respects 
this  bill  remedies  defects  in  the  existing  law.  To  this  extent  it 
has  the  approval  of  my  judgment. 

In  other  executive  communications  to  this  legislature,  as  well 
8S  to  the  preceding  one,  I  have  set  forth  reasons, 
which  to  my  mind  are  controlling,  why  cities,  towns, 
counties  and  villages  should  not  be  deprived  of 
the  right  of  local  government  in  all  matters  pertain 
ing  to  local  affairs.  It  seems  to  me  to  violate  a 
fundamental  principle  of  representative  government  to 
permit  members  of  the  legislature,  who  are  not  representatives 
of  the  municipality  in  question,  to  determine  the  amount  that 
the  taxpayers  of  that  municipality  shall  pay  to  maintain  any  of 
the  departments  of  the  city  government. 

ine  increased  pensions  required  to  be  paid  by  the  proposed 
bill  must  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Milwaukee.  No  part  of  the  bur- 
den is  borne  by  any  other  section  of  the  state.  If  it  is  right  in 
principle  for  the  legislatureto  provide  for  paying  these  increased 
pensions  and  impose  a  tax  in  any  form  upon  the  city  treas- 
ury therefor,  it  may  with  equal  propriety  make  any  increase  in 
the  salary  of  each  and  every  officer  of  the  municipal  govern- 
ment, and  with  equal  justice  so  legislate  for  every  city,  village 
and  county  in  the  state.       Such    legislation  deprives  those  who 
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maintaiQ  the  government  of  the  right  to  control  it  to  that  ex- 
tent and  hands  it  over  to  the  representatives  of  other  portions 
of  the  state  whose  constituents  have  no  interest  whatever  in  the 
question  and  in  no  way  contribute  to  meet  the  increased  ex - 
pense«. 

Aside  from  the  principle  thus  violated,  the  time  of  the  legis- 
wo.uld  be  largely  occupied  in  passing  special  laws  and  amend- 
ments thereto  applicable  wholly  to  local  government,  violating 
in  spirit,  if  not  in  letter,  all  constitutional  limitations  and  re- 
straints upon  the  legislative  power  to  enact  private  and  special 
laws.  It  is  the  province  of  the  legislature  to  determine  mat- 
ters of  general  concern,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  to  establish 
general  rules  to  be  applied  as  to  details  by  the  local  govern- 
ments. 

It  is  true  that  withholding  approval  does  not  in  this  case  dis- 
continue the  payment  of  pensions  maintained  in  part  by  the  city 
treasury  of  Milwaukee  under  the  law  of  1899;  but  the  proposed 
law  would  impose  an  additional  tax  upon  the  city  treasury  in 
order  to  meet  provisions  of  t*his  bill.  It  seems  that  the  amount 
of  the  proposed  increase  would  not  make  a  larger  pen- 
sion than  is  received  in  nearly  all  of  the  cities  of  the  country 
'with  equal  population,  but  I  find  myself  unable  to  give  execu- 
tive approval  to  any  law  which  directly  by  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture increases  the  tax  burden  of  any  municipality,  either  for 
salaries  or  other  emoluments  to  be  paid  to  municipaPofficers. 

1  would  recommend  the  enactment  at  this  session  of  a  law 
containing  the  essential  provisions  of  the  bill  herewith  re- 
turned but  providing  therein  that  all  proposed  increases  of  pen- 
sion may  be  made  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Mil- 
waukee, or  such  other  local  board  or  commission  as  may  prop- 
erly be  clothed  with  that  authority.

RESOLUTIONS  INTRODUCED. 

By  Senator  Roehr: 

Jt.  Res.  No.  27,  S., 

We  have  learned  with  profound  regret  that  Hon.  Orsamus  Cole, 
a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  for  upwards  of  thirty-seven  years. 
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has  departed  this  life.  Justice  Cole  came  to  this  state  at  an  early 
day  and  speedily  achieved  distinction.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
second  constitutional  convention  held  in  1847,  and  the  succeeding 
year,  he  represented  Wisconsin  in  national  congress  as  a  member 
representing  the  largest  district  in  the  United  States.  In  1855 
he  was  elected  to  the  honorable  position  of  justice  of  the  supreme 
court  of  Wisconsin  and  served  in  that  capacity  continuously  until 
he  voluntarily  retired  to  private  life  in  1892.  The  history  and 
progress  of  Wisconsin  is  largely  reflected  in  the  decisions  of  the 
court  during  these  thirty-seven  years.  His  part  of  that  work  is 
characterized  by  the  clearness  and  lucidity  of  his  reasoning 
which  won  for  him  the  admiration  and  respect  of  the  bar,  and 
the  people  of  the  state.  In  his  death  Wisconsin  has  sustained 
an  irreparable  loss.  He  was  of  a  modest,  retiring  disposition, 
never  seeking  public  favor,  but  he  impressed  himself  upon  all 
who  knew  him  as  a  man  of  unswerving  integrity  and  manly 
character. 

Resolved  by  the  sefiate^  the^  assembly  concurring^  That  we  do 
deeply  feel  the  loss  to  the  state  of  an  eminent  jurist,  the  best 
years  of  whose  life  were  spent  in  our  service,  of  an  upright  hon- 
orable citizen  whose  life  is  an  inspiration  worthy  of  emulation, 
whose  memory  should  be  forever  revered  by  the  people  of  Wis- 
consin.

StxVte  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Department. 
Madison,  Wis.,  May  6,  1903. 
To  The  Honorable,  The  Legislature: 

The  plant  for  lighting  and  ventilating  the  capitol  building 
has  been  completed  by  the  contractors  and  accepted  by  the  su- 
pervising engineers  in  behalf  of  the  state,  as  certified  to  tbe  ex- 
ecutive under  date  of  April  29th,  1903.  In  the  fii-st  message 
from  the  executive  to  your  honorable  body  it  was  set  forth 
that  this  work  should  have  been  completed  under  the  contract 
by  December  1st,  1902,  and  that  delays  were  caused  by  inabil- 
ity of  sul>contractors  to  secure  material  from  the  manufact- 
urers. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  approved  by  the  executive 
for  the  state,  it  was  provided  that  the  contractors  should  for- 
feit twenty-five  dollars  as  damages  for  each  day's  delay  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  when  it  was  contracted  that  the  work 
should  be  completed.  The  money  to  be  forfeited  by  the  con- 
tractor in  the  enforcement  of  this  clause  amounts  to  three  thou- 
sand, one  hundre^l  and  seventy-five  dollars.  The  supen'ising 
engineers  in  charge  of  the  work  have  certified  to  the  executive 
in  writing  that — 

'^Tlie  delay  in  completing  the  work  is  not  due  to  any  negli- 
gence or  fault  on  the  part  of  the  general  contractors,  the  Muel- 
ler Company  of  Milwaukee.  From  personal  knoA\'ledge  ac- 
quired by  a  visit  to  the  factory  where  the  boilers  were  made, 
one  of  the  undersigned  aequire<l  the  p<:»sitive  knowledge  that  the 
delay  in  delivering  these  l)oilers  was  due  to  the  boiler  company 
and  not  to  the  Jilueller  Company.  The  same  facts  are  true 
with  reference  to  engines  and  dynamos,  and  we  feel  that  it  is 
only  just  to  the  Mueller  Company  to  state  that  the  long  delay 
was  duo  to  causes  entirely  beyond  their  control." 

In  the  opinion  of  tlio  attorney  general,  the  law  undei*  which 
this  contract  was  autliorized  to  be  made  by  the  executive  in 
behalf  of  the  state,  vests  no  authority  outside  of  the  legislature 
in  any  of  the  officers  of  the  state  to  waive  the  provisions  of  the 
contract  relative  to  these  damages. 

Being  convinced  that  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  work 
is  due  to  no  fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  contractors 
with  the  state,  I  present  tliese  facts  for  your  consideration  and 
such  action,  if  any,  as  in  your  judgment  may  be  warranted  to 
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relieve  the  contracting  company  from  this  provision  of  the  con- 
tract prior  to  a  final  settlement  with  them  by  the  state.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCE. 

The  .  joint  committee  on  conference  on  matters  pertaining  to 
bill  No.  584,  A.,  and  bill  No.  350,  S.,  with  respect  to  which  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  two  houses  exists^  respectfully 
report  that  after  a  free  conference  the  following  propositions 
are    agreed    upon  and    recommended  for  adoption; 

1.  The  senate  shall  immediately  amend  bill  No.  584,  A.,  as 
follows: 

Substitute  for  No.  584,  A., 

A  bill  relating  to  the  common  school  fund  income,  amending 
sections  1072a  and  554  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  and  adding  two 
new  sections  to  the  statutes. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1072a  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  and  renumbering  the 
remainder  thereof,  as  amended  by  section  20  of  chapter  351  of 
the  laws  of  1899,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  section  1072b  of  the 
statutes. 

Section  2.  There  is  added  to  the  statutes  a  new  section  to  be 
numbered  and  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1072a.  There  is  appro- 
priated annually  to  the  common  school  fund  income  an  amount 
equal  to  seven-tenths  of  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  state,  as  determined  by 
a  state  board  of  assessment,  exclusive  of  the  property  of  corpor- 
ations which  pay  license  fees,  or  which  are  assessed  for  taxation 
by  a  state  board  of  assessment,  to  be  derived  annually  as  follows : 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  from  the  license  fees  or  taxes  paid 
by  said  corporations,  and  the  balance  from  a  tax  which  shall  be 
levied  on  all  other  taxable  property.  The  appropriation  here- 
by made  shall  be  taken  from  the  license  fees  and  taxes  afore- 
said accruing  to  the  state  in  the  month  of  February  in  each 
year,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  disbursed  in  the  manner 
and  under  the  conditions  and  restrictions  provided  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  the  common  school  fund  income.

Dear  Sir; — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  tha 
3d  inst.,  in  which  you  submit  the  following: 

^'The  coimnittee  on  Claims  desire  a  written  opinion  from 
the  attorney  general  whether  the  state  of  Wisconsin  by  the  legis- 
lature has  legal  authority  to  appropriate  the  money  asked  for 
in  the  bill,  221,  A.  The  bill  and  affidavits  relating  to  the  claim 
are  submitted  herewith." 

This  bill  provides  for  an  appropriation  of  $3,503.52,  to  the 
Consolidated  Stone  e(»mpany  for  stone  used  in  the  construction 
of  the  historical  society  building.  Also  an  appropriation  of 
$1,503.00  to  David  Stevens  for  brick  and  crushed  stone  used 
in  the  same  building.  There  is  nothing  on  the  face  of  these 
bills  which  would  indieafo  that  they  were  subject  to  any  con- 
stitutional objection.  It  appears,  however,  from  the  affidavits 
submitted  that  the  claims  are  based  on  the  fact  that  the  par- 
ties named  furnished  material  as  subcontractors  of  the  prin- 
cipal contractors  who  had  a  contract  with  the  state  for  some 
part  of  the  work  upon  the  historical  library.  If  I  am  to  con- 
sider these  facts  as  a  basis  of  my  opinion,  then  the  question 
arises  whether  the  legislature  has  the  power  under  the  consti- 
tution to  appropriate  from  the  general  fund  the  money  of  the 
state  to  pay  the  debt  of  the  contractor  who  under  his  cx)ntract 
was  bound  to  pay  these  claims  for  material  furnished.  In 
other  words,  can  the  state  appropriate  money  to  pay  the  debt 
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of  the  principal  contractor,  which  he  owes  to  his  subcontractor  ? 
In  my  opinion  the  legislature  has  no  such  power.  We  have  the 
following  provision  in  our  state  constitution :  "The  legislature 
shall  never  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer, 
*  *  *  or  contractor  after  the  sen' ices  shall  have  been  ren- 
dered or  the  contract  entered  into."  (Section  26,  Art.  4,  Con- 
stitution of  Wisconsin.) 

While  this  bill  does  not  propose  to  appropriate  any  money 
to  the  contractor,  it  appears  to  me  that  this  provision  of  the  con- 
stitution is  applicable  to  the  situation  here. 

Evan,  C.  J.,  said  in  discussing  this  provision :  "Legislative 
history  points  and  sanctions  the  policy  of  the  constitution.  It 
indicates  the  purpose  of  the  section  to  save  the  legislature  from 
the  importunity  of  public  co-  ir^frrs  and  servants,  and  the 
treasury  from  the  discretion  of  the  legislature  in  their  favor; 
to  limit  contractors  with  the  state,  beyond  pretense  and  device 
to  the  precise  compensation  fixed  by  their  contracts." 

It  is  true  the,  bill  does  not  contemplate  the  appropriation  of 
these  sums  of  money  to  tlie  contractors  directly,  but  the  legis- 
lature cannot  do  indirectly,  which  it  cannot  do  directly.  An 
appropriation  to  a  sub-contractor  for  his  material  furnished,  is 
in  effect  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an  appropriation  to  the 
contractor  himselfj^  It  pays  the  contractor's  debt.  If  the  leg- 
islature lias  the  power  to  appropriate  these  sums,  then  a  very 
easy  and  convenient  way  has  l)een  found  by  which  the  provi- 
sions of  the  constitution  in  respect  to  public  contractors  may  be 
evaded.  I  do  not  mean  to  indicate  that  any  such  attempt  is 
being  made  by  tliis  bill.  I  understand  these  claims  are  meri- 
torious, that  the  material  was  furnished  in  good  faith,  with  no 
intent  at  the  time  to  make  the  charge  against  thfi-  state  for  com- 
pensation, but  I  do  not  think  this  fact  can  affect  the  question 
imder  consideration.  If  this  section  of  the  constitution  does 
not  apply  to  this  case,  I  still  think  the  legislature  has  no  power 
to  appropriate  this  money  on  another  ground,  and  that  is  that 
the  purpose  of  the  appropriation  is  not  public.  There  is  no 
express  prohibition  in  the  constitution  against  the  right  of  the 
legislature  to  appropriate  money  to  individuals  for  private  pur- 
poses, but  it  is  a  well  recognized  and  settled  doctrine  of  Amer- 
ican law,  says  ^llr.  jDillon,  ^^That  no  tax  can  be  authorized  by 
the  legislature  for  any  purpose  which  is  essentially  private,  or 
to  state  the  proposition  in  other  words,  for  any  but  a  public 
purpose." 

1  Dillon,  ]\[un.  Corp.,  4th  Ed.,  508. 

It  i?  true  this  bill  does  not  propose  to  levy  a  tax  nor  to  au- 
thorize a  tax,  but  it  does  propose  to  appropriate  the  revenue  of 
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the  state  which  can  only  be  provided  by  taxation,  to  the  pay- 
ment of  a  claim  in  which  the  public  as  such  has  no  interest. 

"If  the  state  can  appropriate  for  a  private  purpose  the  money 
in  its  treasury  and  then  replace  it  by  taxation,  it  can  do  indi- 
rectly what  it  cannot  do  directly" 

Spencer  vs.  School  Dist,  15  Kan.,  259. 

In  the  case  of  Xew  Richmond  vs.  Davidson,  114  Wis,,  563, 
it  is  said: 

"The  legislature  cannot  in  the  form  of  a  tax,  take  the  money 
of  the  citizens  and  give  it  away  to  an  individual,  the  public  in- 
terest or  welfare  being  in  no  way  connected  with  the  transac- 
tion. The  objects  for  which  money  is  raised  by  taxation  must 
be  public,  and  such  as  to  subserve  the  common  interest  and  well 
being  of  the  community  required  to  contribute:" 

In  the  late  case  of  State  vs.  Froelich,  04  N.  W.,  50,  it  was 
held  by  a  divided  court  that  an  act  of  the  legislature  was  void 
which  sought  to  appropriate  to  reimburse  certain  individuals 
for  moneys  paid  by  them  in  reliance  on  tlie  validity  of  an  un- 
constitutional act  of  the  legislature.  It  was  sought  to  sustain 
the  act-  on  the  ground  that  the  act  w^as  founded  in  equity  and 
justice  and  that  the  parties  interested  in  that  case,  paid  their 
money  relying  upon  the  validity  of  an  act  of  the  legislature. 
The  court,  however,  held  the  act  unconstitutional.  It  was  held 
in  this  case  that  the  act  was  for  a  private  purpose.  The  court 
said : 

"It  (the  legislature)  cannot  in  the  form  of  a  tax,  take  the 
money  of  the  citizens  and  give  it  to  an  individual,  the  public 
in  forest  or  welfare  being  in  no  wav  connected  with  the  transac- 
tion." 

In  my  opinion  this  act  could  not  be  sustained  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  founded  in  justice  and  equity  and  supported  by  a 
moral  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  state.  The  sub-contractor 
knew  that  lie  must  look  to  the  contractor  at  the  time  he  fur- 
nished the  material.  He  knew  he  had  no  lien  on  the  property 
of  the  state.  Xor  was  he  misled  by  any  act  of  the  legislature. 
Claimants  did  not  lose  their  property  by  any  act  of  the  state. 
The  state  paid  the  contractor  in  full  for  his  labor  and  material. 

I  think  the  act  would  .be  unconstitutional,  if  passed.

Madison,  Wis.,  May  7,  1903, 
To  the  Ifouorahlc,  the  Lcfjldature: 

More  than  two  3'cars  have  passed  since  the  tax  coiniuission 
announced  that  the  railroads  ought  to  pay,  in  fairness  to  other 
taxpayers,  a  million  doUai-s  more  annually  than  they  were  then 
paying.  The  finding  of  that  eommission  stands  today  as  It 
was  announced.  The  claim  of  the  state  against  these  c<irpora- 
tions  remains  nnsatisfied. 

In  the  last  legislature  the  bill  which  would  have  compelled 
these  companies  to  pay  a  justly  proportionate  share  of  taxes 
was  defeated  upon  its  passage.     In  view  of  the  strong  public 
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demand  repeatedly  proclaimed,  these  interests  at  this  session 
of  the  legislature  have  concentrated  their  opposition  against 
state  control  of  transportation  rates,  apparently  purposing  to 
defeat  railway  taxation  indirectly  by  meeting  any  increase  in 
their  taxes  with  a  corres}X)nding  increase  in  freight  charges 
against  their  patrons  in  Wisconsin. 

One  of  the  reasons  given  by  the  association  of  manufacturers, 
formed  just  prior  to  the  commencement  of  this  session,  for  pp- 
position  upon  their  part  ,to  any  increase  in  railway  taxation, 
was  that  the  railroads  would  not  pay  the  increased  taxes  neces- 
sary to  place  those  corporations  upon  an  equality  with  other 
taxpayers  in  the  state,  but  would  raise  freight  rates  in  order 
to  throw  back  upon  their  patrons  in  Wisconsin  the  burden  of 
any  increase  in  railway  taxes.  The  intimacy  of  business  rela- 
tions apparently  existing  between  some  of  these  manufacturers 
and  the  railroads  gives  additional  weight  to  their  declaration 
that  any  increase  in  railway  taxation  means  an  increase  in 
freight  rates  in  this  state. 

It  was  in  anticipation  of  this  danger  that  I  said  in  the  first 
executive  message  submitted  to  you  on  the  15th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, among  other  things  upon  this  subject,  the  following: 

"It  becomes  a])parent  at  once  that  legislation  compel- 
ling the  railroads  and  other  public-service  corporations  to 
pay  their  pro}x>rtionate  share  of  the  taxes  will  fail  in  its 
object,  viHess  it  he  supplemented  irith  legislation  protect- 
ing the  public  against  increased  transportation  charges/'^ 

Xew  information  pertinent  to  this  subject  has  just  reached 
the  executive,  which  I  avail  myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity 
to  lay  before  you  for  consideration. 

Upon  the  15th  day  of  April  the  board  of  control  advertised 
for  l)ids  uix)n  which  to  let  the  contracts  for  furnishing  coal  to 
the  different  state  institutions.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  such 
advertisement,  the  l)ids  were  yesterday  presented  by  the  coal 
dealers  to  the  lx>ard  at  its  offices  in  the  capitol  building.  I  am 
officially  advised  that  when  the  sealed  proposals  were  opened, 
it  was  discovered  that  substantially  all  large  dealers  had  in- 
serted a  special  resen'ation  that  such  bids  were  subject  to 
changes  in  freight  rates  on  coal  by  the  railroads. 

Xever  before  in  the  history  of  state  coal  contracts,  have  these 
proposals  been  made  subject  to  such  conditions.  What  does 
this  signify  ?  The  same  reservation  appears  in  the  sealed  bids 
of  dealers  from  different  parts  of  the  state,  indicating  concert 
of  action  by  the  railroads  of  Wisconsin.  Plainly  dealers  have 
very  recently  received  snggestion  from  railroad  officials  admon- 
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ishing  tliem  that,  for  their  own  protection,  they  must  reserve 
the  right  in  their  written  proposals  to  provide  against  increased 
freight  charges  in  this  state.  It  will,  of  course,  be  possible  for 
the  railroad  companies  to  furnish  some  other  explanation  for 
such  proceeding  upon  their  part.  But  I  am  informed  that  this 
is  the  first  time  that  coal  dealers  ever  have  been  notified  that 
they  could  not  safely  figure  ujwn  freight  rates  for  tlie  future 
delivery  of  coal  in  Wisconsin. 

A  study  of  transportation  charges  in  this  state,  throughout 
the  years  covered  bv  the  efforts  made  to  increase  railroad  taxa- 
tion, will  show  such  advance  as  leave  little  doubt  that  there  has 
been  upon  the  part  of  the  railroads  a  forehanded  determination 
to  be  prei>ared  against  legislation  equalizing  taxation.  We 
may  be  certain  that  advances  made  at  this  time  are  not  to  be 
confined  to  coal  rates,  but  will  extend  to  all  classes  of  freight, 
where  the  samfe  does  not  affect  favored  shipixjrs,  unless  in  some 
wholesome  way  these  corporations  are  restrained  from  making 
still  further  discriminations  against  j)roducers  and  consumers 
in  this  state.  The  warning  which  has  come  to  us  is  timely,  and 
in  my  judgment,  the  call  for  action  upon  your  part  is  impera- 
tive. 

Legislation  to  create  a  state  railway  commission,  with 
power  to  reduce  transportation  charges  for  Wisconsin  to  the 
level  of  trans[X)rtation .  charges  for  like  service  in  adjoining 
states,  has  been  defeated,  bu?  it  is  submitted  that  this  legisla- 
ture should,  before  final  adjournment,  make  it  impossible- for 
these  railway  com])anies  so  to  increase  railway  rates  in  Wisconsin 
as  to  offset  the  increased  railway  taxation  which  it  is  believed 
will  follow  the  passage  of  a  just  bill.  To  this  end  I  recommend 
that  you  enact  a  law  which  will  prevent  any  increase  in  trans- 
portation charges  by  the  railroad  corporations  in  Wisconsin. 

This  can  l)e  readily  effected  by  amendment  to  section  1803 
of  the  statutes  of  1898,  substituting  for  the  published  tariff 
rates  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  k  St.  Paul  railway  of  1872, 
the  published  tariff  rates  oi  the  different  railroads  for  some  rea- 
sonably modern  date  within  the  past  few  months  to  be  selected 
by  your  honorable  Ixnly. 

The  large  shipt>ers  wlio  joined  the  railroads  in  opjx)sing  the 
rate  commission  bill  l)ecause,  as  they  claimed,  they  were  appre- 
hensive that  their  present  favorable  rates  might  be  increased, 
ought  for  every  reason  to  approve  such  a  law.  It  would  make 
them  secure  against  any  increase  Ix^cause  this  law  would  fix 
those  rates  within  the  state,  as  tlie  maximum  rates  above  which 
railways  would  not  be  permitted  to  go.  The  railroad's  ought 
not  to  be  heard  to  complain  that  their  own  rates  are  adopted  as 
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the  maximum  rates  by  statute.  The  legislation  liere  proposed 
can  in  no  way  prejudice  securing  a  law  for  a  state  commission 
to  regulate  rates  in  the  near  future.  With  the  sense  of  security 
which  the  large  shippers  would,  of  course,  feel  under  such  a 
law,  they  must  then  be  bound  to  unite  with  the  small  shippers 
and  with  all  consumers  in  support  of  legislation  to  establish  a 
state  commission  empowered  to  lower  all  Wisconsin  rates  wher- 
ever found  unreasonably  high,  to  the  level  of-  those  enjoyed  by 
our  neighboring  states. 

I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  members  of  the  legislature 
are  desirous  of  an  adjournment  of  this  session  at  the  earliest 
j)ossible  day  commensurate  with  a  completion  of  the  legislative 
business.  In  this  desire  I  most  fully  share,  but  I  am  very  cer- 
tain that  the  people  of  the  st^te  will  approve  of  this  session 
being  at  least  extended  sufficiently  so  to  amend  the  statutes  as  to 
prevent  the  threatelied  increase  in  the  ,present  rates,  which  are 
certainly  exorbitant  for  the  producers  and  consimiers  of  the 
state  generally.
